A general Forest Bill lias been under considera¬ 
tion since 1 StiS, and more tlian one draft has been 
eirculatisl to the various Local Governments. 'I'iic i 
present draft is for the most part tlie work of the j 
ins])('ctor General of Forests with the assistance of 
the Forest Conservators of Bengal and tlie Fanjab. 

It will bo observed that ibis Bill follows in a

INDIAN EOIIEST BILlj. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hope moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend the 
law relating to the management and preservation of Government for(;sts, to 
the transit of forest-})rodu(je, and to the duty leviable on timber. lie said that, 
in asking this permission, he might observe m limine that the present idea 
was that the Bill should be merely of a permissive (diaracter, and would not 
necessarily apply to any province where ther(5 might be special local circum¬ 
stances or peculiarities which needed-separate and ])eouliar legislation. Burma 
was an instance of the pcciuliarities to which he referred. He had explained 
what they were in introducing a separate Bill on a recent occasion. It 
would be for the Select Committee who would consider the Bill if he obtained 
leave to introduce it, to judge how far those peculiarities were suflScient 
to warrant a separate Act, or whether er not it was possible to bring the case 
of Burma within the general Act now contemplated. At the same time he 
might say that the tendency of all enquiries that had been made into this 
subject and the general purport of the reports that had been received, wont to 
show that these peculiarities in different parts of India were not so very for¬ 
midable in themselves as was supposed, and it would appear to be very practi¬ 
cable to have a law embodying general principles applicable to th^ whole 
of India, and to provide for local peculiarities by means of rules to be framed 
by Government imder it. 

Another general feature of the Bill was that it was proposed that there 
should be given power to extend certain portions of the Act, and not the whole 
Act, to any particular Province. The object of this was that the people in a 
certain district might not be oppressed, for instance, by restrictions which were 
quite unnecessary in their district, although they were of the utmost import¬ 
ance in another. / ■ 

As to the necessity for general Forest legislation, he might refer briefly to 
the present basis of actionA b— some provinces. Take the Panjdb for instance. 
We had one set of rules pa# ,“i‘* in 1855 which had acquired the force of law 
under the Panjab Laws Acc ; they applied to one portion of tlie Panjtib. 
Another set of rules was passed in 1871, under the General Forest Act of 1865 ; 
but it was not quite certain wliether the whole of the rules passed under that 
Act properly fed! Avithin its provisions. Again, another set of rules was pass¬ 
ed in 1873, the legality of some portions of which had been called in question 
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in some quarters. Besides these, the district of Haz/ira had a sc'parate Begula- 
tion, which was passed under the Statute 33 Victoria, c. 3; and after all there 
were certain portions of the Panjdb which had no rules and no laws whatever 
relating to forests. 

lie would not trouble the Council by going through all the dilferent prov¬ 
inces under the Government of India in order to exjilain the difterences and 
inconsistencies in the law's and rules applicable to 1,hem. Tlu; Parijab might 
be taken as a fair samph'. of the whole. The laws in force in Bengal had been 
by competent authority d(;signated as “utterly useless,” and tlun-e was more or 
less of action Without legal warrant going on throughout the various forest- 
tracts in the country. 

In the Presidencies of Madras and Bombay, there was no regular forest- 
law, because Act VII of 1865 had i^-er been applied to either of them. In 
Bombay this absence of law was a Igccial difficulty, because we had tlu^rc 
Government forests interlaced with important |/rivate forests and ]irivate lands 
of different tenures, and wdth small Native St^es ; so tliat it was a matter of 
(jxtreme dilliculty to prevent our forests being pillaged, and from this cause 
llierc w'us a loss in the forest-revenue of scweral lakhs of rupees amiually. 
In Bombay the question had been under consideration for some years, and 
more than one Bill had been drafted on the subject; but it was now the desire 
of the Bombay Government tliat they should be embraced in this general Bill. 
As to Madras no doubt the necessity for leigislation had long been established 
and gradually admitted by all the authorities there. It might be a question 
whether, as in the case of Burma, the local peculiarities were such as to require 
them to be dealt with by the local legishd lu’c; and as this Bill presented no 
obstacle to such a course being pursued, the local Council could legislate with 
regard to them if necessary. But if local legislation w'as not needed, Madras 
could of course be brought under the Bill. 

As r(?gards the Bill itself, he might say that the question had been under 
consideration for a long number of years. This w'us abf)ut the fourth Bill 
which had beem circulated to the various Govermnemts, and tiny had all been 
mf)st elaborately repf)rted ii])on. All the recennmendations, observations and 
criticisms that had been received had been fully considered, and the present 
draft was in the main the work of the Ius])(Hrtor General of Forests with the 
assistance of two Conservators. At the same; time Mii. IIove liad no doubt 
tliat in Committee they would lie able to imjirove it very (!ousid('rably. 

There wwe only two main features in the Bill to whieli bo need noAV refer. 
One of these was coniph‘t,e provision for the investigation, pre.servatiou or 
commutation of jirivate rights in forests; and the ffther a\ as that poAver was 
given to control timber in transit, and otherwdse to imsurc that the GoA'ern- 
ment really received the revenue to Avhieh they Avere entitled. He had no 
doubt that if permission were given to introducir the. Bill, it, could be AA'orked 
out in an efficient manner and would prove an immense iuqirovement on any 
thing Avhich they had at present. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

BROACH AND KAIRA THAKURS INCUMBRANCES BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mu. IIoi’e also moved for leave to introduce a Bill to re¬ 
lieve from Incumbrances the estates of Thakurs in Broach and Kaira. He 
said that, referring to Kaira first, ho might state that it was a district 
which lay on the north of the Bombay Presidency in the Province of Gujarat. 
On one side was the district of Ahmadabad, for Avhich a special law of this 
description was passed in 1862, and on the south was Broach, for wdiich also 
a special Act (XV of 1871) was passed with a sim ^ view with reference to 
Thdkurs there. This district of Kaira had remiJRed between the tivo, con¬ 
taining landholders and owners wdio were undevsimilar cinmmstanccs to 
their neighbours, and hitherto there had beei®^ siAecial legislation for 1 heir 
relief. It contained a great number of petty NatiA^jeutlcnum or Chiefs. These, 
in some places, wrere entitled to the name of Chiefs, and in otlnn-s Avere Avhat 
was equivalent to squires or squireens, according to the dill'erent classes to 
which they helouged. Those men were for the most part of Rajpiit or Kiili 
origin. They had maintained their families by the laAv of primogeniture from 
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veiy remote times. A certain nnraljcr of them were of more recent 
being Muliammadnns and owning estates acquired at the conquest. The 
designation of Tliukur did not exactly fit the various local appellations which 
these men received, and further the limits of the Kaira District did not 
exactly cover all the persons Avhom we were (lesirous of relieving. There 
might be a part icular class of men in Ahmaddbdd, for instance, who were not 
exactly covered by tin; Ahmadabad Act, and whom it was intended to relieve 
by this Act. lie; ho])cd that in Select Committee they should be able to 
hit upon some d(;signations which would answer both puri>oses. 

As to the <!on(litiou'of the people to Avhom this Bill was intftided to apply, 
it n as simply one of almost hojiclcss insolvency. Our laws had come in upon 
them, laws which they were too ignorant to understand and too proud to take 
means of becoming accpiainted Avith. had been a(!customed for centm’ies 

to cut all difiiculties with tha sword, aTj/1 they Avcrc entirely disarmed by the 
obligation Avhich our Government forced upon them of cutting them with 
thn tongue and the pen. ^Jlie result was that they w('rc involved in 
difilculties from Avhich it was impossible for them unaided to escape. The 
older men amongst them were quite incapable of busin(!ss and quite ready to 
contnmt fresh debts. The younger men Avere fairly promising, and Avere 
receiving gogd education in our schools. But they Avere Aveighed doAvn by 
the millston(;s which their fathers’ had hung round their necks. These 
Thakiu’s had not perhaps tlui same claims on sentimental grounds for 
assistance as the .Ligh-dars of Sindh, because they Avere not the A-ery Chiefs 
from whom avc had Arrested the country a few years ago. But at the same 
time they had A'cry important claims from an administrati a'c point of vicAv, 
because tlu'y Averc of a manly, combath'e and rather lawless nature, 'fhoy had 
great influence, and they had the sympathies of all the dangerous classes of 
the community, Avho Avere ahvays ready to come forward when anything like a 
row Avas got u]). Tluy had Inieu a source of anxiety ever since avo became 
possessed of the country! They gave us a great deal of trouble during the 
mutinies in 1857, and there could be no doubt that it would be highly politic 
to remove any cause of dissatisfaction Avith our Government. 

In 1871 it was proposed to pass an Act for their relief. It Avas thought 
better, however, to make an attempt to settle their difficulties by private nego¬ 
tiation, and the Government agreed to advance ntiarly three Idkhs of rupees for 
that purpose. But the attempt fell through, as there were no means of settling 
with the creditors equitably, AAdxcn they proved quite unreasonable, and there 
was moreover no restriction on the men themselves, who if liberated one day 
were ready to contract Afresh obligations the next morning. So it had become 
necessary to come to this Council for a legislative enactment. 

When the Chutia Ndgpur Act came before the Council, Mr. IIope men- 
tioned tin; good effects Avhich had resulted from the passing of the Acts for 
Bombay, and when the Sindh Act was being passed, he rcAriewed the chief' 
features of the seA'eral Acts, and showed how that Act differed from the others. 
The Act now jxropostsd was almost in the same words, mulatia mutandis, as the 
Sindh Act. 


Hitherto, Avhat h’e had had to say Avas as to the district of Kaira; but it would 
be observed that the Bill also included Broach, which iiad a separate Act of its 
own. That Act Avas passed in 1871. But it was found to be defective in tln^ 
Avovding in several places, and not up to the times ; it could be drafted a great 
deal Ixitter in several minor particulars. It was also an object to relieve the 
Statute-book of a number of petty Acts on analogous subjects. It Avas 
therefore proposed to rei)cal. the Broach Act and to make this Bill applicable 
both to Kaira and Broach.^’ At the same time great care would be taken not to 
subject any of the Broach liidkurs, without fresh and sufficient cause arising, 
to any disabilities whicli the/f 37 j',ent Act did not impose upon them.

SALT TBANSPOllT BY SEA BILL. . 


The Hon’ble Mu. Uopk also moved for leave to introduce a .Bill to restrict 
the transport of salt by sea, lie said that the object of this Bill might be 
stated in a few Avords. There was no law at present to prevent salt shipped 
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frorft Bbmhay witliout payment of duty, with intended dc^stination to Madras 
or Calcutta,, being surreptitiously landed at any port on tlie coast, and smug¬ 
gled salt being taken in lieu of it and carried on to tlii^ pfn-t for which the 
vessel was cleared. 

Moreover there was nothing to prevent foreign salt or any other salt on 
which no duty liad been paid being landed at any of our p )rts throughout 
our seaboard. Both of these defects liad led to an immense amount of 
smuggling, which it was considered highly important to cheek without further 
delay. It was therefore proposed to introduca; a Bill to the effecd. that no vessel 
of less than three hundred tons should be allowed to (nirry salt except under 
certain very strust conditions, and that vessels might be brought to and 
searched reganling which suspicion might (;xist that they were ciigaged in 
carrying on contraband traffic. 

The M otion was put and agreed\^. 

BEGISTBATION ACT AMllNBMENT BILL. 

The Ilon’hle Siu Authuu HouHOirsE askM leave to postpone the presenta¬ 
tion of the final lle})ort of the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the 
Indian Registration Act, 1871. 

L(‘avB was granted. 

ACT No. XIII OF 1875 AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir Aktitur IIoritouse also moved for leave, to introduce a 
Bill to amend Act No. XTII of 1875. lie said that the necessity for this Bill 
arose from an inadvertence of the Council, or he should suy of his own, in passing 
Ad XIII of 1875. The object of that Act was to prevmit the ncc(*ssity whieli 
(‘xisted of persons taking out separate probates of wills whenever a testator 
hapy)en(‘d to di(‘ possesseil of property in se])arate Provinces. To effect that 
object we gav(^ power to the High Courts to grant probates which should take 
eff'ed, all ov(^r India ; and to prevent the clashing of probates granted by differ¬ 
ent High Courts, the Council further provided that, when any High Court 
granted sue.h a prohat(% it should give notice to the other High Courts. Now 
what was not considered was this, that by tlu^ didiuition of “High Court” in 
the General Clauses Act (I of 18(58) every Civil Court of final appeal was a 
High Court; so that in many out-lying parts of India, Courts of the very 
pettiest kind—such as Courts of Political Agents—would come under the defi¬ 
nition of “ High Court.” It was not intended that such Courts should grant 
such probates, neither was it intemded that they should receive notices from 
other High Courts. It was desired to inti’oduce a proper definition of the t(;rm 
“ High Court ” for this purpose, and that was the sede object of the Bill which 
he asked leave to introduce. 

Idle Motion was ])ut and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Wednesday the 31st January 1877.

Gouty, Bellai'v, and Cuddattah, is now on 
liis way to the districts of North Areot, 
Salem, Coimhatore, Trii'liiiiojtidy, Miidiira, 
ami Titmevelly. VVe await liis arrival in 
Madras towtirds the end of next week. 

II. We eiiclosi! the form etnhodying the 
information ri'Ci'ived hy telegram from jdl 
the di.striets of the Presideiioy relative to 
the season, and append in the margin an 
abstract phowing for each district tin' tiii- 
vaitces made on account, of the famine, 
according' to the Accountiint-Generars 
ligurcs, up to dale. 
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There has been a heavy rain and hail storm in Khandesh, which has caused considerable 
injury to the creps and cattle. Damage has also been done l)y the rain in AlimeJiiagar and 
Nasilc, while in Sholapur its effect upon the water-supply may be boiu'ficial, and tlicre arc no 
crops to injure. Had this rain fallen a month earlier, the benefit to such cops as there are 
would have'been marked. 

There is a slight increase in the price of the staple grain, jowari, which now averages a 
little over 231bs. the rupee tbroug^iout the nine affected districts. 

Owing to a mistake in the information supplied by the Collector of Sholapur, the number 
of peo])le upon Relief Works in that district was given in Statement No. X as J,1<S,70(); it 
should have been 93,892. The total number of people upon Relief Works was, therefore, 
3,12,703, and the increase during the forttiight, 24',85.'), nr at the rate of 12 ktTi per week. 

The number (Sf people now on Relief Works is 3,21,9.‘j8, against 3,12,703 for the week 
ending January 19th, and 5,ld'7 immigrants and hill-men are upon works in Kauaru and 
Ratnagiri. 

'J'he Sanitary Commissioner has again visited the Relief Works in the Satara District, 
and reports that the physical condition of tllokabourers continues good. 

2. Ill reviewing the general question (^Paminrf Relief, the Goveriimciit of India have 
decided that “even for an object of such paramount fcjiortance as the pre.servatiori of life, it 
is obvious that there are limits which are iiiqiosed i»)ii us by tbe facts with which wc have 
to deal.” This Government have, tlicrcfirc, oiclcred tliat in the case of an individn.al refusing 
to perform work which he is capable of doing on the terms fixed by Goveriiment, no relied'shall 
be afforded him at the yiublic expense during; the continuance of such refusal. It is scarcely 
necessary to add that Covernment never reipiire people to do work forbidden by tlicnr caste 
rules. 

Government have recently taken nicasiires to strengthen the estublishmcnts of the Col¬ 
lectors of Sholapur and Kaladgi, the two districts in which tbe most complete failure of crops 
has taken place. 

Owing to the incn'asing pressure in Sholapur, Poona, Ahmcdnagar and Satara Govern¬ 
ment have ordered the coiuineiieenienl of the Shcersophul irrigation lank, the Nira Canal, 
and the Ojhra Canal extension, and are anxiously awaiting the orders of the Government of 
India regarding the commencement ol' the Dbond-iVlunmar Railway. 

3. The Governnieiit expenditure on charity is shewn in the statement below, but con¬ 
veys no idea of the very liberal manner in which charitable relief is afforded by the public 
generally, and reg-arding which detailed information cannot, at pre.se.nt,be furnished :—

Kahidgi, lh;lgaum and Dharwar. There have been showers in Nasik.Alimed- 
na^-ar, and siiolapur, aud a heavy storm in Khiindesh which has injured the 
rabi crops and washed away those in the beds of rivers. 

3. In the Madras Presidency slight rain has fallen in jiarts of the Kistna, 
Nellorc, Cbinglejiut and North Arcot districts, but without practically improv¬ 
ing the position of nifairs. In Rellary there has been a large reduction in 
persons on the works, hut this is nearly counterbalanced by increases in some of 
the southern districts, the coutlitinn of which is undoubtedly serious. The total 
number ou the relief works is 1,015,835, indcjieudently of persons receiving 
gratuitous support. 

4. Sir Richard Tenijilc has visihal all the central and southern districts 
of the Madras Presidenfty, and is to reacli Mndras to-day, for tlie ])urj)o.sc of 
conferring with the local Government. IVe have received and enclose here¬ 
with three memoranda from bis Secretary, Mr. Bernard, on the coiidilion and 
prospt'cts of the Kurnool and Bellary distriitts, and the organisati(»n 6l‘ relief 
in the former, as also two minutes from Sir Richard himself suggcistiiig means of 
reducing and controlling relief expenditure in the distrusts of BelLary, Jvurnool 
and Cud(la])ah aud commenting on their condition. Regarding tlu^se, districts, 
he makes very important suggestions, the r<'sult of which he estimates, iii a 
s('parate tch'grara, will he a reduction in cixpenditure of ten lakhs of rupees per 
mensem. \ou ivill observe, from other tch^grams from him which we eiu;losc, 
that Sir Biehard Temple considers that relief operations in North Areot are 
cheaply and (IFieicntly eouducted, as compared with those in Cuddapah; 
that tiicK! has been some mitigation of the block of grain on tlie rail¬ 
ways, hut that the Madras lino is still unequal to the demand for carriage; 
and that he* has suhmiltedJo the Bombay Government suggestions analogous 
to tliose scut to Madras, vtC, jrehy he hopes that twenty-five lakhs of rupees may 
be savi'd. 

5. AVilh r(!ference to tl^^ubjecl of suspending instead of remitting arrears 
of land-revc'iiue, we have eoiiWended to the consideration of the Madi-as Govern¬ 
ment a >:iggcstion from Sir Richard Temple in favour of the latter course. 
On the I It her hand, tve are led by a telegram from the Bombay Government, 
of whi- li a ei)py is enclosed, to autieipate olqectioiis from that Govorumeut to 
the in-’ V iciions which wo issued, as reported in our last despatch; but the 
promise eounuunication has not actually reached us. 




(j. In connootJon with Your Lovdshii)’s teleirrnm of tlie lOth instant, .and 
our replies of the 17tli .and 2.‘lrd instant, we have to report that we liave autho¬ 
rised the Madras Government to heprin the Chinyleput Extension llailw.ay if, 
after eonsult.'ition with Sir Eiehard Temple on the condition ot ihe Chingleput 
district, thev eonsider the measure to h<> necessary. 

7. The inconvenience a*nd irre£?nl.arities arisinj; from deleijatin^ to Colh'ctors 
in the Bombay Presidency the important power of cmnnKmcini,^ relief works 
without the previous sanetion of the Revenue Comrnissioin'r ha\iii^ ('orne pro¬ 
minently heforo us, we have requested Ilis Excidhoicy tins (lovernor in Couiunl 
to take stops ftw its withdrawal, and enclose a copy of our h*tter on tin' snl>j(*(!t. 

R. In continuation of parasfraph C of our despatch oi the 12th instant, 
in which memtion was made of sliuht distress in the Colaha .and Ivatnaij^iii 
districts of the Bomha.y Presiden^i^, wc enclose copies of correspondence 
conn('ct.ed with those districts and thi^ppimin" of relief works in Ivanara, fiom 
which Your Lordship will see that we havrffonnd it Tieeessary to lay down, as 
a general prinei]ih', that the British Governn^nt is not undiT any obliyalioii to 
provide extensive* relief for the subjects of P^oreign States.

The jioople mostly live hy the land; the ncaver, pariah 
and other lahonrin”' (•lassos heiii"' ron”hly esliinatcd at ahont one-third of the' whol(!. i here 
are h.[),(i0() ryots hohiiiif' land directly from Ooverntnent, besides some lU to l!i,000 
privilco'c holders (inaindars) of diUcfcnt kinds. Ahont O.'ijOtiO of the ryots have snhstantial 
lioldiiijss, and ont of these 4,000 hold really eonsiderahle farms, bnt 50,0: 0 ryots jiossess 
small holdinijK of ahmit six acres ami niuh’r. ^I’he trading diasses are iinitierons and prosper¬ 
ous, hut it is said that nlore than t lina: ipiarters of the r^'ots are heavily in deht , and have 
nioitoai^ed their land or their hnlloeks. To the eye of a man from Behar, the Kurnool 
])easantry look well-elad and jirosperous, Init. tin; local odieers say that the f^’reat Inilk of the 
j)eo])Ie have neither stoeks nor credit to fall hack n]ion, and that as there is no work to he 
done in the fields, they liave no means of t arnin<>- their liviiiff oil' the reliW works. It is 
ni-oed .also that t he immense increase of thefts and dm cities in the autumn evinced the straits 
to which the ]ieople were driven, especially as violent, crimes of this kind almost ceased when 
relief works had hc'en everywhere o|)ened. There is an ahnndunee of rooniv hullock carte 
(of the A'ladra.s handy type) in the district, and ^i’se ]>ly freely over the roads of th“ jilain 
eountrv, hut, the distriei is intersected by roekjr'hills on the passes of which the laio-e carts 
]ily with dithculty. X 

'). 'fhe "rain markets are at jiresifM fairly well sup]ilied with rice and cholum. fkirt of 
the supply conn.'s from home stocks, and jiart is iinjiorted (rom the Nizam’s (;onntrv, or from 
stations on the raiiw.'iy, to which it. comes from Madras and from ('entral India. On only 
a vciy lew o( the more remote relief works ha\e the lahonrers he(‘n on occasions nuahic to 
buy luod locally. Imjiortations of "Tain have slackened somewhat lately ; the traders exjdain 
that, jirice.s are eheaj'er .since (Jovernment "-rain begun to come, and so the jirofit on imj.ort'i- 
tions from a di.stanee is smaller and less certain. 

0. The jiresent prices of grain in Kurnool arc—

The average price of cholum at Kurnool dming the last threeyc’ai’s has been 2S seers per 
rupee, yome weeks ago prices were dearer than they are now, having touched (hi seei* for 
cholum and 5 s('ers fur rice. The ])riecs (juoted tor Kurnool ap]d\' to most of the chief 
markets in the district, lor they, too, draw snj'plics direct from railway stations. 

7. For some weeks i)ast (jovcrnrociit has hecn ini]>orting riec from Madras (hclicsvcd to be 
Coconada rice) into Knrnool by railway. Jt is understood that l.he Government pro))o.so to 
import 2,1100 tons (about 54,400 maiiralN) of rice into Kurnool per month for Ibnr months. 
Uie price at which thi.s grain is being put dinvii at Kurnool is not jireeistdy known to the 
local olliccrs. 'J’he Collector has also ijought grain in the local markets, and is making 
contracts with Kurnool traders for the snjiply of some .‘5,0()() tons for his relief works. Aljout 
y;j,(Hi(i inaurids (1,200 toinx) of Governnicnt grain have already been expended, and out of 
this total iy,20l) mauuds consisted ol' grain purchased locally. 

tS. Relief is being given to the iioople mainly in the shape of wages for labour on relief 
works. Emj)loyment is given mainly on B(.>me 2.'3() miles of roads ami cross-road.s, and the 
people are engaged in throwiim up embankments, making cuttings, and in collecting, stacking, 
sjtreading and consolidating road metal. On one large tank 10,()U() ])eople are said to be employ¬ 
ed, bnt on the whole a eomiiaratively small number only are on tanks and petty village works. 

• liiterest on its cnpiiii] is fTHiirniitecii hy (iov- .As the Irrigation Company' 8 canal is a jirivate* 
prniueiit. amt ilie wlicili. elisirae I'ov iutercst lias Concern, 110 relief labourers are emjdoycd on canal 
liiUurio tulleii oil tlie inililie tnaMii-j-. extensions, althougli the canal engineers are uuder- 

stood to have ou liand schemes for such extensions. 


9. ’I'lic total nnmher of person.s rtiturned as emjihyed on relief works In Kurnool on the 
()th .lamuirv is 15138. Uj) t.o that date every body who applied was taken upon the works, 
and rcccitcd a daily' relief wage vvliieh at one time was 13 annas a day. During the last three 
weeks the rate has liecn 2| annas ji day, and this week it is lieiiig redneed to 2 annas a day. 
For some few days -a corn wage ot' of a seer (If lbs.) of riire was given. These rates are 
for atlult males, l.he w'ages lot women and children living ])ropoitioniit.ely lower. A full day’s 
wage is jaiid, hut no labour is exacted for Sunday'. It is nut jiossihle to say precisely how 
many ol these persons on the retiiriis are women and how many children, for biggish boy's 
are rated as wunicii. But among the wm-k jicojile (some thousands), whom Sir Iticliard 
Temple saw on works round Kiiriiuol, the great majority seemed to be women and children'

A revemu! ii>si)eetor on a salary of Rs. 2(1 a month, who was employed near the (iooty road, 
fiaid that he had 10,000 relief labourers under him, whom he inanagod and paid througli 
gonia.shtas (clerks^ and maistries (gangineTi). Mr. Clogstown, the Kurnool veli(d‘ otiieer, stated 
that the coolies whom he bad employed in the gr.'iin store at 4 annas a day complained that 
the work was t(X) hard, and weut oil to t he relief works on 2i or 2 annas a day. 

11. Mr. Davidson, the new Collector, was not satisfied with the state of afiairs he found 
at Kurnool ; and he has drawn up nales for enforcing task-work and for ])aying labourers 
according to the task tiny may perform. These rules seem to be in the main good, and should 
be worked upi^i as quickly a.s possible ; but a largely increased number of trustworthy 
Engineering’ subordinates is required. IMcanwhile the maximum daily relief wage should be 
brought down to the bare subsistence point, and the Sunday presenf. of one day’s wages 
might cease. Mr. Davidson considers that a rigorous exaction of task-work will drive away 
Iroin the relief works all ])eople who con.Vsupport themselves otherwise; and he anticipates 
that be will be able very materially to redueet'he nuiiliers of relief labourers, ainl also to keep 
them from increasing heri'afti’r to the high maxiyiurn named bv the local Native officials. 
The Native.’ Deputy Collector in charge of relief worlcjit Peapally expre.ssed an ojnnion that 
20 ]>ei’ cent, of the ri’lii'f labouri’rs could thus be reduced. 'I’be Collector’s Assistants 
Mr. ( logstown and Mr. Gibson tear that only 10 jier cent, could t.hus be redui’cd. The Native 
olliciaks ()| Kurnool and of the sevi’ral taluks (sub-divisions) bavo estimated, and appear 
still to believe, t.bat. .‘jOOjOtO peo]ile (more tliau half tlie {Kquilation oftlie district) will eventually 
at the Worst time of tlie ^ear eome upon the relief work.s. But the Collector, Mr. David.son, 
dot’.'- not a<’e(’pl, tills estimate; lie hopes to get the number of relief labourers down to 2.bO,O0(), 
and to ki’cp the miiuber from very greatly exceeding 300,000, provided he can obiaiii adequate 
engineering assistaiiee. 


12. Gratuiuai.s relief is being given from private eliarity to .some 2,000 indigent persons 
in Kurnool Cip\. Sir R.icliard Teiiqde visiteil the Kurnool jKiur-liouse at the time cooked food 
was being distribuli’d. Mo.st of the reeipieiits were uilirm, blind, lame or otherwise unlit 
1o labour; and a eonsideiable projiortion were small ehildreii. The numbers, who are olitaiiiiug 
gratiiiloii.s relief at tlie jiuldie exjx iise in the interior of tlie district, are said t,o amount to 
•1,000 ; bill there seems some doubt about the number for the Cumbum taluk, where eliarituble 
relict is soiiietimes given ill the sliajie of eiisli, 2 aiiiias a day for adults. The iuliniuislration 
ol ebantabl* j’cliel is under the direction of Civil GJliceis; but. it is not clear tliat such relief 
(at present not large compared to tJie relief wages) is adminislered on a uniform system. 


Id. ’llie condition of the cattle is said to be bad. Hut there is a good deal of fodder along 
the canal and on ilie marshes which it creates. The cattle liave not been driven away to 


distant jiastures outside tlie Kurnool district, and 
they suffice tor the grain carts, though they are 
said to be in had condition and unable to draw 
heavy* loads. It is believed that more cattle 
than usual are dyiiifl^ and lliis belief is borne out 
by the fact (to which tlie ownin’ of one ot tlie eliief tanneries testitied) that lour or five times 
the u.sual mini her of hides are now being brought daily to tlie Kurnool tanneries.

11. Tlie Collector lias not yet reported bow much of the land revenue will have to be 
suRpeiuled or reniilted iu Kurnool. Notices of deiuaiul for the iustalmeut of laud revenue 
now due are being issued, but tiie eolleetioii lias not regularly begun. From souio of the 
taluks ^sub-divisious) suggestions liave come in, whieli jioiut to the suspension of more than 
half the current year’s land revenue, ami the jiossible eventual remission of nearly one quarter. 
The total laud revenue ol the district is between 12 and 13 lakhs. As yet no remissions what¬ 
ever have been gmnted or promised.

Memorandnin reyarditiy (he staff required for relief opera^ons in the Kurnool dislricl. 

Mu. David.son, the Collector of Kurnool, a.sked for s’*' Vstions regarding the sfalf he ought 
to organise and the imuiiier of its enijdoyment for cfleetui'sy emiibating dislress in his district. 
This memorandum has therefore been drawn up under Sir Richard Temple’s orders, and con¬ 
tains suggestions dictated by experience in previous famines. 

2. ’J'bo Kurnool district contains an area of 7,037 square miles and a population of 
912,000 soul.i. 
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It is divided into eight tiluks (or tahsi] suh-divisions), thus —

7. Each circle officer will have to be a disbur.sliij' officer, so it, would be well that he 
should be a periuaueiit official borrowed from some other duty, whose integrity could be 
thoroughly trusted. .Any revenue subordinates, such as revenue insj)ect,ors, within a circle 
should be placed under the circle office^ orders, so that he may have full command of tlie 
village officials freddis and karnams). Sufficient shelter fiwr him and his offiite would have to 
be hired or built, and a strong box provided for cash.

Minute by Sir Richard Temple, dated I'dth January 1S77. 

Having visited the Ceded Districts, compri.sring Bellari^nd Cuddapah, and also the di.s- 
trict of Kurnool,—all of which are much affected withof harvests and are threatened 
with danger unless soino interpoeition by Government shall be maintained,—I have to submit 
for tbo consideration of the Government of Madras lain proposabs, which havo reference 
mainly to considerntions of expense, as bearing on the c?ij|litioa of tlio people, lu separate 
memoranda I have caused an epitome to be made of all that was learnt during my visit to 
these districts. This Minute, therefore, will be confined to suggestions. 

2. There is no doubt tliat in these districts the threatened fainiiia has been met and i.s 
being kept down; danger being averted from the people, distress being alleviated, and the 
exertions of the local officers being most praiseworthy. But in rapidly acconiplishiug thi.s 
great amount of good, three risks are incurred: namely, Istly, that the uuinbers of relief 
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ii'cipieiits .sijould ffrow beyond tlie ]i()\vcrs of tlic locnl officers to control; 2ridly, that the 
jiftople may onli-rtaiii an. cxa<fgcrat ed idea of the extent to which the State (diarity can he 
]iroj>erly disj)onsi-d ; and Urdly, tiiat tlie (iovernnient may be involved- in cxpetiditure be¬ 
yond its means of defi'aying. 'I’o obviate tliese two risks, tno main objects might be aiiiKal 
at, r/r., 1st, to n-duic the existing numbers, and ilndly, to prevent the numbers from rising 
too -rapidly. 

3. \Vlien distress suddenly developos it-self over an extensive area, the local authorities 
are geneially obliged to take all eemi-rs, until tlie first crisis is jiassed, time not admitting of 
individual serntiny. Jiiit afb-rwards, when the authorities get a little leisure to examine the 
jiosiiion, they an’often able to ( limiiiau- persons who hud at the first outbreak been tempora¬ 
rily admitted. It is lh('n-r<)ie not unreasuntible to snppo.sc that now, whoii these ilistrieis 
have been jilaccd for tlic pre.-i-nt lii-yond the reach of danger, the loctd authorities might he able 
to rc-ex!imine every jiersuii in till leliel gangs and to eliminate <“V(;ry one wlio did not seem to he 
in ahs<r.'uto noed, or in siieli a eondition as could not he endured without Govei-nnieiit support. 
It may ht> ooiieedcd that many of those ill the gangs are ill absolute need. Hut 1 am sure 
the eondition of m;inv falls .-hurt of sueh extremilv at present; whether their condition will 
herciifter ap]U(i!u-h Mieh i-xtn-mity is a (pii stion^imeh may he re-consnlered a few weeks 
hence ; all 1 say is th;it they an-not \ et ii ahsolurc-Heed ; tluy are at jireseut in good con¬ 
dition ; if herelifter it be liumd i Imt pliW -a] d<-prcssiou is couinicncing," then, and not till 
then, will it be neces.sary lot (lie.erniiieiiftt.o interposi-. 

4. Again, sneli laigi- nnmiiers (t-ipnil to oiie-foiirth of the total population) hjiving heeii 
adiiiitteil to jeiie-r, t he liist shock of tlie caaiinity rimst have been fully, jierhajis more than 
fully, re.sisted ; therefore it cannot he neees.sary to admit any more at jile.sent, .save in excep¬ 
tional cti.ses ot di-.stitution which miglil be eeitilied by .some competent tind responsible officer. 

Ti. Further, altliongh the relict orgattizatiou in llicso districts may nut yet he complete, 
yn-t it is to be reiiiemln-ii-d licit tin.* ordiiciry civil organisation is stioiig,—stronger indeed 
tlciii ill most parts of India. Etieh di.stneL is divided into taluks; in each taluk there i.s 
ji ttdisild.-ir and a deputy tahsildar, both lesjionsihle native officials; under them there ate 
two or three revtuiue inspectors, native officitils ol lesser rank ; ail these are available lor 
supei vision of relief. Every three or four taluks tire formed into a sub-district under either 
an As.sisliiut or a Deputy t.'olleeior. There is already a cousideralile eiigiueeriiig estah- 
lishmeiiL of otlicers and overseers : besides these, several European military officers arc 
imuK-ditd'ely expected. In every village there is a headman (reddi) and an accountant 
Ovurnam). Thi'se village otlicials are all available for supervision of relief. 1 ricu)ntulate 
all this lieeiiuse, when extensive measures are adopted with many and large gangs, it is not 
safe l>> pieeeed unless a tolerably oH’eetive agency exists on the spot, which can imuiediately 
pick up aial remedy any had e.isus which may occur, and w'hich may prevent any aceident 
iiiippeiiiiig. Ji .seems to me tiiiU. there aetiinlly is .such an agency in these districts. If ail 
tlie.se e.siah]i,shnieut.s from top to bottom lie thoroughly on tho alert, as they douhtlo.s.s aiv, 
It IS almosi imjio.ssible for any man, woman or child to iliift into danger of .slarvadon witliout 
the case being loiniil ont and remedied. 

d. Anutiier mode of redneing or kee])iiig down numbers i.s tho well-known jiluu of 
eiifoK-ing task work : hut with sueli large numbers ot both sexes ami of all sorts and eon- 
dition.s, hiieli eniureement is always dillienh, and in a large- jiroiKiition of the total uumher ot 
eases i.s almost imjaissihle. It must often happen that our officers try to enforce the ta.sk 
.ind hope to succeed : wliile f^'i realitv they fall short of success. We may be sure that 
allhougli task woik m:iy lie cnforcee upon many works, yet that lu many other cases it 
nevei- will, despite all our efforts, he Ji.a/iy enforced : and that iu all this ^aicgoiy of cases, 
tlic labour will at the liost he hut very ..ght. 

7. Now', tlie jiiusent rate of wagi o is fixed at two anna.s per diem for an adult, and 
proportionately lower for women and ch idren. This rate i.s fixed upon tho supposition that 
it will purchase cue and a half poumJ of grain per diem,—a quantity whieli is deemed 
essential i'or a man w bile at work. There uiiglit indeed be a question whether life camiot 
be .‘•n.stidiu-d with one pound of grain per diem, and whether Goveriimeut is bound to do 
more than .sustain life. This i.s a matter of opinion ; and i myself think that one pound per 
diem miglit he sullicienL to su.stain life, and that the experiment ought to he tried. Fossihljq 
the gangs miglit not poice]itibly fall off in condition. Altera week or fortuight^of experience 
it would bo seen whether they so fall oil', ot not : if they were to seriously fall off, then the 
jioiut could be considered. Jt is to bo remeiubcrcd that, when the.ve poor people finsL eaiuo 
on relief, their condition was low’, and they needed very full rations. Huch rations have been 
allowed for some time, and the )>eople are in very good case. A reduction might now be 
dehiaiided in the iiileresis of financial ccoiioiny and might be attempted for a tune at lea.st 
w ithout (iaiigi-r; at all events tlm trial might bo made for peojile at task work, and especially 
with tho.se who are not really J^-msk work, ami who, though nominally at some sort of task 
work, are doing very light or nominal work. Une pound ot grain ought to be made to suffice. 
At the jiresL-iit prices, a rate ol auua and a Ualf would purchase a pound of gram and 
would leave- ii small margin for coP’Viients, vegetahlos and the like. It may bo that Govern- 
im-iit w'otild he willing to allow more than a pound a day of grain if its financial means 
jiL-rmitted ; hut the liemauds of economy seem to require that at all events a trial should be 
made as to whether a ]-uiiiid a diiy might not he made to sufiiee for tlie one purpose which is 
.idmitted, namely, the slavmg off of danger by starvation. 

8. I di, not iiicluclc in these suggestions the ordering of the enforcement of task •work, 
hc-(au.se this has been already ordered, and will doubtless be earned out us far us jiossibie ; 
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but looking to all tlio circiimstiiiiceB and to tho scattered cliaracter of the work, I should fear 
that iu a "considerable proportion of the cases it never can bo really carried out: that in 
many, perhaps more cases, it is not as yet exacted, 1 feel sure. 

9. Tho summary of ray suggestions thu!i would be as follows 

(I). —To stoj) ail fresh admissions to relief works in the Ceded Districts, save under 
a certiticate from an oHicial of a grade not lower than a d(>{)uty fahsildar. 

(II).— To re-examine, as^soon as possible, every gang, person by person, with a view 
to eliminating and discharging for the present every one not in absolute 
need of State relief. Hy absolute need is meant danger of starvation il 
not supported by Govorument. 

—'J'o reduce tho adult wage from two annas to one and a hairanua pen-diem, and 
the rates for women and children proportionately. The grain whenwer issued 
* to ho adjusted exactly according to this standard. 

rjV)._To impress upon tho reildi and huntain of every village the responsihility of 

' bringifig before the nearest revenue inspector every*case of dangerous 

distress. 

(V).— These iiiciisures, if adopted, t<.'>'be t|ui(|j tentative, subject to reconsideration 
after one moutli subsispient to thcijuntloduction. 

10. I am aware that the successful carrying out dr such measures with such large num¬ 
bers of persons is a dillieult task demanding the exercise of caution, patience and resolnlion 
combined with a humane seuse of what is necessary for safely of life. If judiciously carried 
out, tliey will produce financial economy without endangering safety. ^ If injudicious pro- 
coediie^s liowevcr, weic to be taken, then some accident might cjccur to life. I believe that the 
■anthoiTties in those three districts, if well instructed, would be able to carry out these mea- 
sures Kueeessfully. At all events, T think that an eftbrt ought to be made and a trial ought 
to be had. 

11. Seeing that the grain trade which was slnek at hrst has set in with activity both on 
the railway and inland from the railway stations into the interior, there can l>e no need to 
pay the relief labourers in grain ; their wages will enable them to buy grain. The grain 
wae-e only becomes neeossary when there is reason to fear that the grain is so doficient that 
it aumot bo got for money. I would therefore deprecate any payments in grain, and any 
lurther imrcliases of grain by Government. Any operations of this nature by Government 
would be likely to discourage private trado. Rather than semi grain to work-people, I would 
pnder, if possible, to bring work-people to tlie grain and employ them on large and fully 
supervised works near 1o well-sujiplied markets. It may be advisable to dos[)ateh a limited 
ipiautity of the giain already j'urehascd hy Government to certain places distant sixty miles 
and upwards from the raibvay, for the supjdy of which, jirivate trade may not prove sulRcieut. 
'J'his seems the best way ol disposing of the grain which lias been purchased. The remain¬ 
der of tlic grain already pureliased might be kejjt in reserve at Madras. Hut within such a 
radius of sixty miles, J think it would be better to avoid storing Government grain.

The yield, such as it is, has been secure<l only on the lands watered from wells Aid tanks, 
or the channels led from the Titugabadra river. In the Ilospett taluk, Vor injitauce, some 
25 villages along this river have got very fair rice and cholum (millet) crops. But the area 
returned as “under wet eroji ” for the whole district was only 115,000 acres in an ordinary 
\car, so the irrigal. m area bears only a very smal^’-roportioii to the whole i'ood-eroj) laud of 
ihe district. The district tanks are said to be ^ostly dry, as the rainfall of this year did not 
snlliiuj to fill them. Of the dry (unirriJited) croj), not one quarter of the usual area was even 
sown, and on the area sown only al^ it oiie-eighth of the ordinary yield was secured. The 
cotton crop covering about 040,000 aciffe in ordinary years, has failetl entirely. The plants 
ought at this .season to be green, as the llbre is picked in March and April; but at present 
there is, it is said, no eoltoii (o be sihui in any part of the district. From Oooty l.o Bellary, 
and I’or several miles round Bellary itself. Sir Kieliard saw that the country was absolutely bare 
of all crop or stubble, and that tliere was no sign of any fodder or grass. The local officers 
say tliat tlu; condition of the country is the same all over the black soil taluks (i. e,, more 
1ban one-t.bird the district) ; over the red soil taluks some fodder has been jiroduccd, but there 
lias been no appreciable lood-eroji except on the areas witliin the influence of the Tiiiigaliadra 
river, or on small ])atelves of land near wells. Tiie loss of harvest, subject to exceptions above 
noted, has been utter all over the district. « • 

IJ. The rainfall of the Bellaiy district is never large, and the rain of an ordinary year 
ranges lioni :12 inebea in the western and south-weslerli, to 15 inches in the central and eastern 
talidcs. The district lies on the edge of the area of each of the two south-west (or August) 
and north-east (or Oetober) monsooiLs, and it often gets a short rainfall under one of them. 
'The rainfall of the past six months lias ranged from 2^ to 5 iuehes in diiferent parts of the 
district. Bellary has siillered from more or less sevei’e famines in the years 1751, 17115, 1805, 

1855, JSr> t and 18015. 

4. The harvests of the precetling y.ear (187.')) were poor, not exceeding 8 annas, or half an 
ordinary good yield for the whole district. The rainfall of that year was short. In the 
year 1874, there was a very heavy downpour which greatly injured the cholum crop, so that 
the total yield of the district for that year also is not estimated at above 10 annas, or *ths 
of u good yield. In good years the Bellary district is said to jiroduee sutficient food for the 
supjiort of its population ; tliuugh a certain quantity of rice, wheat and other food-grains is 
usually imported I’roiii the Iv'izam’s teri’itory and elsewhere for the eonsumjitiou of the richer 
classes and the urban popul^'ion. If seasonable rain fulls in June next, the first food-crop of 
next season (yellow cholum) will come into the market by the end of July. 

5. The condition of the Bellary peasantry and lal^ouring classes is said to be tolerably good 
iu ordinary years ; they amassed a good deal of wealth during the days of dear cotton. Many 
of the ryots are of course in debt, but on the whole the Collector does not consider the peojile 
of Bellary to be in an exceptionally jioor or distressed condition. The number of ryots who 
jiay revenue direct to Government is 115,(4)0, of wlioni about 80,0ti0 have holding's of ten 
acres and under. The ryots and petty privileged holders (inamdurs) with their families must 
amount to over 1100,000 persons. The classes who live by daily labour ‘are estimated to 
amount to oiie-fourth of the district population. 

6. The grain markets of Bellary town and most of the markets of the interior are now 
fairly well supplied with cholum and rice. At some of the jictty towns and villages of the 
interior the local supply has on occasions been insullicieut for the wants of tiie relief labourers. 
Nearly all the grain exposed for sale in the bazars is said to he railway-borne grain, from 
Central India and from Madras. A small quantity of grain from the Malabar Coast finds 
its way by carts into the western taluks of tlie Bellary district. 

7. The present jirices of grain at Bellary us compared with ordinary prices are— 
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In the interior of the distriet, where markets aiv mostly stipidied with f^raiu imported 
through Bellarv, prices range from J to one seer per rn])ee dearer. Some weeks ago prices at. 
Bellary were from one to two seers per rupee dearer than they now are. Grain hecamo clieaper 
partly in coiisequeuec of private imjxrrtations ami yrartly (so the native otlicials and traders 
say) hecausc Government imported grain itself, and no one knew how much trovernruent 
grain was coming, or how it was to he used. There are abundiincc of good carts in the 
district, and sufficient grain emu certainly be carried from the railway into tlie int(>rior, if 
only the cattle do not die or migrate. Hut unless a ct^slant stream of traflic bo nniintained, 
and the cartmen are enabled to buy food for their bullocks, there is risk that tlu> supply of 
carts and draught cattle may fail.

8. The local officers hav(! not yet received final orders as to the quantity of grain Gov¬ 
ernment is going*to buy and send into the distressed districts. So far as can be ascertained 
on the s])ot matters stand thus.

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1). Some of the local traders of Bcllary represent, that the ^erposition of Government 
in the grain tnule has had llie eliect of deterring local traders from importing as tliey ^vould 
otherwise have done and as they at fust were doing, (ioverumtuit liaving entered as a buyer 
into the luiirkets of the coast, prices there have grown much dearer. At the same time, while 
there is so much doubt how mucli (Toveriiraeut will import and how it will use its im[)()rtations, 
])rioes have Ihietuated very greatly iii the local markets; and the grain trade has become a 
risky business. They cite as an instance ol' the elfect of tliese Ihietuatious, that a few weeks 
ago prices went down at Bellary and up at Madras; so much so that private grain (previously 
iTn])()rted from the east coast and from Ccmtral India) was being despatched from Bcllary to 
Cuddapah at the rate of 20 wagons a day. Prices at Bellary have now stiliened somewliat 
and this strange export has eea.sed. The traders urge that if Government wants grain for 
its relief labourers, local dealers are ready to put it down at Bellary, atid they suggest that 
eholum (jowari) be ordered from the north instep of rice from the south, for cholum is 15 
per cent. cheay)er tluin rice and is moreover the ordi)iary food of the pciople. They point out. 
that in the autumn this plan of supplying the iTOverunient need answered well both directly 
and indirectly. Tlie traders vied witli each other, and supplied Government with ric(! (about 
14. or 15 transactions aggregating 1,511,000 maunds) at rales which began at lls. H I j)er 
bag of ICltbiS aud came dowji, by dint of competition, to Rs. 8^ per bag. At the same lime 
the local trade was kept brisk and was free from the fear of com ^ition fro"n the Gdvernnicnl,. 

10. The facts aud arguments urged by eertaiu of tbc meal traders on Sir liiLlnird. 
Temple are abstracted us above. At tlie same time it sbou’' he stated that the ))cl(y native 
tlealers did not seem to deprecate or to comydain of Go> '^ment action. Aud the large. 
Bellary traders expressed a fear that yunvalc trade might fail Yo carry sultieieiit suiqdics int" 
the remoter taluks of the south and west. It was not, however, clear why tlie lesser tiadei.- 
in the interior should abstain from the grain-trade, yirovided the fear of Government comyieti- 
lion (lid not deter them. 
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11. lt i.s said that, generally speaking, stocks .ire small in consequence of the shortness of 
the harvests of 1875.

of the ryots; and that stocks are larger in the east¬ 
ern than in the southern taluks. ‘ The latter are 
accustomed to draw supplies of “ ragi” millet from 
Mysore, which country can at present barely* sup¬ 
port itself. Some of the native traders said that 
the local stocks now in hand would barely suffice 
for seed-grain which after previous famines had

1-2. The ])opulation of the affected tracts of Bellary are being mainly relieved by wages 
{laid for presence on relief work.s. Ilitlierlo no one who offered him.sclf or hgrself for oraploy- 
meiiT has been refused. Tlie relief works consist mainly of roads on which the poo{)le are 
engaged in making embankments and cuttings, in* breaking, stacking and spreading road 
metal. Some few thousands are cmjiloyed on excavating or clearing tanks, in deejieniiig wells 
and in other jiclty vilbigi; work.s. 

l.'J. The number of people returnedjas cmjilryed on the works is enormous, and has been 
rising at the rate of about 3U,(KJ0 a 'vc^,. The numbers of jieople now on the works is as

Tlie.se are the figures as given liy the Bellart' C’olleetorate Oflice, tuliik by taluk. But the 
total numlier on relief works in Bellary, aeeonling to a statement {lublished in the Madras 
newsjitipers of the 1,8th current, is 44G,1()0, or e()ual to 2(5 per cent, on the total {lojiulatiou of 
the district. 'J'lie.se hirge figures did not reach Sir Richard Temple till he had left Hellary, so 
the disercjianey was not ex))laincd. On the face of the taluk figures no explanation can be 
offered of the great variatiems in the pc'rceutage of the po{iulation admitted to relief wages 
in the different taluks. It is^aid the emigrants from the di.stressed tracts of Mysore swell tlie

numbers in the Aladaksira and Iliiid.ajiore taluks. 
Otlier* facts would seem to show that the local 


authorities in the south of the district do not exercise sufficient discrimination in admitting 
elaiinaiits to relief. It m.‘iy be notinl that the highest number of labourers in receipt of relief 
wages during the Bellary famine of 18(5(5 never exceeded 22,()U(). 

I t. 'I’he civil authorities consider that a largo projiortioii of the relief labourers are ryots 
who hold land from Government. 'I'liey think also tliat a jirojiortion of these {leojile could 
for a time, at any rale, support themselves w'ithout relief wages. Tiie pliysieal condition of 
the labourers (men, women and ehiidrcu) is said to be at jire.sent good. iSir Richard Temple 
saw several tluiusaiid.s of them on works round Bellary, and he iinsjiecled them closely. It 
seemed to him that these reliel' labourers, as a rule, looked a comlbrlahle well-clad body of 
jieasautry. The clothes of nearly all, men and women, lookwl to he eunsiderahly better than 
one is iKimstomed to see on the backs of labouring men and women in other jiarts of India. 
Many of the Jahoiirers were {irovided with excellent new blankets of Bellary make. It was 
said that in the Bollary and Adoni taluks a g'ood many jieople, who did not need Government 
relief, have been turned off the works. In this way the numbers, which at one time were 
(52,DUO iu Bellary taluk, have been brought down to 55,000. 

15. Some of the subordfiiate officials estimated tliat the total number on tlie relief/works 
in Bellary luig-bt eventually / .eh 900,000. Mr. Master, the Collector, however on a review 
the past history of the scann’ty, hojios that there will he no great increase in tlie number of 
relief labourers after the month ojp ’ muary. He aniieijiates that by strictly enforcing'task work, 
and by turning off' the work-peojP who apparently could live without relief wages, he may 
be able (n reduce the present great numbers. He would be prepared to stop all new admissions 
to the relief work.s, for a ffirtnig'lit at any rate, as an experiment. 

ill. On the works in the Belhirv taluk task-work is to .some extent exacted from the relief 


labourers; and it has been found jmssible to make tlie tusk-work on stone-breaking rigorous in 
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this taluk. But in outlying taluks task work is not exacted; and the staff of engineering 
subordinates is insufficient to control the enormous number of labourers. The works are under 
the supervision of the local civil officers. Rules have been issued by the Collector for enforcing 
discipline among and paying the labourers. The names of all the labourers arc entered on 
registers by subordinate officials. 

17. Tlie rate of relief wages in the early days of tl»e works* was one and half anna a day 

* for adult mules. But they were afterwards raised 

• Mirf works began in tLe wc«to?b taluk, a. ^ 

ar ac aa u y. present in the Bellary taluk, relief wages are paid 

in grain, at the rate of a little over two pounds of rice per diem. Outside the Bellary taluk 
relief wages arc still paid in cash. These are the rates for adult males, and the relief wages 
for women and ahildren are proportionately lower. 

18. The total expenditure on relief woilfs in Bellary, from the commeneement of oper.i- 
tions to the hegiuiiing of January, was 22 lakhs (.£22l),()l)0), and the present expenditure on 
relief wages only is at the rate of 14- lakh*:.,(£140,000) per mensem. 

19. Relief labourers arc not at presen? employed on irrigation works. Proposals wore 
made for constructing a new canal U'or which plans ,|pnd estimates were prepanxl some time 
ago) from the Tungahudra with relief labour, but t"^ relief labourers could perform only a 
port ion of the work; the canal probaldy would not he remunerative, and so it has not been 
considered suitable to undertake this canal as a relief w<»rk. The local offietsr of Ilosjjctt 
eugggsts that some of the relief labour be em{)loyed to re-constriiet tlie Tungahudra aiiicuts 
and channels which are out of rci)air, but the professional agency is not strong enougli to 
prei)are schemes of this kind, and relief labourers are put upon works on which some labour 
can be done without professional preparation. 


20. The numbers of people in receii)t of gratuitous relief at the public expense is already 
45,3(55, of whom 18,6S6 are in the single taluk of Iliniluimre. It is said that sonn? of tlie.se 
peoiile hhve come across from the My-sore country in family parties and in a depreissetl con¬ 
dition. But it also appears that seven-ninths of the Ilindapore paupers are children of people 
who are in receipt of relief wages on the works. The Collector considers tluit all such children 
should he supported by their parents, and no doubt these large numbers at Ilindapore will be 
shortly redu^. Some 5,000 persons receive cooked food daily at the Bellary relief house, 
which is administered at the cost of private funds. Persons arc admi.ssible to charitahle relief 
on the certificate of tlie tahsildar at the head-quarters of each taluk; but practically discrctiou 
in the matter is delegated to the tahsildar’s subordigatos, and at outlying relief houses to relief 
superintendents on Rs. 20 a month. Village headmen (reddi.s) are authorised to relieve casual 
sufferers, and then to forward them to the nearest constituted relief house; and the “ reddi 
sends in his hill periodicfilly k) the tahsildar. At tiie relief hou.ses the allowance is one pound of 
cooked food for adults and half a pound for children; the recipients come to the relief house 
ill the afternoon, get their food, and go home. 


21. The condition of the cattle in Bellary is critical. Over a great jiart of the district there 
is no fodder at all. The Native officials and Native traders esy^pate that from one-hftli to one- 
fourth of the cuttle have died already; and they anticijiate that iKire than one-half mnsi, die before 

June, unless lieavy^latmary sliowers fall.

estimated that four-fifths of the cattle in the di.striet 
died during the famine of 1833. Eurojiean and Native offieiids substantiate the staternents (pre¬ 
viously published in the uew.sjiapers) that ryots fo’rmerly well-to-do have sold bullocks in the 
Bcllary market at one rujieca head, or for eight seers of gliolum. Some of the cattle from the 
eastern taluks have been driven to the Kurnool hills; from Western Bellary some of the cattle have 
been taken to tlie Weatoru (Jliat pastures; while the hills of tlie Sooiidoor eliiefsliip (in Bellary) 
afford some pasture. Attemiit.s are being made to employ relief labourers in converting jirickly 
pear (cactus), of which there is abuudauee in Central Bellary, cutting into fodder by .<eparat'- 
iiig off the thorns. In Bellary town these attempl.s are succeeding on a small scale, but they 
iiuve yet to be extended into the interior of the district. 


22. The Bupjily of drinking water has not run short as yet, Ihougli many of the tanks arc 
quite dry. Wells are being deepened by relief labour in tlie villages. .Still it is feared tiiat, 
Later in the year, there will be searcity of water in some villages, it is not clear that aiiytliiiiu 
else can be done to remedy the difficulty. 


23. It is exjieetcd that from one-lialf to three-quarters of the land revenue (that is 16 out 
of 23 lakhs) will have to he suspended. And it is feared that after two years of short crops 
and one year of absolute failure, the Govcrnnieut may he ec, Spelled eventually to remit a large 
proportion of the suspended land revenue demand. It is urged that if a large number ol tlu> 
cattle die, the power of the jieople to pay uj> the sie- Muled land revenue demanded will be, 
greatly crippled. Besides the suspension of land rev ^le, one-half of the abkaree (liquor 
excise) revenue demand from the eonti*actors has been suspended in.Bellary. ?

In forwanli'ng' tlu? Uirec memDranclii of (acts asccrtuined on tlie spot regarding' the famine 
in the tli,strict.s of Kurnool, Bellary, and Ciuldajiali, I Lave to record the following observa- 
liona ;— 

KURNOOL DISTRICT. 


2. There i.s, nnl)a]>pily, no doubt as to the danger which threatens thedistrict of Knrnool, 
and wliicU would have broken ere this had ndief ojierations hot been coninienml. There is 
also no doubt that lliese o]ierations are sustaining the people in good condition. Consequently, 
as reganis mortality from starvation or any dangerous degree of distress, there is no apjirchonsioa 
whiitever. The loe.'d f)flleers are extremely anxious to di> their work well, according to the 
instruct ions they have received, and t() save the people trem danger. >So far wq|l. 

JV On the other hand, the relief o]>erations lynst have passed out of hand, and liave got 
beyond control locally, previous to the arrival of the present Collector, Mr. Davidson, about a 
fortnight ago, he; having been urgently des])atehed thither by the Government of Madras. 
Within this brief period he is doing all he can t^ t)ring affairs into order, hut they have 
arrived at such a stage, as to demand 4u*’ther •tuisideratiou and further instructioiiK from 
su]iM.‘rior authority. It seems to me that, Jn arriving here, he must have found the o])eratious 
being conducte<l in a tnanner ealeulated M cause a heavy drain upon the treasury and to render 
the peo)>le too tlependent njsin the State. 

4. The gravity of the ease is in this wise: out of a popidation of 917,000 souls, there 
are reported to be .‘lOD,000 on relief works in the first fortnight of January, havingg'ratlually 
risen to the gwat nninher during December. There are some thousands on charitable relief 
from the Slate. Thus at this very early period, namely, the beginning of January, more 
than oiK'-third of the t.otal popidation have been allowed to l>e fed by the State. That such 
a proportion should eunic iqioii the State during- the worst season, namely, the hot weather, 
might, nnder the cireninstauces of the di.striot., have been anticipated, though this pro])ortion 
even at that .season would be full. But, that such a jirojiortion should at this early ])(!riod 
conn- ui>on the Government is a cireumstanee not herctolore known and transcending the 
cx])»'rienee of former famines in India. Looking to that, exjierience and allowing also for the 
poverty and depression of the ])oople, admitting further that some consid(*rahle relief is even 
now called for, yet I cannot believe that the extreme degree of relief is absolutely ne(«!.ssary at 
this early period. Even now there is a tendency to increase, and at this rale of jirog-ress, if 
it be uneliecked, ere long half the population will be in receipt of State support. And if addi¬ 
tional ])reeautions be not taken, the jn-oeess might go on until nearly’ the whole j)opulation were* 
involved in Sfaft* eharitv. Although the Sthte may’ be called upon to save lilt* from starvation, 
it surely need not be called upon to undertake siieli a task as that above descaibed. At present 
the |ioj)n!ation eonsi.sts of a peasantry with very small holdings of land. Of these alre-ady a 
large number are upon relief wm’ks. There s<>enis to he no reason why larger and larger 
iinnihers from the same class rdioidd not apply for em[)lovment; and if they do, they will get 
it. imder existing orders. There is no ](reliminary eheek whatever for testing wlietlier they are 
in absolute need or not. The fact ol such men applying at all, does indeed indicate tlmt they 
are in some need ; the c]ue.stion,,.however, is otherwise: Are they in such extreme need as to re¬ 
quire State support? jr 

.^). The following table of ^/erceiitages shows that in some tahiks, or component parts of 
the district, the numbers on relief are exee.ssive, while in other taluks t.hey’ are cornj)ara.tively 
moderate. There are not, so far us I can learn, local eircunistanees to account for these differ¬ 
ences, whii-h miLst. Ije in ])art attributed to variations in administration ; either the peoj)le have 
got the idea that they’ are to he fully fed at any eo.st, or the local authorities are too lenient. 
The ohjeel .slionld he to reduce the proportions in some taluks to the level of the proportions

t). As 'A pritno facie j)io()f that tlie.se extreme mea.sures in Kurnool can hardly bo necessary, 
1 would ;idduee the ease ol the Deeean di.'-triets of the Bomhay' Presidency which I have just 
visited. Jn tlu' dislriels of Shohqair and Kaladgi and hall llie districts of Ahmednagar and 
Poona, the loss of en'ps is as great as in Kurnool. Yet, in tfiese .several tracts with a total 
uqiuhilioii exceeding er millions, /'"ere were in the hegiiiuiiig of January about 200,000 relief 
labourers, as eompiived with ;.t;j»,',()()0 in Kuruo'd out of-a jiojudatiou of 917,000. Thus 
jiroportioiiately tlie number of veliei labourers, as eeitiparod with the population, is in Knrnool 
more Ihiiu lour times as g’,-eat a.-/ the Dee<-au. I’erliaps in some resjiects the position of 
Knrnool in ay'be more niil:ivomaLle 4...,ni that of the lu-eean; but I am unable to learn any’ 
sneb local varlulions between the one and the other as would justify Knrnool having four times 
as many’ relief labouiers as tin- Iteecau. Certainly it cannot be said that the relief labourers 
in the Deeean are too few nnder the eircnuistanccs. On tlie contrary, the people in the 
Dcecaii are being well sustained under their misfortunes, and the only cpiestion is whether the 
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nnmlier of relief lahotirors even there inii^lit not ho soinowliat, rechicc*'!. Thun, I fjiil if) per- 
eeive any eseape from the aro-uimajt, whieli is hrotjo'lit to htair ii])on Ktiriiool from the aiialuiry 
of the Deccan. Thei’cfore it seems necessary tliat the ni!\v (4iile<;(or of Kunio(>l slioiihl he in¬ 
structed to irnmediatcly re-consider the situation in his district, with a view to reducing the 
present number of relief lal)ourers and to prevent its heiii*' au<^inented. 

7. Another question ndates to the iin]>ortation and issue of (i(»vi‘rnnieut "rain. Althon"h 
it is impossihlo to know the, aumunt of grain in stock, there is no reason to suppose that 
stocks are exceptionally low, or tliat there is auy deviation I’roin the custom, wln.'rehy in other 
places several months’supply of food is kept iu hand. Private trade is tolerably a(^tiv(!; there 
are plenty of unemjdoyed carts in the district, which can he and are used for the conveyance of 
grain from the several railway stations into the int-erior. There is a fair jirosiiecf. ol’ large 
quantities of g^ain coming from the north as well as from the south. The grain mer¬ 
chants of Kurnool are importing 3,000 maunds daily into the city; they say, however, that 
their importations are diminishing, which dimiinition they .seem to attribute to the importations 
of grain by Government. They do not seem, indeed, to partieularl}' olijeet to such importations 
of griAi by Government ;*they only assig'" it as a reason for themselves taking a less active 
paid, in the trade. Under the circumstaiiL^, the )iolicy of importing grain on account of 
Government seems to require eonsideratiou. I nient1|pn .this, because it is understood that 
5,00(1 tons of grain a month arc ordered to be iv*iorted by Government from without for 
this district. Even if the maintenance of some resciVi'is necessary; still the ])oliey of im])ort- 
ing into the district at this early period may be open to question, because it ina.}' discourage 
trade and might cause railway wagons and country carts to be taken up for Goverumeat, 
which might otherwise have been at the di-sposal of traders. 

S. At all evcuits, I would recommend that Government grain be not under any circum¬ 
stances issued to relief labourers at jiresent. It may, indeed, be necessary hereafter at some 
])hu;es to pay relief lahouriirs in grain only, especially when the worst season a])proaelu“s. lint 
at present it is far better to j»ay in cash, because this ijanses a local deiniind for grain, which 
again induces tlie holders of stook to bring forward their Kup])lies, and eueourages tra<li‘rs to 
bring in grain from without. Experience iu relief operations has conehisively proved this. So 
long as tile labourers can purchase food with their cash wages, let them ho paid in crush. They 
(certainly cun at ju’esent. ohlain grain for cash. Wlien the cash wages shall no longer enahle 
them to fuircliase grain (and that time is apparently still distant), tlieu and not till tlicii let 
tlieni be jiaid iu grain. 

9. It may he necessary lo store a certain amount of grain at Kurnool itself, for use in 
event of emergency arising in the eastern jiarts of the districts Knmlniin, Nuiidial, jMarkiqxire. 
lint I woiild explain this carefully to the traders, and assure them tliat not a bag of this store 
would he used so long as any grain were otherwise fortlicomiug. Hut I would not store any 
grain at any iilaeo between the railway and Kurnool, us these places ai’c easily aece.s.sihlo to 
t laders. 

HELL ARY DISTRICT. 

lb. As anollnu proof that the nuinlTers on relief in the Kurnool district rnnsl. lie too 
high, I would advert briefly to the Hellary district. There tljfftfiiuluro of this j’'car’s liarvest 
lias been as utter as iu Kurnool, with this diHerencc, howc^r, that in Kurnool last yuar'.s 
harvest was fairly good, whereas in Ilellary it was had last ^%ir and indilfereut the year 
before that, lii llcllarv, therefore, tlierc has been a gradually dee.pcuing scarcity. Now iu 
Hellary tlie total number of tliose on relief amounts to ‘tr>(),()l)(), representing more tliaii 
one-fourlli of the total pi)]nilatiou of l,t)00,<lU0. Hy that analogy there ought to be less than 
one-fourth of the jiopulaliou on relief in Kurnool, instead of more than one-tliird as there 
actually is. 

11. In Hellary, however, as iu Kurnool, I have carefully insyiected the gangs of relief 
laliourers, person by j>erson, and have seen many who,do not ujipear to be in absolute need. 
It is manifest, also, that net only have all the labonriiig classes lieeii admitted to relief, but 
also a jiortion of the ryot clas.ses, that is, peas.aiit proprietors and men having a beuefieiary 
interest in the land. One relief gang near Helhiry, drawn up in line for ins]>uet,ion, consisted 
of peasant- proprietors in one line and their wives in another line. 1 eaimot think tliat State 
eliarity need lie dispmiscd to such people at this early period. 

12. When tlie i>roporlion of persons on relief to the whole population is com]iarc;d in each 
taluk, there an* striking differences which cannot, I tliink, he fully accounted for, save hy the 
sujiposition tliat in some tahiks the relief is being too liberally administered. Thus—

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Tlip'iHimBur of tliosc on clinrituhlo rcTiof, iilioiit I.>.0(10, soems oxtraonlin.'irily Ilia'll in 
Rfllaiy; it. requires iram’ediato revision. It. i.s juirtly, however, to he aeeountcd lor by the fact 
that here flie eliildren of persons earning- relief wages on the works are admitted to gratuitous 
n.-lief. This is not necessary, and should, I think, be stojqied. 


14. Those works which are under the supervision of the Public Works De])artment 
eniploying above persons on trunk roads and large tapks, are well supervised. I feai 

that over t.he rest, of the 40U,l)<lU on relief works, say ^.50,000'who arc on petty village works, 
the siqiervision is not yet complete. 

1.5. 'fhe beuetlt to the Tiellary district-of the inilwity is striking during such a crisis as 
t.his. Alter successive failures of harvests the local stocks must be abnormally low^ (though, 
il all ace ounts he true, there are still more s1.(»eks remaining), but the local grain markets are 
all well siipjdied through imi)orta.tion,s by rail through piivate trade. ^ The mart of Bellary 
itself receives the supjilies from the distant districts, and Ihcn distributes them among the 
liazars in tlie interior. There may ultimately bq-some ditliculty irt suiiplying by tri^c the 
markets in 1 he western and .south-western parls^, the district near the frontiers of Mysore 
and of the South Mahriitta UouutrX namely, the taluks of Hospett, Iluvundhiidgally, 
llurpunhallv and Pcimakouda, and to l/,:se grain may have to be sent l)y Government. 1 am 
lar Iroiu beiiiLf sure <u this, however, as pinions seem to diller on the pmiit. But in all othei 
parts of the district 1 would dei>reeati' the storing of Govormneiit grain, as interfering witli 
private trade. 


It). And I would depreeato the issue of gr.ain w'age.s to relief lahourera as not being 
railed for by anv exist.ing delieieney of grain in the markets. 

17. The prospect of jirc.scrving the cattle is more gloomy in Bellary than in any other 
distrlet. Fortiinalcly, however, the priekh -pcar is abundant, and many triaks liuve jiroved that 
it answers as fodder. The ryots, indeed, liave a prejudice on the jioiut, which is kiiowm to 
be ('iToiicous anil ought, to be overcome. The most earnest attention of the Collector might he 
draw'll to the subject, as vitally alfcetiiig the jirescrvat.ion of the plough cattle; and relief 
labourers mi”bt in* employed ill preparing till! plant for fodder, which i.s done by extrueting 
the priekles. ^ 


is. The fiilnre increase of relief lahonrers in this district is a question on which o])inions 
dilTcr. The Collector, l\Ir. Ma.st.cr, liojics that it w’ill not largely iiierease hcyoiid the iirosenl 
total, Imt some of his suliordiiiatcs think it will. Seeing that the inerea.se has been so rapid 
of late, :it a ral.e of ;ill,0(li» persons a week, I very inncli fear that tlie total will largely in¬ 
crease unless a check he applied. 


CUDDAPAII DISTRICT. 

1This district is much more favourably situated than either Kurnool or Bellary. Thoug-b 
it has lost lliree-fourtlis of t]j^^ crops of the year, still it has s.avcd nearly one-fourth. There 
is some in igatioii going oiii - Tliere is soiiiefliing of a croji in tlie ground which will lie 
reaiw'd ill the spring. Out ^ a poimlatioii of ],B1)0,000, there are ;i0U,0U0 persons on relief 
or one-eiglif li. Here, also, arc some of those diffenmees between the taluks or component 
parts of the distvii-ts, in respect to the proportion of relief labourers to tlie population which 
indicate variations in the administrat.ioii. In the south-western taluks (locally called the 
“ plateau” taluks), tlie administration is ajiparently too lilicral, the proportion of relief labourers 
to tlie j)o|)ul:itioii being too high to he satisfactorily accounted for. Thus—

But ep'eii liere I saw many per.sous receiving relief who seem to be 
as yet far from being in extr^o'f}'- ^hit 1 am under the impression that in the Muddunpally 
division of the district, there is an oxce.ssive ox]iendit,uro going on, and that re-oonsideration 
is urgently called I'or there. Tl» .best part, of the cattle arc said to be safe. The •'•rain 
murkols are well siqqilied. 1 ,.dil depreeato any payments being made in grain; and the 
storing of ail}' grain save at a few distant localities beyond the reach of private trade. 

20. In a separate minute I will offer such practical suggestions as occur to me in 
reference to all these eonsiderntions vespeeling the thi'cc districts.

PKEVENTION OF DEATH BY STAHVATION IN TIME OF FAMINE.

We bog leave to forward for Your Lordsbijt’s information (•o])ics of a Reso¬ 
lution passed ^)y the Government of Bombay on tlie subjc'ct of the preven¬ 
tion of death by starvation in time of famine, and of the letter wliieh we liave 
eaused'to be addressed to that Government on the subjeet.

Exlract from the Proceedings of t/ie Oovernment of B\nfjey in the VuUic Department 

Do. 50 E. — 15S, dated 'J5tKSfanuart/ lS7'7. 

lI.KSot.tiTioN.—By lloKolutiiin No. 20 E.—93 of tlic 18th instant, His .Exfcllcncv tho 
Governor in Couneil ajifirovecl of eertain orders issiunl h}' the Revenue Coinmi.ssioner, Soiilliern 
Division, prescriliing tlio mode of dealing' witli hdiourers emjiloyed on reliid works, wlio inijrht 
think lit to li'avo them from dissati.sfaction with the rules laid down by Government fur regu- 
latiiig the rates of wages. 

2. By those orders, the Village Officers were directed to ” take care that no person is 

allowed, through obstinacy, to die of starvation.'” This injunct ion was cpiite in conformity 
with the principle on which the Government was then acting, rii., that no iier.son was to be 
allowed to die of starvation, if it was in the power of the Government to ])revent it. But His 
Exeelleney in t.’ouncil now oh.serves that, in the instructions issued by I he Government of 
India to Sir R. Temple on the lOtli instant, the following very important ipialifieatiou is intro¬ 
duced : ” Even for an object of such paramount importance as the yireservation of life, it is 

obvious tliat tlicrc are limits which are imposed upon us by the facts with whioli we have to 
deal.” 

3. The letter in question docs not lay down any general iirincijiles by which the District 
Ofllocrs should be guided in refusing the aid needed to preserve life; and His I'lxeelleney in 
Couneil would view w.ith satisfaetiftu the issue of supplementary instructions on that point. 
In the meantime, however, he i'ecls ennvinced that in no ea.so could a.ssistanee be more proj)erly 
refused, than in that of a man who wilfully and delibeniti'ly ri‘('u,.ie.«! to render the rca.'^onabie 
ecjuivalcnt demanded by the Government for the means of sub.s-i.sttuiee which it is ready to 
.'lUbrd him. 

4. It is therefore, ordered, in modification of the instruction.s issued by the Revenue

The attention of the Government of Iiulia has been dratvii to the R('- 
solution of the Government of Bombay, No. oO E—IhH, dated 2r)th January. 
This Resolution begins by referring to previous orders of the Bombay Govern¬ 
ment under which “the village oflieers ueri; direettul to take cart? Ih.at 
no person is allowed through obstinacy to die of .starvation;” it say.s that 
“ this injuneJion was quite in conformity with the pi-ineij)le on which the 
Government was then acting, viz., that no person Avas to h(' allowed to dii‘ of 
starvation if it was in the power of the Government to prevent it;” and tJie 
Government of Bombay then proceeds to niodifv its Ibrme.r instructions. 
'Ihe new orders are accompanied by ohservatic,'-I. Avliieh im])ly that there 
are circumstances in which relief is to he Avithheld, ('ven thougli it m:iy he 
necessary to save life, and the in.structions ^(dy issued to Sir Jticli.-ird 
Temple by the Government of India are quoted as the reason for this ehaugc of 
policy. 

2. The views of the Government of India appear to have been seriously 
misunderstood. The Government of Bombay seems to think that the Govern¬ 
ment of India has laid down the doctrine tliat there are certain circumstances

‘ ' ress in time of famine than in other times, 
7itt.o spare no cllbrt which may ho possible

Paramount as this duly is, and fully as it is aecejit cal hy tlie Govern¬ 
ment of India, it is obvious tluit it could not he fulequately iierformed if it 
involvtal tlii' 7H'e('Ssity of an exiienditure hewond the po\ver of the country 
to hear, and which might go far to render the future good govei-rinient of 
India an impracticable task. This may sinmi to he a trnism, hut it was maics- 
sarv to stat ii it., because it has often been assumed that the Government was 
placed in this dilemma, viz., that in times of severe famine it must cither 
allow piaijile to die of starvation, or incur expenditure which might ultimately 
bring ruin iqioji the eountiy. The Government of India has denied that any 
such dih'iuma exists, and has conlhhmtly asserted that the history of past 
famines sliows that the duty of prevt ntiug loss of life .and extreme sulfering 
can he (‘llleicMilly discharged without incurring charges disastrously heavy. 
This ojiinlon, however, will only bo justified if every eiVort be made to prevent 
relief being given to those who do not actually require it, and to (Jxaet the 
uiqdiiration of the .strictest pr.aetieahlo teste and rules, so tluit no more relief 
shall he alfordi'd than is absolutely necessary to ensure the fulfilment of the 
object in vimv. 

t. In laying down instructions of a purely official character relative to

All applications must he made in the English language. 

The attention of Applicants is called to the following 
points;

.{vide Rule 65), and should conclude in the form set out in

Statkmknt op Objkcts and Reasons. I 

The. insiifiiciency of the present general Forest- 
law (Act VI1 of 1865) is universally admittecT. 

The necessity for legislation regarding forests 
in the Bombay Presidency, to which Act VII of 
1865 has never been applied, has long been ap- 
jiarent, and has been jrged by the Local Govern¬ 
ment. Thus, the want of legal powers to control 
timber in transit, to retjuire it to be covered by 
a pass, and to levy duty on foreign timber, causes 
the loss of several lakh.s of rupees nnnually, and a 
regular machinery for enquiring into .‘iiid adjudi- . 
eating upon ]>rivate rights claimed in forests and ' 
rtiserves would be equally advantageous to the 
Government and the people. 

The case of the Madras Presidency is generally 
similar to that of the other Provinces, and there is 
no doubt that the application to it of an improved 
Forest-law will be very beneficial. 

A general Forest Bill has bt^n under considera¬ 
tion since 1868, and more than one draft has been 
circulated to the various Local Governments. The i 
jii’e.scnt draft is for the most ])art the work of the 
Insiiector General of Forests with the assislaneo of 
the Forest Conservators of Bengal and the Punjab. 

It will be observed that this Bill follows in a 
great measure the Bill for Burma, which has 
recently been introduced into the Legislative 
Council of the Governor General, and tliat provi¬ 
sion is made in section 1 fur the non-extension to | 
particular Provinces of any portions of it which 
may have no local application or utility. The 
]iresent Bill is divided into nine Chapters, dealing 
respectively with the following matt,(TS :—I, Pre¬ 
liminary j II, Reserved Forests; III, Village- 
Forests ; IV, District-Forests ; V, Forests not the 
j)roperty of Government; VI, Duty on Timber; 
VII, Control of Timber and Forest-produce in 
Transit; VIII, Collection of drift and stranded 
Timber; IX, Penalties, Procedure, etc. 

In Chapter II will bo found provisions for 
ascertaining, securing and commuting the rights 
of private persons in any forest which it is deemed 
necessary to reserve. 

Chapters III and IV contain provisions regard¬ 
ing forest-lands belonging to Government or in 
which Government has proprietary rights, which 
it is deemed necessary to subject, as District or 
Village-forests, to regulations less stringent than 
those indispensable for Reserved F^orests. 

Chapter V regulates, in a manner analogous to 
that of the law of France and other European 
nations, forests and lands not the property of Gov¬ 
ernment for objects allccting the safety and well¬ 
being of the public atlarge. 

Chapters VI and VII ))rovide for the levy of 
duty on timber in transit in certain jiarts of India, 
and for the prevention of illicit abstraction of 
timber from the Government forests.

Statemkmt of Objects and Reasons. 

There is no law at present to prevent salt ship¬ 
ped from Bombay without payment of duty and 
destined for Madras or Calcutta, being surrepti¬ 
tiously landed at any ]x>rt on the coast and 
smuggled salt being taken in lieu thereof and 
carried on to the port for which the vessel was 
cleared. 


Moreover, there, is nothing to prevent foreign 
salt or any other salt on 'vvhich no ‘duty has been 
made, being landed at any of our ports throughout 
our seaboard. Both of these defects have led 
to an immense amount of smuggling, which it is 
importaut to chixjk without further delay. The 
present Bill therefore proposes that, no vessel of 
less than three hundred tons shall bo allowed to 
carry salt except under certain very strict condi¬ 
tions, and that vessels may be brought to and 
searclied, regarding which suspicion exists that 
they are engaged in carrying on contraband traffic.

Act XITT of 1875 provides that probates or 
letters of admiiiisl,ration granted by a ‘ High Court* 
shall (unless otherwise directed by the grant) have 
like effect throughout the whole of British India, 
and that, whenever such a grant is made, the Re¬ 
gistrar shall send to each of the other High Courts 
a certificate of the grant. 

It has been found that the burden thus imposed 
on the High Courts is excessive. For ‘ High 
Court* is defined to mean (both in the Succession 
Act and in the General Clauses Act, 186S) ‘the 
highest Civil Court of Ap])oal,* and of such Coiu’ts 
there are, liesides the High Courts properly so 
called, a large nuixber in outlying parts of British 
India. f 

The remedy ■^ich the present Bill proposes to 
apply is to limit, in Act Xlll of 1875, the ex¬ 
pression ‘ High Court* to (a) the four High Courts 
properly so called, (i) the Panjfib Chief Court, 
and (e) the Court of the Recorder of Rangoon.

The subjects of His Imperial and Royal Apos¬

The produce and manufactures of, .as well as all 
goods coming from, Austria-Hungary, wliieh are 
imported into the territories and possessions, 
including the Colonies'and foreign possessions, of 
Her Britannic Majesty, and the produce aud 
manufactures of, as well as all gocsls coming from, 
British possessions, which are imported into the | 
Austro-Hungarian Monarchy, whether intended 
for consumplion, wartdiousing, re-exportation or 
transit, shall therein, during the continuance of 
this Treaty, be treated in the same manner as, aud 
in particular shall Ih! 8uhjectc<l to no higher or 
other duties than, the produce and goods of auy 
third country the most favoured in this resi)ect. 

No other or higher duties shall be levied in the 
Austro-Hung.arian Mouarehy on the exportation 
of any goods to the territories and possessions, 
including the Colonies and fon^gii possessions, ol' 
Her Britannic Majesty, or in the territories and 
possessions, including the Colonies and foreign 
possessions, of Her Britannic Majesty, on the 
exportation of any goods to the Austro-Hung:irian 
Monarchy, than on the exportation of the like 
goods to auy third country the most favoured in 
this respect. 

The two High Contracting Parties likewise 
guarantee to ea(!h other l.reatment on the footing 
the most favoured third country in regard to the 
the transit of goods through the tenitory ol the 
uue from and to the territory of the otner. 

Ahtici.b III. 

Every reduction in the 'fariff of Import and 
Export Duties, as well as every favour or iinnni- 
iity that one of the contruetiug Parlies grants 


to the subjects and commerce of a third Power, 
shall be participated in simultaneously and uncon¬ 
ditionally by the other. 

Article IV. 

The stipulations of the foregoing Articles, I to 
III, relative to the reciprocal treatment on the 
footing of the most favoured third country, shall 
not apply— ^ 

J, To those special and ancient privileges 
whiidi are accordi'd to Tiirkisli subjects for the 
Turkish trade in Anstria-Hungary. 

2. To tiiose advantages which are or may be 
granted on the part of the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy to the ncighhouring countries solely for 
the purpose of facilitating the, frontier traHie, or 
to those rpdnetions of, or exomiitions from, 
(bistoiiis duties which are only valid in the said 
Monarchy for certain frontiers, or for the iuha- 
hitants of certain districts.

The suhjeots of one of the two High Cou- 
tracling Parties shall enjoy in tho territories of the 
jther the same protection us native subjects with 
regard to rights of oiynership over trade and manu¬ 
facture marks, aud other distinctive marks of goods 
or their packages’, as well as over patterns and 
designs for manufae-tures. 

The subjects of Her Britannic Majesty will not, 
however, he able to elaini in Au.stria-Hnngary 
the cxclu.xive right to a mark or other indication 
on a pattern or design unless they have dejtosited 
two specimens of it in the Chambers of Commerce 
at Vienna and Bu(h^#*cstli. 

Article VII. 

The jiresent I'rcaiy shall come into foi\*c on the 
1st of January 1S77, and renuiin in operation 
until the 31st of December of the same year. 

Article Vlll. 

The present Treaty shall he ratified as soon as 
possible, and the ratifications shall he exchanged 
at Vienna by the 31st of December 1870, at 
latest.

If in any such suit the Court decides that spe¬ 
cific performance ought to he granted, but that it 
is not sufficient to satisfy the justice of the case, 
and that some comj)en8ati(jn for breach of the 
contract should also bo made to the plaintiff, 
it shall award him such eompeusation accordingly. 

Compensation awanled under this .section may 
be assessed in such manner as the Court may direct. 

Explanation. — The circumstaneo that the con¬ 
tract has become incapable of specific jxn'formance, 
does not preclude the Court from exercising the 
jurisdiction conferred by this section.

This contrae-t cannot bo 
specifically enforced. 

The directors of a company have power to sell the eoneern 
with the sanethm of a general meeting of the sliareholderK. 
They contract to sell it without any such saiictiou. 'J'his 
contract cannot he specifically cnfyved. 

Two trustees, A and B, empowered to sell trust,-property 
worth a lakh of rupees, contract to sell it to 13 For lls. .'tOiOOU. 
The contract is so disadvantageous as to be a breach of 
trust. C cannot enforce its sja-cifio performanee. 

The promoters of a com]>any for working mines contract 
that the conipany, when formed, shall pnreha.se certain 
mineral property. They take no projier jnveautions to 
aseertain the value of such property and in fact, agri'c to pay 
an extravagant price therefor. They also stipulate tliat 
the vendors shall give them a bonns out of the piircliase- 
inoney.

Statement op Objects and Reasons. 

Tlie insufficiency of the present general Forest- ’ 
law (Act Vll of 1865) is universally admitted. 

The necessity for legislation regarding forests 
in the Eombay Presidency, to which Act VII of 
1805 has never been applied, has long been ap¬ 
parent, and lias been urged by the Local Govern¬ 
ment. Thus, the wjmt of legal powers to control 
timber in tninsit^lo require it to be covered by 
a pass, and to levy duty on foreign timber, causes 
the loss of several lakhs of rupees annually, and a 
regular machinery for enquiring into and adjudi¬ 
cating upon jirivatc rights claimed in forests and 
reserves would be equally advantageous to the 
Government and the people. 

The case of the Madras Presidency is generally 
similar to that of the other Provinces, and there is 
no doubt that the application to it of an improved 
Forest-law will be very beneficial. 

A general Forest Bill has been under considera¬ 
tion since 1808, and more than one draft has been 
circulated to the various Local Governments. The | 
present draft is for the most part the work of the 
Inspector General of Forests with the assistance of 
the Forest Conservators of Bengal and the Panj&b. 

It will be observed that this Bill follows in a 
great measure the Bill for Burma, which has 
recently been introduced into the Legislative 
Council of the Governor General, and that provi¬ 
sion is made in section 1 for the non-extension to i 
particular Provinces of any portions of it which ' 
may have no local application or utility. The 
present Bill is divided into nine Chapters, dealing 
respectively with the following matters :—I, Pih3 - 
liniinary ; II, Reserved Forests; III, Village- 
Forests ; IV, District-Forests; V, Forests not the 
projierty of Government; VI, Duty on Timber; 
Vli, Control of Timber and Forest-produce in 
Transit; VllI, Collection of drift and stranded 
Timber ; IX, Penalties, Procedure, etc. 

In Chapter II will bo found provisions for 
ascertaining, securing and commuting the rights 
of private persons in any forest which it is deemed 
necessary to reserve. 

Chapters III and IV contain provisions regard¬ 
ing forest-lands belonging to Government or in 
winch Government has proprietary rights, which 
it is deemed necessary to subject, os District or 
Village-forests, to regulations less stringent than 
those indispensable for Reserved Forests. 

Chapter V regulates, in a manner analogous to 
that of the law of France and other European 
nations, forests and lands not the property of Gov¬ 
ernment for objects affecting the safety and well¬ 
being of the public at large. 

Chapters VI and VII provide for the levy of 
duty on timber in transit in certain parts of India, 
and for the prevention of illicit abstraction of 
timber from the Government forests.

Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

There is no law at present to prevent salt shij»- 
ped from Bombay without payment of duty and 
destined for Madras or Cahmtta, being surrejiti- 
tiously landed at any port on the coast and 
smuggled salt being taken in lien thereof and 
carried on to the jiort for which the vessel was 
cleared. 

Moreover, there i.s nothing to prevent foreign 
salt or any other salt on which no duty has been 
made, being landed at any of our ports throughout 
our seaboard. Both of these defeets have led 
til an immense amount of smuggling, whi(;h it is 
important to check without further delay. 'J’he 
present Bill therefore proposes that no vessel of 
less than three hundred tons shall be allowed .to 
carry salt except under certain very strict condi¬ 
tions, and that vessels may he hrougdit, tv) anil 
searched, regaixling which suspicion exists that 
they aro‘ engaged in carrying on contraband traffic.

An Act to amend the law relalmg to the levy of rates 
on Land in the Hm-lh-Wexlern Prorivviot. 
Wheiikas, in order to defray th(i expcniditni’e

M e have also 
saved all incidents of contraetB not iiioonsisteut with the provisions of the Bill. Besides the 
Malabar mortgagee’s option, which the Bill as introduced expressly preserved, there must be 
many other incidents of Native contracts with which it is desirable not to interfere.

{jioposed Act comes into force. 

Chapter II. —Axxuranres of Immoveable Properly, 

4. Wc have struck out the seel,ion relating to casements, as it will more fitly come into 
the Bill relating to those rights, which is now in prejiaration. 

5. Section 6 of the Bill as introilnced would have often rendered persons liable to an obli¬ 

gation, or at least to he sued on an oldigation, the exishmee of which was unknown to them. 
We think that this is obviously inex])c*(lient, and have thorefori' made the section an embodi¬ 
ment of tlie W(!ll-known rule, tliat a contract, between the rcsi)ective owners of two neighbouring 
parcels of land, that one of them shall do or refrain from doing something on his parcel for the 
benelit of the other ])arcel, may hi* euforcixl in cijuity against all j)ersons claiming the former 
narcel under hfm with notice of the contract. • 

6. We think that section 7 of the Bill, as introduced, should be, omitted, as it would allow 
incidents of a, novel kind to be devised and attaehcil to ju’operty at the fancy or raipriee of any 
owner. It would, moreover, allow t.lu* grantee’s enjoyment of the projicrty to be destroyed or 
materially lessened by the exercise of the right reserved. 

7. We have also struck out section 5) of the Bill as introduced. The rules of construction 
therein referred to, besides being inapplicable in some respects to instruments executed itiler 
vivos^ are contained in the testamentary jiorlion of the Snccijssion Act, which does not ajijdy to 
Muhammadans anywhciv, and applies to Hindus only in the I’rebidoney-towns and the Lower 
Provinces. 

8. We have ]>rovided (section 7) rules as to the right of innocent grantees for vaJnahle 
consideration without notii'e, of persons like the managers of the projierty of a minor or an 
undivided family, childless Hindu widows in possession of their decca.si'd husband’s projiertv. 
and benamidars and other ostensible owners, who have only a restriiftcd jiower of alienat ion. 
Onr rules on this head are in accordance with decisions of the Privy Council and the Calcultu 
High Court. 

9. We have redrawn section 13 of the Bill .as introduced, so as to save the rights of the 
creditors of the person paying t he consideration for a benami transact ion, and as the section 
will apply h) benami lca.se.s us well as t/o benami sale.s, wi; have transferred it to chapter 11. 

Chapter III. — Sa/ee, 

10. We have declared (section 1 0) the respective liabilities of an intending seller and an 
intending buyer to make diBelo.snres of defeiits and advantages. 

11. We have introduced into section 11 clauses as to the seller’s duty to produce title- 
deeds for examination, to answer questions respecting I,he projierty and to discharge incum¬ 
brances ; as to the buyer’s right to abandon the eontriu t when the seller materially alters the 
property ; and as to the custody and j)rodue1,ion of title-deeds after eomplefion. W(i have also 
dei'hireti when the proixjrty vests in the jmrehaser, and exj>lained when the purchase is 
completed. 

12. Clause (a) of seetion 11 of the Bill as introdue,ed, would have rendered a vendor liable 
for damage sustained by the jiurehasiu owing to the lo.ss of his bargain, and it would have made 
a vendor, like a mortgagor, warrant his title a.s against all the world. ’W’e think that in this 
resjK'ct his liability should hi*restricted, as it is in Eng-land, to acts done by hiimself or those 
through whom he claims. Scidion 11, clause (; ), has been framed accordingly’^. 

13. Clauses (e) and (f) of the same seetion, as introduced, are eorollariiw from the doctrine 
of cijuitable ownership and aj)pe.ar to us t.o he ineonsistciit with seetion 12, which declares that 
a mere contract, for sale shall not tr.ansfer the projierty. Why, for instance, should the buyer 
be made liable to bear lo.ss arising from destruction of property which is not his own ? We 
have therefore omitted thi>.se clauses. Under any circumstances they would have been of little 
use in a country where, as a rule, the making of the contract is immediately followed by the 
comjdetion of the purchase. 

14. We have provided (section 12) for esvses where, before completion, the buyer becomes 
insolvent. This provision is modelled on the pre.sent. English law, .‘32 & 33 Vic., c. 71, 
ds. 23, 24. We have also provided for the following matters : — 

(a) the liability to the seller of the buyer of a leasehold (seetion 1.3) : 

(b) the liability to the seller of the buyer of an equity of redemption (section 14) ; 

(c) money received under a firo-]ioliey by the seller for damage done after the date of the 

eontraet (section 15) : 

(nf) joint-])urchases (section 17) : 

(f) the rights arising where two estates are subject to a eommon charge and one of the 
estates is sold (section l -S) ; 

(y') the exemption of bond f,tr buy I'rs of trust-pro]>erty from seeing to the application of 
the pureha.se-moncy’ ^section 1 9) : 

if) the rights ol the sidler when; there is default on the part of the buyer and the ri«rhts 
of the buyer where there is default on the part of the seller (section 20). ^ 

(hi vPTKR IV.— Exchanges. 

15. In this chapter, which corresponds with chapter V of the Bill as introduced, we have 
made no substantial change cxeept the insmtion of a section (22), providing (in accordance 
with the Code Civil, Art. 1704) that if one of the parties prove that the other was not owner 
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of the thinp: ^iven or agreed.to be given to the former in exchange, the former cannot be 
<!ompelle<l to deliver that which ho has promised in eoiinter-exehaiigc!; but when he has received 
the thing given to him in exchange, he may be compelled to return it. 

16. We have also provided, in accordance with the same Code, Art. 1700, that the party 
deprived of the thing he has received in exchange by reason of invalidity of title caused by 
anything done by the other jiarty or any ])crson through whom the latter claims, may at his 
option sue for compensation or sue for the thing given by him. 

Chapter V. — Mortgages and Charges. • 

17. We have made it clear that tbe mortgjigcs here dealt with are only mortgages of 
immoveable property and sub-mortgages. Mortgages of policies, shijis, machinery, furniture, 
cattle and oth^ movc.able property rccpiire to be separately trc'atiMl. 

18. We have inserted a stietion (2(5) requiring that every mortgage shall Ix! created by 
an a.ssuriinec signed by the mortgagor and attested by at least t wo witnesses. As mort¬ 
gages by vcrh.al agreement are now raiely if. ever made, this will not substantially alter 
the present practice, and will obviously tend to prevent fraud and litigation. 

19. The Bill as introduced permits tbe mortgagor to deposit the amount duc^ oidy in the 
District Gourt. This might lead to mudi iuconvenic'iute, and we liave inudiiied sec¬ 
tion 28, clause {ti) , so as to allow the mortgagor to dcjiosit. in any Court in which he could 
have instituted a suit for redemption. 

20. We h.ave, in accordance with the present law, ])rccluded (section 28) a})erson interested 
in par(. only of the, mortgaged prof)erty from redeeming his own ])art only, and a penson inter¬ 
ested in ])art only of the morlgage-money from foreclosing his own part only. 

21. We have given (scettion 29) the mortgagee the rights which he has under the covenants 
for title* eontaimxl iii an English mortgage-deed. When the mortgagee has a right to sue for 
the inortgag(!-raouey, these covenants arc of no practical use during the eontiuuam;e of the 
mortgage; but they become valuable after a foreclosure or sale. 

22. Wo have declanxl (section 30) that., where the pn>pcrt.y is a lci»s<( for yeai's and the 
mortg.Tgee, while in poss(!saion, obtains a renewal, tlu; mortgagor upon redemption shall have 
th<> bcneiit of the new lease. 

23. We have imjwscd (section 32) on a mortgagor making a subsecpicnt mortgiige the 
duty of disclosing tt> the subsequent mortgagcjc t he previous mortgages, and of giving notice 
to the prior mortgagees of the subsequent mortgage. 

2‘1'. Although from tlu? theoretical point of view there is much to be said in favour of 
di.s»-arding the distinct ions bidweon the various kinds of mortgages used in India, we think 
that the amount, of simplicity gained would not justify the amount of disturbance created, and 
that., in ))nict.i<-c, ctnifusion and hardshij) would lu* caused if simple mortgagees and mortgagees 
by conditional sale were allowed (as they would be by the Bill as introduced) to take jiossession, 
or if simple and usufructuary mortgagee's wc'ro allowed t,o foreclose. Moreover,any such exten¬ 
sion of the power to foreclose would enable large classes of speculators and mouey-h'iuhT.s to 
defeat the intentions with which the Ijcgislat.ure framed tbe new’ (*ode of Civil I’roeediire, sec¬ 
tions 320—.322, by obtaining sim]>lc mortgages and tben instituting foreclosun'-suils. \Vc 
have therefore introduced (section 31.) a clause the efIVet of which will be to maintain tin? law 
as it stands in this respetd. 

2.3. We have also (section 31.) prohibited mortgagee's from interfering wnth tin* right of 
the public to the cont inued use of iindertaking.s, such as canals and railways, in the maintenance 
of which the public are interested. The remedy of such mortgagees will be to obtain a receiver 
of the profits of the umlcrt.akiug. 

26. Wo have provided (section 36) for the case where the partie.s to a mortgage luivc 
omitted to stipulate expressly for inlei'cst. 

27. We are of opinion that, in the absence of an express contract to tlie contrary, no mort¬ 
gagee should he c'ntitled as such to take ])ossession, and wo have iu.scrted (section 37) a clause 
to this effect. We have, however, allowed the mortgagee to sue for a rcc'civer :>f (c'r the e.\ pira.tiori 
of one year from the time when the principal has become ])ayal)le, or after interest has been in 
arrear for six monl.lis; and wo luive ein])Owered tbe Court, in any .suit for foiveiusiirc or sale, 
to appoint a receiver j)eiiding the proceedings in the suit. 

28. We think tluil. the mortgagee should be .allowed to sue for (be moitgayc-runtiev m 
four cases only, namely, (1 ) tvhf'rc the mortgagor binds himself cxjircssly to ]iay the loan, (2) 
where the mortgagor remains in jiosscssion and allows the j'rojierty to be sold ft'r arrears of 
revenue, (3) when' tbe property is destroyetd by diliivion, lire or oilier siii>erior lon e, and (4<i 
in the ease of au nsnfiuctiiary mortg-age, vvlu'iv tla; mortgagor is unable to give or se< ure 
possession. We have iii.serted a seedion (38) to this effect. 

29. We have eonsidcirod tbe question as te wdKdlu'r wc shou'd validate powers of sale in 
mortgages of property situate in the Mufassal, and we have (ioine to the sauu; couchisiou as the 
late Sadr Diwuiii Adalut came to in 184-2, namely, that it wmuld not be safe te entrust luJiau 
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monoy-lendere with powers so liable to abuse. We have therefor© framed the section (39) cor- 
resjwnding with section 21' of the Bill as introduced, so as to invalidate such lowers except 
where the lender is the Government, or the property is situate in the Presidency Towns of 
Rangoon. 

.80. We have limited (section 40) the right of a mortgagee in possession to insure to cases 
in which the pnjpcrty is insurable at ordinary rates. In the ease of an inflammable property, 
the mortgagee might, under the Bill as introduced, impose an unfair burden on the mortgagor. 

31. We have jirovided (section 41) for aceessions to the mortgaged property. 

32. We have framed the section f43) corresponding with section 17 of the Bill as intro¬ 
duced, so a.s to exempt mortgagees who, under a contract in writing, take the profits of the 
mortgaged property in lieu of interest, from keeping accounts of their receijits. 

33. Where a mortgagor in possession fails to pay arrears of revenue and estate is con¬ 
sequently sold, our Courts liave ruled that the mortgagee has a charge on the surplus of the sale- 
proceeds after payment thereout of such arrears. We have in section 45 adopted this ruling. 

34. The Bill as introtlnced h.ad nothing to shew that Lord Denman^s doctrine in Piciard 
V. Sear« apj)lies to mortgages. We have therefore inserted the following ;— 

“ 46. Where, through the fraud or gross neglect of a prior mortgagee, another person has 
been induced tt> advance montiy on the security of the mortgaged property, the prior mortga¬ 
gee shall b(i postiX)ned to the subsequent mortgagee.^^ 

85. The Bill should, we think, embody the equitable principles that a creditor who can 
satisfy his debt out of several fimds shall so exercise his right as not to, take from another 
creditor the fund whieli forms his only security, and that a fund which is equally liable with 
another to pay .a debt shall not escape because the creditor has been paid out of that other 
fund alone. We have therefore inserted sections (50, 51) as to what Engli.sh lawyers call 
marshalling securities and contribution. 

36. Though the matter is one rather of procedure than of substantive law, we have 
inserted a rule (section 52) sis to the proper ]»ai-ties to suits for redemptiem, foreclosure or sale, 
which will save the right of subsequent incnmbranccrs to redeem, and, if a decree for sale is 
made, conclude them. 

37. AVc have provided (sections 54 and 60) that in suits for foreclosure and redemption, 
upon good cause shewn, t he time fixed by the Court for payment may be enlarged. We believe 
that this power (which is coristautly exercised by Courts of equity) will be in aeeonlance with 
the feeling.^ of the pcojile of many parts of India where, until recently, the power to redeem was 
held U) last for ever, and oven the long term of sixty years fixed by the Limitation Act is 
sometimes regarded ns an unfair innovation. 

38. We have de.signedly withheld power to open foreclosures. 

39. We have enumerated the persons entitled to redeem as follows • 

“ 58. Besides the mortgagor, any of the following persons may institute a suit for redemp¬ 
tion of the mortgaged projierty :— 

(o) any person (other^.han the mortgagee) having any interest in or charge upon the 
projicrty : 

(d) any person having any interest in or charge upon the right to redeem the property .- 

(c) any surety for the payment of the mortgage-debt or any part thereof : 

(rf) the gmirdian of the property of a minor mortgagor: 

(c) the committee or other legal curator of a lunatic or idiot mortgagor : 

(y) the judgment-creditor of the mortgagor, when he has obtained execution : 

, (y) a creditor of the mortgagor who has in a suit for the administration of his estate 
obtained a decree for the sale of the mortgaged property. 

Explanaiion .—An easement is not an interest within the moaning of clause (a).” 

40. When property is mortgaged for-Bueeessive debts to successive mortgagees, we have 
expressly authorised (section 62) any mesne mortgagee to institute a suit to redeem the prior 
mortgagees and to foreclose those that are posterior to himself. We have given in the thinl 
schedule a form of the decree passed in such a suit. 

41. We think that as apijrson having a charge has a mere right of realization, he shonld 
not be allowed to foreclose!, and should be only entitled, under the proposed Act, to institute a 
suit for the sale of the jiropcrty charged. We have framed section 68 accordingly. Wo 
have introduced a section (f)9) providing for the merger of chaTges. But the section in its 
present form is not to be understood as representing our final opinion on the subject. 

Chapter VI.— Leaten. 

42. Wc have prefixed to this chapter a section (70) declaring the respective duties of 
proposing lessors and lessees to make disc losures of defects and advantages. 

43. As the law stands, both in England and, as a general rule, in India, there is no 
implied warranty on the letting of land or an unfurnished house that it is fit for cultivation 
or 'occupation; there is no implied obligation on the landlord to repair the premises, and, in 
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the absence of a contract to J.he contrary, the tenant is bouiul to )cee]> and leave tlietn in }»ood 
repair; and tlie landlord dues not warrant his title, hut merely covenants that the tenant 
paying his rent and pirFortning his covenants may pciufcahly enjoy the property during the 
term without interruption by the landlord or any one claiming through him. We think that 
the Bill should, in these resfx'cts, a<!cord with t he law as above? slated, and we hav<; therefon? 
struck out, ill section 1-1, of the Bill as introdn(?eil the latter half of <?la,use (6' and the whole 
of clause {J‘), and substit uted for clauses (c) and (d) a clause ju’oviding for ( 2 ui(>f. enjoyment by 
the lessee. But there is no (l(»u))t that,, in certain ])art.s of India and wif.h regard to certain 
classes of houses, usages have beeoine established with reganl to repairs, with which it is un¬ 
desirable to interfere. We have, tlKJrei'ore, made our jirovisions us to liability to rejiair subject 
to local usage. 

4t. When; part of the pro])erty leased is destroyed by sujierior force, we think that t,h(‘ 
lease should b(;eom(; voiil as to that jiart, that any rent or line payable under t.he h'ase should 
]>ro[»ortiouatelyShiite;, and that a jirojiorllonate part of any line paid by tin; lessee should be 
returned. If tin* lessor ndnstafe; tin' j)arf. destroyed, he and the h'ssee can come to a new 
agreement. We have aJUu-ed clause (/) in accordance with these views. 

45. We think that no less'cc should, without the lessor’s consent, erect any permanent, 
structure on tin; property, exeejd for agricultural pur]>OBus,.and wo have made provision to that 
cfTcct in sc-ction 71, clause' (m). Ifiuh-r the Hill as introduced the tenant might, have erected 
unsightly buildings on his holding and thereby seriously* injured the landlord’s contiguous 
projwrty. 

411. W(‘ have struck out the words authorising a lessee to remove fixtures iiftei- the termi¬ 
nation of his lease. They might haw; ]irevented the lessor from letting the property to another 
at the end of the term. 

47. We have declared Fsertiou 71, clause r) that the power of transfei conferred on a lessee 
shall not b(' d<'eni('d to authorist' an ueeuj'uuey-ryot to assign his interest. 'I'Ins is the law in 
Ihiugal, in the abseix'c of a special custom : the saving clau.s(i in section 2 will leave unuirected 
the right of oci:u])ancy-tcuanLs in the Fan jab. 

t'S. W’e have ])rovided (section 7.3) for the insolvency of the lessee, and enabled the receiver 
of his property, with the leave of the (lourt, to iliselaim tlie j)roperly leased. 'I'his jirovision, 
like the similar clau.sc* in cha{>ter 111, is founded on .32 & 3.3 \’ic., c. 71, sections 23, 24. 

49. AVe have deelarc'd (section 71), in aeeordanoe with tin* present law, that a tenancy begins 
on entry, and that a lessei; before eutiy eaiuiot sue for trespass. 

50. AVi* hav(' stated (si'ction 7(!) the various ways in which a lease may be detennined ; 
we have exjilaijied (section 77) tlu'l;iw as to the waiver of forfeiture* or a notice to (put; and 
we have jirovided by the same sc'ciioii for relief against forhnlui’e for non-pavnu’iit of rent. 
I’ower to g-nint siieli r(;lier has long bet'ji ex(‘reised by Courts of ecpiily on payment of arrears 
and the landlord’s costs, and a like janver was, by 2.3 & 24 \ ie., e. 123, eont'(‘rred on I be 
('oinnioii-law Conns, Act X of 18.59, section 7S, and Jiengid Act VIII of ISti'.l, section 52, 
provide; for stay (jf execution of a decree for ej(-;etment. on payniont into Court within fifteen 
days from its date;, and W(* projeose to leave this proeealure untouehed. 

Cii.M'TKK Vll.— Sellfrwenlfi. « 

51. Strong rejn-e.sentations have been made to ns that,, in t.he ease (tf European and East 
Indian married wena'ii, n-strainl.s on antieijialiem should eontinue to be allowed. We have 
tlier(;fore added a proviso to section 82 (eorrospoiiding with section 52 of the Bill as intro¬ 
duced) which will have tlx* desired effect. 

52. We think t.luit section 83 in its present state ro(|nires further (‘onsideration. But in 
deferenee to the Indian Law Commissioners w'c have let the section stand as they franu.-d it. 

5.3. We think sections 8,5 a-ixl 8(5 (corresponding with seetious 55 and 50 of the Bill as 
introduced) should not ajijily to Natives; and we have made a provision to this effect. 

CiTAPTKn VIII.— Discretion of l/e Courts to deal ■with settled Land. 

54. We thiidv that tlx* delic.aU* jurisdiction wdiieh this chapter projxiscs to conf(*r should bo 
exerciseable only by the High Courts. We have altered tlx; wording of section 88 a(;eovdingly. 

55. We have* recast section tht (—s(;ction 68 of the Bill as introdiieed) so as t,o ivstriet the 
privilege of appearing, &e., to persons inter(;.sted in the land and to persons permitted hy the 
Court to ajipeur. 

CuAPTKB. IX. —Gifts for Religions and Chari!able Purposes. 

56. We have exempted Natives from the operation of this chapter, wliieh would have inter¬ 
fered with their r(;ligious usages : we have confined it (uxpressly to iminoveahle ])r(>})erly; and 
we have provided that notice of the assurances eontenij)lated shall he given to tlie Local 
Government. 

CuArTJ5U X. —Owners of Limilcd T/ite/esfs. 

57. It is said that Hindu law allows the person increasing hy his own exortions tlie value 
of an estate a larger share in the incriase than ho possesses in the corj)us. We luive thenjforc

58. We have in the section (100) rebating to the discovery oF the deaths of tenants for life, 
taken care that tlie Court shall not be authorised to compel the appearance in public of pardab- 
woinen.

00. W(‘ have, at the rc(|uost, of our honourabh; colleague Mahtiriiji .Jotindra Mohan Tagore, 
declared (section l.'JO) Muit nothing in the clause authorising the Court in a suit for jmrtition, 
to direct, a sale' and distrilmle the proceeds, .shall apjily to the property of an undivided family, 
but WC have rea.son to Ixilieve that/iii the Hindu community of Calcutta much dilTcrcnce of 
opinioji e.vi,sts as to the expediency of making such declaration, and we invite the esjiecial atten¬ 
tion of the Local Governments to this matter. 

Cl. We have provided (section 131) that the buyer or mortgagee of a share of undivided 
imnioveahle ]»ro]>i;rty l:dces subject, to the right of the co-owners to enforce a partition, and 
that, wlien such partition is effected, his right extends only to the share allotted to his 
transferor. 

Chapter XTTI. — Assignments of Things in Aeiion. 

fi2. When the d<>ljl,or receives notice of the assignment, we have provided (.section 1.S7) 
that he shall give effect thereto unless ho resid(‘s, or th<- jiropcrty is situate, in a foreign country, 
and the title of the jxTson in whose favoiu" the a.ssigninent is made is not complete according 
to the law of such country. 

The First Schedule. 

63. We have iidded to tin* euaetments proposed for repe.al, 4. W’m. & Alary, e, 16, 
iu; to clandestine mortgages, a matter jirovided for by section 32 of the amended bill, Act 
XXXl of 1 HS-l, sect ion 1 7, which is embodied in section 19 of the amentled Bill, and Act 1 
of IS77, section 13, which is inconsistent with section 12 of the Kune Hill. We luive also, 
by rejiealing the words ‘ in writing ■’in the Specific Itelief Act, sections 35 and 36, rondered 
those sections ajiplicablc to oral coni.racts. 

The Second Schedule. 

64. Wc have added form.s of an exchange and an English mortgage, and for the form of 
lea.se contained in the Bill as introduced, we have substituted forms of a lease of a dwelling- 
house and a farm. 

•> 

65. Wc luive now enumcnited the changes which we have made in the Bubstance of the 
Bill. W^e have also mode some in iG wording and arrangcmeiit. 

66. W e recommend that the Bill as now uiuended be republished with ihis report in the 
(lazeUc of India and sent to the .s(‘veral Local fjovornments for consideration .and f<»r rejiubli- 
cation in the local Gazettes. In order to give ample time for the further discussion of .so 
im]iort,aut a measure, we think that, no steps should be taken to jiass it into law until the 
Gouncil re-asscmhles next November. 

67. Wc desire, in conclusion, to exprc.ss our obligations to the. gentlcmoii who have 
favoured us avith criticisms ou the bill. W^e are esjieeially indehteil t.o the Ilonourahle 
liaymond West, a .liulge of the High Court of bonihay; Mr. Grant, Otrieiating Judicial 
Commissioner of the Ciuitral Provinces; Pandit Lakshmi Ndrayaina of Lneknovv; 
Mr. J. W. Smyth, a Judge of the Paujiih Chief Court, Mutt.usami Ayyar, c. i. K., Acting 
Judge of the Court of Small Causes at ALulura, and Srinivasa Ban, a Judge of the Court of 
Small Causes at Aladras; and Mr. Stoke.s de.sircs to acknowledge some valuable remarks 
privately eomnmnieated to liiin by Sir li.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


1. The limitation Act (IX of 1871) contains, directly or indirectly, numerous references to 
the Code of Civil Procedure. And therefore the rcvi.sion of the Code, which the Indian Legisla¬ 
ture has resumed and hopes soon to comjiletc, entails the revision of the Limitation Act. 

2 , The object of the present Bill is primarily to adajit the law'of limitation to the revised 
Code j hut the opportunity has been taken to make certain amendments which the experience 
of nearly six years has shown to he desirable. Of these the following are the prineijial:— 

Preliminary. 

.‘1. Titles acquired under the old Limitation Act (XIV of 1859) or the present Act (IX 
of 1871) will be saved, 

‘ Easement' is defined so as to include what is technically called a profit h prendre. 

Limitation of Suits, Appeals and Applications. 

4. Suits will not be ‘ instituted' for the jmrpose of the Act, unless the plaints are stamped 
in accordance with law. 

b. Section 7 has been extended so as to provide for supervenient and successive disabilities. 
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Compulation of Period of Limitation. 

6. To section 15 has been added a clause providinjf for the exclusion of the time during 
which on applicant has been making a bond fide application in a Coui-t unable to grant it. 

7. Section 20 (as to the effect of acknowledgments in writing as to debts and legacies) has 
been extended to promises or acknowledgments in respect of any property or right, and oral 
evidence of the contents of the writing containing the promise or acknowledgment will not Ikj 
receivable, unless it has been wrongfully destroyed by the person on whom the promise or ac¬ 
knowledgment would be binding, 

8. Section 21 (as to the effect of payment of interest or part-jjayment of principal) has been 
mode to comprise the case of delivery and receipt of the produce of mortgag^ land in the pos¬ 
session of the mortgagee. 

9. S^ion 24 (as to continuing nuisances) has been extended so as to cover all cases of 
continuinRvrongs independent of contract. 

AcqiiiMion hp Possession of the Ownership of Easements, Land and Hereditary Offices. 

10. The exception as t,o light and air has been struck out of section 28 (as to exclusion in 
favour of the reversioner of the servient tenement).' This cxcejition complicates the law, and the 
reasons which led to a like exception in the English Prescription Act do not seem to ap])ly to 
India. 

11. Provision has been made in section .‘10 for the case of a series of trespassers adverse 
to one another and to the rightfid owner of any land or hereditary office, taking and keeping 
jtossessiou thereof for several j»eriods, each less than the jjeriod limited hy the Act, but collect¬ 
ively exceeding that ])eriod. Tlie rule .adopted is that the person who is in possession when 
the title of the rightful owner is extiuguishwl shall have a right to such possession. But the 
right to iK)ssession which any earlier tresj)asser may have against any later trespasser who has 
illegally dispossessed him is expressly saved.

—In pursuance of the orders pas.sod on the Uesolutioti now- 
read again, preparations had been made for tlie a.s.seujiblairo of a general Conference 
of Raihvay autlioriticss at Calcutta on .'itli February 1877. But the Covernoi 
Ceiieral in Council has become a-ware that the stress of work cau.sed by the 
heavy traffic in grain thrtjughout the coutitry, but espooially in the Madras and 
Bombay Fresid(3ncics, is so great that it is not desirable that the reisponsible 
officers of the Railways should leave their posts at the present time 

2. H is Kxcellcney in Council therefore has come to the conclusion that 
the Conference must be j)ostpoDed for a few months, and be convened at sucJi 
place and time as circumstances may render convenient. Of this due notice will 
be given. 

3. In the meantime the Office of the Secretary should remain open for 
the rccejjtion of communications, and for the continuance of the organization 
of arrangements connected with the Conference. 

4. The Public and those interested in Railway affairs are invited to 
continue the submission of jjapers on subjects for discussion, which may be 
addressed to the Secretai'y as heretofore.

ABSTRACT OP THE PBOCEEDINQS OP THE COUTTCIL OP THE G-OVERNOB 
GENERAL OP INDIA, ASSEMBLED FOR THE PURPOSE OP MAKING 
LAWS AND REGULATIONS UNDER THE PROVISIONS OP 
THE ACT OP PARLIAMENT 24 & 26 VIC., CAP. 67. 

The Council met at Government House on Wednesday, the 31st January 1877.

INDIAN FOBEST BILL. 

The Hon’blc Mr. Hope introduced the Bill to amend the law relating to 
the management and preservation of Government forests, to the transit of 
forest-produc<N and to tlu? duty hwiable on timber, and moved that it be 
ref(Tred to a Seh'ct Committee with insti’uetions to report in two months. He 
had scarcely anything to add to what he had said on the occasion when he 
obtjiined leave to bring in the Bill. He might merely point out that tlic third 
clause of s('ction 1 was the one which contained a provision which w'ould 
enable any portion of the Bill, without the whole of it, to be brought into 
operation in any j)articular province. There were„some ebaptc' rs in the Bill 
which would not l)e needed in some districts, as, for instance, chapter V, Avhich 
gave, for the interest of the community at larg(‘, a control over forests not the 
property of Government, might not bo required where there were no mountain¬ 
ous tracts. Again chapter VI, relating to duties on timber, might, and in many 
cases Avould, be quite unm^cessary; and probably parts of the provisions in 
chapter VII would often be supei-fluous. 

He would allude to another point, clause (c) of section 5, merely for the 
purjjoso of explaining that the term “ Forest Settlement Oflieer ” had been 
inserted for the jmrposc of distinguishing between the special officer liej-e in¬ 
tended and other Settlement Officers engaged in the settlement of tlu; land- 
revenue. It was not intended that the Forest Setth'meiit OffiecT should be? a 
Forest Offujcr; perhaps quite the contrary. The Executive Avould probably 
select for the duty a person not in the Forest Department who had some parti¬ 
cular qualifications. 

Another point Mr. Hope would invite attention ■(4) was the last clause of 
section 32, which provided that nothing in that clmnl^ (chapter IV), or in any 
rule made under that chapter, should be deemed to fjfohibit any act done “ in 
the exercise of any right.” Any person who did not notice this important 
matter might suppose that the Avholc of these very stringent provisions AA cre to 
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be applied to all persons who bad any rights, without compensation or enquiry 
such as was provided for in the case of liescrved Eorests. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dalyjcll desired to make a very few remarks before this 
Bill was referred to a Select Committee. Although, owing to unavoidable cir¬ 
cumstances, he had not had the advantage of hearing the observations which 
had fallen from his hon’ble friend when he obtained leave to introduce the Bill, 
he had carefully read tlu' rc'port of the proceedings of the Council on that 
occasion, and bad attentively listened to the remarks which had been just made, 
but he confessed that his lion’ble friend had not satisfied him eitlnn’ that the 
Bill was cori’ect in principle, or that its provisions were such as ctndd be safely 
allowed to become law in any part of tlie Empire without considerable modi¬ 
fications. It was therefore very satisfactory to him to find the Bill in the 
hands of his hon’ljle friend and not in those of any menil)er of the Govern¬ 
ment. Mr. Dalvell concluded from this that His J^ordship’s Government did 
not eonsider itself in any way pledged cither to the policy of the. Bill itself or 
to the ])rinciples uj)on which some of its provisions had been framed. His 
lion’hie friend had said that th(; Bill had been ])repared on the jilan of having 
a gc'Tieral Eorest Law for the whole of India, and giving power to the Local 
Govemments and Administrations to frame rules suitable to llie peculiar cir¬ 
cumstances of particular provincivs. Now it seenu'd to Mr. Dalvell that the 
forest-rights and jirivih^gc's of individuals and communities must vary in pre¬ 
cisely the sann; degree as did their land-tenures. Knowing as they did then 
the great variety of land-tenures, not only in the dilTerent provinces, hut in 
various localities of the same province, the natural i-esult of this plan of his 
hon’hle friend’s must he to leave to the Local Governments and Adminis. 
trations the absolute power of framing such Forest-laws as they thought, proper- 
That was very much the case under the existing law, Act VI1 of 1805; hut 
in that Act there was this vei-y important proviso, that nothing in the ruhis 
passed under it should abridge or affect any existing right; whereas in this 
Bill there was no such safe-guard. On the contrary, one of its main objects 
had been described as being “ to define, to regulate, to coniniut(; and to 
extingmish all customary forest-rights.” Now Mr. HALVEU/Avas sure that His 
Excellency the I’resident and the majority of the Council would agree Avith 
him in thinking that a Bill with such an object as this—a Bill Avhich 
prof(5ssedly was intended to deal with local lights and local usages— aatis 
essentially a measure AA'hicli should be framed, discussed and passed by 
the local legislatures. His hon’hle friend had told the Council last w'cek that it 
was the desire of the Bombay Government that Eorest-legislation, so far as 
that Presidency was concerned, should he imperial rather than local, and that 
the Forest Bill Avliich had been prepared in the local Council there had been 
dropjjed. M R. Halyell had no knowledge of the circumstances which had 
led that Government to come to this conclusion. But he had received a copy 
of a letter from the Madras Government which showed that they held very 
strong opinions of an opposite character, and he believed that their preference 
for local rather than imperial legislation as to forests Avas shared by the Bight 
Ilou’hh; the Se(rrctai 7 of State. Ho had no doubt too, that if His Lordship’s 
Gov(!i'nnient (rame to the decision that this AA’as the better plan, the local 
Councils of Bombay and Bengal Avmuld he quite prepared to take up the ques¬ 
tion. There AAould also he this additional advantagti in the course Avliich he 
ventured to urge. If the Bill Avas passed as it stood, being permissive in its 
natuv(', the Lo(;al Governinents might or might not extend the Act to the pro¬ 
vinces over whkih they had control. It Avas thus left to the discretion of the 
Local GoA'emments to put in force or not an imperial enactment. Now, he 
believed it Avas questiona )lc whether that was a perfectly legal course, and, at 
any rate, it had the disac^va’^'tage of leaving the Statute-book incomplete ; for 
the Act Avould not hear on the face of it the provinces in which it was in force;, 
thus necessitating a reference to provincial notifications in order to become 
aAvare whether it was in operation in any particular locality. 
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In any caar;, liowever, it would be necessary to legislate in this Council for 
those parts of the Empire outside of the local limits of Bombay, Madras aiid 
Bengal. It remained to be considered whcth(;r the present Bill would serve this 
purpose. He confessed he would prefer to see a separate measure for eacli prov¬ 
ince, the course which had becm followed in the Burma Bill now under the 
consideration of this Council. And he should he glad to see the main object 
of all such measures directed to the ascertainment and rc'gulation of forest- 
rights and ])rivilegcs, rather than to the extinction or commutation of such 
rights. On a former occasion a very similar Bill had been (diaracteri/.cid hy his 
colleagues in ^he Board of Bevenue at Madras as “altogetluu' too arbitrary, 
setting the laws of property at defiance, and leaving the determination of tho 
forest-rights of the people to a l)('partment which, in that Presuh'iicy at all 
events, had always shown itself eager to destroy all forest-rights exciept those 
of CoAmrument.” Now, no doubt such criticism as that Avould lx; too strong to 
apj)ly to tho present Bill, which he quite believed had been very considerably 
modifu'd by his hon’ble friend in the direction de.sircd. But still he thought 
that th(‘re was a certain flavour of the original measure about some of the 
provisit)ns of the, present Bill. And when the c^mncil remembercxl that tho 
rights with which it was proposed to deal Avorc those of the poorc'st, the 
most ignorant and the most helpless classes of the peojole, he was sure that 
every one of them would desire to see the subject ap])roached in a more', liberal 
spirit, Ihrin had been done in the pn'sent Bill. Probably the inf)st objectionablo 
feature in the draft was that to Avhich his hon’ble friend had just alluded, namely, 
the fact that und(n' the Bill, as it stood, the original decision apparently, as 
regards all forest-rights and privileges, and the determination of the manner in 
■which j|,hos(‘ privileg(‘s or riglits AAxn; to be exercised in the future, were left to an 
officer avIio Avas, ])r('sumab]y under the. Bill, a Purest officer, and who, so 
far as the Bill was concerned, might be altogether AA'anting in lliat judicial ex- 
poriemee and training Avhich were es^sential to tho propiu’ appreciation or adju¬ 
dication of such quc.stions. It Avas true, as liis hon’bhj friend had just said, 
that it Avas not the intention that this officer should bo an officer of the Purest 
Hepartnumt, but Mu. Dalyell tliougbt that it AA'ould prevent much miscon- 
oei)tion if this Averc made (dciar in the Bill itself. 'J’he natural conclusion from 
the draft before'tluim Avas that ho would bo a Forest officer; and that had 
been tlie view takcju by tbc Board of Pawenm; as to the former Bill and by 
tlie G(jvcrnmciit of Madras as to the present Bill. 

Then tbc poAvors taken in section 3 of chapter II appeared to ho much too 
wide. Under that section, it AV’ould ho possible to convert any Avaste-land in tho 
country in Avhich a foAV trees were growing, and in* Avhicli the Government 
might luiA e any riglits, sneh as rights in mineral produce, into a Beserved 
Porcst, although tbc absolute proprietary right in the land itself might liavc 
been already giA’cu under settlement to individuals or communities. 


Then again the requirement in clause (e) of scjction 7, that all claims to 
forest-rights or privilege's sliOAild he made in wi'U'ukj, appeared lo he especially 
liarsh n ii('u the class of the prohahle claimants Avas borne in mind; and the re¬ 


jection of such claims under clauses (c) aud {h) of section 11, either heeause 
the right Avas not actually exercised at tlio particular tinui Avhen the uutiHeatiou 


was publislu'd, or he(%‘iLisc in the opinion of tlie Settlement Offux'r the exercise 
of the rigid, Avas not essential for the henefieial use of tho laud or of the p(;rson 
claiming ilu' right, miglit prove in many cases very incquituhle. 


It Avas not necessary, hoAVCver, that ho should trouble the Council Avith 
further details as to the objections to the provisions of tho Bill, as, relying on 
the assurance given hy his hon’hle friend last Aveek, Mr. Dalyiclu Avouid trust 
to the Bill being so modified in Sideet Committei' as td^reiiKMly thesii ohjeetious 
as well as the more general defects to Avhich ho hau yiiidiul. 


In conclusion, ho desired to explain tliat luS aa^is fully seusihlc of the 
urgent im portance of Porest-eouservancy in almost every province of tlie 
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Empire, and that ho was quite aware of the great difficnlties which the officers 
of the Port'st Dcqjartnu'iit felt in carrying on their operations owing to the 
defective state of tlie law. At tluj same time he believed that if enactments 
W(Te carefully franu'd, snitahh* to the varying circumstances of each locality, 
those diffieulties might he got over with due regard to vested interests and 
private rights and jji-ivih'ges in forests. 

The ITon’hlc STi^ Akthfii Iloniiousn said that, with reference to the remarks 
which had fallen from his hon’hh^ fri(‘nd Mr. I)aly(dl, he thought it very likely 
that tlu're iniglit he j)rovisioiis in the Bill whicdi would he moje conveniently 
and ('fl‘ectit'<‘ly diseuss('d in the local h'gislatures. But he wished to point out 
that there was nothing in the Bill to prevent such discussion. The Bill was 
framed on the same principle as the existing Eonist Act, and hefoni it came 
into opei-ation anywlun'e. it must he ])receded hy some distinct (ixecutivo act. 
If the (lovnaainn'iit of ^Madras found that the power of making rules did not 
satisfy Iheir wants, or that tlu're wctc provisions in this Bill which mad(^ it 
inexpedicjit to bring it into operation in Aljidras, tlu're was no reason wliy they 
should not bring i7i a. nu'asnre of their own. In point of fact it had been con- 
temjdated hy the Madras Government to introduce a Bill into the local Council. 
M^hy that had Jiot heeji done he did not kiiow. It had been under discussion, 
and lu' h('liev('d at the ])res(mt moment the JMadras Government had in con- 
tem])lalion to adopt that course. That course -was open to tliciii now, though 
there was a g('neral Purest Act in existence, and it would be equally o])en to 
them if this Bill passed into law in its present, form. The Select Committee 
should take can' that the local Cf>uncils wei'c not excluded from action hy 
any language of this Act, and whi'ii such care was taki'n, the mischi^' which 
his hon’ble fric'ud apprehended would he avoided. 

Ills PiXcelleiuiy tiuc PiiE.sn)KNT said he understood that the operation of 
the Bill would not interfere with local legislation with reference to local rights 
where local legislatures existed. 

The Ilon’hlc Siii Aktiiuii UoniioiisE assented. 


'^riic Ilon’hlc Mu. 1101*15 did not ])ropos(5 to trouhle the Council at any 
great lengt h hj'^ way of reply, hut there were thre(^ broad questions which 
he wished to toiudi upon, llis hou’hle friend Afr. Dalyell commenced hy an 
allusion to the fact of the Bill being in the hands of a member of the Couiusil 
who was not a memlK'r of the Govc'rnnicnt. That was no doubt the case, and 
as far as he hiiusc'lf was conceriicd, it. left him a greater amount of frc't'dom in 
dealing with t lu' Bill than if he had been a member of the Government bringing 
it in. At. tlu'same time it was due to himself and the Gov('.rnraent that ho 
should .state that the Bill was no ])roduction of his owji; it had not originated 
from his brain. It was simply an inlK'ritance that he had received, as most of 
th(! (dher Dills in tlu^ hands of members lu'rc were inheritances, from a long 
time ])a.st. A Fore.st Bill had been on the anvil for the last seven y(!ars. Wdum 
ho said it ^vas on tlu! anvil In; meant it was on the anvil in the cxc'.cutivc 
department, of the Government. received the Bill from the (.'.xccutive 

departnu'nt, of the Government in a i’orm in which it was understood to bo 
generally approved by the Govornment, subjeet of course to any modifications 
which the Council at large might think j)roper to introduce. 


The second point was one in regard to which he should be exceedingly brief, 
because his hon’ble fri^md who -was in charge of the liCgislative Deiiartment 
had anticipated most •what he would have said. With reference to the sup- 
pos('d int('rf('r('nc(; withX’’ powers of the local legislatures, it should be re¬ 
membered that there were only three local legislatures. In the present case 
we had two of the Governments possessing them ‘wdio represented tliat they 
■n'cro desirous of having a general Bill carried through this Council. There 
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were at the same time a large number oC other (JovcM-nments and Administra¬ 
tions wliich did not possess local Councils of tlieir own, but whicb, as far as 
he was aware, were also willing that the same course sliould b(‘ pursiu'd. They 
had oil the other hand one Governnnuit nhich was at present iiiuh'r what he 
considered a rather curious misapprehension as to what tin* Bill ivas, and which 
was averse to general legislation. That, lie considi'red, was no n>ason why 
they should abstain altogether from jiassing a general Bill; and even if the 
objectors were two instead of one, he should still think that to pass one geiuu'al 
Bill, with separalc'. locail Bills for those two provinces, instead of sciven or more 
or as many Bills as there were Administrations, would be tin* ])ro])er course to 
follow. So far from this eoursi; being unfair to any one, the unfairu(?ss and 
inconvenieuiee appeared to him to lie quite tlie other wai’. 


The third point ivas as to the measure Ixdng a stringi'iit one. The Bill 
was not very similar to the one contemplati'd and criti(;is(‘d by the iVladras Gov¬ 
ernment in 1871. lie denii'd that there was any provision whatever in it of 
unreasonable; stringency; on tin; contrary, In; ^longht it might be ])ossil)le to 
prove; in delail that the ('ffeet of the existing law as regards the imjiortant sub¬ 
ject of erc'ating Ih'served Forests, which was a point whiedi his hon’blc friend 
selected for animadversion, Avere much more stringent than Avas contemplated 
under the; present Bill. 1 h's hon’bh; friemd notieexl correctly that Aet A^IT of 
1805 suA'ed all existing rights, Avhereas this Bill, he said, extinguished them. 
But although Aet VIT of 1805 saAU'd all those rights, the Lainl xYeqnisition Act 
of 3870 (‘xisted in full force for tin* pur])ose of ('xtiugnishing tli(;m if reqAiired. 
The present jwocedim', if you AA’ished to mak(' a Kesc'VA’ed Fonvst, Avas to take it 
up under the liund Acquisition Act, and what could be the dilferenee in princi¬ 
ple bt;twe('n taking it Auuler the Laud Acquisition Act and Ainder the proposed 
Act he fail('(1 to peredve. 1311011 they came to details, they found that the 
provisions of the prc'sent Bill Avert; on tin; Avhole a great deal mure favourable 
to th(' iJfU'son Avliose rights were lu'ing enquirtal into than those of the Land 
Acquisition Act. 11c spart'd the Council a detail of the dilVerema's between 
the two Acts Avhieh Avould take time. But it seemed to him bthter to have 
a special otiicer ap])ointed to (;nquire into tin; rights of individuals t hroughout 
a tract of country, Avhich Avould ordinarily lx; done under the* prcs(;nt BUI, 
than to h'ave them to be dealt, with by the usual re'A'euue authorities. Jk'sides 
that, this olUeer would go into the t'orc*st, the Avhole enquiry Avould be con¬ 
ducted on the spot without (*x]x;nse in the pres(;nee of the parties interest,(xl. 
And linaily, if they AV(*re dissatislied Avith the decision come to, they AVonld 
be entitled to an app(;al either to some ItcA'cnuo Cfourt to Avhich they AAa*re 
acenstomed to r(;sort in all oth(;r revenu(;-eases, or to a Special Court selected 
for tin; ])nr])ose. lie A'entured to think that the Appellate Court provided in 
this Bill Avoidd be quite as superior to the Appellate. Court under tlu; Land 
Acquisition Act, as the enquiry under the pr(;sent Bill would be snp(;rior to 
an enquiry under that Act. lie could hardly cojiceive anything more o])])r('s- 
sivo and liabh; to defeat the ends of justice than entrusting the appeal, as 
W'as nec('ssary under the Land Acquisition Aet, to the CiAul Court of the 
district Avhere the erase might not come on for a year or two, and then would 
be burdeiurd Avith all the ('laboration of formalities and, assessors, adjouru- 
ments, f(*es, j)leaders, and so on, AAdiich rendered jnstiee in those Couris so 
exceedingly expensive and dilatory. 


Uc need not revert again to the question of Forest Officers, cxeej)t to say 
that he did not sec Avhat there was in the tise of the ti;rni “ For(*st Sctth*mcnt 
Officer” to suggest tlu; idea that he Avas to be an Officer of the Forest Depart¬ 
ment. As lx; said before, it Avas not so intended, ayp he hoj)(;d that in Select 
Committee they AAxmld bo able to find some other ilesignation Avhich Avould 
better answci- tlic purpose. 


The Motion AA^as put and agreed to. 
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The Ilon’blc Mr. Hope also moved that the Bill he published in the 
Gazette of India in English, and in the local Gazettes in English and in such 
other languages as the Local Government directs. 

Tlie Motion was put and agreed to. 

BROACH AND KAIRA THAKURS INCUMBRANCES BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hope also introduced the Bill to relieve from Incum¬ 
brances, the estates of Tliakurs in Broach and Kaira, and moved that it be re- 
feiTed to a Select Committee with instructions to report in six weeks. Ho had 
nothing to add to the explanation he had given when soliciting leave for its 
introduction. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hope also moved that the Bill be published in the 
Gazette of India in Englistij and in the Romiay Government Gazelle \n’E m"- 
lish and in such otlior languages, if any, as the Local Government jlirccts. 

The Motion was jmt and agreed to. 

SALT TRANSPORT BY SEA BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hope also introduced the Bill to restrict the transport of 
salt by sea, and moved that it be referred to a Select Committee with instruc¬ 
tions to report in one month. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dalyell regretted to find himself again in opposition 
to his hon’ble friend in regard to tins Bill. It seemed to him that this measure 
was (piite as arbitrary as, if not more so than, the Forest Bill to which he had 
just taken obj(!ction. His hon’ble friend’s Stattanent of Objt’cts and Reasons, 
and his remarks when asking for leave; to inti’oduce the Bill last wot'k, would 
lead to the assumption that the Bill ref erred to the Bombay Pr(;si(l(!ney only, but 
Mr. Dalyell found that it would operate throughout the whole; of British 
India, and it seemed to him that it would affect very seriously and impose 
considerable hardshii)s uj)on a laige numlx'r of people in the Madras Presi¬ 
dency who were engaged in the salt-trade, unless indeed the proviso in clause 
(b) of section 2 wore very liberally worked. So far as he was avrare neither 
the G(n-eruinent of Madras nor the Government of Bengal had complained 
that tlu're 'w as any great gmnggling of salt on tin; coast, and he thought there¬ 
fore that it 'would be only proper, befon; passing a measure which could not 
but restrict very seriously the trade between the eastern and wc'stern districts 
of IVladras, .and which must also affc'ct very injuriously the salt-trade which 
now existed l)etwe(;n the Madras Coast and tlu' Straits Settlements and Ceylon 
and other places, a great part of which must be c.arried on in vessels of smaller 
tonnage than three hundred tons, it should be ascertained whether the smug¬ 
gling of salt was so considerable as tr; require ain’^ measure of the kind. And 
as, in ord(*r to obtain correct information on that point, it might be necessary to 
refer to the officers of the coast-districts, it would, perhaps, be well to allow a 
little more time tiian one month for the submission of the Select Committee’s 
report. 

The Hon’hie Sir Arthur IIoriioi'se said, that having had some ex¬ 
perience in the business of the office; which he held, he might say that these 
directions of the Council as to the time within which I’cports of Select Committees 
should be submitted w(/'c habitually disobeyed by their servants the Select Com¬ 
mittees.

If it should he foinul that a i’ef(*T('U(Xi Avould have to ho made* lo the 
local ollicers, and that further (umsideration Avas necessary, t.here Avas nothing 
to e()mj)('l the Committee, to send in their report within the time s])eeiiied ; and 
as the hon’hle. meinlu'i* in charge of the Legislathm Bepnrtmeiit had shoAvn, it 
Avas AU'ry 'seldom that the instructions of tlic Council in this res])eet aati'c 
ohc'yed.

He; Avonlel also point out 
that, as I’cgarels the interior of British India, ne; salt conlel be (;arrie;d within large 
areas Avitlmut be'ing pretperly ])rotecteel by a ])ass, anel there AA'cre Auirious ])roA'i- 
sions of the', laAV AAdiich Ave'rc re'qiiir(;el to be' obsea'Amd in oreler te) she)w that the 
salt Avas not ee)ntrabanel, and e)the'r regulations of a like restriclivi; nature. He 
failed to see AAdiy, if salt Avas restricteel AA'hon it AA'as (;arried in a cart, it should 
be unrestricte;d AAdi(;n carried in a boat. If any suggestion e'oulel be made in 
Select Committee for modifying the conditions of se(;t,ion Ji, by which the legi¬ 
timate trade in salt could be saved from annoyance, ho for one AA'ould be 
most liappy to consider it.

SPECIITC PtELIEE BILL. 

^J'he TIon’ble Silt Arthur IToniiousji ju-esenled the final Ileport of the 
Select Committee o?i the ifill to dcline and amend tin; Iraa’’ relating to certain 
kinds of Specific Belief. 


BEGISTBATION ACT AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’blc Sir Artiiur HonnousE also presented the final Eeport of 
the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the Indian Begistration Act, 1871. 

« 

ACT No. XIII OF 1875 AMENDMENT BILL. 

The llon’ble Sir Arthur IIobhouse also introduced the Bill to amend 
Act No. Xill of 1875, and moved that it be referred to a Select Committee 
with instructions to report in a week. He explained last week what the object 
of the Bill AA'as, and he had now no further remarks to make. The Council 
would see that the Bill consisted of a single section, by which the expression 
“ High Court” was defined in a distinct Avay. Tlie High Courts contemplated 
by the Probates Act wejm defined to be the chartered High Courts, the Chief 
Court of the Panjab, and Court of the Becordor of Bangoon. 

With reference to the in'^truction proposed to be given to the Select Com¬ 
mittee to report in one week, he might say that on this particular occasion ho 
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would undertake tliat the Select Committee would act in accordance with the 
instructions of the Council. 


The ITon’ble MailvuXja Narendua Krishna said the ohjeet of introduc¬ 
ing this Bill in liis Excellency’s Council ajjpeared to him, from Ihe remarks 
which fell from the ITon’hle Sir Arthur liohhoiise, to he, that minor Courts 
in the outlying j)art.s of British India should not (‘xercise the ])ower of grant¬ 
ing Icitters of administration or probates having elh'et thronghout the Avhohi 
of British India Avliich ihe High Courts iven; only (nnjjOAvered by law to grant, 
tinder tin; [irovisions of the Suecn'sslon ajid the Hindu AVills Acts, the distrieh 
dudg(\s bad ftie ])()wer of granting probates alfeetijig ])roperly lying within 
their j’espeelive jurisdictions, and it was Auny dc'sirabb; tliat the same jioAver 
should continue to la; exercised b}^ the minor Courts in the outlying j)roAduces. 
11 (' Ix'lievial it Avas not intemh'd by the Bill to take aAvay Avbolly the t('stamentary 
jurisdietioji possc'ssed by these Courts. If In? AVas correcd. in his surmise, he 
Avoiild humbly suggc'st the ])]-opi-iety of adding a huv words to that (dVeet in the 
anumded Bill, in order to prcA'ent ajiy misapprehension on thc! part of the 
public of the true import of the pro[)Osed Bill. . 


The Ilon’blc Sir Arthur Uobhouse said the JMaluiraja was perfectly cor¬ 
rect in the A’icAV Avhich ho had taken of the laAV and of tll(^ intention of the Bill. 
Sir Arthur IIoriiouse’s only ansAviu- Avas a request that bis hou’ble friend 
Avould consent to serve on the Select Committee, and In; Avould tlum be able to 
SCO what was the exact thing done, and that the Bill did not interfere Avith the 
jmasdiction he wished to preserve. 

Thc Motion was put and agreed to.

On thc Bill to restrict thc transport of salt by sea-The Hon’ble Sir 

Arthur Uobhouse, the Hon’ble Sir A. J. Arbuthnot, and the Hon’blo Messrs. 
Bullen Smith, Cockerell and Halyell and the Mover. 

On the Bill to amend Act No. XIII of 1875-^Thc Hon’blc Mahardja 

Narcndra Krishna, and the Hon’ble Mr. Cockerell and the Mover.

Ttik despatch of Yonr Execlleney’s Government, dated 1st l')eeeinI)or, No. 81 of 
187r>, relative to the famine in Western and Southern India, has been received and considered 
in Council. 

2. I apiirove of the orders issued hy Your Lordshiji’s Governmont, and T desin* that the 
eomi>lete, reviews of the condition of affairs which the Govermnents of .Madras and Bomhay 
have hiicti directed to suhinit hy the 15th of January may bo«ii:»rwarded to me with all ])rai;tic- 
ahle dcs])atch. 

.8. I have been kept informed of tlie pro,e:re.s.s of the .scarcity hy the Government of 
Hoinhav, hut, until the present mail, 1 have received no despateli on the subject since July last 
from t.li(! Government of Ma<lras. My only knowledt^e of the condition of alfairs in conmiction 
with the famine in that i)resideney has been derived from the des{)ateh(^s of Your Lordship's 
Ciovernment. 1 have now, however, received a eomi)rehcnsive despatch, with copies of a eon- 
siderahle eorresi>ondence with the Board of llevenue, from the Govenimeiit ol’ Sladras, and T 
feed bound to record that the Governor in Council of that. i)re.sideney seems alive to the ffravity 
of the situation which is presented to his attention, and lias addressed himself to the duty of 
dealiiifj with it with vigour and jmnnptitude. lie also apjiears to have been well supiiortcd hy 
the Board of llevenue and the local authoril.ies, I have impressed u[)on the Governmonta 
both of Madras and Bombay the noee.Bsily of being guided by" the instructions which they 
may receive from Your Lordshij) in Council as to the construelion of such relief works as may 
involve a large ex]ienditure. 

4. 1 ajiprove gouorally of the measures adopted in this emergency hy the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner of Mysore.

The despatch of Your Exeelleney in Council, dated 2nd Deceuiher, No. 20 of 1S7<5, 
relative to the scarcity which exists in several districts of the jn'csidcney of Madra.s, lias been 
considered hy me in Council. 

2. The desi>atch indicates that the calamity with which V«nr Grace in Council lias to deal 
mav he more widely sjnvad and more inteii.'-e than the iuforiaation 1 possess had led me to 
anticipate, and tlie situation i.s aggravated hy the ap]ireheusion that no early relief can r.-asmi- 
ahly he expected, and that the usual unhappy conscqueuecs of I'ainino will almost ineviiably

8. Yonr Grace in Council h.as addressed yourself to this serious emcrgeiiey with vigour 
and energy, and you appear to have been well supported by the Board of llevenue and hy the 
district anthoritie.s. 

4 Tlie scarcity has extended to the Bcllarv, Kurnool, CuAlapah, NJlore, Madura, 
Chiindeput, North Areot, Salem, and Kistua districts; the tota^Aiss of revenue from land 
veveime excise, eustoiii.s, salt, and stamps is estimated at IdO^SRviis of rujii'es in this and 
Uie tiext year. It is also feared that tlic rebel'outlay for labour i.^y involve a eo.st of 8i; laklis 
of 1*11 peus. 

5. Witli the prospect of such severe losses beroro it, it will, of course, be the oh jeet of the 
Government of India that such works sh.all alone he undertaken as shall at once allord imme¬ 
diate relief and tlie expense of which sliall, as far as jmssihle, cease with the cessation ot the 
scarcity.

2. I h('nicinoranda sunimarizi; tlio infonualiou as to tlu' condition of tlie 
Districts of Cuddajiali, North Arcot, Coimbatore, and Trichinojioly given to 
Sir R. 'reui])le by llie local otUcers, traders and others with whom lie wa.s able 
to cornniuni(\‘it(>. The minutes c.ontaiii his own (;onclusious and suggi.'stions : 
in minute No. XI lie ri'commends the appointment of om^ controlling officer 
on the s])ot for the three districts of Hellary, Kurnool, and Cuddapali. lu 
No. XII lie contrasts th(‘ condition of affairs and (ixtent of relief in Cuddapah 
xvith that of North Arcot, and suggests that the arrari gen units in thofornier should 
he reeonsidm-ed with a view to economy, lu miuuti’ No. XIV he combats 
the objections which lie antici])ates may bi' raised Id tho reduction in riffief 
"wagi's which was projiosed iu his minuti’i No. VII. Finally, in minute 
No. XA^ri he; afiplies to tlie casi' of Hoiubay the suggestions for reduction in 
rate of wages made for Madras, and eoinymtes that tliere may he a saving 
tlieri'hy of 2;.) lakhs of rupiu's on his jirevious estimate of l it) lakhs of reliii’ 
exjienditiire for that I’resideney. As regards this I'ceoinmoiidation, it would 
aj)[)ear from t!m Ifomhay progre-ss statenumt No. X of tho Ibth ultimo, that it 
has already lieen jinticipated by the local Government. 

G. AVc have riminved with much satisfaction from Sir R. Teinjile a teh.*- 
gram dati'd Aladras, the 2Sth ultimo, informing us that the Local Govcnniumt 
at.'c'cdc sulistautially to all his yiroinhsals for economy, and that orders will, he 
lielieves, he issued a1,^ onci^. AV(' have also rcceivi'd from the Aladrns Govc'rii- 
iiient. a'li application for the si'rviecs of ten Heiigal Civil Smnants uudin* various 
Goveriinumts and Admiiiistnitions who have been specially seh'cted by Sir 
R. Tem])l(‘, and are taking steyis to comply with it as far as may lie ])racticahle. 

f. Hegarding the condition of the distressed di.striets, we liavi* no veiy 
material clianai's to ri'port. lii jMadras, the mmiht'.r on the, ridief works has 
been rc'dueed by ahcjiu SO,000, and (dioh'ra yn'evails to a vi'ry great extent. Jii 
UomlKiy, tiiere lias been a very slight fall in ])rices in some districts, Imt the 
niimhia-s on 1hi> ndtid’ works have again iuei’cased.

2. Tlie Cnddajiali District comprises an area of 8,307 square miles, with a jiopnlatioii of 
1 ,.‘b') 1,11) !■ persons, and it is divided into eleven taluks. It is traversed liy tlie North-Western 
Railway, of which a bramdi goes to Rellary. In jdiysieal cliaraeteristic tlie four l,aluks on the 
Mysore jdateau, forming the sub-division of Madda.iqially, dilfer eoiisiileraldy from the other 
seven taluks inoniid (hiddaiiah itself. The rainfall of the year 1870 has ranged from six to 
eleven inches in the difFercnt taluks ; and on the average, has not exceeded eiglit ineiies. Tin; 
average rainfall of the district for the last eight years has been 31 inches, ranging from 21 to 
30 inelies in the difFercnt taluks Both the June and the Oetfiber rainfalls (S. E. ami N. W. 
monsoons) were deficient. There has been excessive failure of both the aiitnnin and winter 
crops all over the ilistriet, exeejit in the taluks of thiddiijinh, Prodatore, Hoodvail, Sidhmit and

The yield of the food-crops of the present ye.-ir is estimated at six ajinas (or nearly h.alf an 
ordinary good croji) in the head-(juart.i>r taluk, four annas in four other t.aluks, and at only two 
or tlii'ee annas in tlie had taluks; ami for the whole district the local oflieers estimate 
a yield of three annas or aliout one-fifth of an ordinary crop all round. On the irrigated 
lands ill the eoriqiaratively good taluks a ooiisiderahlo (jiiaiitily of rice anil rag’i will he 
reaiieil witliiii the next few weeks; ami tlie jirospect of this onffiirji has had .some elfect 
on Ciiddapali jiriei’K. After the crojis now’in tlie groniid shall have been,,reaped, the earliest 
harvest, of next sea.sou will eomsisl, of the Aiig’iist riee and of the Sejileniher enmhu (hajra). 
The lnirve.st in the plateau taluks will bo soniewliat later than in taluks around Cud- 
da jiah. 

■1. (irain markets in the uorthern taluks are well siiiqilied, chiefly with imported g^raiu. 
liagi is Iti’ing hroiiglit in from Nellore ami evim from Calient, as well as riee in great ahiiii- 
daiiee IVoiii Madras, In a. lew marts of the plat.eaii taluks tliei^- has been oe<-asiomil shertiiess 
of siiiqih ; local stocks there are believed to l.'c short, and it is said that tin* ryots tliere, wlieii 
tlii-v .saw iheir millet fields eomiiig on well early in tlie season, sold oil'tlieir stocks to the 
distressed pojuilation of iSlysore. Large importations eoiiie every day into Cuddapah, and 
jK’ily dealers from outlying niart.s fetch out sui>i>lies theiiee. Mr. St. Martin, who i.s now 
doing hiisiness at Cuddapah fur a Madras firm, considers that the iinportat ions have now fnliv 
siqiplied all local dcinamls. He could sell every hag- of riee he iinporled :it reiniineraf i ve 
prices fonr Weeks ago, wdiereas his nee now goes oil' Init slowly, at prices 12 or l.o per cent- 
eheaper. Native dealers say that grain is not now eoniiiig in ipiite as briskly a.s lii’t'ore, 
hecansi' (ioveninieiit is semling up its ow'ii grain. There are plenty of carts in the district, 
and as yi t dranglit. (‘.’itlle do full duty. 'I’lie roads are good ami easy, save towards Unodrail 
ami Cinubiinn (in Kurnool), in which direeliou the routes are hilly and are heavy for cart 
tranic.

I’riees were at one time ([ulte 15 per cent, dearer, hnt they havoiiow been flilliiig lor the last 
2 or 3 w’l'eks, )iartly because large irnporlations have come in.^ml jiartly heeau.se I here is hojie 
of a eoiisiderable spring-crop yield oil tho irrigated lauds. In the I’rodatore taluk, ihrongh 
W’hiidi the lailwav runs, priia's are on’i'ii clicai>er than Iheabove qmiialioiis. Ibitiiithe reninier, 
:ind e.siieeially in the plaleaii taluks, prices are from 1(1 to 2(1 per ecut,. dearer tlian Cuddapah 
rales. The mitive traders who waiti'd niioii Sir Richard Temple gave soiiiew’liiit low'er ijiiota- 
lioiis for eholam, .saying tlnil .some jow'aree, wliieli eanic into Cuddapiih fonr days ago, wa.s 
selliii”- lo-dav at lU seers jior nqiee for Jubbulpore g-rain and ‘.kl seers lor Sliohipore grain. 
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G. Govoninio.nt rice from Madras is beiii" sent into Cuddapuh by both the Northern and 
the SouthAVestern Railways. Mr. Travers, the Government grain agent at Cndtlapah, lias 
received from Messrs. Arbutbnot & Co , Governineiit brokers, and soul oil' into the interior 
of tlic Cuddapab district, about 3(),(;()0 maunds, besides 00,000 mannds for tlie Cumbum taluk 
of Kurnool. Tlie plateau taluks arc being supiilied from the station of Goriatam on South- 
Western Railway, and the Collector of North Areot states that he has for weeks past forwarded 
considerable quantities of Government grain to the depGts under the sub-divisional officer of 
Maddanpally, wbo has also made advances of Government money to local traders in order to 
induce them to bring up from the railway Hu])|)lie3 for the local markets; but information is 
not obtig’nable at Cuddapab regarding the amount or the result of these advaueca. 

7. Regarding the stocks in the liands of tlie people, accurate information moes not exist. 
But it is known that the yield of food-crops in the next ])rececling (lS75-7(i) season was short, 
being estimated at an 8-ann.'i, or half an ordinary crop; three lakhs were that year remitted 
out of a total demand of fourteen lakhs. The crop of 1871'-75 in Cuddapah \vas on the whole 
good, notwithstanding the exco.ssivo rain at the end of the season. The general condition of 
the Cuddajiah jicople in ordinary years is good; the Cuddajiah manual calls the ryots a well- 
to-do set of men ; and the local officers, European and Native, agree that the (hiddapah ryot, 
both on the plaf can and below it, is ordinarily a man of some substance and lives in toler¬ 
able comfort, fi'lie local traders •■'timated that barely one-half of the ryols were much 
in de.bt. The labouring elas.ses are said to be about one-fourth of the total population. Very 
many ryots are believed to hold some grain stocks in tlie inland taluks; but in the jdateau 
taluks iniieli of the local stores \ver<‘ exported before the recent I'ailure ol' iiarvest deelareil itself, 
and so the stocks tlu.-re are perliajis unusually low. 

8. All jicrsoiis who a])ply fur Government assistance are ernjdoyed n])on relief works, which 
consist mainly of roa<ls. Some few thousands are employed on tank-work, but roads are the 
main relief works, especially in the plateau taluks, 'flic Collector has directed that no new 
road-work bn undertaken, and that relief labourers be put upon the rejiairs of irrig’atioii chan¬ 
nels and of tanks, works which can be done without jirofessional |)reliminarie.s. A large em¬ 
bankment is being thrown up along the Peimair river to jiroteet the railway. The local 
ollieers cannot indicate any large work on which a considerable number of labourers could be 
concentrated. Some of the Cuddajiah jieople arc migrating for work to the East Coast Canal 
in the Nellore district, and such emigration is being encouraged. 

U. fi'lie rate of relief W’ages is everywhere 3 annas a day for adult males. Fi>r some wet*k.s 
the rate in the southern (plateau) sub-divi.sion was 34 annas a day. On Saturday double wages 
are jiaid, a Sunday wag-e at full rato.s being pre.seiited to the work-people. The (.’olleetor, Mr. 
Price, has found diflieiilty in preventing large extra nnmbi'rs from coming- to work on 8atnrday 
with a view to .secure the free Sunday wage. In llellary, Mr. Price was able to stoji the ij^sue 
of the weekly Sundily ])resent. Relief wag-es in Boodrail are jiaid in grain. AVages for women 
and children are proportionately lower than tho.se quoted above. Attempts are made to en¬ 
force task-work, and a scale of work has been laid down. But jtractieally the task is not 
rigorously enforced, as the su|)ervising establishment is iiisnlliciont. About six luklis of rupec.s 
have been sjient on i-elief works up to the present time.

11. Relief works began in the jilateau taluks towards the end of Se[>tcml)er, and at Cudda¬ 
pah ou the I8th Octolier. VVben the [leojilo came ou the works at first, some of them were iu a 
pliysieally depressed coiulii ioui !.«ipecially iu Boodrail. But the relief labourers arc well and strong. 
Ph-orn oiic-fourtli to oiic-thirJ\(,f die labourers are ryots or their faniilic.s, but the majority 
are jiariahs (labouring peojile ot low caste). The groat iuerease in the number of relief labour¬ 
ers occurred ill the latter half </ Di-cembcr; the numbers are uow nearly stationary. The 
tahsildar of Cuddapah eoiisidcrs iliat jierhajis one-eightli of the work-people iu his taluk could 
subsist, for a time at any rate, without relief wages. Sir Rieliard Temple visited g-augs iu two 
or three directions round Ciiddajiali, and he found the relief labourers for the most part stout 
and well-clad. In one village, whore a coiisidorahle breadth of irrigated crop was coming for¬ 
ward, he found a number of ryots with tkeir wives iu leceijit of wages on a relief work close 
to their homes. The variation in the percentage of the population ou relief woyks in the 
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northern and southern taluks was attrilmtcxl partly to the cireiinistance that the failure of 
crops was worst in the southern (or plateau) taluks, and partly to the comparatively less 
strict administration of relief under the Sub-Collector of Muddanimlly. 

12. No gratuitous relief is being given from State funds, save in the sub-division of 
Maddanpally, where 915 persons are receiving charitable relief, the cost of which is defrayed 
half from Governtneut and half from private funds. About 1,500 jiersoiis (intirm, children, 
sick and beggars) are being relieved daily in Cuddapah town from private subscriptions. 

13. The cattle of the district have hitherto been kept alive with fodder from the canal 

banks, or with grass from the hills. Some are

.)4>. There is apparently no present cau.sc for fearing a lailure of the water-supply. But 
water may hereafter run short in the black soil taluks, but as yet no difficulty is cxp(;ricnced.j 

15. The collection of tlie land revenue is stayed for the [u'csent. Probal)ly about j of the 
distriift dejnaud (14 lakhs) will have; to be susj)endcd, and eventually some jiortiou of this 
may have to be remitted. One quarter of the abkari (liquor excise) revenue has been sus¬ 
pended in Cuddapah, as eomjiared with one half in Bellarjiind Kuniool.

Minute hj Sill Tl. Tkiiple, tlatcd 22nd January JS77, 

In continual ion of ray Minute of the 19th and the 20th .January, describing the relief 
operations in tiu' districts of Bellary, Kurnool an<l Cuddapah, and suggesting certain moiisures 
of economy, I desin; to suVunit, for the cousideratiou of the Government of Madras, a sugges¬ 
tion respecting administrative control. 

2. If measures of additional control are to be adopted, it is to be apprehended that local 
difficulties of various kinds will be adduced, and questions will be raised, which can only be 
settled by sonu' officer with plenary power on the spot, if they are to bo settled with the neces¬ 
sary prom])titudo and vigour. Further, with such very extensive operations of reliei', spreading 
over so larg(! an area, and alfecting so many classes, it is difficult to secure tliat deg-rec of uni¬ 
formity of system which is necessary to be maintained, even after allowing for ail local pecu¬ 
liarities, unless there is some authority iinmediak'ly at hand to whom all tlie local officers must 
defer. 

3. I would therefore suggest that some officer bo thus a])pointed by Oovornraeut to reside 
within thcs(! three districts for the present,’and be vested with fidl power, subject immediately 
to the Government of Madras, to direct and control all the relief operations. I believe that 
this measure will be conducive to economy as well as efficiency.

Memorantinni on the eonditinn and proxpects of relief affairs in the Bistriet tf North Arcot, as 

ascertained hy Sir Richard, Temple at conlercnc.es with the local officers on the 20th January. 

Sir Richard Tcrnjde met in the North Arcot district,— 

Mr. Whitesi<lp, the Golloetor. 

Mr. Irvine, the Suh-Colleetor at Vellore, Avho has charge of the Vellore, Arcot, and 
Gudiatam taluks, ami also of the Kanguiidy zemindari. 

Mr. Austin, Head Assistant in charge of the Wallajah taluk, .and also of the great 
zemindaris of Karietiniggnr and Kalastri. 

Krishnaswainy Ayah, late Shcristadar, and at present Special Deputy Collector of North 
Arcot. 

The North Arcot District comprises an .area of 7,139 square miles, ami a population of 
2,015,27S. It contains two considei'ahle towns—Vellore and \VaIhijali 2 )et—and it is traversed 
by a railway which iiasscs across the whole district. It is divided into nine taluks, and it 
comprises, besides these taluks, thirteen zeraindari estates, some of w'hicli are very large. 
Two of its taluks—Punganur and Chendragiri—are situate upon the uplands of the Alysoro 
plateau. The zemiudari estates contain nearly one-third of tK wdiole j)opulation of the 
district, 

2. The rainfall of the district was short last year, hut this year it has failed : thus—

1876- 77 ... ... .. ... 16 

While 16 inches is the average for the whole district, in some taluks the rainfall 
has been much smaller still. The yield of the harvests of 1874-75 w’as excellent j that of 
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tho year 1875-70 was slioi+, bcinof estimated at little more than 8 annas, or one-.half an ordi¬ 
nary "ood oroj). The yield of the current year may be estimated to he a 4-anna (or about 
I oi' an ordinaiy ^ood) crop for the whole district. The outturu has varied jjreatly in the 
diTereiit taluks. The wet crops under tanks have failed altogether, as the tanks, great and small, 
were empt\'. The dry crops in the Gudiatam, Wandewash and Poloor taluks were fairly 
good : i.here is a great deal of irrigation from wells in those taluks, and in the two great 
zemindaris of Karvetnagar ami Kalaslri, where the land is rich ; in the two taluks on 
„ .,1 -1 1 the M ysoro plateau, near to aud of the same character with the

3. ,lf distress should unhap])ily become general, the zemindars and their establishment 
will assist greatly in the administration of relief, excepting the few who ai'c Ipavily in debt. 
The zemindar of Funganoor has already been of mneb helj) to the Collector, and has displayed 
much liberality. 'J'he ryots and landhohha-s in the zemindaris ar(‘, generally si)eakiug, w'cll 
off. Tlie total rental of the zemindaris is ] 4 laklis, and tliev pay dij lakhs revenue to Gov- 
crument. lu their estates Government has no revenue establishments. 

4. The markets of North Arcot, both in town and village.s, are well supplied with food; 
private trade is remarkably active; carts and draught cattle are abnmiaut; and the di.strict 
roads arc remarkably good. Up to about three W(!eks ago, ric(i and ragi wc-re being largcdy 
exported I'rom the district,; but tlmn ]iriees still'ened, the tide turned, and imjiortalions of riec 
began from ISladras. l)uring the last thre(' or four days prices have fallen again .somewhat 
in eonsecpienec' of the large importations wliieh took phua:, and tho ajjpearance of which drew 
forth the local stocks. 

5. Current prices in markets near the railwa}'^ are quoted at— 

Ragi (small millet), 9^ seers per ru])ee. 

Rice, 7|. 

There is but little cholnm to be had in the bazaars, and ragi is the ordinary food of the com¬ 
mon ]K‘o}ile. In markets I'enmto from the raihvay, jiriees rule ahout 5 to 8 ])er cent., dearer 
than the ahove quotations. The Collector has no dould whatever that jirivate Iradi* will snlliee 
to meet tlu! want.s of this district. He W'ns asked how nuieh Government grain his district 
would recpiire, and he answered as above. Certain wealthy and trustwortliy dealers of the 
district have engaged to im]>ort grain and put it down at depots near the relief work,s, in case 
snppli(!s should ever be re(]ulred for relief labourers. 

.0. In ordinary 3 ’(Xir.s tlie ryots and poa.sintrv of North Areot are i)Vosperous ])i?(qile. They 
have comibrlalde houses and fine cattle. In the taluks on the jdatean the villagers an- jaxu-er, 
still even then they arc not in a deprc.*.‘^ed condition. Even lliis year tin* jx-ople wen- fairly 
well off; and the Collector for long- abstained from opening relief woik.«, hccaiise he thought 
they w(*re not aiisoliitely necessary. Prices no doulit. wei-e Ingh, and there wen^ signs of dis¬ 
tress or nm-asiness in the slia.])e of daeoitie.s and robberies. The police oHieials, high or low, 
miiob urged the Collector to interfere, saying that tbe people wore starving; hut the mit.ivo 
revenue offieial.s confirmed the Collector in his opinion that tho time for admiiikstering 
Government la-licf had not come. One or two deatli.s were rci)ort.(-d hy tlie Police as (-ansed hy 
starvation ; but, tbe Collector after enquiry satisfied liimself that the deaths in qui-stiou were 
due to ordinary natural eau.-;ns^ 

7. In December relief works were opened, and tbe big-bc.st number yet on the relief 
works was about 4(1,IHbt Tin-late.st ]>uldislied return .shows a .smaller total; but tlie tempo¬ 
rary decrease w-as due to accident. Some few of the ])enple on the works near Ab-llore were 
in a depre.^sed physical eomlitioii wdien they first came; but the rest were, and still are, in good 
condition. Sir If.iehard Teiiqile saw ahout 3,(U)0 relief labourers at work on a tank in the 
Yellore (-antonmont, anil they seemed to him to be, as a body, more in need of relief and 
])ooi-(-r altogether than any relief gangs be has seen in the IMadra.s Presidency. Ta.sk work 

* 1 Kxonit.ivf- En-rinoer. is exacted from the work-y)Coj)le, and all the works 

3 ItmifTt- odifoiH (Aspistaut KiiKiiieer). have hitherto been under the supervision of tlie local 

1 i)vom..-r lor each taluk. revenue ullieials. The odieiaU* of tlie enginecring 

department are now going lo direct tho works. Hitherto tlie relief labourers ha\e been 
cnqdoyed on roads ; but orders have recently been jx-ceived lo work tliom on clearing tanks 
and irrigation eluiunels. 

8. AVages are paid lo relief labourers in cash ; once a week, seven days' W'lig-cg are paid 
in full, though no work is done on tbe Sunday. Originally the rate began at 2 i annas for 
sin adult male per diem; but this was, by Mr. Thornbiirs order, reduced to 2 sinnsis a day, 
at which it has since stood.

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10. Until a few days nobody in the district was receiving p;r.atuitous relief from tho 
State; though some few Imndrods were getting a daily meal at tlic Vellore municipal house. 
On the occasion of Sir ilieh.ard’s visit the pauper recipients of relief at Vcll(.ro were iiisjiected, 
and many of them wore in a really emaciated condition. The medical officer, however, reported 
that tho apjdieants for relief wore greatly increasing, and that some of these applicants ap¬ 
peared to he in real need. Tho SHh-Colloctor accordingly, on the ?31 st Docemhor, saiietioned 
the opening of a relief house, and at j)re.sent sonu? 4,()0() are receiving a dail}' dole of rice (1 lb. 
for adults). When a])plianees an; ro.adj'^, cooked food will he given ; hut it is expected that the 
rote and costs of relief will lie kejit at about ono-half of the cost jier head of relieving paupers 
at the Red Hills cani]i near INIadras. IMr. Irvine exjilains that Vellore town contains a con- 
sidcrahlo ])iiu]ier po|)uIat.ion ; he adds, however, that when relief began to he given, a good 
many ajrjilicanA came into Vellore from the neighbouring villages. As 3'et, however, no 
applicant has been granted a licket for daily relief tiiitil the medical officer (or one of his subor¬ 
dinates) h.ad certified him or her as a suitable recipient of ehai'ify'. 

11. The Collector is satisfied that in the interior the village officials will, .‘ifier all the 
admonitions they have received, watch and bring- np f'oj- relief people who are really in d.augcr 
of starving. Some few paiqiors arc receiving gratuitous I'cliof at the cost of jirivate charity at 
Gudiatam. 

12. ILu’cafter fhere ma^’ be cause for .apprehension in regard fo the o.attle or in regard to 
the water snpjilv. ^\hlter is falling short in ^^■llore itself, ]|[||t f,lic district generally is full of 
M'ells, which are hi-ing decipcTied. In the taluks on the jil.ato.'in, the level of the sub-soil waters 
is sinking- i-apidly. Up to the ])resent time the caiile have; managed to pick up a living. 

]fi. The Colle(-tor aiiin-eheinls that one-half of the land revenue demand (8 lakhs out of l(i) 
will have to be suspended this year. There will be considerable loss also on the .ahkari 
(liipior excise) revenue.

1. V mji^ minute of the i'.lth .lannarv, I reeoniniended that relief wages in the Madras Pre- 
b’ideno^' should he experimentally reduced from ;i annas to Ii annas a day for a male adult, 
that is, a diminution of ]ier cent. The iinamaal eireet may be aiiproxiinately estimated 
thus: The in-eseiit iiinnber of labourers in.ay he taken at l,2(KI,l)()t); tho average wage may 
he taken at li annas (inelmling men, women and children, rec-eiving 2 annas for a man, li 
annas for a woman, and 1 anna fin- a. ehihl per diem), or Ils. 2.^ per inemsem ])cr head all 
round. Thi.s will give a total of .‘5(J lakhs of npiecs jier mensem on the W'liole. A reduction 
of one-fourth of oil lakhs, if it can he maintained, would at ojice cause a saving of 7^ lakhs 
per mensem. This saving will accrue even if t.lie present total of relic-f labourers shall Ibrtu- 
natcly not increase. If it were, however, to inercaso, the saving- would he projiortionately 
greater, if a saving of 7i lakhs a month were to be carried out for four months, which is the 
.shortest time computable, thc-n t he total saved on this heading alone would be ,‘j(l lakhs of 
rujiees. In all probability'this saving- will n-ally be much more. Tinder some circnin.stances, 
which are unfortunately but t.oo pr<ibable (that is, increase in the number of relief labourers), 
it might amount to 5(1 lakhs or half a million sterling. This i|, 1 submit, an important con¬ 
sideration financially, which cannot be lightly set aside. 

2. 1 mention this because I appreheiul that objec-t.ions will he raised to this particular 
proposal, which objections may' In elfeet he thus stateil; namely :— 

(1) that l^- annas ])er diem will nut at in-esent jiriees pureha.se sufficient food. 

(2) that it will not sustain the jieoiile in robust health. 

(.*}) that it will not enalde a man to ])erform task-work with all hi.s strength. 

(J) that a reduction will m.ake the relief labourers discontented, and tempt them to rioting. 

y. In niy’’judgment these objections are not valid as against making an experiment, npon 
which such large financial results dejieud. 

4. As regiirds the first objection: .at a jiriee of 8 seers a rupee for common food-grains, 
14 annas will jiurchase one pound avoirdujiois of grain, and will le:ive a margin for vegetables 
and condiments. Experience has shown that, though this may not he a large ration, still it 
will sustain life. In prosperous times the peasantry perhaji.s c.at more, hut even in ordinary 
times it is prohahle that the poorest classes in many'^ yiarts of India do not really get more. 
80 much is this the c:ise, that in many'parts of India half a seer a day, meaning one pound, 
has jiassed into a jiroverb lor bare suhsistenec. I submit that, in such an emergency :is this, 
to give more than such subsistence is beyond the jiower of Government. Nor can it be said 
i.hat a man ought to receive moi-e than l.i annas per diem, harc*uhsistenec, because he has to 
feed those dejieudant on him; for, as a matter of fact, under tlJ relief systt-m, not only the 
man, hut the wife- and children also receive wages. 

5. Next as to the objection that ;innas Jier diem will imt sustain the jieojde in robust 
health, I should rejoin that this question w'ould he solved in tl^e eour.se of a very few weeks 
by an examination as to whether any signs of jihysical depre.-ision begin to manifest them¬ 
selves among the recipients of relief. That these jioor jicojile might wish tor more is prohahle. 
Rut then the jirinciplc is to he remembered that Government cannot uiuhirtake to avert distress 
nor mitigate the j)re.s.sm-e which arises from a somewhat short ration ; it has not tho means of 
doing more than save life. 
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G. Then as to the third objection, tliat annas per diem will not enable a man to 
perform taslc-work with all his strcn<;;th, it is snflicient to reply tliat the task will be retfulated 
accordinf' to the stren^jlh of the people. It will be out of tlie question to give high relief wages 
merely to get a high degree of task-work. The relief roads and other works are undertaken, not 
BO mueh for their own sake, but for the purpose of alfording relief. It is, of eonrse, an object to 
get as much of good work as can be gc't. Still it is to be remembered that these operations are- 
undertaken, not because they are absolutely recpiired in themselves, but because they afford relief. 
Therefore eonsidenations relating merely to public works must be subordinated, .os 1 submit, to 
the finanei.al consideration of disbursing the smallest sum of money consistent with the preserva¬ 
tion of hnrtian life, 

7. ^ Lastly, as to the objection that a reduction from 3 annas to annas would make the 

relief labourers discontented, and tempt them to rioting, it is snflicient to reply |that there is no 
chance whatever of this, if only those arc admitted to the works who are ab.solntcly in need of 
.assistance. Persons who arc thus situ.atcd are necessarily thankful for what they can get, and 
are the last people in the world who would resort to violence in order to obtain more. - If, indeed, 
they were to attempt anything of the sort, that would 1'i‘oof that they were not 

really in need. And any .such attempt would be put down with the necessary firmness and 
promptitude. It is probable, indeed, that the headm.an of g'ang’s and other petty officials, Avho 
might have some sinister interest in keejiing np a high rate of wage, might instigate the people 
to be clamorous and even riotous. ^|Iut these misguided efforts would soon be stopped, 

8. I therefore submit that, orv the one li.and, there are no a(Vqiiute objections to deter the 
Government from making a trial to reduce the rate of relief Wage for adult male labourers from 
2 annas to l i annas per diem ; while on the other hand, there are important financial considera¬ 
tions to render tlie trial worth making.

XV. 

Memornndmn on the condjliou and pronpects of the Oumhatorv dinfrid, as ascertained liy Sir 
Richard Temple from the Collector on 'Hist Jannary 1H77\ 

8ui llicuAui) Temple had not time t,o visit Coimbatore where distress was helinved to be as 
A'ct inconsiderable. Hut the Collector, Mr. Wedderbnrn, was good enough to meet Sir Biehard 
Temple at iSrode, and to travel with him through the Coimbatore district. 

2. This district eompiiscs 7j'lS2 srpiare miles, with a poymlatiou of 1,708,274. It is divided 
into'10 taluks, of whieli two, and part of a third, in the north, consist of hilly and forest 
country, where the yioymlation is extremely sjiarsc, 'J’he Madras and Roypore railway passes 
right across the more distressed part of the district, while the railway to Triehinopol}' jiasses 
down the south-eastern taluks. 

.8. The south-west (or early) monsoon does not in ordinary ye.ai's reach any part of the 
Coimbatore district, save the forest tracts to the north and the southernmost taluks. The main 
population of the di.sti ict dejiends upon the crops watered by the north-east (or late) monsoon, 
and uj)on the crops raised b}' means of irrigation from wells and river channels. The staple 
dry crojis are cholum and cumboo (big and lesser millets). Ragi and rice are grown on lands 
irrigated by wells, In ordinary seasons they got two or three crops off the irrig'ated lands 
within the yciir. The area under irrigation from river channels is about 116,000 acres j under 
well irrigation, 800,000 acres. 

4. This sca.soii the north-east monsoon failed. The district average rainfall during the 
October rains is 12 inches; this year (1876) the average fall was only 2 inches. Consi'qucntiy 
the greater part of the dry crop laud was unsown. Even in the lands under river channels and 
wells the yield is small, and the ryots will In; unable to raise a second or third cro]), by 
reason of the sm.allncss of the supply in the rivers, and by reason of the failure of water in the 
wells. As Sir Richard Temple p.assed by railway over the best irrigated part of the district, 
where a channel from the Bhowani passe.s near the C.auvery River, the Collector pointed out 
fields of rice which, though sown and come up, were yet withering, because the Bhowani 
water had failed them. Along the railway line, however. Sir Richard saw a considcrahlo 
breadth of capital irrigated rice land. Giving credit for the probable yield of the irrigated lands, 
the Collector puts the estimated yield of this whole district at four annas or about one quarter 
of a good crop. He mentions, how'ever, that Coimbatore, with its uncertain rainfall, rarely 
secures a full or even a good crop all round. 

5. The jiarts of Coimbatore most affected by the failure arc the central thickly-peopled 
taluks of Palladam, Darajiuram and Perundoray (or Erode), containing a population of 700,000 
people. Caroor, with a pojulation of 17(1,000, also had a very short rainfall; but the Bhowani 
channels water the eastern s^' of the taluk. The people of Coimbatore are fairly well off in 
good years; their staple food is cholum and ragi. They grow enough food for their own con¬ 
sumption, and in ordinary year^f the district neither exports nor imports food. The people are 
thrifty; and on account of the nneertainty of their climate, they habitually store up the 
surplus produce of good years. They have been living this year on those stocks. Last year's 
(1875-76) harvests were good everywhere except in the taluks of PaUadam and Caroor, 
where the north-east monsoon (or latter nains) failed; the harvests of 1874-75 were up to the 
avenige of the district, but a bumper crop is seldom seen in Coimbatore.

G. Thei-e is nmple supply of food-grain in all markets; privaio trade is active; tliere is an 
abundance of carts and plough cattle, and the district roads are decidedly good. Only during 
the lust few days have importations of food to any appreciable extent come into the district, 
and they are mainly from the district of Malabar, wlicuce rice comes to Coimbatore cheaper 
than from the east coast. The price of food at present at Coimbatore is— 

Cholum ... ... ... 9 seers per niprc. 

Ragi ... ... ... ... 9 ditto. 

Rice ... ... ... ... 6 ditto. 

Prices in the interior of the district arc about the same. The Collector does not .anticipate that 
the supply of food in this district can fall short; private importations hy vail can always 
supply any dcfidcncy. lie was asked whether any Government grain should be .sent to his 
district, and he Teidicd that there was no need of any such help in Coimbatore. 

7. A few w’ceks ago the paupers of the district, and other people who found difficulty in 
getting subsistence, came flocking into the towns. There were no deatlus from starvation, but 
there was some pressure, and the Collector opened a few relief W'orks.* At j)rescnt, there arc 
about ;il,(K)0 persons receiving relief wages for work on roads and tanks. Tin; irrigation 
(‘hannels of the district are all in good order, so the Collector cannot employ relief lahourers there¬ 
on. The work is done under the sujrervision of the revenue officials. The work-]>eople, even when 
they first came, were in good condition, and they give a faii^alo of work. Wages are two annas 
fi day for adult males, and proi>ortionatoly for women auc^an'ldreii. The Collector estimated 
that he may have to provide work and w.age8 for 150,(100 relief lahourers at the worst lime; that 
miinhor at any rate is the highest he exiieets ever to have, and he may ho able to keep the 
number from over reaching that maximum. 

S. No gratuitous relief is being distributed at the public expense; hut in two or three 
towns eharit,able pcojile arc distributing cooked food to jianpcr.s. * 

9. Tlu! Collector fears that he may htive to suspend 5 lakhs of laud revenue out of a total 
<'f 15) lakhs. The ahkaree (litjuor excise revenue) yield will ho very far short of the. yield of the 
jirevious ye.ar. 

10. There is no present need for anxiety about the supply of drinking-water or the state 
of (he cattle in the Coimbalore district.

JiruJ wemoramhim ronrerniny (he condilion of the Trichinopoly dhfrict. 

A.S the Trichinn])oly district is hut little afleeted hy the recent failure of erop.s, Sir Richard 
Tem])lc could not sj)arc time to stoji (herein. But as some small I'clief works are going on 
there, and the district finds a place in the i)u])lished returns of afleeted districts in the Matlras 
Presideuey, he desires that a short record should he made of such general facts as he was able 
to ascertain. Mr. Sewell, the Collector, was away in camp, hut Mr. Whynne, the Assistant 
Collector, was good enough to wait upon Sir Richard for an hour at the Trichinopoly railway 
station. _ ♦ 

The district comprises 3,515 square miles with a population of 1,20(),d.(l8. It is watered 
by the Cauvery River and its affluents; and the Southern lil.adras Railway (narrow gauge) 
passes through the district. A great ])art of the cultivated land, roughly estimated at about 
one-third of the crop area of tlio district, is irrigated. The ])resent season is the third year of 
indifferent harvests. The rainfall was detieieut, not equal to half the avcTiige. of previous years. 
Good rain, however, 1‘ell in the last week of Deeetnher, whereby the rieo and j)astnrage wen* 
greatly benefited; and, while the irrigated area has probably given a fair average yield, the 
dry-crop area has not given more than a d-anieas (or quarter of an ordinary good) harvest. 
The total yield of the district might he put down at 7 annas, or le.ss than half of an ordinary 
good harvest. 

8. There is iilenty of food in the district, and markets are well snpidied. If need arise, 
private trade will bring in food. Tho habit of the district is to export largely the finer kinds 
of rice and cotton, and to import the coarser'grains for the food of the poor. 

4. The ordinary food of the common people is coarse rice; and this is quoted in the 

Trichinopoly haxar at 8^ to seers per rupee. Prices in the interior of the district are much 
the same as at head-quarters. The shortness of two harvests before the jireseiit season must 
have reduced the slocks; and thus these prices (extremely high for Trichinopoly) are 
explained. 1

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6. It is cx])ectpd that 3 lakhs out of u total land-revenue of 15 laklia may have to be 
suspended or remitted. The first instalments have, however, been, and the second are now 
beiuff, collected. Still, the local officers anticipate that some suspensions or remissions will be 
necessary, especially on the wet-crop lands which have failed to produce anything^ by reason of 
the failure of water in the tanks. 

7. There is plenty of water and pasture. And, so far as Sir Richard Temple could 
judge from the appearance of the taluks through which the railway passes, there is plenty oi' 
water, and there is also pasture everywhere. The people look well aud comfortable, and some 
of the ryots have doubtless reaj)ed advantage from the high prices.

Minute by Sir Richard Tkmple, dated Madura, 22nd January 1877. 

With my minute of the J2th January was submitted an estimate, compiled on the 
data then available, and subject to correction, of the probable relief expenditure in the 
Bombay Presidency. Since that miuute was written I have visited tlie three most distressed 
districts of the Madras Pressidency, and have anxiously considered what steps conhl bo taken 
to reduce relief outlay in tho presrAt and to prevent its excessive increase in the future. 

2. I have now oifenul for the consideration of the Qovornment of Madras Kuggostioii.s 
for securing economy, which may bo summarised thus— 

(!) to stop all fresh admissions to the relief works in the three worst districts 
save under a certificate from an ofiicial not under the grade of a deputy 
• tahsildar. 

(2) to re-examine as soon as po.ssible every gang, person by person, with a view to 

eliminating and discharging for the present every one not. in alisoloti" need of 
Slate relief. By “ absolute need ” is meant danger of starvation if not sup. 
ported by Government. 

(3) to reduce the .adult wage from two annas to one and half annas pc.r diem, and tho 

r.ates for women and children proportionately; the grain wage, whore given, 
to bo adjusted exactly according to this standard. 

(4j to impre.ss u])on the reddi and karnutn (paid and ktilkanii) of evoiy village 
. the resjumsibility of bringing before the nearest revenue inspector (revenue 

or relief officer) every case of dangerous distress. 

(5) these mca.sure.s, if adopted, to bo quite tentative and subject to reconsideration 
after one month subsequent to their introduction. 

3. My minutes of the 19th and 22nd Jatiuar)' set forth my reason.s for making those 
suggestions, and they also advert to certain objections which may p()S.sil)ly lie urgiid against 
the suggestion for reducing the wage rate to one aud half auuas. 1 need not, therefori', 
again go into those points. 

4. I think that it may bo possible to apply the.se sugge.stions, in part at any rate, to the 
distre.ssod di.stricts of Bombay; and I would ask His Excellency the Governor in (’ouncil to 
consider whether tins cannot fee done. My impression was that Mr. Norman, Collector of 
Poona, and Mr. Robertson, the Commissioner of the Southern Division, considiued that it 
would be pos.'<ible by caniful examination to eliminate and discharge from the work.s a con¬ 
siderable number of the labourers in the relief gangs. 

5. As I hope that it may be po.ssible to adopt on the Deccan relief works my sugges¬ 
tion for reducing the wage rate, 1 proceed to revise my estimate of relief expenditure in 
Bombay, which wa.s framed on the supposition that the present wage of two annas for an 
adult male labourer would be maintained. If the reduction of wage can be carried out and 
can be maintained, then the estimate previously offered of the Bombay relief exiienditure 
can be modified thus ;—

G. It will bo seen that the reduction of the rate of relief wages will, if maintained, 
secure a saving of 23 lakhs. I have not reckoned upon any direct .saving accruing fronx the 
adoption of the first and .second of my sugge.stions, because in some of the Bombay districts 
discretion has already boon exercised in opening relief work.s. Still it is possible that under 
those two sugge.sti()ns some additional economy may be secured which may be .sot against 
poHsiblo exco.ss of relief labourers, or other unforeseen relief expenditure of other kinds.

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No more ruin has fallen. Prices have slightly declined since last weekj jowari now 
averaging 2.3^ Ihs. throngliout the nine affected districts. 

The nutniwr of people uj>oii Relief Works is 200,537, against 324',9.38 last week, and 
there are also 5,765 hilUtnen and immigrants employed in^Kanara and Ratnagiri. This 
decrease is ])artly duo to the orders reducing wages, and restricting admission to relief, noticed 
in Statement No. X, but is also, to some extent, nominal', as about 8,000 people in Sholapur 
happened to be in course of transfer from completed works on the day for wliicli the informa¬ 
tion was furnished. It will be necessary to watch the working of measures, instituted for 
eeonomieal reasons, which have for their object the reduction of wages, and the limitation of 
relief to cases of urgency, and carefully to avoid pushing such measures to a dangerous extent.

These figures, which arc averages obtained from the^Weekly Progress llotnrns, do not 
e.\uctly correspond mth those g-iven in Statement No. X, which were taken from the Weekly 
Telegrams. Endeavours are being made to transfer as many of the people as possible from 
works under ('ivil, to works under Public Works, Ag-ency. On the latter, the control and 
organizalioii is better, and more work is exacted in return for higher rates of }>uy, 

2. Cholera continues prevalent in the three Sontheni Colleetoratcs of Relgaurn, Dharwar, 
and Kaladgi. There have been many fatal cases, and, should the disease sjircad, the difliculty 
of the i)r('.sent ixi.sition will be greatly augmented. The necessary medical aid bus becu pro- 
viiled, and lli>vernment hope that the progress of the disease will be checked. 

3. A map aecompanies this Snmmury, showing by tints, 

(«) the Colleetomtes and States in which distress exists, 

(4; their slightly aflectetl area, 

(c) their more affected area, 

{il) their seriously affected area, 

and showing, also, the principal Relief roads, tanks, and canals. This map is little better than 
a diagram. The seale, 10 miles to an inch, is ton small to admit of anything more tliati the 
general position and direction of the priuctal Relief Works being roughly indieateil, and on it 
only the chief towns are shown. No better map was available, excejit on a scale that would 
have been unwieldy.

Rain 
is also re])<>rtwl from all parts of Bengal, and in quantit^rom Upper Assam : damage to tlie 
ralti is ajiitrcbended, if the weather does not clear. In tbt-^ortb-Western Provinces and Oudli 
clondy weather and unseasonable sliowers are complained of, but prospects are still favourable. 
A considerable quantity of rain has fallen in the Punjab : reports from that province are good.

Weather cool and cloudy; the state and jirospects of the cold werilhcr 
crops continue favourable. 

Weather cloudy; the rabi crops arc doiuf; vrell; the phmphiiig for 
early rice has coinnienced. 

Rain in the middle of the week in some juirts of the district, and 
there is every appearance of fresh showers; the nibi crops will be 
much benefited by the. rainfall; a few cases ol' cholera now occurred 
in the Deoghur sub-division. 

Weather unseasonable and unpleasant; the crop.s, however, have not 
snll'ered; the thunder-.storm on the SJst .Inmi.ary was aceoinpanied 
with a violent wind in Soopoh>, whi<!h caused daiuagf to the houses, 
and ’^5 of rain fell; general health is very good, though suiall-pox 
eases are reported hero and there. 

s Weather clondy; '12 of rain is reported to h.ave fallen ; the rabi 
I crops are excellent. 

l^'lv'cather cloudy and cold; the rain has been of considerable benefit 
\ to the wheat, oat, gram, &o. 

Weather generally cloudy; damp and very cold at the close of the 
week ; the prospects of the rabi. crops continue good ; tobacco and 
mustard are b<>ing gathered; the rain has done some harm to tahur 
and krrna in Mudhoobnnnee. 

Weather cloudy and cold; the prospects of tlie cofo'crops are excel¬ 
lent ; the root crops in the llajecjiore siih division have not been 
good this year on account of excessive moisture; public liealtb is 
go<id. 

Weather partly cloudy and partly clear; there was a very slight fall 
(drain on the .Slst Jimuiiry ; the skv has again htsamie unsettled; 
the crops are exeellent throughout th(> district, lait tlicrc is an apju'e- 
hension of injury from hvrda blight; the prosjiects of the erops 
will be mueh improved if there be warm and clear weather and stcatly 
west-wind; general health is good. 

Rain was rot wanted; in the north-west of the district it was accom¬ 
panied by heavy hail, and ennsud some damage; tlie prospects of the 
crops arc i'avourahle ex(!e])t where thtiv have l)een in jiireil In hail. 
Weather clondy at intervals; the late ruic is well iiigli harvested ; the 
prosjieetB of the rabi crtjps eontinue i'uyuuralde; hcaltli of the dis¬ 
trict is good. 

\Veath(“r (doudy; rain on two occasions; the cro])s are still reported 
to h(‘ ill good eoiidilion, but damiige is apprehended if the weather 
doi‘s not clear at on(!e. 

Weather cloudy and cold; the crojis are reported to he })romi.sing 
generally throughout the distrmt; there has already been too much 
rain, and the sky is cloudy; the rain has in jdaces induced blight, 
which is injuring the wheat and linseed. 
tVeather cold and variable, but generally cloudy; the cloudy weather 
is inimical to tiie ci-ops on the ground, predisjiosing tlumi to blight, 
otherwise all continues favourable. 

Weather still very' unsettled, and heavy clouds hanging about; there 
was rain in the night of the Utlth .laimary'; simil.ir weather is re¬ 
ported from I’tilamow; in the Sadder Suh-division the prospects of 
the crops continue to be excellent; from ralamow the Assistant 
Coramiasinner reports, that on the Kith .lanmiry a heavy fall of hail 
did damage to the growing crops, particularly poppy, in tiiesouthern 
part of that auh-diviaion; general health is good. 

Weather cloudy during the greater part of the week; sugarcane is 
being cut; the rabi erops, ns reported before, are jiromisiiig. 
Uiiseasonahlc and most unusual weather for the time of the yc;ir; it 
is reported that wheat will be very good, hut pulses will Kuil'er owing 
to recent showers; general health is good. 

Weather cloudy, with south wind; foggy at night; heavy rain fall- 
ing at the time of report, which will cause ranch damage to the 
grain collected at and on its way to the ports of exportation; 
plmighing has commenced in places; there were a few deaths from 
cholera in the northern half of the district. 

Weatlu'r cloudy and unsettled ; slight rain has fallen and morn seems 
likely to fall; the plonghing for early rice is going on ; the winter 
crops are being reaped ; the outturn is on the whole good, though 
kalai was slightly damaged by the rain of .lanuary; jmhlie health 
is good. 

Weather occasionally cloudy; the dalua crop is in fair jirogrcss; the 
people are iirignting their lands by primitive methods; there was a 
scanty showier of rain near the city towards the north ; it did good to 
sonic extent to the moug crop; the state of kntthi, sugarcane, 
lin.secd, and other iniscellaneoua erops is fair; e.\poitalion continues 
on an increased scale in the chief sub-distriet, but in Khoorduh it has 
decreased, and conse^uentljr rice is a little cheaper there; in the chief 
Buh-distriet the rate is stationary; the public health is good.

Wc have the honor to sulhnit our usual weekly report on the state of the country in con¬ 
tinuation of our d(?spatch of the 27th ultimo. 

2. There was no rain in any part of the Presidency, exceptiiifr some slight showers in 
parts of the districts of Kislna, Kurnool, and Tanjore, which appear to have been limited to a 
small area. 

3. Prices continue to show a slight ten¬ 
dency to fall in nine districts, to ho statioiiarv 
in eleven, and to have slightly risen in Nel- 
lore. 

4. The numbers on the relief-works amount 
in all to 1)07,404 ajjainst 1,020,256 us reported 
in our last despatch. The causes of denr(!ase 
are attributed in some districts to more sys¬ 
tematic refrulation and to the occnrrcnco of the 
Moharam, while some portion of it is only 
to he attributed to the innompleteiiess of the 
returns submitted. In only one district, Tin- 
nevelly, is the increase remarkable, and hero 
the numbers <;iveri in the marg'in for that dis¬ 
trict are those tcle^vraphcd. 

5. We forward, for your Lordship^s inform¬ 
ation, two maps of the Presidency, colored, 
to show the relative distresj in the dilferent 
districts of the Presidency with reference to 
the numlers employed on relief-works in each 

and with refer<;ucc to the rain-fall.

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6 . In our last despatch we reported the arrival of Sir Richard Temple at Madras. After 
a short sojourn here of three days he left for Chinjfleput on Sunday night to inspect the 
country through which the Chinglcput and Conjeveram railway will puss, in order to deter- 
mine^hether the earth-work of that line would be a suitable famine relief-work. We have 
since learnt that he considers the doubling of the lino from Madras to Arconum more iniport- 
tant in the present circumstances, although not likely to aflTord employment for so much 
labor. 


7. During his stay at Madras he conferred with us on the state of the country and the 
measures to be taken to limit the cxj)enditnre which is being incuri-cd by the relief of distress ; 
and we have resolved to adopt experimentally, in deference to his suggestions, the same scale 
of payment of wages for relief-laborers as is proposed to be enforced in the Bombay Presi¬ 
dency.* Ilia la rious Minutes and Memoranda on the districts through which he has passed 
are still under our consideration, and we shall in our next despatch inform you of our 
action thereon. 

8 . We regret to state that the accounts which we have received of the condition of parts 

of the North Arcot District, more particularly the, Zemiadari tracts in the north-west portion 
of it, are very bad, and we have found it necessary to order the formation of throe relief camps 
at Chittoor, Vellore, and llanipett, and to place the services of a sj)ecial officer at the Collector's 
disposal for suiiervising them. We fear the distress in this part of the country is likely to be 
very severe. ^ 

y. To secure the means of conveying with certainty the necessary quantity of grain by 
the Madras Railway to the various distressed districts of this Presidency, we consider 
it essential to double the line between Madras and Arconum where the north-west and south¬ 
west lines braneh off, and in cou6e<iuencc of the great pressure on the limited power of the rail¬ 
way, ii has been found necessary to discontinue some railway passenger-trains of minor impor¬ 
tance. 


1 ft. 8('von out of the nine military officers whose services were promised to be placed at 
our disposal, if they could be spared, have arrived, and hav(‘. been posted to the districts 
of Kjirnool, Belliiry, and Cuddapah. At the request of His (yrace the Governor, Sir 
Richard Temple has selected ten Officers of the Bengal Civil Service whose services have 
been uj^died for by ns. If they can be placed at our disposal, wc projiosc to distribute 
them in the seven districts of Bellary, Cuddapah, Kurnool, Ncllore, North Arcot, Salem, 
and Madura.

to be fed iii the Town of Madras, and in 
order still further to ebook tlie influx of pau¬ 
pers into the city from the interior, we have 
rt'solved to discontinue the grants-iu-aid of 
private charity which we have been g'iving. 
The numbers now daily fH by Government 
and by private liberality in Madras are res¬ 
pectively 8,4Gl^ad 3,050, while at the Red 
Hills camp they amount to 2,781.

7. The Government have had the advantage of receiving from Sir Richard Temple the 
impressions derived from bis tour thi’ough the most distre.ssod districts of the Presidency, and 
His Grace in Council from tlicse, and his own recent personal observation, coneur.s with Sir 
Richard Tem])le in thinking it useful again to impress on Collectors the imperative duty of 
restricting State relief to those who, without it, must be in danger of perishing. The magnitude 
of the disaster which has fallen on the famine-stricken districts is such that even to relieve 
this class the resources of the State will be taxed to fhe utmost, and His Grace in Council is

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coufident that it is only necessary to keep the real situation before the officers of Government 
to secure from them tlie strictest and most uniform observance of the measures necessary to 
])rcvent tlie abuse ol jmblie eharit.y or tlie adinissiou on State Relief Works of any ]>erBOn 
who has any otlier nieans of support, which will enable him, althouy^h perhaps not without 
suffering-, to tide over this calamitous season without risk to life. 

8. His Grace in Council, while believing it necessai-y to issue these instructions, must at 
the same time earnestly impress on the officers in charge of Districts and Famine Relief Works 
that it is not intended that they should relax the vigilance which has hitherto successfully met 
the distress which in too many parts of the country lias rsaehed the point of famine, or to 
iiiijiede ihern in their exertions to ap))ly the most effective remedies practicable, wherever 
numbers of persons are exjiosed to danger of starvation or to disease arising from want 
of lood. 

9. The Collectors will give the fullest publicity to the foregoing instructions, and are 
resjrmsible fyr seeing- that they are exactly observed liy their subordinates. ^

With refci-enee to the above Proceeding.? prescribing the scale of money wages on Relief 
works, the Governor in Conneil desires that it lie understood to be the established rule that 
grain wages arc only to be paid so long as foo<l is not jnirclnisable on the s])ot. 

2. bhould the markets ab.solulely fail to provide food, grain wages must be given at the 
rate commuted in the scale of inoue)- wages; but the local officers are only authorized to 
purebase grain aetually in their districts, or of established local dealers after calling for tenders 
liy jiublie advertisement. 

3. If unable to obtain ^vhat the)' recpiire with these resf rietions, they must intimate their 
’veqiiiremeuts to Government, or, in the Kurnool, Bellary, and Ciiddapah Districts, to the special 

officer apjiointed by Government for that jiurpose, in view to advertisements iieiiig issued for 
tenders from a n-ider area. 

4. To meet any sudden emci-geiu-y and until siipjilies can he lirought in fi-om other 
sources, recourse may, in the above three (iistric-ts, be ternjiorarily had to the small reserve 
depots of Government grain now being formed in the localities most difficult of access. But 
it is to be distinctly understood and to be publicly and widely notified that resort to these 
dej>6te is ab.solutcly forliidden except when food for the laborers or for the panjiers in the 
feeding-houses provided (bi- the inlinn and aged is unpurcliasable from private dealers, and 
that it is to cease immediately on otlier siipplie.-^ becoming available. 

5. The Collectors will give the fullest jiublicity to the foregoing instructions, and will 
be held responsible for seeingtlhat they are exactly ob.servcd by tlieir subordinates,

Procredings of the Board of liereuue, dated- 2Gth January 1877. 

The relief reports for the week ending 2()th January 1877 will bo submitted for the 
infuruiatiou of Government. 

2. The reports from Kistiia, Kuriiool, and Coimbatore are telegraphic, and those due from 
Trichiiiopoly and 'I’inncvelly liave not been received. Majis of Kistiia, Bellary, Cliingleput, 
and North Arcot accompany. Tl.c attention of Collectors of other Districts is called to the 
orders requiring the submission of relief miqis.with their weekly reports. 

3. Price* and liuiiif'all. —The pi-iee of rice has fallen in every district, especially in 
Cuddapah, Chiiiglcpiil, Noi-th Areot, and Madura, where it i.s cheaper by half a seer per 
rupee or about 0 jkt cent. Clioliim has also fallen in every district except MaJiira ; 
and Rag-i in all, except Kistiia and Nellore where the price is .stationary. The lall in the price 
of this grain is nearly 2.0 jier cent, in Salem District. Ciirnboo was stationary in Nellore 
but has fallen everywhere else. The, fall of ju-iees is most remarkable in the Salem District! 
It is due everywhere probablA to the harvest, scanty as it is, being completed and to inijiortation. 

4. There has been i-aiife < 5 Districts, to’s., Kistna, Ncdlore, Knriiool, Chiiigleiuit and 
Madura. The quantity has been small and the fall partial. In Nellore an inch fell in 
Kanigiri and showers in Rapi^ and Veubatagiri, and a tenth of an inch w.as regislcrcd in the 
adjoining taliiq of Pouneri in Cliingleput. In Madura, ’Ifi Inch fell in Ramiiad. In Kurnool 
and Kistiia the fall has averaged and ^ an inch. 

5. The prices in Penkoiida and Madaksira of the Bellary District have not boon reported, 
but tlie Board are iuformed that a remarkable fall has taken place there owing to active im¬ 
portation from Coimbatore and Malabar through Mysore. In their report for the Gth instant 
the Board noticed a sharp rise of price in Coimbatore which was probably due to this demand 
for export. 
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6 . Grant and outlay ,—The grants made to the 20th .Tannaiy amounted to Es. 60,88,563 
and the outlay on relief works and gratuitous relief is reported as Rs. 51,60,521. The outlay 
during the week on relief works was Rs. 6,73,070 and to the end of the week Us. 50,18,780. 
The grants have been exceeded in Nelloro ’and Kuriiool and further grants will be made in 
separate proceedings. 

7. The returns received do not discriminate between new roads and rejiairs of existing 
roads in all cases, but the Board submit an abstract showing the total outlay to the end of 
January on roads, irrigation works and miscellaneous improvements. All minor works 
(which are chiefly water-supply works) have been classed under the last head. The figures 
are as follows, so far as detailed reports liavo been received

'fhcy do not indicate that the falling, off in number of coolies is due to increase of 
gratuitous relief. The Collector will report on the decline in numbers. 

.The Chingleput figures show some increase in Conjevaram, Trivellore^and Chingleput, 
but a great fall in Ponneri (perhaps due to the rain-fall, slight as it was.) In Norih Arcot the 
increase occurs in Arcot Taluk. The Madura report calls for no remark. In the Salem 
district, the Salem, Namkul, Trichingodi, and Utangarai coolies have come back in some 
numbers; and there has also been increase in Ki'stuagiri. 

The Board notice that some grants have been made for the Ahtur taluk, which has not 
hitherto been ranked as distressed. The Collector will explain. 

9. Hates of wages, Nellore.—'Wixgfis have been reduced in Gurdur, and in no taluk in the 
district is more than 2 annas now£//l to an ordinary cooly. In Cuddapah, no charge has yet 
been made. The rates for six tafliks of Bellary arc not reported; in the others there is no 
change except in Dharmaverum where the authorized grain and money scale has been started. 
The price of rice in the taluk is 5-94 seers, or only just over the limit (5*85 seers), and the 
change is according to rule. The 2 annas 6 pie rate is still paid in the Saidapett taluk of 
Chingleput. The Collector will explain w’hy it has not been reduced. He has been ordered to 
reduce tlie rate several times. In the other districts there is no change calling for notice. 


10. Except the Dharmavefam taluq above noticed, there is no taluq in the districts from 
which detailed returns have been received, in which payments in kind are required under the 
•Kiidiri uiiil Voilpaud. rulcs. Returns from the Kurnool district and from two of the worst taluqs* 
in Cuddapah are however wanting.

■With our despatcli of the 2nd instant, No. 6, we forwarded to Your 
Lordship various minutes and memoranda received from Sir Richard Temple 
principally relating'to the condition of the districts of ■ Cuddapah, Nortli' 
Arcot, Coimbatore and Trichinopoly in the Presidency of Madras. We uotK 
enclose Sir Richard Temple’s reports on the districts of Salem, Madura 
and Tinnevelly, which continue the narrative of his preliminary survey of the 
distressed districts in the two Presidencies. The account of the district of 
Chinglcput which adjoins and bounds the town of Madras on the north, west 
and soutli has not yet reached us. The NeUore and Kistna Districts have still 
to be visited. 

2. It will be seen from these papci’S that the state of the districts now 
reported on, and the same remark applies to the didirict of Coimbatore, and 
still more to the district of. Trichinopoly, is very much more favourable 
than that of the Ceded Districts and Kurnool. Although in all these 
districts there has been serious drought and very extensive failure of crops, 
and prices are consequently very high, indeed, but little lower than those 

23 000 which obtain in Bellary, Cuddapah and Kurnool, 
Madura '.!! A631 the number of persons admitted to the relief 

Tmneveiiy . 2,500 the time of Sir Richard Temple’s 

visit, comparatively small. It is probable that in Madura and Tinnevelly 
the numbers in need of relief would have been very much larger, had it 
npt been for the facilities of emigration to the coffee districts of Ceylon, 
which annually attract a consideAble number of the labouring classes of 
both districts. It is stated that every year tens of thousands of Tinnevelly 
labourers go to Ceylon to work on the coffee estates and other farms. The day 
Sir Richard Temple was at Tutioorin, he saw some hundreds of Ceylon coolies 
returning after their six months’ worldng season, ^his year, doubtless in con¬ 
sequence of the dearth, the emigration from both omricts has been greater than 
ever. In the Salem District there is no such outlet, and consequently the labourers 
on the relief works, although the supervision of th'^elief ojierations in this district 
is stated to bo exceptionally good, and the popmation is more tlian a quarter 
Salem ... i,9B0.92s of a million less than the population of Madura, 

Madura ... 2,266,616 'were moro thou four times more numerous than 

those employed on the Madura works, not counting 8,000 people receiving 
gratuitous relief.

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3. A very satisfactory feature in all these districts is the great activity of 
private trade. They all are traversed from end to end by railways, ai^d in all the 
districts roads are numerous and good, especially in Salem and Madura, and there 
are pleniy of carts for the transport of grain. The Madura dealers are men of 
capital and enterprise, and they are already importing grain to the small ports 
on the coast, and bringing it up to Madura. 

4. In regard to the prospects of these districts dr ring the coming months 
everything depends on the spring rains. If the ususd rains fall in April, 
things wiU go well. If they fail, there will be serious distress and heavy 
relief expenditure for several months. There will also, in such an event, it is 
to be 'feared, be a considerable loss of cattle. As regards the wate|r supply there 
is no serious cause for apprehension. 

6. We stated in our despatch of last week that the Madras Government had 
acceded substantially to all Sir Richard Temnle’s proposals for economy, and that 
orders would be issued at once.* Sir llicha i Temple has since informed us that 
the Madras Government have orde id various measures of economy in relief and 
such restrictions of expense as are^ ompatiblc with the safety of the people, and 
that these orders are actually bcirjg carried out in the interior of the districts. 
Though there may yet be important discussions on details. Sir Richard Temple 
trusts tliat there is general accord in principle. He cordially acknowledges the 
support which he has received from the Madras Government and from all its 
oihcials, and bears his testimony to the zeal, devotion and humanity with which 
the relief operations have been undertaken in that Presidency. In his Minutes 
and memoranda on Bellary, Cuddapali and Kurnool, which have already been 
laid before Your Lordship, and more particularly in his Minute of the 19th 
January, he has discussed very fully the necessity of placing some restrictions 
on the enormous numbers resorting to the relief works in those districts and the 
mode in which this should be done. Similar suggestions were made to the 
Government of Bombay, which, however, had anticipated the most important 
of them, mz.y the reduction in the rate of wages. 

X 6. With this despatch we submit a Minute, dated the 24th ultimo, in which 
Sir Richard Temple has drawn the attention of the Bombay Government to the 
applicability of certain passages in our letter of instructions to the relief ad¬ 
ministration in the Bombay districts, including the question of closing many 
of the smaller relief works. At present we arc not aware whether anything 
has been done in either Presidency in the direction of closing small works; 
but in connexion with this subject we submit a correspondence which has 
passed with the Government of Bombay regarding the commencement of the 
earthworks of the Dhon^ and Manmar Railway/ and of the railway some time 
ago projected between Bellary and Karwar by way of Gudduck and Hooblee. 
We have authorised the Bombay Government to commence the first of these 
works at once, if, in their opinion, it is urgently necessary in consequence of 
more extensive relief works being required than those actually in progress; 
observing, however, that work should, as far as practicable, be confined to those 
portions of the undertaking which can be carried out without committing the 
Government to immediate completion of the line when the present difficulties 
have ceased. Regarding the Karwar and Bellary Railway we have addressed 
the Madras Government and Sir Richard Temple, who will shortly again visit 
the Bellury District. We have reason to believe, although the point is not 
specially adverted to in any of the official papers before us, except in the 
memorandum regarding the TinnoveUy District, that difficulties have been ex¬ 
perienced, though of what nature we are not informed, in devising large works 
suitable for relief purposes in the Madras Presidency. The only relief works 
of any magnitude at present in operation appear to be the East Coast Canal 
and the Junction Canal. Richard Temple has inspected the line of the pro¬ 
posed extension of the Railway from Conjeverara to Chingleput, but is not in 
favour of its being taken up ’•s a relief work. We shall probably receive more 
detailed information on the ^eneral question in Sir Richard Temple’s final re¬ 
port after the completion of his tour.

The question of improving the grain traffic on the Great Indian Penin¬ 
sula and Madras Railways has been carefully investigated by Captain Bisset, 
R. E., under Sir R. Temple’s orders. We enclose some correspondence on this 
subject. The officials of both railways appear to be using every effort to meet 
the emergency. A suggestion made by Sir Richard Temple, that the line from 
Madras to Arconum should be doubled, is under consideration in our Public 
Works Department, and w^ll, we hope, be disposed of in the course of a few days. 
Arrangements have been made for obtaining weekly returns of the grain 
traffic to the affected districts by rail as well as by sea. 

8. Sir Richard 'I'emple has visited Bangalore, and was about to inspect 
some of thedistressed localities in Mysore. We have reason to apprehend that 
the distress in that province is severe. Regarding Hyderabad wo submit a 
memorandum of the facts ascertained by Sir R. Temple on the occasion of his 
visit to Hyderabad, from which it appears that the distress in the Nizam’s 
country is likely to be more limited >nd less serious than was at first apprtffiend- 
ed. Sir Richard Temple considers the arrangements made to meet the distress 
creditable to the prudence and foresight of irjjio Nizam’s Government. 

9. Among the enclosures of this despitch will be found a correspondence 
on the subject of remissions of land revenue, to which reference was made in 
our despatch of the 26th ultimo (paragraph 6). Sir Richard Temple had 
suggeste4 that suspensions only should be allowed pending further considera¬ 
tion, and that remissions should be prohibited. Both the Local Governments 
having objected to the course suggested, we have intimated to them that the 
matter will be left to their discretion, but that the subordinate autliorities 
should be warned against too free remissions, and authorized to hold balances 
in suspense in cases in which it appears likely that the landholders will, 
without undue pressure, be able to pay the revenue in arrear during the next 
season. 

10. Erom the returns of persons employed on the relief works and fed 
gratuitously which reached us yesterday, it appears that in the former case 
there has been a diminution of 38,994, and in the latter 12,447. The aggregate 
number of persons employed on the works was 908,410 and of persons receiving 
gratuitous relief 60,402 against 947,404 and 72,849, the corresponding numbers 
for the previous week. The Nellore return, however, does not include the 
coolies employed on the East Coast Canal, regarding whom it is stated that no 
return had been received. 

11. Since our last despatch was written, we have received Your Lordship’s 
despatch of the 12tli January, No. 6. Our despatches and telegrams during the 
last few weeks, and the weekly despatches and returns which you now receive 
from the two Local Governments, will have placed y6u in possession of toler¬ 
ably full information pn most of the points adverted to in your despatch. The 
detailed reports alluded to in the 24th paragraph are gradually coming in and 
are undergoing a careful scrutiny, but we arc not yet in a position to lay 
before you a full resunii of their contents. In the meantime the clear and 
full memoranda which have been furnished by Sir Richard Temple regarding 
the districts visited by him will have enabled Your Lordship to form a clear 
view of the leading facts of the situation, of its dangers and difficulties, and of 
the measxires which are being taken to meet them. The situation is, indeed, 
very grave. The extent of the distressed area in length is very groat, begin¬ 
ning, as it does, from near the south bank of the Taptee river in Khandesh, and 
stretching down south, uninterruptedly, almost to Cape Comorin; and in one part 
its breadth is considerable, extending from the eastern watershed of the 
Western Ghaut mountains to the East Coast. Including Bombay, the Nizam’s 
dominions, Mysore and Madras, the population affected can hardly be less than 
thirty millions, possibly a good deal more. Th^alamity is aggravated by tlio 
prevalence of cholera in many of the distressed Histricts. If it were not for 
the railways, wliich now extend from the base of the Himalayas to the extreme 
south of the peninsula, and the great improve‘^nt which has taken place in 
the communications generally, the difficultyni transporting food in sufficient 
quantities over this vast area would have practically rendered it beyond 
the power of Government, however great their efforts and unrestricted 
their expenditure, to prevent a very heavy mortality in some, at all events, 
of the drought-stricken districts. As it is, the railways are carrying the 
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surplus produce of the Punjab, of the N orth-Western and Central Provinces, 
and of Bengal, where the harvests have b een excellent, to the drought-stricken 
plains of Sholapore, Bellary and Kurnool; and throughout the distressed 
districts, owing to the activity of private trade, the markets, as a general rule, 
are well supplied. There will, we fear, be a heavy loss of cattle in some 
districts. The apprehensions which were at one time felt as to a water famine 
are not now generally entertained. 

12. We cannot conclude this despatch without expressing our sense of the 
invaluable assistance whiesh Sir Richard Temple is rendering both to the Gov¬ 
ernment of India and to the Local Governments in the performance of our 
anxiohs task.. _

Br direction of Sir Richard Temple, I have the lionour to submit copy of a minute re¬ 
corded by him regarding relief uffuira in t’ ; Madura and Tinnevelly districts, together with 
memoranda setting forth the facts ascerta^ 'ed on the spot regarding those districts. 

Memorandum on the condition and prospects of the Madura District, as ascertained by 
Sib RiCiiARn Temple at his conferences with local oncers during the 82ud and 2-lth 
January. 

At Madura Sir Richard Temple had the advantage of meeting— 

Mr. McQuhac who has been Collector of the district for several ye.ars, but who only 
returned from furlough a month ago and had not yet inspected the more distressed parts of 
the district. 

Mr. Turner, C. S., who has been for some time in charge of the Ramnath Zemiudari 
under the Court of Wards, and who is now Relief Officer of the district; two Deputy 
Collectors and the Sub-iudge, who had served long in the district, and also the Tahsildars of 
the Diudigul and Madura tuluhs. 

2. The district of Madura has an area 9,502 square miles and a population of 2,260,015 
persons; it is traversed by the Southern Madras railway. Somewhat less than one-half the 
district belongs to Zemindars with the administration of whose estates the Collector has but 
little concern. The ryotwari portion of the district, managed by the Collector on behalf of 
Government, is divided into six taluks and contains a jioimlation of about 1,3(10,000. In the 
north-west of the district are the Pulni and other hill ranges which arc sparsely peopled ; from 
Madura town southwards and eastwards to the sea coast the country of the great zcmindari.s 
is open and fiat. 

3. The average rainfall of the cultivated part of the district is 34 inches; during the 
past season the rainfall has been in some j)lacc8 as little ns five inches, and nowhere has it 
been half the average. In ordinary seasons Madura gets a fall of from 4 to fi inches in 
April and May, a fall of 6 to 10 inches in July and August, and a fall of about 13 inches 
in the October or latter raiuMt During the past season the district got the April rainfall 
only. The X'ain fell unequally over the district;—thus, while Ramnath, as a whole, fared very 
badly, a belt of land ten miles broad along the coast was favoured with good October rain. 
The parts where the rainfall was shortest arc the whole of the Palni taluk, the north (about 
J) of Dindigul taluk, and the southern half of the Ternmangalam taluk, and nearly one- 
third of the great Ramnath zemiudari. In these tracts no rain fell alter August, and no 
crop at all has been secured save under wells and river channels. The tanks in these tract s 
are all rain-fed (as distinguished from river-led), and they are dry; so no crops have been 
saved by tank-water. In the rest of the district the failure of rain was not so utter; still 
the dry crop was extremely, poor, where it did not wholly fail. Fair crops Uave been secured 
under wells and river channels. 

4. The area under different kinds of cultivation and under the main food crops is, in 
ordinary seasons, as follows:—

As there are such great variations in the circumstances of the different taluks, the Collec¬ 
tor has difficulty* in offering a gcueraV imate of the out-turn for the whole district. He would

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and he would put the average yield of the district at a 3-anuas crop, or something less than 
one quarter of an ordinary good yield. 

5. The ryots and the people of the Madura District are in ordinary times prosperous, save 
in part of the Shevagunga zemindari in the south-west corner of Raimmtli where the croi)8 
often fail. Even this year the ryots are keeping on and supporting tlieir regular farm ser¬ 
vants (p^dials) evcrywliere except in a part of the Palui taluk; still there are a good many 
ryots, 94,000 out of 129,0(10, ^tlin hold less than seven acres apiece. The population living by 
daily labour and the proedial serfs (padials) constitute about one-fourth of the whole poj>ula- 
tion. Pressure on the lowest classes has been considerably relieved by an unusually large 
emigration of labourers to the coffee lands of Ceylon. 

6. The or^nary food of the people is cumboo (bajra), ragi (small millet) and cholum 
(_jowari ); in pwts, the poorer cl.asses consume a very coarse millet known as Had' cholum. 
At present all the larger markets are well su})[)liod with grain, princip.al]y foreign rice from 
Bengal; in ])arts of the south there is black cholum to be had, but tlie quantity of this grain 
in the district is not large. Several cases have already come to the (k)llector's notice in which 
the sup])ly of grain was not equal to the Ivl^l demand; still there is food in the dist.ric^t for 
those who have money to buy, and the Collator bekeves that private trade will sulliciently 
supply local needs, though occasionally petty d(!aler)»nay not be quick enough in supplying 
the wants of remote localities. Roads are good, Jnd there are plenty of carts. ]\fadur.a 
dealers are men of «!apital and enterprise, and they are already iinjrortiug grain direct to the 
])etty district ports, such as Kilakari, and bringing it up to Madura. 

7. The food crops of the two ju’evious years (l871-7r> and 1875-70) in Madura were fairly 
good all round. Last summer there was at one time pi'omise of a. good ragi crop, and much of the 
old ragi stocks was exported to Mysore where the neeil was then great. Stocks of common 
local grains are helieweel not to be laige, hut, there is already a good deal of foreign rice in the 
district. Prices at Madura arc now qiroted at—

In the interior prices are much the same, except in the Dindigul taluk, tvherc they arc a 
little dearer. Black cholum is still for sale in the south of the district at 16 seers per ruj)ce; it 
is eaten by the jjoor only, and the supply will not last long. 

8. At ju’cscut there are but few labourers on I’elief works. Local fund undertakings have 
been pushed forward, such as the clearing tif tanks and other such works dcbitahic to the 
“village improvement fund.” On these works people are made to give full talc of labour. In 
the south of the district and in the Palni taluks some few relief roads were oi)eiied; and 
other works, such as tanks and roads, are ready marked out. The Udal number of real relief 
labourers is only 5,531 ; the numbers decreased a fortnight ago, but are now increasing agaiu. 
The Oollector expects a rush of labourers on t he works in the so^h, where the pcoph: are very 
badly off, and f»>r two months past some of them have prayed to have relief works opened. If 
it had not been for the outlet by emigration to Ceylon, there would have been danger of 
starvation down there before now. The Ramnath zemindari is under the Court of Wards, 
and it can atlbrd to find work for its own peojde, provided Government will sanction the Collec¬ 
tor’s proposal to suspend (not to remit) a portion of the Ramnath tribute (peshkush). If 
these arrangements be sanctioned, then the Collector would hope that the total number of 

relief labourers chargeable to the State will not exceed 
Rs. 20,000* during the worst times, of the Madura dis¬ 
trict. If scasouahle rain falls in April (and Mr. Nelson’s 
Madura manual shows that in average years 5 or 6 in¬ 
ches fall between April and May), then the people will 
leave the works and go off to their fields. If no April 
ruins fall, then there may ho disaster, and as many as 
100,000 jieople might possibly come upon tlie relief works. 
But if the coming season ho ordinarily prosperous, Mr. McQuhae hojies tliat the number of 
relief laboureis will not exceed 20,000. 

9. The rate of wages on the x’clicf works is two annas a day for an adult male, aud a fair 
tale of work is exacted from the labourers. In Madura t«%n in ordinary times no man will 
accept a day’s work under lour or five annas a day j awi though wage rates in the interior 
may be a little cheaper, still the Collector thinks that a man of the Madura district, must be 
feeling some pressure before he goes on relief works atitf^ annas a day. People who have, as 
yet, come on the relief works were no! in a specially dcptlsscd physical condi<,ion. 

10. In the town of Madura the distribution of gratuitous relief from private charity has 
begun. In the Palni taluk gratuitous relief, in the shape of cooked food, is being given to 
some 900 persons at Government expense. The Collector is enquiring into the necessity for 
continuing this relief. The tahsildar stated that some of the people,—infirm and aged persons 
from the surrounding villages,—who came for this relief were in a very destitute state.

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11. Up to the present time there has been no very great difficulty in maintaining the 
cattle. Tljere is still some pasture in the tank beds, and in the withered rice and cnmboo 
fields. But difficulty will certainly be felt in Raranath, and in the Madura, Meloor and Teru- 
mangahim taluks and in parts of the Sbevaganga Zemiudari, if showers do not come. Slight 
showers, such as usually oume in Madura at this time of year, will produce enough pasture to 
keep the cattle alive. 

li. Ill parts of Raumath the people will have difficulty in getting water to drink. They 
may sometimes have to go four or five miles for it. Still, water will not absolutely fail. 

13. The Collector expects to have to suspend 15 lakhs of land revenue out of a total de¬ 
mand of 24 lakhs. The whole of the zemindari tribute (peshkush) will eventually be 
collected. But according to the revenue custom of the Presidency, the Government is more or 

less bound, * though not absolutely pledgedji to remit land 
revenue due on “ wet” lands, which have failed to get any 
crop by reason of failure of the tank water. The Collector 
cannot as yet precisely say how much this may be. According to the revenue customs of the 
presidency, a good deal of the suspended revenue^ due from dry crop lauds, would also be 
eventually remitted. i t^

Memorandum on the condition, and prospects of the Tinnevetly district, as ascertained by SlE 
Richard Tkmplk during his visit of the 24th January, . 


At Tinuevclly Sir Richard met Mr. Stewart, the Collector, who has had five 5 ’’oars’ ex¬ 
perience of the district, and at Tuticoriu he met Mr. Davies, the Head Assistant in charge of 
the southern tiduk of the Tinuevclly district. 

2. The Tinnevelly district contains an area of 5,17G square miles, with a population of 
1,698,979 persons. It is traversed from end to end by the Madras railway. The (ryotwari) 
tracts administered directly by the Collector are divided into nine taluks; while the 22 
zemindaris constitute one-quarter of the district. The zemindaris are mostly situate in the 
distressed tracts. Some of the zemindars are poor and unable to do much I'or the supjiort 
of their people in the jircsent year; others, and especially Ethiapoorum, which is now under 
tlio Court of Wards, can afford to find works for the relief of their tenantry. The zemindari 
tribute (peshkush) is said to be above two-thirds of the gross rental, so that Tinnevelly zemin¬ 
dars have not so large a margin of profit as in North Arcot and other districts. 

8. The district is divisible into two distinct sections,— 

(1) the valley taluks of Tcnkarai, Tinnevelly, Teukasi, Ambasamudram, where the 

lands are for the most irrigated, and where crop after crop is taken off the 
ground, which is bare for only about two months of the year. These irrigated 
taluks are thc^ost thickly ]>eopled. * 

(2) the black soil taluks, where there is comparatively liflle irrigated land, and where 

in ordinary years dry crops of cholum f jowari) and cotton are grown. 

The average rainfall of the lowlands of the Tinnevelly district is about 20 inches; at 
Tuticorin on the Coromandel coast it is as low as lO inches. During the last season the rain¬ 
fall was in some places us low us 5 inches, and did not anywhere exceed half the average fall 
of ordinary years. The urea of failure of crops is nearly identical with the nuirrigated section 
of the district. I’he yield is estimated at— 

in the irrigated taluks—wet crop, 14 annus, full crop; dry crop, 4 annas, quarter crop, 
in the dry taluk—wet crop, 1 anna, no appreciable crop; dry crop, 3 annas, nearly a 
quarter crop. 

The Collector is unable to offer a correct estimate of the yield for the whole of the district because 
the vai’iations are so great in dilferent parts, but perhaps the yield of the whole district might 
be ])ut down at about (i annas, or | of a good harvest. 

4. The yield of the previous (1875-76) harvest was fairly good all round, while the yield 
of 1874-75 was good. Stocks are suiiposed not to be large; but the rieo now ripening in the 
irrigated taluks will, the Collector estimates, give food enough for the whole di.strict for at 
least four months. The ordinary food of the people is rice over a great part of the district, 
but in the dry crop taluks cholum^<nd cumboo are the staple food. The breadth put down 
with the main food crops in the laiL. ordinary year 1875 was—

At marts in the interior of some of. the distressed tracts prices are 20 to 30 per cent, dearer; 
and four weeks ago, before the trade from across the sea set in, prices were quite 20 per cent, 
dearer than they are now. 

fi. In ordinary years the people of Tinnevelly are well off; the ryots have a high “standard 
of comfort;” and in the irrigated taluks they are sometimes quite wealthy. A large proptirtion 
of the ryots, however, have small holdings »>£ 3 to 7 acres each. The Collector estimates that 
about half the population of the taluks affected by failure (say 490,0(10 out of 000,000) lu'e 
daily labourers and farm servants. One great outlet for the jioorer classes of Tinncvell)’^ is the 
labour-field of Ceylon, whithPr tens of thousands go to work on coffee estates and other farms. 
The day Sir Richard Temple was at Tutieorin, he saw some hu!idied.s of Ceylon coolie.s returning 
after their six months’ working season. This year emigration to Ceylon is greater tllau ever. 

7. As yet the condition ot the people even in the distressed taluks is hy no means depressed. 
But some weeks ago it became clear that in the distressed taluks were a certain number of 
people who had not emigrated, had no food and no means of earning auy. Accordingly works 
were ojiened, and about 2,500 labourers arc employed on roads and irrigation channels under' 
the civil officers. The engineer officers help in supervising, and task-work is rigorously exacted 
from the labourers. Works have been sketched out costing¬ 


s' lakhs for road work, 

2 „ irrigation channels, 

I lakh for miscellaneous improvements. 


There is no very large work in the district on wliich a groat number of labourers could 
he usefully employed. But Tinnevelly relief labourers could be taken to the Periyar scheme in 
Madura, if it were not for the extreme unhealtliincss of those, valleys in the hot season. The 
Collector estimates that at the worst time he may have as man# as 100,000 persons on relief 
works; that time will he in May and June, for he considers that the people will not leave to 
Ijcgin ploughing until late in the month of June. The Collector will kce]> down the numbers 
on the works as much as he, with safety to the people, can. But there arc in the distressed 
tracts very largo mimher of families wlio can have no means of <*arning a living off (he works. 

8. The rate of wages on the work.s is 2 annas a day to male adujts, and to women and 
childi-en proportionafoly lower, as ordered hy the Government. The Sub-Collector at Tuti- 
<‘orin appeared to contemplate purchasing a certain quantity of rice for Govin iunont and j)uv- 
ing the relief labourers in grcii). But if the markets are sufficiently supjdicd, these arrange¬ 
ments will, umlcr present orders, not he required. 

9. No relief houses lor distributing gratuitous relief at the State cost have yet been

tahsildar. The precise number of persons so relieved up to date eaniiot he stated. If maders 
get worse, relief houses will have to be opened; but no estimate can he f’urnislied at pivsoiit of 
the probable total numbers who may hereafter want relief. There is a private relief house at 
Vendipattara, and the recipients are mostly the infirm and feeble and tlie beggars of the 
neighbourhood. No cases of starvation have bden reported to the present date. 

10. There has not been much loss yet among the caTCle. But no doubt the siqqdy o( 
fodder is very short. Some cattle from the western taluks can go to tlic gliat pastures. But 
in the south there will be loss of cattle, for, unless plenti»1t^ showers come (which is not prob¬ 
able) there will soon he no pasture at all in the black soil Miiks. 

11. Failure of water supply has not yet been felt to auy severe degree. But during the 
hot months there will be difficulty about water in the unirrigated taluks. Still the Collector 
anticipates that people will generally be able to get water lor themselves and cattle il they 
go 3 or 4 miles at most for it. There may thus be often dearth of water and dilUculty in get¬ 
ting it, but still it will be obtainable. 
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12. The Colleelor estimates that he may have to suspend 12 lakhs of land revenue out of 
a total demand of 27. Probably out of this, 3 lakhs, the estimated (roug'hly) assessment on wet 
lands, which fjot no crop, may have to l)e remitted. Remissions of the abkaree (liquor excise 
revenue) will not be absolutely necessary, as the revenue is leased for a term of years, and a bad 
j'ear mi^ht be set off a^inst "ood ones. The Collector, however, may find it expe«licnt to re¬ 
commend some remission. Tlie salt revenue as yet is coming in satisfactorily.

In continuation of my letter No. 27/'c the 22nd current, 1 have the honour, by direction 
of Sir Richard Temple, to submit copy ora minute recorded by him, in which attention is drawn 
to the applicability of certain passages in the Government of India's despatch of the Ifith 
January to the relief administration of districts of the Bombay Deccan. 


Minnie hy Sir Richard Temfle, —dated Madura, 24th January 1877. 

In continual ion of my minute of the 22nd instant, urging certain measures of economy 
which would lead to reductions of expenditure on relief, I would beg the consideration of the 
Government of Bombay to the conditions set forth in paragraphs 2 and 3 of the despatch of 
the Government of India, dated iGth January 1877. It seems to me that they apply in some 
degree, not a very groat degree ])crhaj)S, but still in some degree, to the relief operations 
which we have conducted in the Deccan districts. 'While admitting the need of extensive 
relief in those districts and acknowledging the large amount of good which has been and is 
being done there by the exertions of the local authorities, I still think that, in the words of 
paragraj)h 3, some “ jwrsons arc employed to whom relief is not absf)lutely essential, and who 
without it would have been able to maintain themselves at all events Ibr some time to come." 

2. Although there is good supervision on the larger works, yet in many of the petty 
village works 1 fear that “ the people can obtain almost for the asking, and in return I'or next 
to no work at all, wages in money or in grain.” 

3. 1 apprehend also that in some places the authorities, in the words of paragraph 2, are 
attempting the task of jirevcnting all suflering and of giving general relief to the poorer 

classes of the community,” a task which the Government of India lias in this despatch 
declared itself unable to unde^^ake. These instructions from the Government of India seem 
to me to render some reconsideration necessary in detail to see especially whether many 
persons on all the works, larger or smaller, could not be seh^ctod to be discharged, and whether 
some stricter check could not be imposed on admission to the works. In other words, I would 
say, let every jicrson now on the works be discharged, who apparently can get on for a time 
witliout such employment, and let no person in future be admitted unless there be reason to 
supiwse that he or she is absolutely in need and would be in danger ol' starvation if employ, 
meat were to be refused. 

4. In respect to paragraphs 4 and 5 of the despatch of the Government of India, urging 
that relief labourerg be employed on large works of a permanently useful character, I have 
represented what occurred to me in my minute of the 12th January. 

5. In paragraph 7 of the despatch of the Government of India it is stated that “ when 
distress becomes extreme, and a state of absolute famine has been readied, the Government 
may be driven to set up relief works near the homes of the people on a scale inconsistent with 
careful supervision or searching tests.” 

Although numerous works of this character have been set up in the Deccan districts, I 
doubt whether the stage contemplated by the above passage has been yet reached, though it 
may be reached hereafter. And,with this view I would recommend that many of these petty 
works be reconsidered with a -^^w to their being discontinued, wherever possible, for the 
present at least. 

6. I should anticipate that, if ‘he measures recommended in this minute and in my 
minute of the 22nd January can \..j at all adopted, a considerable reduction can be effected 
below the estimate of expeudituie, one million and a half, submitted with the minute of the 
12th current.

By direction of Sir Richard Temple, I have the honour to submit copy of a memorandum 
of the facts ascertained by him at Hyderabad on 12th instant as to the failure of harvests and 
possible distress in the territorieVof His Highness the Nizam. 


Memorandum ^ the facts ascertained as to failure of harvests and distress in the Nizam’s 

dominions, as ascertained by Sir Richard Temple at Hyderabad on the 12lh January. 

At Hyderabad Sir Richard Temple met Major Euan Smith, c. s. i.. First Assistant Resi¬ 
dent; His Excellency the co-regent Nawab Shams-Ool-Oomrah and his nei)hew, also 
Mukkurrun-Ood-Dowlah, nephew of Sir'^lar Jung. Tlje Resident, Sir Richard Meade, 
and His Excellency the Minister, Sir SalailTung, h^ not returned to the capital. But Sir 
Richard Temple was able, by the courtesy ^of HihiHighncss the Nizam's Government, to 
obtain full information as to the conditi«m of tb^i country. The Secretary to Sir Salar 
Jung in the Revenue Department has charge of relief o|H!rations, and be supplied much informa¬ 
tion. This gentleman liiid borne a share in relief work during the famine of 1869, on which 
occasion he was a Deputy Collector, so he was conversant with the relief procedure under 
British administration. A European gentleman, who holds the office of Superintending 
Engineer, and who is directing relief works, also gave Sir Richard Temple a memorandum on 
the subject of the scarcity. 

2. Out of the seventeen districts which compose the dominion of His Highness the Nizam 
there has been bad failure of harvests in parts of six only, namely in East Raichorc, in part of 
West Raichore (known as Jjingasoor), in the southern parts of Nalgonda abutting on the 
Kurnool district, in i>art of Shoraj>ore, in ])art of Nuldroog near the Sholapore district, and in 
a small t ract south of P^'ton near the Brit ish district of Ahmednagar. The failure was most 
utter in the Alpur sub-division of East Raichore; there no crop whatever was saved this season. 
In the rest of the distressed tracts it is estimated that a yield of from 2 annas to 3 annas 
(one-sixth of an ordinaiy crop) has been secured. In tracts adjoining the distressed districts 
the harvests have not been so gcxal as usual; but over the rest of the country the harvests have 
been fair, while in the districts north of Hy^dcrabad there have been decidedly good crops. 

3. The Revenue Secretary was able to speak with confidence about the crops; fora Central 
Rclitd’ (.’ommitUsc had been formed at Hyderabad, and deputations from the Committee had 
visiled the worst tracts, while the district officials had sent in lull written reports from else¬ 
where. 

4. The harvests of the two previous years (1874 and 1875) had been good throughout 
the country, save in one comparatively small tract of East Raichore, just where the present 
failure is worst. Stocks are probably considerable; the Revenue Secretary estimate that 
there must be quite a year’s food in the country; for the Nizam’s dominions alwsxys produce 
and export a considerable surplus of food (rice and jowari or cholum). Cholum (big millet) 
is the ordinary food of the common ijeople, except in the south'^east Telugu-siieaking tracts, 
where rice and ragi are grown largely. The dealers of Hyderabad and other large marts are 
accustomed to do a large grain business. Even during the present year grain has gone and

for desiaiteh to Bo ary. southern districts may require and will get some of thc 

surplus of the northern districts. An early but small crop of cholum and lesser millets will 
be reaped in September. 

5. At Hyderabad the price of jowari (cholum) ranges from 8i to 10 seers per rupee. 
Rice is dearer. In the south cholum is 8 seers per rupee, and ragi is somewhat cheaper. To 
the noi-th of Hyderabad prices are cheaper. 

6. There have been no known cases of starvation or extreme distress. But some few 
hnndieds of persons from the Alpur taluk in the extreme south went over to the Kurnool 
relief works. On representation being made relief works were begun on the Nizam’s side of 
the border in East Raichore and also in a very few other places; and there are now (12 th 
January) about 5,000 persons on the relief works. The conation of the labourers is as yet by 
no means depressed. A gang of about 1,500 labourers on road in the Alpur taluk iu the 
eastern extremity of the Raichore Doab was inspected as*Bir Richard passed along;—men, 
women and children were all in good physical eondit^n. The Engineer in charge, Mr. 
Brandt, said that the people were much in want of worl'^ut that he had not seen any cases 
of great distress. Some hundreds of people had come ovlSr to his work from Kurnool, because 
the authorities there bad reduced their wage rate; he intended at once to reduce his rates also. 
Hitherto he had paid 3 annas a day to adult male labourers. 

7. The Relief Committee at Hyderabad expect that, at the worst season, they may have to 
give relief wages to 25,000 people in all, and that gratuitous relief in the shape of cooked 
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food may have to be distributed to destitute paupers at some ten or twelve centres. Should 
necessity arise, then organization for doing all this is ready. The Nizamis Government has 
no thought of laying in any store of grain, as the local trade will supply all needs of those who 
can buy. 

8. There are plenty of pastures to which the cattle can be driven, though these are rather 

remote from Alpur and Eastern Raichore. There will be scarcity of water in parts of this 
tract, but no absolute water famine. m 

9. Reports have been receivcsd from the Nizamis taluks bordering on the Sholapore and 
Ahmednagar district of the Bomhiiy Deeean to the effect that a largo immigration of cattle 
and men had taken jdace from those (listriets into the Nizamat ccmntry. The (Jentral Rtilief 
Committee did not accept as correct the reported numbers of those immigrants, and have order¬ 
ed further inquiry. The Revenue Secretary did not think that this teinporifry immigration 
was more than the country und«;r llis Highness the Nizam could well bear. 

10. The Nizam's Government expects to lose a good dejil of its laud revenue in the tracts 
affected by failure. Land rovtiiiiM! due for this year on fields of petty ryots, who have lost all 
their crop this season, will ordinarily be remitted ^once and for good. 

11. So far as Sir Richard Temple was able arrangements made to meet 

distress and the diagnosis of the coraingl.hroublc^ were creditable to the prudence and foresight 
of His Highness the Nizam's Govcrnnu^‘'i, 'I'he distress in the Nizamat country will be more 
limited and less serious than was at first feared, and will not, it may be hoped, aggravate the 
pressure and the trouble in the a(\joiniug British district.

By direction of Sir Richard Temple, I have the honour to srbmit copy of a memorandum 
on the condition and proKpe<;t8 of the Salem District, as asccrtiiined by him at Ins meeting with 
the Collector on the 25th January. 


Memorandum on the condition and prospects tf the Salem District, as ascertained by Sir Richard 
Temple at his meeting with the Collector, Mu. Longley, on the 2i>th January. 

The Salem district comprises 7,48.3 squ.are miles, with a population of 1,9(»6,9!I5 persons. 
It is divided into nine taluks, and about one quarter of its area consists of permanently-settled 
estates. The Madras railway passes through it from one end to (he other. 

2. The Salem district consists of two distinct sections, tlie upland section on the Mysore 
plateau, eontaining four taluks, and the lowland section containing five taluks. The rain¬ 
fall of the year was 18 inch(‘s as against an average of 30 inches, but the latter rains (October 
monsoon) have been short all over the district, averaging 2 inches only as against the usual 
fall of 10 inches. The failure has btHiii greatest in the northern or upland taluks, namely 
Dharumpuri, Oossoor, Kristnagiri, Trichengode. One taluk only, Ahtoor, which lies just 
under the hills, enjoyed a fair October rainfall, and its crops are conijuiratively good. Salem 
differs from some of the otheV coast districts, in so far that almost all its “wet" or irrigated 
land gets water from rain-ied tanks, which this year had failed entirely. Its only river 
channels come from the Can very river and irrigate 12,000 acres. The acreage under 
“ wet" crop is about 8 per cent, of the total cultivated area of the district. And the 
Collector estimates the out-turn of the year at 6 annas, or less than half an ordinary 
yield for dry cro|)s, 4 annas, or about one quarter of ordinary yield for wet crop. This would 
give something better than a 5-anna crop, or about one-third of an onlinary good yield for 
the whole district. The harvest of lust year (1875-76) was poor in the four northern taluks, 
where the failure this year is greatest. Over the rest of the district there was an 11-anna 
(about three-fourths of an ordinary yield). The harvest of 1874-75 was a bumper harvest 
all over the district. In ordinary years the Salem district exports sui-plus food; the ordinary 
food of the common people is ragi and cholum. The ryots of Salem are well-to-do; the 
revenue rate for dry crop land is about Rs. 1J per acre, for the good soil of Salem is very light. 
There is a large population of weavers, very few of whom, however, have as yet come ou the 
relief works. 

3. The marts of the district, both large and small, are fully supplied with grain. Trade 
is very active; about 9(l0 tons of food have come in by rail during the last two weeks from 
Beypore and Hadras. The Salem demand will undoubtedly continue to be supplied by private 
trade. The district roads are v£^y good. The cattle which do the cart traffic are quite dis¬ 
tinct from the^ ordinary plough caLvIe, and they belong to a class of people in the southern 
taluks who, in ordinary years, carry away the surplus grain, and now will distribute imported 
grain. Prices in Salem town are—T ‘

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4. There have heen no real cases of starvation; hut in the norlh^rn taluks helong'iDif to 

the Buh-division there was diKtrcss amoniy the poorer classes, and relit'f works wore opened 
about two months a"o. One month a^fo works were opcne<l iii the head-quarter, taluks. The 
Collector does not consider the relief labourers to be generally in a depressed phy sical cr)uditiou, 
thouirh they arc not so stout as in onlinary years. At first the n'lief labourers were paid daily 
wag-es, 2 annas a day for male adults. About three weeks ag’o task-work was inIrodueed, 
and the numbers on the works Ml from 21,00(1 to 10,000. The numbers have gone up again, 
and now about 23,000 labourers arc on the works. The labourers are paid in easli at lask-work 
rates, which are just twice as dear as the Public Works Department rates of ordinary years. 
At these rales adult males can earn alxmt 2^ annas a day if they work hard. Still, good work 
is being done, and the labourers are chiefly employed in repairing tanks which were breached 
in the cyclone ^f 1872. There is a larger and better organized staff for supervising the works 
than have been found in many districts. Besides the range oHietfrs, each taluk has two 
overseers; and the affected tracts are divided into (sircles, which arc ])!aeeil under oflleials on 
Rs. 25 a month, who are drawn from the tahsil staff or from pensioned (rovernment servanls. 
The Amins of the Survey Department are doing good work. I’lie Collector wants more 

European supervisors for his works, such pensioned sergeants who know Tamil. Bengal 
officers who do not know the language would lot be A useful. 

5. The ('ollector exjiects that he may have a ma^inum of from 70,000 to 80,000 persons 
on the works by tbe middle of April, if things turn out badly. If r.ain were 1x) fall in Feb¬ 
ruary, then there would be a great reduction in the numl>ei’K on the works, for the beds of 
the tanks would be sown with chulum which would ripen in May. Government have allowed 
these tank beds to be cnltivabal this year at the dry rate of assessment. If the rains 
which usually full in April should Ihj favourable, then the number on relief works will mate¬ 
rially decrease in the m«)uth of May. 

0. About 8,000 people are receiving gratuitous relief at the State cost; the numbers 
increased when task-work was introduced, and some hundreds hav'c come over from the Coim¬ 
batore and North Arcot distrijits. The rw^ipients are being collected into four camps, where 
they are kept breaking stones all day, and are not allowed to go home. Eventually, the nutnber of 
such camps may, if things get much worse, increase to 9 or 11. The Collector re(pli^^s more 
dressers (Native Doctors) to help in suiiervising these camps. The cost of this gratuitous 
relief will probably be kept down to one anna a head per diem; and there will be the value of 
what work the people do to set against this charge. 

Gratuitous relief is also being given through the village officials (Aloonsiffs and Karnams,) . 
who temjwrarily relieve casual cases of distress and send in the bill to the tahsildar. The 
Collector is not tjuito satisfied that this money is being well spent; but he .si*es no altertiative 
way of preventing e.asnal cas(!s of starvation in outlying villages. The village officials are 
now rather badly off themselves, for, as the land revenue is not corning in, they do not get 
their percent,age thereon. The Collector proposes to j»ay them out of the savings of the 
village oflicials' fund” of previous years, and so to secure their hearty eo-oj»eratiotr. 

7. The cattle of the Salem district are as yet fairly well olf. Many have been driven to 
the Shervaroy hills and to the other hills with which the district is studded. They will jn-ob- 
ably get through the present crisis snflieieitUy well. 

8. Mbitor also is still near the surface in wells all over the district, except in the 
Dhanirnpuri taluk, where there will he dearth hut not absolnte^want of water. 

y. it has heen proposed that lOj lakhs out of a total land revonne of 22^ lakhs shonld 
be suspended or remitted. The Colle(!l,or says that the revenue custom of the Miulras I’l-esi- 
<lency is to remit and not to suspend land reveime due in respect of land whereon tire ci-op 
has failed. Bnt he also admits that in the case of dry crop lands, whei-eou the land revenue 
is very light, the ryots could certainly pay this year's balance out of the profits they mav 
make on good crojrs during the next two years. He fur’ther says that, thorrgh the sltar-e of 
the “ wet" assessment which may be reckoned as rent for w:rtor could no( Ire collected on 
account of a year when tanks were dry, still the dry rate might be collectod on “ wet crojr ” 
lands. 

In regard to the theory that remissions and not suspensions of hind revenue are the 
custom of the Madras revenue Bj'sfem, 1 may note here that 1 learn to-day in Madras that 
the instructions to assessing officers direct that 20 per cent, be deducted from the full revenue 
rate in making assessments, so as to leave the ryots a m.argin for had seasons; and it is 
stated in those instructions that remissions will not hereafter be granted on dry ci-oj) laud. 

I cannot learn that any distinct provision of law, or any engagement witli the r 3 'ots exists, 
whereby Government would be bound to grant remissions, instead of suspensions, of the land 
revenue which the ryots may this year be unable to pay.

may yet be important diseussions on details, yet I trust that there is general accord in principle. 
1 have to acknowledge, in the strongest teinis, the kind way in which I have lx*eu met by the 
Madras Government and by all its officials, and the generous support 1 have received from 
thorn. 1 must also bear witness to the zeal, devotion and humanity with which lire relief 
ojrerations have been undertaken in this Presidency. m

I have the honour to acknowledge the receij^rof your letter No. 1, of the 5th instant, 
conveying the instructions of the Government ujj^tidia, that the restriction which had pre¬ 
viously been placed on the organizationiind cotf .nqncement of large works to afford relief 
during the present distress in this Pro5^‘.eiicy has, under certain conditions, been removed. 

2. Ono of these conditions is, that no works shall bo undertaken unless, in each case, 
this Government is satisfied by evidence, which it considers sufficieut,{that delay in commenc¬ 
ing work will involve serious danger to the lives of the people. On this point all that can 
be said is that the autumn and spring crops over a large area in this Presidency have almost, 
it not entirely, failed, while in other parts they have been extremely scanty j that the prices 
of food grains have consciiueutly risen to an abnormal height; that the mass of the people 
are very poor; and that those who usually depend on the product of their own small 
holdings, or on agricultural, or other, lalxmr, for subsistence, aro now deprived of their 
means of livelihood, and would probably fall into very great strmts, and starve, if aid were 
not given to them in some shape. 

3. In the early part of the season, before there had been time to organize any relief 
works, the uneasy movements of the people indicated, if not great distress, at least antici¬ 
pations of it. In some districts signs of disorder manifested themselves, and had the people 
been of a less patient and docile temperament, they would probably have broken out into 
serious rioting. When relief works were opened, numbers flocked to them, notwithstanding 
that the wages offered were more than 30 per cent, lower than the wages of ordinary years, 
and that the price of food-grain was over 100 per cent, higher. Under these conditions, 
there are now upwards of 300,000 persons seeking employment on relief works, the mass of 
whom, this Government believe, would suffer the most serious privation, and many of whom 
would probably perish, if employ^ment were not given to them; while it is quite certain, that 
but for the relief offered them, agrarian disorders, dacoities, and crime of every description 
would prevail, and the country would be greatly disorganized. 

4'. If these main facts be considered by the Government of India as supplying the 
evidence required by them, Hi.s Excellency in Council will, I am desired to say, consider that 
he is free to act under the authoriiy which has been conditionally given to him : if these 
iacts are not held to bo suffiSient to establi.sh the case. His Excellency in Council begs that 
it may be so intimated to him, in order that he may pause until he is in a position to offer 
more conclusive testimony. 

5. His Excfdleucy in Council, I am dosipd to add, has repeatedly expressed his sense 
of the necessity for the most ligid economy, and has endeavoured to practise it, to the extent 
be considered permissible under the instructions given him in paragraph 19 of your letter. 
No. 365 of the 25th October last, viz., that he should “ exercise the discretion vested in 
him so as to prevent any loss of the lives of Her Majesty’s subjects without incurring an 
expenditure of public money in excess of the necessities of the case.” His Hxcellency in 
Council feels strongly that the obligation which rests on him of properly and economically 
administering the public funds, is not Jess in degree, though it may be less in extent, than 
the obligation which rests on the Government of India itself ; that in fact, in common with 
all other public officers administering the resources of the State, it is his duty to enforce 
such careful and prudent economy as may be compatible with good and efficient Govern¬ 
ment. It is, therefore, no small cause of satisfaction to His Excellency to find that not 
only this principle, but also all the others which he has endeavoured to enforce from the 
commencement for dealing with this famine, is adopted by the Government of India, and 
embodied in their letter of instructions to Sir Richard Temple. There is, however, un¬ 
doubtedly one exception of tbal^tmost importance. This Government has been acting 
on the assumption that no perCft was to be allowed to die of starvation if the Government 
could prevent it. But the letter to Sir Richard Temple says, “ even for an object of such 
paramount importance as the pre-s^'^tion of life, it is obvious that there are limits which aro 
imposed upon ns by the facts which we have to deal.” The Government of India 
cannot fail to appreciate the extent to which this limitation, however sound in itself, must 
increase the responsibility of the L< ;ai Government in controlling relief operations. 

0. I am now to state that, subject to the stipulation made in my 4th paragraph. His 
Excellency in Council proposes to proceed with the following works, as soon as he is satisfied 
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that ihe time has arrived for providing the means of relief which those works are calculated 
to afford : — 

((t.) The Malaej Gliaut. 

\b.) The Nira Canal .—On the subject of this work, I am to refer you \o page 5 of the 
Statement which accompanied my No. 309 C. W.—1110, of tlio 23rd ultimo. 
The complete project is ready and will be submitted, together with a proposal for 
the modification of the entire scheme to secure a canal for monsoon irrigation as 
a distinct project tdiifford I'elief. This modified scheme is calculated to cost 
Es. 19,52,000 to provide water for the irrigation of 56,H4!) acres, and to yield a 
not revenue, of 4'4' per cent. This work will provide employment for about 
30,000 people for six months. The line of canal traverses the Purandhur, Bhim- 
tharkand ladapur 'J’alukas of the Poon.a Collectorate, one of the drye.st parts 
of tne Deccan. There are already over 30,000 persons employed on small scat¬ 
tered works under tlic Collector, for whom it is most difficult to find profitable 
employment. 

{r.) DIkuhI and Ahmeflnngar Ttoad .—This work is already in progress and cannot be 
stoppo J; on the contrary, it be necessary to grant further funds for it, when 
the amount already allotted—fi«i wbkA a sum of Rs. 20,000 was temporarily 
transferred to the continuation of thejlaino ro.'id north of Aluneduagar—has 
been expended. There are. now employ* upon it 4,378 people. 

UL) j\!eta.llinff the main line helirccn Poona and Hnrryhur. —Tliis road traverses the 
(kjllecloratcs of Poona, Eelgaiim, and Dliarwar and the Stiito of Kolhaitur. 
'I'lie work will prol>ahly ho required for ext»‘nsivo relief later in the season. It 
has the advantage of being placed in a part of the Presidency, where the local 
tlistress is not great, where tlie water-supply is ample, and where communica¬ 
tion, and consequently food transport, is easy. It is a work, also, that can be 
stopped at any moment without involving any after liaVnlity, and, on these 
grounds, it is one ])eculiarly fitted for relief purposes. This Government have 
alvva^^s reckoned t)n tliis work as affording a large reserve for relief purposes; 
utid, under the authority now granted in yemr letter under reply, will hold them¬ 
selves at liberty ^to proceed with it, when occasion arises, to any extent that may 
he needed. 

(c.) DholkheAr and Bellary Road. —Under the authority granted in your letter, this 
woik will he proceeded with to the extent of the original grant, or to a greater 
extent should it he iioccssar}’ to do so. It is not known to this Government tluit 
there are many cro.ss.roads in the Kaladgi Collectorate requiring imf»rovcmcut. 
f'ertainly, there are no such cross-road.s, whicli would he more useful than the 
completion of this ihrougli line, or wltich would afford hotter means of relieving 
the distressed persons of the district. It is not at this stage (and it is believed 
that the (iovorninent of India will admit this to he the case) desirable to provide 
work for the people at their very doors. Tke vast nutuher of persons—some of 
whom are not thought to be in groat distress—which the prosecution of stuull 
scattered works have brought on the hands of .this Government, are the cause of 
great anxiety, and His Excellency in Council has adopted every means that have 
suggested themselves to him to put a stop to this ni^il, short of organizing the 
relief works on a more eflicient and concentrated scale, and this, in cousecjuence 
of the orders he has received, he li.as hitherto been unable to do to the extent 
that he cetfsidored desirable and necessary. 

7. Small cro.ss-roads are, for the reasons just stated, ol)j(!ctionahle, and, for the same rea¬ 
son, minor lank-clearances are not advisable. Good enough at an early stage of distress 
when the numbers of rqiplicants for relief arc not large, these small roads and clearances are 
unprofitable at an after period, when strict and complete organization Itecoraes imperative 
to save great waste of public funds. The small tanks have tilso this inherent disadvantage 
that they are useless as regards prospective droughts unless they can he cleared (as is very 
seldom the case) to hohl two or more year’s sup])ly. A tivnk, containing only one year’s 
8upplj% is useless in season of drought wlien it does not fill, and it is not very greatly needed 
in good seasoms. Large irrigation works, especially tanks and storage reservoirs, which 
contain two or more year’s supply are, perhaps, the most suitable works to undertake for 
famine relief, not only because they u.sually involve heavy earth-work.s, but because they 
tend in their immediate neighbourhood to pervent a recurrence of dionght; such works 
usually cost more than Rs. 30,000, and His Excellency in Council now ackn«)w]edgos grate¬ 
fully the removal of the restriction that had previously been placed upon this class of works. 
Were it in his power, His Excellency in Council woultjAgladly undertake works of this 
character in preference to any others, but it is difficult*o find suitable locations, for it is 
only a concurrence of favourable circumstances as refmrds rain-fall, cofiguratiou of ground, 
and the like, that renders works of this class possib!^ It is a foitunate circumstance that 
the investigations of former years have placed within^ach a few of such works on the 
present occasion. 

S. In addition to the tank works, which have al^Hy been undertaken. His Exigency 
in Council will, as occasion arises, proceed under the authority now given with the 
following.— 

The ShcM-soful. Mullet, and Patus tanks in the Poona Collectorate. 

The Ojliar Canal extension in the Ahmeduagar Collcctorjitc. 
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The Doni tank in the Dharwar Collectorate. 

The Banknari tank in the Kalad^i Collectorate. 

The Krishna Canal extension in the Satara Collectorate. 

The Chunkapur tank in the Nasik Collectorate. 

The Bhokur and Dymel tanks in the Khandesh Collectorate. 

9. Information as regards thcso works is given in the Statement which accompanied my 
No. 8(19 C. W.—1110, of the 23rd Dccemher, and I am to^ Jd, that as regards tlm Bhokur 
tank, that the work now contemplated is not the largo project which was before the Govern¬ 
ment of India in 1873, and d(3ferred from want of funds— vide tlio Government of India’s 
letter, Ptiblic Works Department, No. 9711, of 23nd November 1873—but a smaller scheme 
involving the restoration of atj old irrigation work, calculated to cost about Rs. 84,000, 
nearly the whole of which is for earth-works, and to secure a probable neti.teveimo of .5 per 
cent. In addition to this work, it may also become necessary to nndortake the Gokak Canal 
in the Belgauin Collectorate, which was not included in (he original programme of works by 
this Government. This canal, for which there are complete plans and estimate, is calculated 
to cost Rs. 9,63,307, and it will carry water su(Ty'’^jnt for the irrigation of 38,300 acres. 

10. I am now to observe that should the (l^l'ress in this Presidency continue to increase, 
and should the measures whicli have htPn iuloptJed by this Government, as regards the labour 
and wages tests, and the curefnl exaif^^nation of applicants for relief, not have tho effect of 
checking the rapid accumulation of ])orsons on relief works?, it will become necessary to under¬ 
take still more extensive operations than any of those adverted to above, and the only effec¬ 
tual measures which suggest themselves to thi.s Government are the commencement of the 
Dhond and Muumar Chord line, connecting the two branches of the Great Indian Penin¬ 
sula Rail above tho Ghauts, and the Karwar and Bellary Railway. A proposition has already 
been before the Government of India as regards the first-named work, and has been rejected 
by them ; but it is understood from paragraph 8, sub-head a., of your letter, No. 531, of tho 
18th'December, and also from the general tenor of your letter, now under reply, that the Govern¬ 
ment of India are not unwilling to re-open the subject, should occasion arise for doing so. 

' 11. Not to encumber the text of this letter, 1 am directed to attach a memorandum 

Respecting each of these Railways, containing information as regards its co.st ami conditions 
of execution, as well as the extent of relief it is calculated to stfford, and 1 am to add the 
following observations. 

12. Tho Dhond and Munmar Railw’ay will afford ready means of relief in 3 districts, 
Nasik, Ahmednagar, and Poona, in which there arc already 99,273 persons cinjiloyed on 
relief works, many of which are small and over-crowdod. It will also afford relief to the 
people of Sholapnr, where there are already 1,18,700 labourers on the relief rolls. 

13. On tlie earth-works of this railway, relief labourers can be properly organized, 
supervised, and tasked, and the lino is admirably situated .as regards food and water-supply. 
If even it be considered unadvi.sable for tho pre.sent to carry out the Line to completion, 
it would still, in the opinion of this Government, be better to undertake the earth-works, 
which, at some period, will be worth the full amount of money that may now bo spent upon 
them, rather than to fritter away an equal sum on uselc.ss works, such as cross-roads and tank 
clearances, which are not needed : bn the earth-works of tliis railwaj', a fair proportionate 
Feturn for the money .spent ^n Vkj .secured, which cannot ho done on scattered village works. 

14. Of course His Exc^ency in Council would greatly prefer to seo the Chord Lino 
commenced and completed without check or stoppage, hut if this einnot be at pre.sent done, 
it would still be a mo.asure preferable in every re.spoct, and economical as regards tho further 
prosecution of a work, which, some day or other, must be done, to employ the persons, for 
whom Government must find occupation, in making the cuttings, which will remain for 
years without deterioration, and throwing up the emViankmcuts whicli will also stand with¬ 
out material loss or damage, if stopped short of tho influence of flood-water at tho river 
crossings, and if protected at such points., 

15. Apart from the great and obvious political and military advantage of connecting 
the two great branches of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway above the Ghauts, and thus 
connecting the whole Northern and Southern system of railway communication of India, 
there is this further consideration that, in the event of famine or scarcity prevailing in any 
part of India at a future period, such as now prevails in the Southern part of the Continent, 
this Chord Line would lie of very great value. 

16. The experiences of tho present season are sufficiont to establish this point. The 
Great Indian Peninsula Railway, chiefly from having been compelled to work an enormous 
traffic over botli its weak points—the Ghaut inclines—has been unable to deal effectually 
with tho grain that has come upo*' it. Engine and waggon stock have run short, there has not 
been enough station and sidinP*^ accommodation, and the staff has proved insufficient, 
especially as regards engine drives. The Railway has carried 857 tons of grain per diem 
on an average for 82 days, nearly the whole of which has been forced down tho Thull and 
tip the Bhore Ghauts; it is still cat^^^g at the same rate, and it may bo safely said that if 
the Chord Line from Dhond to Munil '• had been in existence, the railway would have been 
able to convey double the quantit■'’^^Alla.s done to the affected districts, and would also 
have enabled the traders to deliver cheaper rates. Much too of the valuable food-grain 
stated to have been recently damaged and destroyed by rain in the North-Western Provincest 
would have been preserveii to its owners, and for tho use of the people suffering from dis¬ 
tress. This grain, as the Government of India is aware, had accumulated at stations were 
there was insufficient shelter for it, having been offered in such quantities that the Railway 
could not cany it away. 
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17. What has proved to be the case ns regards the grain trafllc may, some day, operate 
as regards Military movemeats; and should any such occasion arise, the necessity of dealing 
with two such obstructions, as the Ohaut Inclines, may be found to exert a very detrimental, 
possibly a fatal, influence on movements that may be of the utmost impoitance. 

18. The line from Dhond to about 10 miles north of Ahmednagar has been finally 
located and is approved by this Government, the further portion has been surveyed, but not 
yet finally located ; this cam however, be done while the first portion is under construction. 

19. The Karwar and Bellary Railway has already formed the sulijoct of a correspond¬ 
ence, which ended with the Government of India No. 2183 R, dated 5th September 187<l!, 
estimates have been framed, and the line has been surveyed. On the subject of this Rail¬ 
way, I am to refer you to my letter. No. 367 (Railway), dated 16th Mtirch 1874. All neces¬ 
sary detiiils r^arding that portion of the line which is suitable for nmeting the present emer¬ 
gency in the way of relief, are comprised in the accompanying memorandum. 

20. It is believed that the Madras Government are desirous of unth^rtaking the earth¬ 
works of this line, as a means of providing employment for distressed persons in the Bellary 
and the adjoining districts. The worl^as, therefore, the merit that it would materially 
aid two or more districts in two PresidSmes, and when completctl, it would not only, as has 
been shown in the previous discussions i^espcc'Jto it, be a valuable commercial lino of 
communication likely to return fair interest on «y money borrowed for its construction, 
but in future seasi>n of scarcity or famine in tho^Soutiicrn M.aliaratta Gountry, it would 
greatly add to the power of the Government and of the people to deal with, and meet 
failure of crops. 

21. In Dharwar there are already 30,000 people on relief works; in Belgaum 27,000, 
and in Kaladgi 41,000, and these numbers are increasing, and, jrrobably, will continue to 
increase. 

22. His Excellency in Council does not, I am desired to say, propose the immediate 
commencement of this work, though there is reason to apprehend that, if not commenced 
shortly, many small scattered works must be undertaken, on which it is probable that much 
money may be wasted. 

23. It is probable, however, that the Government of India will be inclined to deal with 
this question on a general review of the measures to be adopted in both this Presidency and 
in Madras; and I am, therefore, desired to sny that this Government will be prepared to carry 
out their portion of the line on learning from the Government of India that they have per¬ 
mission to do so, and they are of opinion that it would be a wise and prudent measure to 
commence it at an early date. 

24. Should the Dhond and Manmar and the Karwar and Bellary Ririlways, either or 
both, be undertaken, it will be necessary for this Government to indent on the Government 
of India for officers to form the Engineering Staff that will be required to properly super¬ 
vise and carry out the works. 

25. As regards the 5th paragraph of your letter, I am to state that His E.vcellency in 
Council understands that tho stipulation it contains would not apply to works of imperial 
character, such as tho Dhond and Manmar Chord Rail Line, and the Karwar and Bellary 
Railway ; and as regards tho rest, I am to observe that, in applying to them any principle 
which the Government of India may deem equitable in respect to provincial responsibility 
for meeting the charges for Extraordinary Public Works, it >i41l not be forgotten that these 
works are not voluntarily undertaken by this Presidency, but have been forced upon it under 
circumstances which have left its Government no choice but to undertake an outlay, which, 
on other similar unhappy occasions, has been met, and provided for mainly as a charge 
against the General Imperial Revenue of the Empire. 

26. In conclusion, I am to add that it is of tho utmost importance that this Govern¬ 
ment should be informed, at the earliest possible date, whether or not the Government of 
India are prepared to permit the commencement, when needed, of either or both of the two 
Railways, as, in tho event of refusal, this Government will be immediately obliged to 
apply itself to tho very difiicult task of seeking for the means of other suitable employment 
for very large bodies.

2. With reference to its 3rd, 4th, and 5th paragraphs, I am to state that it 
was the intention of Uis Excellenoy the Governor General in Council to leave 
entirely to tho judgment of tlA Government of Bombay, the question to bo 
decided in each particular caseP^n its own merits, whether tho commencement 
of relief works is or is not necessa\ ’ ^ On this point, therefore, it need only 
now he added that His ExcellencV n Council leaves the matter to tho Govern¬ 
ment of Bombay, witli complete cl',; fidenco not only that it will be -decided 
rightly, but that a M'ise economy, /g; istent with the duty of giving comidoto 
protection to the lives of tho peopL, will be practised. 
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3. The views stated in paragraphs 6 to 9 of your letter are generally 
approved by the Government of India. 

4. With regard to the Dhond and Munmar Railway, referred to in para¬ 
graphs 10 to 18 of your letter No.42E. of 23rd ultimo, the Governor General in 
Council authorizes the commencement of the work, if, in the opinion of the 
Government of Bombay, this course becomes urgently necessary in consequence 
of more extensive relie^works being required than those actually in progress. 
Work should, however, as far as may be practicable, be commenced only on those 
portions of the undertaking which, as noted in paragraph 14 of your letter, can 
be carried out without necessarily committing the Government to the immediate 
oompletioiFof.thc line when the present difficulties have ceased. The Govern¬ 
ment of India is not at the present time able to decide finally whether this line 
can bo taken in hand with a view to completing the work. 

6. With reference to paragraphs 19 to 23 of your letter regarding the 
Earwar and Bellary Railway, t?% questions'connected with which are consi¬ 
dered by you to be somewhat less^rgentjy pressing, the Government of India* 
will immediately place itself in commun^tiou with the Government of Mad¬ 
ras and Sir Richard Temple on the subject, and the Bombay Government will 
be informed of the result with the least practicable delay. 

0. With regard to the 25th paragraph of your letter, I am to state that the 
Bombay Government is right in assuming that the stipulations to which you refer 
would not apply to works of an imperial character, such as the Dhond and Mun¬ 
mar line; and the Governor-General in Council fully admits the justice of the 
remark that, in applying hereafter any rules that may be laid down in regard 
to the enforcement.of provincial responsibility for meeting the charges for 
Extraordinary Public Works, due regard must be had to the special circum¬ 
stances under which some of these works may be undertaken in the Bombay 
Presidency. _

8. Captain Bisset has entered with energy and discretion upon the duty of remedying the 
block In railway-borne grain traffic iuto the famiue-striekea districts, lie has sliuwu that, to- 
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a considerable extent, the want of power on tlie Madras Railway has re-acted upon the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway, and has impeded the tran8j)ort of surplus grain from Hindustan 
and Central I iidja into the southern districts. Without following Captain Bissct through the 
n hole of his narrative, it will sutTice to note briefly the several points to which he draws special 
ntlention, and to state Sir Ricfhard Temi)le’s remarks and suggestions upon each. 

The points are:— 

/.—The (Jreai Indian Peninsula Railway should again begl\ to book grain through to 
stations on the Madras Line at the rate of 90 wagons per diem, and should be 
ready to increase that rate up to 130 wagons a day, as soon as the Madras 
Railway is able to take and dispose of a larger number, 

Itfajor-Goneral Kennedy, on receipt of a telegram from Sir Richard Temple* replied thus 
“ Booking through to Madras stations was re-opened ou 2:ird .January. If it is considered 
advisable, only ninety suitable waginis will be worked into Ralchore daily. But Agent and 
Traffic Manager state that booking cannot in practice be limited. Surplus beyond ninety 
wagons must be dealt with when possilile by Madras Ri»'*avay.” 

It therefore apjicars that the stream of through-b^.Ued grain has begun to come on the 
Madras Railway. If this stream is to be prorf' dy dcak wdth and to be kept up, then the Madras 
railway must lose no time in strengthening its pow'cr of dealing with the grain traffic from 
the north. And the modes in which, accoi’diug to Sir Rich.^i'd Temple's judgment, the increase 
of power can be best attained are indicated at points HI, IV, VI, VJI and VIII below. 

II,—-The booking of grain by the Great Indian Peninsula Railway to liaichore with 
a view to its being re-booked there for Rellary and other Madras stations should 
he discouraged. 

General Kennedy in the same telegram R.ays “ Booking is not now limited to Raichore. 
Great Indian Peuinsul.i Railway is doing all in its power. Remeily must be found in Madras 
where it is suggested effective remedy must be applied.” Ou this poi;it Sir Richard Temple 
has only to express his hope that the Great Indian Peninsula Railway will as little as possible 
have recourse to the practice of booking to Raichore grain intended for stations further south, 
and thereby blocking the joint station. But then the Madras Railway must in its turn receive, 
work off and return the Great Indian Poniiisula Railway W'agons promptly and regularly; 
or else there will be risk of the Groat Indian Peninsula Railway Traffic Department again 
r(!sovtiog to the practice of refusing to book u])-country consignments beyond liaichore. At 
points III, IV, VI, VII and Vlll below wdll be noticed some of the ste]>s wliieli must be 
j>romj)tly taken 1.o enable the Madras Railway to fulfd the reasonable demands of the Great 
Indian Peninsula Iliiilway. , 

IIT.—Additional sidings should be pat in at the liaichore station, so as to facilitate 
prompt disjwsal of trains. 

His Grace the Governor of Madras in Council has been pleased to order the immediate 
c<)nstruction of these sidings. 

IV. -—Crossing stations should be made, so as to divide the long runs and facilitate trafie 

between the sfatidfL::,of — 

Kosgee to Adoui. 

Adoni to Auspree. 

Auspree to Naneheerla. 

Gondicul to Veerapore, . 

His Grace the Governor of Madras in Council has been pleased to order the immediate 
construction of these crossing stations. 

V. —The Great Indian Peninsula Railway should be requested to observe and fulfil the 

following requirements, namely: 

(a) to deliver up to and not more than the Madras Railway can remove, and 
to load through grain in suitable wagons. 

(b) to mauhal their trains regularly and to marshal the covered cotton 
wagons {if any are sent) all together. 

(c) to give the Madras Railway earlier notice of the trains ordered to 

Raichore and of their load. 

Sir Richard Tein[)lc would suggesl that the Government of Bombay may be pleased to 
impress these requirements upon the A\jut and Traffic Manager of the Great Indian Peninsula 
Railway and to take such steps as may 
with the view of securing compliance. I' 

VI. —The Madras Railway should ^ -equested to observe and fulfil the following require- 

meni namely — 

(a) to keep the Great .—n Peninsula Railway informed how many through 
hooked wagons they can take and promptly dispose of daily. 

Sir Richard Temple would suggest that the Madras Government may be pleased to 
impress this requirement upon the Agent and Traffic Manager of the Madras Railway, and 
to take such steps as may seem fitting to secure compliance. 


Excellency the Governor in Council seem fit 
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yjI.—TAe despatch of additional engines from the Coast section to the Itaichore section of 
the Madras Railway, so as io enable the Railtoag Companj to receice from the 
Great Indian Peninsula Railway and dispose of 150 foagons daily at the 
earliest possible date. 

Oq this point Sir Richard Temple would remark that he is aware how large a quantity 
of grain is waiting at Madras for despatch to the famine districts, and that all the engines on 
the Coast section have full worj there. But he would explain that if three extra engines can 
he despatched to the llaichore section, they will, if the Great Indian Peninsula Ihiilway deliver 
150 wagons daily at Raicliore, be able to carry into the famine districts of Bcllary and 
Cuddapah nearly twice as much grain as they could deliver from the Madras terminus. Fur¬ 
thermore, much o£ the grain coming from the north is of a cheaper and more sustaining kind 
than the rice whicli is being sent up from the sea-coast. And moreover, these northern grains, 
cholum (jowari), and cumboo (bajra) are the natural ordinary food of the poorer classes in the 
Cedf-d Districts, whereas those people in ordinary years hardly eat rice at all. 

Under all these circumstances Sir Richard Temple earnestly recommends to the Madras 
Government that additional engines should ^ detached from the coast section to work, for the 
next three or four weeks, on the Raiehore seil^n. At the end of that time the extra engines, 
for the construction of which at Bombay Captain Bis/kt has provided, will be ready. The new 
engines can work on the Raiehore section, while «/e additional engines belonging to the 
Coast section of the M.adras Railway can return to that section and work on tiie Arconum 
section. 

Yin. —The improvement and strengthening of the telegraph staff on the Madras Railway, 
so as to facilitate the expected heavy trafic and prevent avoidable accidents. 

Sir Richard Temple would invite the attention of the Madras Government to this require¬ 
ment, and would suggest that the Madras Railway Agent bo pressed to take immediate steps 
to strengthen and irnjn-ovc the telegraph arrangements and staff on his line. 

JX.—The early doublhg of the 35 miles of railway from Ambatoor near Madras to the 
Arconum junction. 

Sir Richard Temple has had the honour of conferring with Ilis Grace the Governor on 
this suhjeet, and lie lias caused the apjiended sketch to bo drawn up showing the weight of 
grain traffic, which probably should come upon this section of the lino. The Arconum section, 
it, may bo remeinborod, has to feed the two linos which bifurcate northwards to 1 he Ceded Districts 
and southwards towards North Arcot and Bangalore. Sir Richard ff’cmple considers that if 
this lino can now be doubled-without impediment to the working of the grain traffic, and if 
the doubling could be compltfted within six weeks or two mouths, then it ought to lic under¬ 
taken and to be begun at once.

Narrative of inspections made by Captain Bisset, R ,E., who deputed to investigate and 
suggest remedies for the block in grain traffic between Norilmn India and the famine dis¬ 
tricts of the South. 

Khandwa, 19th January.—Ahont 200 tons of grain arc waiting for despatch j some for 
Madras line (Adoni) has been detained for some weeks. 

About 100 tons a week have been forwarded from Holkar Railway, but none now accepted 
by Madras. 

On the Ist January there were about 13,000 tons of grain lying at the stations in this 
Dwtrict Tmffir Sujioriiitenacnt’B district, which extends from Nagijore to Nandgaum, and in 
Office, Bhosawnl, 19th Jiuiwu-y. addition to this there were 1,000 wagons standing loaded for 

the south-eastern district, i. e., Lanowlee to Raiehore and Madras Railway. 

The accumulations at the stations increased up 
to a maximum of over 17,000 tons on the 13th, 
and are on this date 15,500 tons, of which 8,500 
tons are at Nagjwe itself. 

It appears to mo that open preference is given 
to cotton and linseed over grain and other seeds.

There is ample material for'sidings in store, and both the Government and the railway 
officers are ready to put them in as soon as there are any signs of their being wanted. 

The powers of the railways have now been traced from 
the sources of supply to Raichore, and the powers of the 
Madras Railway have now to be considered. 

If no other circumstance had to be considered than the interval between stations, the line 
should be able, notwithstanding two or three long runs, to pass about 9 trains a day. 

But the long runs of 18, 12 and 14 miles which follow ecich other from Kosgee to Adoni, 
Adoni to Auspree, and Auspree to Nemcherla, should in my opinion be divided by crossing 
stations. 

Whether the long run of 18 miles between Goondacul and Vurapoor on the Bellary branch 
should be divided, or not, depends upon the number of trains required for Bellary.

1. 'I'he want of proper’ marshaling of the trains brought in from tlie Bombay line gives 
a great deal of trouble at Raichorc.

This is a grave calamity. It not. only harasses traders. 
Interruption to through booking. but it adds to the cost of transport, and to the time occupied 

in transport. 

It thus diminishes the powers of the railways. 

I have deferred my remarks on this subject till now, because it is at Raichorc that its 
evil effects are most prominent. 'I'he yard is now filled with grain, which has been brought to 
Raichorc and stopped there, chiefly because of the interrui)tij^j^ through booking.

The grain blocks the yard, occuj)ies valuable space, and 
demands infinitely more work and attention than if it was 
booked through in suitable wagons. 

Some of the grain certainly belongs to Raichorc mer¬ 
chants, but much wanted to go on to Ailmii, and all of it now 
w.mts to go on, as the prices liere have fallen to 10 seers and 
lOi seers per rupee. 


As there is no obstacle now to a limited amount of through bookitig, I despatched the 
Kaichore.uih Januarn. following telegram to both the Gencnd 'rrafflo Manager, 


Great Indian Peninsula Railway, and the Consulting Engineer 
for Railways, Bombay:— 

“Raichore crowded with grain, booked locally from 
your side, but intended to go on. This is a serious evil. Stop this and rc-o])en through book¬ 
ing as far as Gooty and Bellary, distributing the 90 wagons which Madras can probably take 
daily in such a way as to keep private trade moving, at the time avoiding rushes.” 

I have sent a letter in vonjtinuation, inviting attention to 
the Nagpur district, an'’^rihough I do not tliink it is pos¬ 
sible to clear any^istmt*l’|without neglecting another equally 
important one, I IjjanJthat the cquitabif! distribution of the 
wagons according tO, te register of consignments, and the re¬ 
opening of through Jloking on the limited scale now pos¬ 
sible, will restore ideneq to the private traders. 

After visiting Madras I shall bo able to report i:... soon the limit of 90 wagons can he 
enlarged; and I trust that the powers of the Maaras line may soon be equal to a larger

On my journey here I found everywhere, from Poona onw^s, that carnage was wanted 
for grain to the Madras line ; and I learnt from Mr. Hamilton Maxwell of Bombay, whom I 
met at Shahabad on his return from Hyderabad, that the same demand exis^ there and 
espcoially at Dlyirur, where the merchants were particularly anxious to get their grain on to 
Bellary. t

Now 150 wagons a day from the Great Indian Peninsula Railway will bring in 1,050 
tons, or say 1,000 tons, and this leaves to be provided from Madras 200 tons a d.'iy. 

’ 8. The districts in class B arc not quite so distressed; three previous harvests and present 
harvests were better; and it will be quite safe to estimate that one-half of the ])opulation will 
he fed from old stocks of food. There remains one-half, who will liut imported grain. Of this 
demand probably one-tbird will be met from the west coast and from Negapatam ; and thus 
two-thirds of the half, or one-third of the whole seven millions, i. e., 2i miilious, must he fed 
from Madras. And they will require at the rate of 400 tous a day per million (say)

5. Now the s<>ction from Madras to Arconum can (so the Railway anthorities say) do at 
• pinch 0,000 tous a week, and the}' cau do comfortably 7,20U tons a week. Thus, even if they 
worked quite smoothly, if there were no hitch, and if the supply of grain went on contiiiiiouBly, 
the Madras Railway from the sea to Arconum could first, by working full power, do the duty 
required of it. But, practically, things do not always work smoothly and continuously. 
Storms in May may prevent the landing of grain, and the quantity sent up during March and 
April ought, to be more than the mere 1,200 tons diem. It therefore seems that, to guard 
against possible disaster, the line to Arconum should be doubled and the work should be done 
at once.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 41, dated 27th January and 
accompaniments, and, in forwarding copy of a report dated ■‘ilst idem from the Consulting 
Engineer for ILnilways, to observe that thguGreat Indian .Peninsula Railway Company appears 
tb be doing all that can be demanded of i.jjjnd even more. The failure to deal with the traffic 
jtt Ralchore on the part of the Madras Raii,^a;f Cq'np.any is what at present prevents more 
grain being carried to the Madras famine districts, « Id the Great Inditiu Peninsula, as is quite 
manifest, could not afford more help, by doing less, i. e., by limiting the traffic. So long 
however as the Madras Railway fails to carry aw.iy from Raichore what the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway brings, the grain must accumulate there; and if a block of wagons results, 
as was the case early in January, the work of the entire Grc.at Indian Peninsula line and of 
Hnes working into it as well as the special grain traffic for Madras is more or less impeded. 
The only ])lan to adopt under such cireumstanecs is to stop furtlier accumulation, clear the block 
and release the stock as soon as possible by emptying the wagons. There is this to be said 
that grain intended for the Madras Presidency accumulated at Raichore is so much nearer its 
destination than it would ha.ve been if the Great Indian Peninsula Railway had not brought it 
down at all, but the inconvenience is very serious, and every possible means should be taken to 
induce the Madras Railway Company to strengthen this weak link in the chain.

Tiik Consulting Engineer for Railways has the honour to report as follows on points 
Nos. I, II and V in Sir 11. Temjjle’s Memorsindum dated 27th January. 

I. Tlic Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company recommenced booking grain through 


to stations on the JIadras line on the 23rd January; orders have been given not to send 
more than 90 through wagons into Raichore daily for the present, and to keep back loaded 
wagons in excess of this number; but the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company are prepared 
if necessary to increase the number to 150 wagons a day or more; and while they will do all 
in their power to regulate the despatch of wagons, they represent that they cannot control 
the daily consignments of grain for the M.-ulnis line, and shoul^hese consignments, winch are 
being poured in from the East Indian Railway as well tslf^eir own stations, be greatly in 
excess of 90 wagon-loads per day, or whatever the Madras Company can forward from 
Raichore, and should wagons consequently again accumulate on the Bombay side of Raichore 
to such an extent as again to necessitate a suspension of through booking, the responsibility 
will rest with the M.adras Railway Company. 

II. The booking of grain from Gresit Indian Peninsula Railway stations to Raichore has 
been discouraged, and for some days during the late block consignees of gr.ain to Raichore 
were asked to delay booking, but the Company cannot avoid booking consignments to Raichore 
altogether, and if grain should be consigned again in large quantities to Raichore, consignees 
should be required to remove it as it arrives, and if necessary the wharfage charge should be 
raised in order to induce its speedy removal. 

The sus])cnsion of through booking from the 8th to the 23rd January doubtless encourag¬ 
ed local booking, but was not the sole cause. Some merchants appear to have selected 
Raichore as a convenient station nearly in the centre of the districts affected by the famine.

Relief works, great or small, everywhere 
open, charitable relief ai'rangcments bcin|; well organized at all centres where people congre¬ 
gate. Organization for village to village relief already existing and being now utilised. 
Some deaths partly or indirectly due to want nnhaT)pily occurred at outwit in districts near 
Madras, and some few may still occur despite medical treatment. Governmcjit of Madras recent 
orders on my suggestions for economy will prevent excessive outlay. Numbers on relief works 
not increasing but rather less than last month; probable increase hereafter, but will be restrict¬ 
ed as much as possible. Numbers on charitable relief not yet large but will increase. There 
is still some want in unity and concentration of conti'ol in relief operations. Private grain 
trade remarkably active and successful everywhere. Shipping and Railways doing great work. 
Great Indian Peninsula working well and Madras Railway improving. If line to Arconum 
doubled I think railways can supply all needs. Plenty of country carts and excellent road 
communication ; draught cattle not yet showing any signs of exhausting. Water often scarce, 
but absolute dearth nowhem. Humanity and zeal of all officials striving against famine praise¬ 
worthy.

BEFOBTS OE THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OP THE CROPS 
POE THE WEEK ENDING THE ISth FEBBtlARY 1878. 


.. General RBMARKS.--In Madras tlic only rainfall reported is in Ganjam ; general pros¬ 
pects are unchang^ ; tbe price of rice is fluctuating, and that of dry grains generally rising 
slightly. The tot* number on works is 111 , 55 ], and on gratuitous relief IS.^QSl, a de¬ 
crease of 9,355 and 11,091 on the figure.s for last week respectively. In Mysore there has been 
no rain, and there is no change in prospects; the number on work? for the week ending the 2nd 
instant was 44 ', 229 , and gratuitously relieved 3,775 ; the former is 1,605 more and the latter 363 
less than in the previous week. In Bombay showers are reported, with much consequent benefit 
to the rahi, from Sind; elsewhere there has been no rain, and the reaping of the rahi is be¬ 
ginning. Moderate rain Las fiillen in most districts of the Central Provinces, which has 
partially damaged the crops. In Berar no rain has fallen : the harvest of the rahi has 
commenced. In Central India rain is reported from Gwalior and a hailstorm from Sutna. 
In Kajputana slight rain has fallen at Jodhpore, Touk, .Teypon? andUlwur ; prospects are good. 
In Bengal rain has fallen in several of the Central and Delta districts, in Behar, the Bh%alpur 
division and Chota Nagpore j it is wanted in the Eastern districts and in Jalpaiguri, CoocU 
Behar, and Pooree j the prospects of tbe rahi and other standing crops are generally satis¬ 
factory. In Assam and Sylhet there has been iiiiu. In Burma none lias fallen; the harvest is 
excellent. In the North-Western Provinces and Oudh there has been general rain and in many 
districts hail; some injury has been done to the crops by damp, bail and blight, and fine weather 
is required to secure the harvest. General rain, with hail in many places, has also fallen 
throughout the Punjab : agricultural jirospeets arc still g(Jod, but more rain is not required iu 
the Northern districts, though it would be bcucficial in the Hissar division.

SPECIFIC EELIEF BILL. 

The Hon’hlo Sir Arthur Hobiiousb moved that the Reports of the Seh'ct 
Committee on the Bill to define and amend the law relating to certain kinds of 
Specific Relief, he taken into consideration. He said that tlua’C ■w'ere two of 
these reports. One of them was the report which he presented to the Council 
last week, and the other was the report which he had presentt'd on the 22nd 
of last November. With regard to tlie earlier of these Reports ho bad 
explained it at the time in some detail, and he did not know that there 
was any otJier point to which he need draw the attention of tho Council. 
As for the later report it left tho Bill substantially unaltered. Therefore he 
had nothing absolutely new to say on the present occasion. At the same time 
as it was considerably more than a year since the Bill was introduced, and 
as he had a motion on tho paper which required explanation, it would 
perhaps be convenient if he briefly reminded the Council what was the exact 
ground which the Bill was intended to occupy, though in so doing ho should 
do little more than substantially recapitulate what he had already stated more 
in detail on former occasions. 

This Bill dealt principally with the incidents of contracts. The second 
Chapter (which was the most important and the longest Chapter in the Bill), the 
third and tlio fourth, were concerned exclusively with contracts. The fifth, 
sixth, seventfi, ninth and tenth chapters treated of the remedies which might 
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1)0 olaimcid on contracts and also the remedies which miglit he claimed on 
rii'hts independent of contracts. The title of parties, or those sixJ)stantive 
rights on which a man might sue, formed no part of the ground covered 
l)y this Bill: those fights were governed in the case of contnicts by the 
Contract Act, and in other cases hy otlu'r laws either written or unwritten. 
The process hy Avhich a right was cnfoi’ced was l.aid down hy the Civil Pro¬ 
cedure Code. But hetweeii the title and the process there was an intermcMliato 
region. The rights of a man might he known, and the proc.ciss for (mforcing 
them might he known, hut it remained to know the nature of the remedy 
Avhich, if a suitor, he was to seek, or if a Judge, he was to award. It Avasthat 
region Avhich w^as intended to he covered hy this Bill. 

Tin; suiture of the i-ernc'dy was so important a matter that in England it 
had h(‘cn one of th(i cliief causes of that vei'y striking feature in our constitu¬ 
tional history, the severance of the iurisdiction of Law and Equity. 'I'Ik^ Courts 
of Law refused to grant remedies Avhich the growing activity atAj^ivilization 
of the country more; and more demanded. However easy a contractSuAight he 
of ])erformanc(', hoAA-oA’-er AA’-anton the refusal to perform it, a Court of Law 
Avould not decree its performance, but only gave some j)Ocuuia.ry compensation 
for the loss sulfenMl hy its breach. IIowa;ver clear it might he that an injury 
wus threatened, and that if inflicted it AA^ould he irreniediahle, a Court of Law 
Avould not ju’cweut it, hut AAmuId wait until the injury had been inflicted before 
it would h('i]) the suffering party. They refused all prcA'^eutive rclicif and they 
refused all spcMo'lic r(dief; they only granted redief hy Avay of comi)ensation, 
Avhieh in many eases wais no relief at all, and in many more case's Avtw? Avholly 
iuad('<jua(.e. 'rii('reCoro it Avas that the Chau(;ellors shipped in and occupied 
tliat tract of natural justii'c; which the Courts hd't waste, and there arose the 
two important heads of equity jurisdiction,—the specific r(!medy hy way of 
performance, and the proA’cntive remedy hy way of injunction. 

Our Courts in iTulia had got rid of Avhat had ahvays seemed to him, that 
groat opprobrium of English law: they w('r<5 Courts of LaAV and ICquity also. 
And there wcmm; two seed-ions in the Civil Procedure Cothmn Avhicli, ste[)ping 
some.what h(*yond the strict subject of procedure, the Code had cither 
distiucHy aninmal nr had conferred jurisdiction to grant spcjcific relief. The 
tiftc'enth section of the Code ufllrmed the right to grant a declaration of 
tith'; and th(5 huruh'cd and nimdy-sccond section conferred on the Courts 
expiAvss poAver to make a decree for the specific performance of a contract; 
hilt tluisc sections did not give to the Courts any guidance on these subjects, 
Avliicli, as ho had already iutimated, Avcrc beyond the strict scope of the Code. 
'J'he object of the Bill Avas to take u}) tliesc subjects, and the othiu' subjects 
of s])(!cific I’cliid', to treat them iu a more full and comprehiiusive way, and to 
lay down princix)les and illustrate them hy instances so as to suiiply guidance 
holh to suitors and Judges. 

Noav he had beforecstated to the Council that the Bill consisted mainly 
of the law administ ered hy the Court of Cliancery. But tlu'y had been enabled 
Aa'i'y niueh to simplify the, laAV owing to three material ])oiuts of dilfcrenco 
Avhich existed ht'twccn England and Lidia. The first and hy far the most 
important point he had already mentioned, that we avoided the dual jui'isdie- 
lioii of Law and Equity; or, in other Avords, that wo did not have one sot of 
Courts to do injustieo, and another to correct and restrain t hat injustice. 

Another material point of distinction was that in India wo had got rid of 
that most artificial Uiaa^ the Statute of Frauds. IIi^ had before mi'iitionod to 


till' Council that not long after that Statute Avas passed, a high legal authority, 
Lord Chancellor Nottiugham, deidarod'that every line in it AA'as Avorth a subsi¬ 
dy. If he had liA'od till now he might have added that the cost w’as .still 
groatt'r than the Avorth ; for not only every line but every word of it must have 
cost a subsidy. Sui Aktuuk IIobiiousk did not know of any laAV that had given 
rise to so much litigation. And the reason Avas plain. It introduced strict form- 
alitii's.into the most informal eA"cry-day transactions in the lives of jicrsons Avho 
had ni'A’cr been accustomed to such formalities, and who had not to this day, 
although tAVO hundred years had elapsed since the passing of that Statute, 
heconie accustomed to them. The ri'sult was tliat, owing to the omission of 
some formality, the most glaring injustice might be done, and the Judges, Avho 
with all their training, were men of like passions with ourselves, resented that 
injustii'c and strained the law to avoid inliieting it. Thus came subtle refine¬ 
ments and a chaotic state of the law; for if a man felt that he had justice on 
his side, the state of the law Ai^as such that he need not despair of gaiuing his 
suit. Sin AuTiiuii Ilouiiousii did not think that among the u^nj' dillieult 
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questions which besot the subject of spcc-ific performance of contracts, there 
was one wliich Avas so hopelessly entangled or so difficult to unravel as that 
which was conneotcid witli the Statute of Frauds. In India they had placed 
the law upon what he Ixilicvcd to he a more natural and healthy footing. 
At all events they had been able to avoid thcise difficult questions as they could 
not have done if they had been framing such a measure for England. 

Another point of dilTorence Avhich was not of so mucli importance Avas 
this, that by the Limitation Act they had provided a definite time within Avhi(;h a 
man must sue for specific performance, and they thereby avoided those delicate 
questions wliich arose out of the English law, the rule of whieh Avas never¬ 
theless an eKcolhmt one, namely, that a man who sought this kind of remedy 
must seek it quickly. 

There was one part of the Bill which was not drawn from the rules of the 
* Court of Chancery. It was Chapter 8, whicli dealt with the performance of 
public duticj^ It was drawn from the jurisdiction of the Court of Queen’s 
Ben(;h to irf^e th(5 higli pi'(5rogative writ of Mandamus. Those of the; High 
Courts AAdiich j)Oss(issed ordinary original civil jurisdiction ])Ossessed also as 
a part of it the right to issue tlussc; writs ; and Cliapter 8 of the Bill Avas in¬ 
tended to take the place of those general expressions which conferred this jur¬ 
isdiction on the High Coui'ts. * 

Tlie, Council Avould noAV s(M'. that this Bill AA'as intended to form a link 
betwcMMi tlie laAV of procedure and that substantive law which aseertaiiiod the 
righfs of ])artics. It Avas intended in (dh'ct to be . supplementary to tin*, new 
CiA'il Frocedure Code, and to b(; ])assed after that Code had been passcul into 
law. But its progre.ss in Council had l)een quicker than that of the Code ; it 
had uf)w reached that stage! beyond Avliich they could not reasonably ho])e to 
iinproAM! it mueh, and Avhen a business had rejaeehed that stage it AVas betteu' to 
get it done. He therefore proposial if f.lie Council a(!C(!pted tlicse ll(!ports to go 
a sle]) further and ])ass the Bill into hiAV that day. The Civil rrocedure Code, 
AAdiicli Avas ponding befcm! the Couiujil, aa%‘is not rewly for furtlicr presentation. 
It pi'oposed (ierlaiu forms and diiuajtions Avhieli Aveve applicable to this Bill. It 
Avould lher(?for(! be a neat(!r op(!ratlou. if this Bill Avore to take? otfect after the 
Civ'il Procedure! Code had become law. It was not uec(*ssary so to arrange 
matt(M-s, though it Avas just so much more conA'’eui(!nt as to iinilce it Avorth Avhilo 
topostpoiu! the operation of this Bill for a moderab! tinu!. The Bill was drawn 
so as to conic into elleet at once, on tlu! supposition that it Aimuld not be 
ready till after the Code was ])ass(!d. VVh(!n before the Committee this point 
Avas jiot observed. II(! was in hope's that tlu! CiA'il Froce'dun! Code might be¬ 
come law before tbc lirst of May, and it aa'Us ther(!fore j)rop()sed to jjostpono 
the operation of this Bill to that day. The hope In! had just ex])ressed belonged 
to a class Avhicb was often disappointed, and this hope might be disa])poiut(‘d. 
It might b(!*that something would occur to postpone the ])assing of tlu! Code 
for a term of years beyond the twelve years whieh had elapsed Ix'tween 
its iuc(!i)tion and the poijit which it had now reached. And if it should be so, 
it was better that this Bill should b(!(!omc law. It Avas so framed that though 
it would Avork better in unison Avith tbe CiAul Frocedure Code, it Avoiild 
also Avork ellicuiutly Avitliout it. That hoAVever vAas the subject of the ue.xt 
motion. He Avould noAV put his first motion in the terms of the notice. 

T1 ic Motion was put and agreed to. 

Th(! lloii’ble Sill Artiiuu lIoBnousE also moved that, in section 1, for the 
words “ at once,” the Avords and figures “ (jn the lirst day of iMay 1877 ” be 
substitutc'd, and that to section 2 the folloAA'ing words be piadixed (namely) 
“ On and from that day.” Ho said the sole effeet of the motion, if carriial, 
would be to bring the Bill into operation on the 1st of May instead of that day. 
He had fully explaincid the reason for that postponement. 

The Motion Avas put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sill Abtutib Hobuouse then moved that the Bill as amended 
be passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

ACT No. XIII OF 1875 AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’blc Siii AiiTUUn IIobiiouse also presented the Ileport of the 
Select Committee on the Bill to amend Act No. XIIT of 1875. 

The Council adjourned to Wednesday the 11th February 1877.

I have received and considered in Council the Despatch of your Excellcncv’s (lovc'rninent 
of ITjth Dcc.-inlmr last, No. dd, on the subject of tlie famine in VVe.stern and SouUierii India. 

ii. 'I'liis Dc'spatch, tocrether with other Deapatclies from your Government and the Gov¬ 
ernments of llombay and Madras received by this and preeedini'mails, whicli Itave f >r tlie 
most part been separately an.swered, but more e.speeially your K.\eell(!ney’s telee:ram of the 
.bill January, have now enabled me to form .a more adequate estimate of the jirescut an 1 ])ro- 
balile lilt ire e.'ctent of the calamity with which your Government and those of the two Pre¬ 
sidencies ha,VC to deal. 


3. I have been informed, by successive Despatches of your Government and of th“ Gov¬ 
ernment ol' Hoinbay durino’ the months of October and November, of the increasino’ failure in 
111 - crops which had become apparent in several districts of Southern jiiid Western India, as 
wi-11 as of tne measures wiiieli lia<l been taken to relieve distress and to provide emplovment for 
the people. Reports had indeed been previously received, indicatin'' that in some parts of 
Madras ilie failure of the rain had, as carl}'’ as July, been such as to involve, local failure of t,be 
crops and some loss of revenue. But it was only on the reeeijit of the Despatch of the Gov¬ 
ernment of Madras of the ’Jnd December tluit I wa.s made fully aware of the vast area in tliat 
Presidency wliieh lias Inam more or ln-.s affeeted by the ])revailin‘' droui'bt, and the maifnilude 
of tin* operatioii.s which it has become aoeessary to undertake iu order to preserve the population 
i'roin extreme, distic.ss. 


'k It now ap])<'arK that in Madras the .scarcity more or less alTects the districts of—(.1) 
Uiiddapali ; (:i) Hellarv ; (.’J) Nellore; if) Kurnool ; (5) Madura; (d) North Arcot.; (7) 
Salem; iS) Ghin<'le]mt; (b) Coimbatore; (10) Kistna. It apparently also threatens (1 1) 
Triebino[>oly, and (1*2)'I’anjore. 11, should further be added that distress has made itself felt 
in Mysore, and in some parts of the Nizam’s country, a further element of didieultv which [ 
(Cannot (>xelude from rny considm-ation. I ob.serve also that the area of the distres.sed district,s 
of Madras amounts ap])r()ximutely to bU,00u* .square miles, and the lot.al population amounts 
to nearly eij^dil.een milliou.s.. 


5. The drouj'ht in Bombay has extended to nine dist ricts in the Deccan and Southern 
Mabratta country, inelnding-the dintriets of—(1) Kliandeish ; (2) Nasik ; (:j) Alimedimggur ; 
(t) Poona; (5 Sliolaimr; (6) Saltara; (7) Kaladgi; (S) Belgaiim, and (9) Dliarwar. It 
must be addl'd to this tnat some adjoining Native States, such as Kolapore, Phultuii, Akulkote, 
and Sawmit Warec, have also been aflected. The area of this territory, exclusive of Native 
Stales, comprises about u l.,OHO square miles, and the total population amounts to eight railliums, 
of wliii h five millions are rejiorted to be included in the tracts immediately alfeeted. 

6. Such being the case, both Governments have, as reported in correspondence with your 

Excellency’s Govoniment, organized with great aetivity relief 
works, the jiarticulars of which are stated iu the De.spatclies noted 
in the nnirgin. Large gangs have been employed in making 
roads, digging wells, and constructing and clearing tanks. Great¬ 
er works, such as r.ailroads and canals, are, as I understand, in 
contemjilution, and, should ueoessity ari.se, they will be und(?r- 

taken with the sanction of your Lordship iu Uouncil. By the 
last accounts, the very large number of 819,0!)0 men are reported as employed on the relief 
works of Ma ira.s, and 2.bi),0f)U on those of Homhay. 

7. I gather from a letter from the Government of Bombay, dated 80th Nov'omber last, 
lliat it is antieipaU'd by that Government that the distress will increase in intensity until the 
month of April, and from tliat date will gradually dimiiiisli, as the crops raised in the monsoon 
of t,his year are matured, until its cessation may be ex]>eeted about the month of September 
next'. The numbers lor whom relief will have to be provided in the Uombay districts, by 
public emiiloymcnt, iu each month during that period, were estimated (tliougli, of coarse, on

8. No similar table or estimate is to be found in the papers which have bSt received from 
Madras, but as it imisl, be assumed that the intensity of tlie distress in that Presidency will 
increase as the season advances, it is alarming to find that the number of persons already em¬ 
ployed on relief works amounts, as before stated, to 840,000. 


9. The impossibility of ai)plying aderiuate tests to applicants for relief on such occasions 
is unfortunately notorious, but 1 trust that there will be no practical difficulty in checking any 
serious abuse which may arise out of the measures adopted by Government for the present 
and pressing relief of destitution. 

10. I ob-serve with satisfaction that, although the price of grain has advanced in the 
affected districts in some cases to three times the ordinary rate, the ojjcrations of private trade 
appear, at all events in Bombay, to have been also considerably stimulated, and that the supjdy 
of food imported from other districts not affected by the present drought has been hitherto 
a[)parently suflicient to support the population. 

11. On the other essential condition to the success of the relief operations, namely,effectual 
means of transport, the reports are somewhat more reassuring, and the Governments of Bombay 
and Madras do not appear to entertain any apprehension of an inability to eurry tiie necessary 
supplies to the affected localities. 1 cannot, however, regard without uneasiness the conse¬ 
quences of imperfect communications in districts which cover so wide an area, and some of 
which lie at so great a distance from the lines of railway. 

12. 1 have instructed your Excellency, by telegram of the 29th December, to (tause me 
to'be furnished regularly week by week, with a telegraphic summary of the leading facts as 
they arise in each I’resideney, and with special narratives by mail of the progress of the famine, 
and of the proceedings of tlie two Governments under your Exeelleney's directions; 1 have 
also expressed the Jeeji eoneeru with which Her Majesty’s Government have received the pain¬ 
ful intelligence of the visitation which has befallen so large a portion of Southern India, and 
1 have ciuiveyed to you the assurance of their hearty siipiiort in the measures which may be 
nuccs.sary to mitigate its elfeets, and to provide adequate relief to the suffering districts. 

1.8. I have abstained from any remarks on the particular measures which have been already 
taken, heeanse, so far as the information before me enables me to form an opinion, I liave no 
reason to doubt Iheir suflieieficy or the general judgment whieli has been displayed in the difli- 
eult task which lias devolved ou the two Goveruments. 

I'l'. I desire to leave to your Exeelleiicy in Council the widest discretion in all ndminisfra- 
tive details, entertaining as 1 do the fullest confidence in your judgment and ahilitv, and that 
the experience at your command, especially that derived from the late famine in Bengal, will 
enable you, while sparing no efforts for the relief of distress and the pre.servation of life, to 
take all reasonable precautions against any waste or unnecessary strain upon the resources of the 
State. It is clear that the stniin, iu any case, must he very severe, and I await with much 
anxiety the views of your Excellency in Council os to the finaueial measures which you pro¬ 
pose to adopt. 

15. I have also conveyed'to you by telegram my full approval of the special mission of 
Sir II. leiaple to Madras and Bombay to confer with the respective Governments, and to visit 
in person tluj (listressed districts. 1 cannot doubt that his recent and valuable experience, and 
bis great administrative ability, will be of the bighest service in assisting the Local Govern- 
nieuts in the further organization of relief operations, and in promoting that unity of prinei[)lc 
and action which it is desirable to secure iu cireuinstuuees so grave aud so complicated as the 
present. 

16. I desire now briefly to advert to the two special questions which form the subject of 
tlie Despalcii from your Government of 15th December. The first question arises out of a 
correspondence between your Government and the Government of Bombay on tlie subject of 
ihe construction of works which would “commit the Goverumeiit to an exjienditure iu excess

of the requirements of the case,” and which would continue after the cessation of the existirif^ 
distress. 

17. Some difference of opinion appears to have arisen between the two, Governnients on 
tliis point, but I ‘rather from your Excellency’s telepfram of the 6tb instant ttial. you have with¬ 
drawn the objee.tion of your Government to the larj^er works which have been proposed by the. 
Government of Bombay, in consequence of explanations submitted by the Governor of that 
Presidency. 

18. Under these eircumstances, I reserve all expression of o))inion on this qne.stion until 
I am in posses-sion of further information as to your views on the principle involved. 

19. n’he second question is that of the di.sapproval expressed by your Government of pur¬ 
chases of {rrain— Some already effected and others in contemplation—by the Governinent of 
Madras, in or^r to provide a reserve, in the event of a deficiency in the supply of food throujirh 
private enterj^Se. 

20. It is obvious that a measure of this importance, aflFcctin", as it does, one of the most 
vitiil prinoijdes of-famine administration, should not have been adopted without the full 
concurrence and sanction of your Excellency’s Government. Tcle^raphie communication being’ 
at the command of the Government of Madras, I can no reason why full explanation 
should not have been given, and the requisite sanction solicited. 

21. In the resolution of the Government of India of 26th February 187.'), on the Reports 
of the scarcity of 1878-74, which sum up the results of the large cxjicricnce gained on that 
occasion, the following passage occurs :— 

“ It is only where there is a great deficiency, and there is also reason to believe that 
traders will be iinal)le to meet that deficiency, that it is right for the State to interfere for the 
purpose of supplementing the general food supply. Under such circumstances, however, this 
is the only means whereby a dearth of food can be prevented.” 

It is only upon an accurate estimate of the extent of the deficiency and of the moans of 
supj)lying it that a decision can be based, and I am glad to think that, on a review of the 
conditions which led the Governinent of Madras to an opposite view, your Government was 
able to come to the conclusion that the deficiency was not so great as to justify an interference 
with the ordinary operations of trade. 

22. The Desjiatches before me do not, however, afford any complete information as to the 
probable Ibod supplies which will bo available during the ensuing ynar, or as to the general 
effect which has boon as yet produced on the price of grain by the abnormal diversion of so 
large a trade from its ordinary channels, both in the exporting and importing districts. I ob¬ 
serve that in Bombay the tendency to a downward movement of prices has already manifested 
itself, and I tru.st that a similar eficct will soon become apparent in Madras. 

23. Such a result, or its contrary, will afford a valuable indication of tlic c‘)iidition of the 
sujiply of food. The state of prices will thereforo need close and constant nttcniion from your 
Excidlcncy's Government, and upon which I shall wish to receive the I'ulle.st information which 
can be obtained. 

24. In your Despatch under reply, you inform me that the Governments of the re.spectivc 
Presidencies have been instructed to send to Calcutta, by the 15th January, a conqilete and 
revised rej)ort on the condition and prospects of the affected districts. Your Excellency will, 
I doubt not, alreiwly have communicated to me by telegraph such portions of those reports as 
are essential, and I shall hope to receive the reports themselves at as early a date as will allow 
of their being accompanied by a mature expression of your views upon them, after they have 
received the careful consideration of your Excellency in Council. 

25. 1 have sent a copy of this Despatch to the Governments of Madras and Bombay.

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2. The information contained in this eummary is chequered, and the conjuncture is one 
whieli eviilently roquiros the utmost watchfulness and eiierffy on the part of those who arc 
concerned in the local administration of alTairs. No rain having fallen, the prospects of the 
crops remain us before. On the other hand, the price of ^rain has declined, and the public 
health is generallif ffocnl. As afjainst this, the number of persons emj)loyed on relief works has 
Increased from to 254,99(5, an increase of 32,774. 

•S. 1 approve of the measure which Your Excellency in Council has adopted of instituting 
a slidiug scale by which the rate of wages on the relief works shall be ad!ij>tcd to the price of 
grain, and also that of obtaining a closer •supervision of the labourers by increasing the 
establishments both of the Collectors and the Civil Enginciers. I doubt not that your orders 
for faciHtating t^o movement of serviceable cattle towards the Western G h&ts are judicious. 

4. I approve of the instructions which you have given to the Politicn||- Agents, and 
I trust that the Chiefs of the Deccan and Southern Mahratta Country will gi?e effect to the 
views which j ou communicated to them, as to the ni^cessity of taking all steps necessary to 
avert suffering and disorder among the inhabitants of their States. 

5. It is satisfactory to me that you can report that the grain tratle is active, and I fully 
appreciate your desire to avoid, if possible, any interference with its ordinary operations.

The Hoard submit to Uovernment the relief reports for the week ending 27th January, 

with the usual abstracts and maps of the districts noted in the 
Coinibiitore. margin. Detailed reports have been received from all the dis- 

ChinKb'pat. ti'icts except Kistna and Kuruool. 

North Arcut. 

2. Prices .—The fall in prices noted in the Boanl’s lust report has continued, but is not so 
marked os in the previous week. Rice has fallen considerably in Kistna and in Chingleput, 
and slightly in all other districts except Tinneveliy, where there was a fractional rise. Cliolum 
was cheaper in Kistna, Chingleput, and Madura, but there was little variation in other districts, 
and the same remarks apply almost exactly to ragi and cumbu, except that these grains have 
risen somewhat sharply in Salem. 

3. On looking into the taluqwar detaibs, the Board find sonic apparently anomalous entries. 
Thus, in Caroor, cliolum is 11 seers, and in the next taluq, Dharmapuram, only (5-34; in 
I’olur, rice is (I'H seers; in Vellore, 9 seers. The attention of the (Collectors is c-allcd to these 
differences which the Board hope aie not to be ascribed to careless returns. The prices at 
Madaiiapalli have not been reported since the 23rd December. The Collector will explain the 
cause of this, and report the lyices ruling as soon as jiossible. Those in the other taluqs of the 
Cuddapub sub-division have fallen considerably in the last fortnight. 

4. Rain has fallen in Kurnool and in Trichinopoly, but only slight showers. 

5. The total gr.ants sanctioned up to the 20th amounted to Rs. 64,08,563. The estimates 
for works in the Ceded Districts and Ncllore are still very incomplete, and the approjiriation 
cannot be comp.ared with the grants made. In the Southern Districts, however, against grants 
made, amounting to Rs. 6,63,5(53, works estimated to cost Rs. 8,06,702 have been undertaken, 
and Rs. 3,28,861 have been expended. The following statement shows the classification of 
outlay and of estimates, as far as made for roads, irrigation works and miscellaneous. The 
excess in the outlay on roads above grants for road works is due to the incompleteness of esti¬ 
mates in estimates in the Ceded Districts and Nellore. Districtwar paiticulars will be found in 
Abstract 4 ;—

10. The telegram from A’wraoc/gives the number returned as 216,152, not including 
Cuinbum, for which an erroneous report had been sent in, and where there were 40,000 coolies. 
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The decrease of 41,(389 is stated to be due partly to systematic weeding of the gangs and partly 
to the Mohurrum least. The decrease in Madura appears to be due to the want of returns 
from two of the largest works in Palni, employing about 2,000 coolies. The fluctuations in 
the numbers in other districts call for no remarks. 

11. Ituten of wagen .—In Ndlore, men nowhere get more than two annas, but tbe prescribed 
scale has not yet been fully introduced as regard.s women and children. 

Cmhlapah. —In Iloyaehoti, the rates are 2 annas 6 pies, 1 anna 4 pies, and 10 pies, and the 
equivalent of these rates in rice at 4j and 4i seers ore given as wages. Local seers of 132 
tolahs must be meant, and at the higher price the quantities are 2-22, 1'20, and ‘77 lbs.; and 
the ration to men is thus much too high. In Pullampett, 2 annas, 1 anna 3 pies and 9 pies 
areimid, or J. f, and 4 seer (of <80 tolahs ?) of ragi arc given. In Jammalaniadngu the same 
rates, or 54, 4f), and 30 tolahs of rice. In Kadiri, the jircseribed scale of money wages has 
been introduced. In lludwail, Sidhont, and Cuddapah, the rates are 2 annas, C anna Spies, 
and 9 pies ; and in Pulivendla 2 annas, 1 anna 6 pies, and 1 anna. Wages in Mirdanajjalli and 
Vailpaudan are not reported. From the above, it will be seen that there have been consider¬ 
able changes, and it is not apparent why notwithstanding repeated orders, the prescribed scales 
are not conformed to. 

Bellary. —2 annas, 1 anna 6 pies, or 1 anna 4 pics, and 1 anna, or 9 jrie.s, is tin* rate 
Madaksira, DbariTiaver.am, llaidrug, Alur, Hos])ott, Gooty, Peukonda, ITiiulupur, Bellary and 
Kudlighi. In Bellary grain wages at 1 seer, J,and 1 seer; and in Peukonda ami Madaksira at 
J, i, and I seer, are also g-iven. In Harptnihalli and Hadgalli, the rsites to ordinary coolies are 
not discriminated in the returns ; and wages in Tadputri, Adoni and Anantapur are again not 
reported. There is no need to pay in grain in any taluq, for even in Dharmaveram wlu^re tin; 
price is highest, rice is tube had at 5 94 seers per rupee. In North Arcot, Madura, and 
Coimbatore, the rates are 2 annas, 1 anna 3 })ic.s, and from 9 pies to 1 anna; ami in Chingli-j)ut, 
the prescribed scale, 2 annas, I aiina I pies, and 10 pies, has been introduced. In Tinnevelly 
the rates vary in a way for which there seems no reason. Men get 1 anna, 1 anna 3 i>ie.'!, 1 
anna 6 pics, 1 anna H i>ios, and 2 annas; women 9 pies, 1 anna, I anna t pies, and 1 anna (5 
pies; and children 8, 9, and 10 pies, and 1 anna. In Sattoor grain wages at (30, 4.5, and 30 
tolahs, and money jiaymcuts at the rate of 4 pics per measure (120 tolahs) of grain given. 
There is tio occasion for grain wages at all, and a uniform scale for money jiayraeuts should be 
introduced. 

12, The Board note that according to the price returns, there is no talnq in the afflicted 
districts (excejit Kurnool for which returus are still wanting) in which two annas will not buy 
more than IJ- lb. of rice.

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gratuitous relief is administered ifl liis district. The iricrcfwo in Salem and the large numbers 
gratuitously fed there are not satisfactory, and the Board fear that gratuitous relief is being 
overdone there. The village system, however, has now been stopped and camps are being 
formed. 

H. Esklili8hmeni8.—%c Collector of Tinnevelly is the only officer who has furnished a 
Statement of Establishments. The special Establishment consists of 4G paymasters on Rs. 7 
and Rs. 8, and 3 peons on Rs. 6. The Board do not understand why so many paymasters are 
needed for 2,101 coolies, and the Collector will explain, the works in hand are mostly minor 
works which might well be given out on piece-work.

MADRAS AND BOMBAY PRESIDENCIES.

\Vb submit for your conskleration.our weekly summary of tbo principal 
matters wliicli bave (aigaged our attention in connexiou with the famine in 
Madras and Bombay since the date of our last despatch. 

2. Among the ;j)apers which wc now enclose, will be found Minutes and 
Memoranda by Sir Rudiard Temple regarding the condition of the districts of 
Cliingleput and North Arcot in the Madras Presidency, and the expenditure 
wbicii will liaA’e to be incurred for purposes of relief throughout the distressed 
distri(jts in Madras. 

3. The Cliingleput district adjoins the town of Madras, bounding it on the 
north, west and soutli. Its area is 2,753 square miles, and its population 
slightly under a million. It has had three bad seasons to contend against. 
Tlic harvest in 1874 was poor. It was bad in 1875, and in the present year 
liiere has been a serious failure, the rainfall ranging from 8 to 16 inches 
against an average of 34 inches. The outturn of the whole district for the 
present year is estimated at less than one-fourtli of an ordinary crop. The dis¬ 
trict, however, has the great advantage of being traversed by three railways,— 
the Madras Railway, the Carnatic Company’s Railway from Arconum to 
Conjeverara, and the railway recently constructed by^ the Great Southern of 
India Railw.ay Company from Madras to the southern districts. The local 
markets are consequently well sujiplied, and generally the prices are much the 
same as in Madras. At the time of Sir Richard Temple’s visit, 14,000 persons 
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were employed on the relief works, and 8,000 persons were reeoivin" gratuitous 
relief in the shape of cooked food. These peojile, however, w(M*e being gathered 
into relief camps, whore they will be housed, fed and put to such light work as 
they can do. Tliere are also four relief cami)s in, and in the immediate neigh¬ 
bourhood of, the town of Madms, containing 10,000 pauper inmates iii all, 
mostly immigrants from Chingleput, North Arcot, Vellore and Ciuldapah who 
came to Madras to seek for work and food. It appears that many of the 
persons taken into these camps had been much reduced before tliey reached 
Madras ; but as their strength was restored, they were draughted out upon the 
works. At each of the camps which Sir llichard Temple visited, there were a 
considerable number of wonnm and children in an emaciated and mis(‘rable 
condition, and some hundreds of people were being treated for diarrhoea brought 
on or aggravi^ed by want of food. The death-rate among these pewsons was 
very high. The Collector does not expect to collect more than half the land 
revenue of the district this year, though much of the arrears due on the dry 
crop lands may he realized next year if the seasons are favourable. As yet 
the cattle had been kept alive; but a heavy mortality was expected if showers 
did not come within the next six weeks. In some localities there was already a 
diffieultv about water; hut it was uot apprehended that th<*re would-bo 
any»vh(‘re a complete failure of water either for mau or beast. Wells were 
being deepened by reli(T labour. 

4. While in the Chingleput district. Sir Riebard Temple inspected the pro¬ 
posed line of the railway from Conjeveram to Cbingle])ut. As stated in our 
despatch of the 9tli instant, be does not recommend that it should be taken up 
as a relief work. From a rough estimate b.Tnished by Captain Bisset, be finds 
that the cost of the eai’th-works would not exceed Ils. 41,000 out of a total 
estimate of 13 lakhs. The amount that would be ex])encled ou relief wages is 
comparatively small. The line would not be; of special service for relii.'f opera¬ 
tions; for, in the part of the district through, which it runs, the distress is not 
extreme, and tliere are other railway lines, a gtsod metalled road and plenty of 
good carts by whiidi the local markets are, and will continue to be, well sup[)lied 
with grain. Sir llichard Temple does not consider the fiiianeial prospects of 
the line, should it be made, to he very good. The line runs parallel to the 
Palar river, the bed of which in that part of its course is very broad, and lie 
thinks it yirohable that for a part of the year the traffic would be attracted to 
the other lines on the north and south of the river. 

5. Sir llichard Temple has jiaid a second visit to the district of North 
Arcot. His first report on that district is couttiincd in the Memorandum suh- 
mitled with our despatch of the 2ml instant.* lie was induced to visit the dis¬ 
trict a second time, partly in eonseipKniee of his having scon in tli(5 relief camps 
at Madras a number of persons from t,he North Arcot Tlistrict who had been 
reduced to a very deiilorahle condition beforo they came to the camps, and 
partly in consequence of his having heard had accounts of the state of the dis¬ 
trict from the Inspector General of I’olice. The conclusions at which he; 
arrived were less favourable than those which he had formed on the occasion of 


his first visit, and he has suggested the immcHliate adnjitiou of various nnjasures 
of relief. In his report on this district ho mentions information given to him 


regarding certain taluks in the South Arcot district by an American IMissionai-y, 
who stat(*d that in the coarse of a recent tour he had seen much distress, and 


in some cases physical emaciation from want of food. This district has not 
hitherto been classed among the distressed districts. In the saun? report 
Sir llichard Temple adverts to a delay in starting certain relief works in North 
Arcot owing to some depart.mcntal difficulty, which, he observes, could be at 
once removed if a supi'rior officer, invested with full power to direct all n-Iii'f 


operations in all departments, wore sent down. Both those statements will 
doubtless have attracted the attention of the Government of Madras. Ir is 


obviously of great importance th,'it the superior control of tlie cx'p(*usive 
ojierations now in progrt^ss in various parts of that Prtjsideuey should hi> 
reudered as ('fl'('ctive as possible. 

6, Sir llichard Tem;)lc has recently visited Bangalore, and has conlerrod 
with the Chief Commissioner of Mysore on tlie condition of that Provijua*. 
lie has also travelled through one of the most distressed parts of it. Llis 
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d(‘iailo(l report lias not yet reached us, but he has informed us by telegraph 
that t,lie Mysore relief operations arc carefully and economically conducted. 
He has pressed uiion the Mysore authorities the need of visitation from village 
to village to wateli distress and prevent any deaths from starvation occurring, 
lie states that in the Ceded Districts and Kurnool “ the well considered orders of 
the Madras Government for check of excessive expense are being executed fully 
in some respects, but slowly and imperfectly in others.” He is urging the lo(!al 
authoriti('s, by visiting every village throughout the country, to ])revent the 
possibility of any lives being lost, but at the same time to strictly prevent 
waste and extravagance. He adds, “ Condition of people fair and good, and 
jirivate trade in grain extraordinarily active.” Cholera has appeared in many 
places, but has now decreased. No sign of drinking wuter failing yet. Draught 
cattle still sustained.” ^ 

7. The orders of the Madras Government to which Sir Richard Temple 
allud(!S, arc those of tlu! 31st January, of which copies were sent to Your Lord- 
ship with the Madras despatch of the 3rd instant, and to which reference was 
made in the foot-note to paragraph 6 of our desj)atch of the 9th instant. Of 
thqs(j two orders, the first prescribes a reduced sctilo of wages similar to that 
recently adopted in Dombay, and the rjstriction of State relief to those w'ho 
without it would bo in danger of perishing, while at the same time it iinpretses 
upon the district ofiiccrs the necessity of not relaxing their vigilant exer¬ 
tions to prevent loss of life from starvation. The second directs that grain 
wages are only to be paid so long as food is not purchasable on the sj)ot, 
and that then it is to be purchased in the districts or from established 
local deaU'rs after calling for tenders by public advertisement, or should the 
loc’al dealers fail, by calling for tenders from a wider area. To meet any 
sudden emergency, and until supi)lies can be brought in from other sources, 
recourse may be temporarily Imd in the districts of Kurnool, Bellary and 
Cuddapah to certain small rc'serve dcp6ts of Government grain wliich were 
bciiiig formed in the loisalities most difiicult of aociiss; but resort to these dep6ts is 
absf)lutely forbidden except wlum food for the labourers or for the paupers 
in the feeding houses provided for the infirm and aged is unpurchasablc from 
private dealers, and it is to cease immediately on other supplies becoming 
available;. These orders appear to us to be unexceptionable, and we trust that 
th(;y are being car(;fully acted on, es})ecially in the matter of non-interference 
with [U'iv.'ite trade. The statement made in Sir Richard Temple’s telegram, 
from which W(! have quoted, and which was despatched only yesterday from 
the Bellary district, to the clfeet that the private trade in grain is 
extraordinarily active, would seem to furnish very conclusive evithmee 
tliat this is the case. We refer to the subject, as we are aw'are that there is an 
impression in some quftrters, which we believe to bo entir(;ly unfounded, that 
tlu; arrangement madt; by the Madras Government some months ago with a 
local firm for the supply of grain on account of Government has not been 
practically terminated. 

8. In conn(‘(;lion with the question of reducing the rates of wages, we 
enclose; a referi;ne(; which we have received from the Government of Bombay 
regai'diug a combination Jimong the labourers in the Sholapur district to refuse 
tlu; reduced rates, and our reply. Wc have informed the Bombay Government 
that we (;ntircly share their oj)inion as to the mischief of yielaing to a strike 
on relief works, attributable to combination, and that the relief wages should 
not be raised if the local Government is satisfied that the rates are sufficient— 
a point which must necessarily be loft to its judgment. Some days ago a 
r(;])ort appeared in one of the Bombay ncwspaj)ers of numerous deaths from 
starvation at Sholapur, which, however, appears to have been greatly exagg(>rated. 
The Collector stated that in the town of Sholapur only one death, attributable 
to that cause, had occurred. 

9. We also enclose a further correspondence on the subject of tbe grain 
traffic on the Great Indian I’cuinsula and Madras Kaihvays with which we have 
b('Ou furnished by the Government of Bombay. We arc glad to learn that the 
Madras Railway authorities expected to be in a position to forward 1,50 wagons 
from Raichorc to the IMadras stations by the 14th instant. As wc said in our 
last despatch, every exertion is apparently being made by both the Railway 
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Companies to overcome the difl&culties necessarily resulting from the enormously 
increased trafRo. 

10. Your Lordship will have received from tlie Government of Madras 
a copy of their letter of the 9th instant on the subject of remissions of land 
revenue. Hefore this letter reached us, we had intimated to both the Govern¬ 
ments that the matter would be left to their discretion. We have now only 
to observe that we consider that the Madras Govcrnmeut have shovvn good 
reasons for the opinion which they strongly hold, that in ryotwari districts it 
would, as a geneial rule, be inexpedient to substitute suspensions for remissions 
of revenue, esp(!cially in the case of a season so disastrous as the present. Wo 
do not overlook the statement which appears to have been made to Sir Richard 
Temple by the Collector of Cliingloj)ut, and to which wo have already alluded, 
that much 0L the arrears due on tlio dry crop lands may be realist'd next year, 
if th(; seasons are favourable. It is possible that there may bo local circum¬ 
stances which justif}’^ tliis expectation as regards the particular district in 
question ; and if so, the Madras Government will doubtless act. on our suggestion, 
tliat “the balances should be held in suspense in cases in which it appears likely 
that th(i landholders will, without undue pressure, be able to pay the revenue in 
arrear during tlie next season.” Wo feel, however, that the question is one 
whieli must be tia^atcd with tlie greatest caution, and which must be left to the 
judgment of the Lf)cal Governments and their ofIi(!ers. 

11. The weekly return of persons employed on the relief works in the 
Madras Presid(m(;y is im;ora])let(;, the returtis from Nellore and Malabar not 
having been received. Taking for these districts the ligures of last week, the 
Madras returns show a further diminution of 32,201 persons, the aggregate 
number on the works being 87(5,200 against 908,110, the number for the 
previous week. The number of y)ersons recsciving gratuitous relief, had also 
diminished by upwards of 7,00(). The total is 53,287 against 00,402, the 
number for last w('(‘k. In Bombay, also, tluire was a considerable (h^crease of 
the numbers on the relii^C works, wbioh is said to be mainly due to a stand 
made by the people of Sholai)ur against the orders for the reduction of wages. 
Kxtdusive of 7,130 hillmeii and immigrants employed in Canara and Ratna- 
giri, th(5 number on ndief works was 240,158-against 290,537, tiie number for 
last week. The numbers receiving gratuitous r<'licf iu the Bombay districts, 
not ineliuling Dharvvar, for which there w(!re no returns, was 4,908. 

3 2. Sir Ricliard Temple, in his revised forecast for the Madras Presidency, 
estimates the State expjuiditure on the relief of the present famine at 
Rs. 2,92,00,000 (£2,920,000), of whicli Ks. 07,40,000 (£074,9001 have already 
heen spent. His estimate.is based on the assumption that the checks on 
expendiuirc recently ordered will he strictly enforced, and also that there will 
not bo a failure of the usual spring showers. In 4»ur dospateh of the 2ud 
instant we stated that Sir Richard Temple’.s revised estimate of the fixmino 
expenditure in Bombay amouiRed to 120 lakhs. The aggregate expenditure 
for the two Presidencies would thus he 418 lakhs (£4,180,000). In regard 
to the probable loss of revenue by remission.s, we have not at present the 
means of forming any definite estimate. Some time ago it was estinxated at 
6(5 lakhs for Bombay and 117 lakhs for Madras (see our despatch of the 
12th January), or iu all 183 lakhs, which, added to the expenditure, would give 
a total loss from the famine of 601 lakhs. 

13. According to .the latest returns prices were falling in most of the 
Madras districts, owing, doul)tiess, to the largo importations. In Bombay 
there was but little change in this rc^spemt. Cholera was more or loss prevalent 
throughout the distrcss(‘d districts of Madras, though apparently decreasing in 
some of them. In the Southern districts of Bombay, and especially in Dharwar, 
this disease was very i»revalent. On the general aspect of the situation wo 
have nothing to add to what was said in our last despatch.

By direction of Sir Richard Temple, T have tho In'tiour to Rubmit copy of a memoran¬ 
dum roganling the condition and prosj)ect3 of the Chiugleput district, and regarding the 
relief camps near and in Madras. 

Memorandum on the condition and proupcde of the Chiugleput district, as ascertained hy Sir 
Richard Temple on his visit of the 28th and 29th January 1877, with notes regarding the 
relief camps in and near Madras. 

OiJ the 28th January, Sir Richard Temple visited Chiugleput, and on the 2nth he rode 
from Cliinglepul! to Conjeveram through a part of the distric, Witli him Mr. Barlow, 
the Collector. He met Mr. Macartliy, the Sub-Collector of Chiugleput, and also Native 
tabsildars at Chiugleput and Conjeveram. 

2. The Chingleput di.strict is close to Madras ; it comprises an area of 2,7.’53 square miles, 
with a population of 938,184. It is traversed by three railways and by excellent roads. 
Chingleput is not a rich district fi’oni an agricultural point of view ; but being near to 
Madras, its large labouring population finds ample employment, and its many weavers get a 
good market for their fabrics. 

3. The past season is the third bad year in Chingleput; there was a poor harvest.in 
1874 ; the yield in 187.') was had, and this Hea.sou there has been extreme failure, the rainfall 
ranging from 8 to l(i inches ugaiiust an average of 34. The failure of harve.st was worst in 
the talnk.s of Chingleput, Conjeveram and Ponnerv, where crops have hoori saved only on 
the. lands irrigated by chaiinoLs from the Palar river. Sir Richard Temple saw that, in the 
parts of tlie.se taluks through which he pa.ssod, there were no ciops save on small patches 
under wells or irrigated from springs. The Collector estimates the average outturn of the 
whole district at 2i annas out of 12 annas, or nearly one-fourth of an ordinary crop. 
In August last, the people knew that scarcity would come, aud relief works were opened in 
the end of December. 

4. Grain is plentiful in tlie local markets which di’aw their supplies from M.adras. 
There is very little local gtem for sale in the markets. Prices all over the district are much 
the same as in Madras, except in the Trivellore taluk, where prices are somewhat deni’cr. 
The Btf)cks of local grain are said to bo small, because of the two previous short harvests. 
Common rice, which is tho food of tlie poor, is now quoted at 10 seers per rupee. 

■ 5. Tho relief works consist mainly of roads, but some tanks and irrigation channels 
have been opened for work. In some case.s, the people wore in a pby.sically reduced state 
when they first came on the woi k-S. Altogether, 14,000 j)er.sons are now on the relief works ; 
and the Collector expects that eventually he may have 70,000 at the worst season during 
April. The wages j)aid ai'e 2 annas a <lay for adult mains, hut a good deal of the Cliinghquit 
relief work has been done at piece-work rates ; and the Collector con-siders he has on the.so 
woi’ks done at 10 pie per cubic yard, earth-work which, in ordinary years, costs 12 pie per 
cubic foot. 

(1. A good deal of gratuitou.s relief is already being given in Chingleput ; 8,000 persons 
a day are receiving cooked food ; and the people are being gathered into relief curnps whore 
they will be fed, housetl, and Jtut to such light work as they can do. Sir Richard Temple .saw 
two of those camps which appear to he on the same scheme as the relief camps at Madras, 
some of which Sir Jtichard Temple inspected clo.sely. « 

7. There are three relief camps in Madras, besides the Red Hills camp, nine miles outside 
the town. At these camps are about 10,0(10 pauper inmates, 2,500 at each. The paupers 
are chietiy irninigrauts from Chingleput, North Arcot, Nellore and Cuddapah, who came 
down to Madra.s to seek for work and food, either because relief works near their homes had 
not thou been opened, or because they had heard rumours of charity to be had in Madras for 
tho a.sking. Some of these immigrants were pariah families, who had been turned off with 
a little food by the ryots who could no longer support them. Many of them had walked far, 
had eaten prickly-pear fruit or otlier indige.stihlc food, and had become very much reduced 
before they reached Madras. Perha))s for a few days they would pick up a daily meal from 
charitable people in the town; and eventually the police would find them sleeping in the 
streets at night, and would bring them into the nearest relief camp. As .soon as the food 
and treatment tlicre given restored the people to strength, they were draughted out upon tho 
road work.s. In this way more than 25,000 person-s have been relieved at these camps’. 

8. At each of tho canqrs which Sir Ricliard Temple inspected wore a considerable 
number of women aud children in an emaciated and miserable condition. In the relief 
hospitals were being treated some hundreds who were sufFcriirg from diarrhma, brought on 
or aggravated by want of food. The death-rate among these poor people was very high ; and 
to some of them the relief came too late. Tliero were some, but not many, cases of eholora ; 
but tho groat majority of fatal cases wei’e caused by diarrlnea, which was called by the 
medical officers “ famine dianlioia,” and was identifiable as the same complaint tliat was 
so fatal in the Rajpootana famine hospitals during the year 18(19. 
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9. The coat of these relief camps is at present considerable. A liberal diet is allowed— 
lbs. of rice and 41 b of vegetable curry per diem for adults; but it is possible that this 

ration may be required so long as the inmates come in much reduced, and provided they 
are draughted out to the works when they recover strength. The administiative arrange¬ 
ments of these relief camps are good ; they are all under the general supervision of the 
Commissioner of Police, Colonel Dreovor ; a medical officer with sufficient start’ of subordi¬ 
nates manages the sani^tion and the hospitals of each camp. 

10. Tlie Collector of Chinglopiit expects that he will be unable this year to collect 
more than one-half of the land revenue of his district, though he may ho able to realise 
much of the balance duo on " dry crop ’’ lands next year if the seasons are favourable. The 
salt revenue, he says, has not yet been injuriously affected by the scarcity. 

11. The ^Hector expects that, if showers do not come during the next six weeks, there 
will be very hard times for the cattle, and many of them must die. As yet, however, the 
cattle have been kept alive, and are still able to do a certain amount of draught work. 

12. In some parts of the district, the villag('-r.s already have dirficnUy about their water- 
supply. As long ago as last August, the Collector found that there was no water for his 
camp followers at a village where he had intended to enoamp. Wells are being deepened 
by relief labour in a number of towns and villages; and though there will he scarcity of 
water, still the people will be able to find water of some kind for themselves and their 
cattle.

By direction of Sir Richard Temple, 1 have the honour to submit copy of a further 
memorandum regarding the North Arcot District. 


Farther Memorandum regarding the North Arcot Nietrict. 

Since the memorandum of the 20th January was prepared, regarding the North Arcot 
District, Sir Richard Temple saw at the relief camps at Madras a large number of persons 
from the North Arcot District who had been reduced by want to a very deplorable condition 
before they came to the relief camps. He also had the opportunity of hearing the views of 
the Inspector General of Police concerning the condition of the pcoj)le in the great zemimlans to 
the north of the district, where Colonel Hcarno had recently i)een on tour. Colonel Hcaiaie’s 
impression was that a great number of people in the worst parts of the Nortli Arcot District 
•were in very severe distress indeed, and that many of them must soon die of hunger. The 
Collector and the native officials whom Sir Richard 'I’emple had met had not considcic<l the 
situation to be quite so critical. Still he deemed it best again to see the North Arcot officers 
and to visit, if possible, some of the worst parts of the dist rict. 

2. First, Sir Richard Temple went to Raneepot, the residence of the Sub-Collector, 
Mr. Austin, close to the town of Arcot. Mr. Austin seemed to bo sufficiently prepared to re¬ 
lieve people who might be in absolute need near Arcot. A large relief camp was nearly ready, 
and casual people in .severe distress were being relieved at the hospital of the American 
Mission until the relief camp should be ready. 

3. Of the taluks in that f)«rt of the district, Chandragiri appeared to be the worst off, 
but as yet relief works bail not been opened there. Sir Richard Temple was of opinion that 
tliH condition of the people in Chandragiri required that relief works should at once be 
opened there. The Range Officer, Lieutenant Hamilton, R.E., appeared able and ready 

to do all that was necessary. But there seemed 
to be some departmental diHicult}'* connected 
with estimates or district rates, or the contracl 
system, which prevented Lioiitonant Hamilton 
from .setting at once to work with relief iahomers 
on sundry irrigation improvenients which wen 
much wanted in Chandragiri. Such difficnltios 
could at oiiee he removed by a superior officer, 
who might go to the spot with full power to direct all relief operations in all departments ; 
for the local officers have manifestly every desire to do their best and to work together. But 
meanwhile time is going on, and the people in some of these parts may be drifting mto 
. severe distress. 

4. One of the Reverend American Misskmaries, Mr. Wickoff, who ha<l ust returned from 
a tour in part of South Arcot, informed Sir Richard Temple that he saw much distress, and in 
some coses physical emaciation from want of food, in the Dinderanum taluk and in the 
north part of the Vollapooram taluk. He named villages where his Mission had to help 
certain Christians who were wholly without food or means of earning it; and he expimsed 
bis belief that .in the tracts be named were many villagers who could not hold out much

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longer unless relief of some sort were made available. Relief works had, he said, been 
opened in the parts of Chingleput bordering on these tracts. But relief works were, he con¬ 
sidered, required in that part of North and South Arcot. 

5. Prom Arcot Sir Richard Temple went to Vellore, where be learned that there was 
some hitch about the establishment of a relief camp outside Vellore, for which the Sub-Col- 
lector, Mr. Irvine, had made full preparation. Meanwhile, 7,000 people were receiving daily 
a gratuitous dole of uncooked rice. There is risk that this opeuhanded out-door relief will 
be abused ; and it was understood that cases of such abuse had come to light. It is to be 
hoped that the relief camp at Vellore may soon be settled. 

C. After discussion with the Collector Mr. Whiteside, it seemed to Sir Richard Temple 
that two other relief camps were required on the routes leading from the North Arcot District 
to Arconum ; so that the poor creatures who may have left their homes for j|^adra8 may be 
stopped and relieved at local relief camp.s. 

7. From Vellore to Chittoor (the district head-quarters) the road lay through valleys 

that were, for such a season as this, very well watered, and had fairly good crops growing. 
At Chittoor itself there is at present little distress; and but few relief gangs were in the 
immediate neighbourhood. A relief camp is in progress there. The road to Muddanpally 
from Chittoor led through rocky gorges and over hills, wliere there was scarcely any popula¬ 
tion. At the taluk head-quarters of Paimonier the town people seemed to be well off; 
ragi was selling there at 9 seers per rupee. But in the extreme northern corner of the 
district lies the zemindnri (fjoligarship) of Punganoor with a population of 110,000, The 
Zemindar, tliough charitable, is yet unable to do much for his people, unless the Government 
should he pleased to suspend a part of his tribute (peshkash) for a year. About 6,000 relief 
labourers are employed, under Mr. Clarke of the Settlement Department, on road works near 
Punganoor. Sir Richard Temple inspected about 3,000 of these people; and, so far as he 
could judge, the great majority of ihetn were poorly off and were in aetnal need of relief 
wages. It appeared that the relief now given suffices for the present. The opinion of the 
Poligar (Rnja), of Mr. Clarke, the relief officer, and of tho native officials was, that if the 
relief works in this quarter had not been opened, there must already have l)een many deaths 
from starvation. * 

8. Sir Richard Temple’s impressions are in brief— 

(1) that the Collector and his most trusted European subordinates ought at once 

to visit the tracts of Chandragiri, Tripetty, and parts of the two north-west¬ 
ern zemiudaris, and immediately open relief works where they may be 
needed : 

(2) that the completion and economical organisation of the Vellore and Ranee- 

pet relief camps, and of two additional camps towards Arconum, should be 
pressed on : 

(3j that enough, though barely enough, is being done in the way of relief towards 
Punganoor, Vellore, and in part of Mr. Austin^s sub-division, but that the 
Puligar of Punganoor should be moved to cause an examination to bo made 
of every village in his zemindari; 

(4) that although the Collector had justly held back as long as he could with 
safety, yet that in the eastern part of tlie district further holding back 
would be no longer compatible with safety, and that measures ought now to 
be undertaken for relief.

By diroption of Sir Richard Temple, I have the honor to submit copy of a memoran¬ 
dum regaiiliiig the proposed railway from Chingleput to Coiijeveram. 


Memorandum, regarding the proposed railway from Chingleput to Conjeveratn. 

The Government of India requested. Sir Richard Tem[)le^s opinion on the desirability of 
immediately undertaking, as a relief work, the eartlnVork of the proposed railway from 
Chingleput to Conjeveram, After discussing the project with His Groce the Governor of 
Madras, Sir Richard Temple visited Chingleput and rode over the line of the proposed railway 
to Conjeveram Mr. Barlow, the Collector of Chingleput, and Captain Bisset, the officer of 
the Government Railway Department attached to Sir Richard Temple's staff*, accompanied him. 

2. The proposed lino is intended to connect with the South India narrow-gauge system 
the short length of narrow-gauge line between Arconum junction and Conjeveram. The 
sketch map in the margin gives an idea of the relation of the several railways to each other. 
The line from Madras to Arconum and onward, both towards Raichore and towards Coimba¬ 
tore, is brt)ad gauge; the line from Madras to Chingleput and onwards towards the South is 
narrow gauge; and so is the short branch, 19 miles long|, from Arconum to Conjeveram. 
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Chingleput is the head-quarters of some of the civil officers of the Chingleput District, and it 
contains a })opulation of 7,001) persons. Conjeveram is a place of many temples and much 
pilgrimage; it contains 37,000 inhabitants. The proposed line is to connect Conjevaram and 
Chingleput; it will be about 22 miles lone, and it will pass through parts of the talooks 
(administrative sub-divisions) of Chingleput and Conjeveram with an average population of 
about 380 to the square mile. 

3. If, as probably would be the case, the line wore taken along or near the present road, 
which is metalled and. bridged, then the earth-work of the whole line would, according to 
Captain Bisset’s rough estimate, cost only Rs. 2,000 a mile, or Rs. dijOOO {£4',400) in all out 
of a total estimated cost of perhaps 13 lakhs (£130,000). The proportion of the cost that would 
bo expended on relief wages is therefore so small, that Sir Richard Temple is unable to 
recommend '^t this railway should bo sanctioned as a relief work. Even if the line could 
be completed^efore the rainy season begins, it would be of no special service to relief opera¬ 
tions, for the distress is not at present extreme in that part of the district; there are other 
railway lities, good metalled cross roads, and plenty of good carts by which the local markets 
are, aud will continue to be, well supplied with grain. 

4. So far as could be gathered from the marks of traffic on the road, from the number of 
carts and passengers, from the look of the country round, it did not seem that the prospects 
of local traffic on the proposed line were financially very good. For apart of the year, at 
any rate, traffic from the right bank «)f the Palar would not cross the broad river bed to the 
proposed line, but would naturally prefer the other railway lines to the north and south, on the 
same bank of the river. Conjeveram, as a place of pilgrimage, is already connected by railway 
with Arcouum junction, and so with the standard gauge railways of the whole Madras 
Presidency.

Minute by Sir Richard Temple, dated Bangalore, 5tk February 1877. 

Ik reference to my Minutes of the 19th ultimo and of the 22nd idem,—^recommendiug that 
in the Madras Presidency a stricter chock than heretofore should be applied to the admission of 
persons to the relief works, that admission should be granted to those who appeared, or were 
known, to be in real need, and that the relief wage should bei^educcd to an amount necessary 
to sustain life,—I have duly observed the orders recently issued by the Government of Madras, 
which are calculated, if effectively carried out, to meet the above objects sufficiently well, and 
with all reasonable regard to the safety of the people. These principles will now, I trust, 
be introduced practically into the districts above the Ghills (Bollary, Kurnool, Cuddapahj 
where relief operations had been already begun on a very extensive scale. They will, doubtless, 
be followed from the outset in the districts below the Glifi^ts (Arcot, Chingleput, Salem, Coimba¬ 
tore, Madura, Tinnevelly) where relief operations have not as yet been extensively undertaken. 

2. I therefore think that the time has come when a preliminary estimate may be framed 
of the probable expenditure by Government for the relief of this famine and scarcity. Such 
an estimate is accordingly submitted herewith, accompanied by such explanation as seems 
called for regfarding each item in the stsitement. It will he seen that the total expenditure 
is estimated at £2,920,000, of whieh £674,900 had been already spent up to Ist January. 
The total number of persons on the relief works was expected to be 1,228,000 on the Ist 
February, and is so set down; but I am not able to say for certain that this is the actual 
number. Within the last few days reductions have been going on in reference to the prineiples 
already alluded to in this minute, and I should hope therefore that the number may be really 
less, and more nearly ajiproaehing to the figure at which it actually stood on the 1st January, 
namely, 1,039,001). The number of those on charitable relief was ^,000 on the 1st February. 
The highest number is expected to occur in April, namely, 1,840,000 on relief works and 
700,000 on charitable relief; in all 2,540,000. 

3. If the usual spring showers of April or even May shall be vouchsafed, and if the checks 
already recommended and now ordered shall be carefully carried out, it is quite possible that 
the actual expenditure may be kept well within this estimate, and might even be sensibly less. 
If, on the other hand, the spring showers do not come, or if the checks bo not strictly adopted, 
then this estimate may be exceeded j—indeed, there might be a very serious outlay of money 
during April and May. 
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4. I can testify to the extreme anxiety of all the authorities throupfhout the Presidency 
to save human life from death by starvation. The checks now ordered are quite compatible 
with the attainment of this paramount object, while on the other hand they are calculated to 
prevent excessive expenditure. Meanwhile it is most important to maintain an effectively 
viffilant supervision in all the distressed districts,—-over every villag’e, every highway, every 
place where people either congregate or move about; so that no person who may fall into 
danger for want of sustenance can possibly escape observation and succour, and so that every 
individual case of this nature may be surely and speedily relieved. 

5. This estimate of expenditure is, of epurse, irrespective of loss (temporary from sus¬ 
pension, or permanent from remission) of revenue, to which I will advert in a separate minute. 

RICHARD TEMPLE. 

Memorandum concerning the estimated relief expenditure in the Madras Presidency during the 

year 1876-77. 

On the 28rd December the Madras Government submitted to Her Majesty’s Secretary 
of State an approximate estimate, framed l>y the Revenue Board, of the probable cost of 
relieving distress in this Presidency, The Government observed that they could not ple<lgc 
themselves to the Board’s estfraate, seeing that it was framed on very rough data only. 
The total estimated expenditure, exclusive of suspensions or remissions of revenue, was 
Rs. 3,41,00,000, or about millions sterling. Sir Richard Temple now directs that an 
attempt be made to furnish a detailed estimate on the more recent information furnished by 
the Government of Madras and its ollicers. 

2. As with the estimate of Bombay relief expenditure, so in the present case, the numbers 
cxi)ected to come upon the relief works form the main factor of any estimate of probable relief 
expenditure in the Madras Presidency. In the appendctl statement is offered an estimate of 
the number of relief labourers that will probably be in receipt of relief wages in each distresseil 
district, month by month, up to the end of July next. On the reverse of the statement 
will be found notes showing on what grounds, or on whose authority, the maximum number of 
relief labourers in each district is estimated. It is during the month of A])ril that the number 
is expected to be highest; and the total of relief labourers in all districts during that month is 
estimated at 1,840,000 persons. This total is larger than the April total (1,405,000 labourers) 
taken in the Revenue Board’s estimate. But since that estimate was framed the distress has 
declured itself further, ami it has taken a much severer form in districts which even in Decem¬ 
ber were sorely stricken. 

3. It will be seen from the notes on the reverse of the appended statement that in some 
cases the native (and other) oflicers have estimated that the maximum number of labourers 
would reach even larger totals than have now been taken. But the Colhictor luas in such cases 
expressed an opinion, or at least a hope, that, by dint of care and vigilance, the numbers of 
relief labourers may be kept down to the maximum given. It is only in the event of con¬ 
tinued vigilance being e.xercised to restrict relief wages to those in actual need, and on the con¬ 
dition that the measures for economy recently taken are maintained,—it is only in such case 
that the number of relief labourers can be prevented from exceeding the total now taken, 

4. Further, it will be seed that the present estimate reckons on the numbers decreasing’ 
in May, and on the relief labourers all disappearing to their homes by the end of July. The 
host authorities appear to expect that this will be the course of events, provided that the usual 
April shojvers come and that the south-west monsoon (the early rains) comes seasonably. In 
ordinary years rain falls in April and May in quantities varying from live inches ttj one inch 
in the different districts j and the monsoon breaks (that is, the rainy season begins) about, 
the 'Jnd June. If, unhaj»pily, the April showers should be withheld, or if the rainy season should 
begin unfavourably, then the present forecast would be exceeded. 

5. Subject to the provisos mentioned above, the estimated numbers on relief works for 
the six months from February to July inclusive will be—

At an average rate of Rs. per mouth, the wage of these labourers would amount to 
Ks. 1,79,00,000. 

6. The cost of relief wages for the month of January must be taken at an average of 
Ks. 3 per labourer; for the reduction of wages recently ordered cannot take effect until after 
ihe end of January. The relief wages for January, with an average of 1,039,000 persons on 
the works, will amount to Its. 31,17,U00. 
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7. The actual expenditure on relief works and extra establishments up to the end of 
December according to a return received from the Accountant General of Aludras has been 
Rs. 37,2.5,000, and the cost of purchasing grain for Government has lieen lls. 30,21.,000. 

8. It will, perhaps, suffice if ten per cent, on the six months’ relief wages be estimated 
for extra establislinients, temporary buildings, and miscellaneous charges; for the Madras 
Government has been economical in the matter of establishments. 

0. It is difficult to foresee how many persons may become recipients of gratuitous relief. 
At present the numbers are comparatively small—only abonf, 00,000 in all. But in many 
districts gratuitous relief has not yet begun, and it is certain that the numbers on charitable 
relief will increase very greatly iti the hot months and at the beginning of the rainy season. 
An estimate (j^ten per cent, on the relief wages for six months (Rs. 18,00,000) would suffice 
to give gratuitous relief at the cost of one anna per head per diem to—

The cost of gratuilous relief at the Rod Hills camp near Madras comes to 2^ annas per 
head p(‘r diern. But the inmates there are, many of them, in a much reduced condition, 
and so they have been allowed somewhat better food than usual. At the Salem District 
relief camps the Collector expects to keep the cost of gratuitous relief down to one anna jier 
head jmw diem. Perhaps, it will suffice f.o estimate the cost of gratuitous relief at Rs. 18,00,000. 

10. The grain juirehased l>y Government will he used in payment of relief wages, or in 
issuing gratuitous relief, or in both. There will bo some charges for transporting this grain 
to the interior and for storage, and there will be some loss by wa.s1age. If allowance be 
made for these charges, perhaps 7u per cent, of the cost of the Governneent grain may be 
taken .as a set-off against other famine charges.

12. The totals of this forecast arc liable to be exceeded if the next season should prove 
unfavourable, if the recent instructions for reducing relief wages and reetrietiug relief expend¬ 
iture cannot be maintained, or if distress in an aggravated sliapc should break out in the 
extreme south of the jmuiusula, on the Malabar Coast, or in Gaiijam and the Godavari 
Districts.

SMement appended to Memorandum egtimating the Mai relief expenditure in Madras famine districts during the years 1876 and 1877. 
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R E H A U K S . 

NeUore. —Sir Rielmnl Toinple lifts not yet visited Nellore. But it is known that in a part 
of the district tliere was a failure of crops; that relief works are attract ingf many thousands, 
both from the inland taluks of Ncllore and from the east of Knrnool. Possibly the maximum 
of 120,000 may be exoeeded, ns a large and excellent work is in progress there. But distress 
is not expected to spread over the whole district. 

GitMapah .—On the occasion of Sir Richard Temple’s visit, the Collector was not able to 
say decidedly what he expected to be the highest number on his relief works. But he hoped 
to carry out carefully such orders as might be issued for preventing people who could support 
themselves from coming igton the State for relief. In t.he south of his district there seemed to 
be room for some economies in relief administration, and already the Collector has succeeded 
in arresting ^c previously rapid rate of increase in the numbers on his works; 300,000, or 
100,000 aboTC the present totals, have therefore been taken ns the probable maximum. 

Knrnool. —The native officials estimated that, eventually, .500,000 people would come upon 
the relief works. Mr. Davidson, the new Collector, hoped to keep the number from very 
greatly exceeding the present total. The numbers have not increased during the last few 
weeks; they now stand at 298,000 ; and perhaps the maximum may never exceed 360,000, the 
number taken for April. 

Jiellary .—Tlie native officials expected 900,000, or much more than half the population to 
come njion the \vorli;s. Mr. Mfuster, the Collector, hoped that the maximum would never greatly 
excewl the then total 406,000. It has since fallen to 3.56,000. And perhaps the maximum 
now taken, 430,000, will not be exceeded. 

North ii/roi.—The Collector’s estimate of the ex])ecte<l numbers has been adopted: see 
paragraph 9 of the North Arcot Memorandum. This allows for a very large increase in the 
number of reci]iient,s of relief wages. 

Chingleput. —T’he estimated numbers here taken were seen and were accepted by the 
Collector as sufficiently liberal. 

Sakm .—The Collector’s own estimate of the ]irobable numbers has been here taken. 

Trkhinopolp. —'fhe estimated numbers taken for this district are based on the Assistant 
Collector’s oral statements, and they may be open to revision in case distress declares itself in 
parts of Trichinopoly. 

Coimbatore. —I'hc Collector considered that he might possibly have to provide works for 
150,000 at the very worst period; but in the present estimate 100,000 has been taken as the 
probable maximum in April. As yet the numbers in Coimbatore are not high, and the rate of 
increase is not very rapid. 

Mail urn .—The Collector’s figures are taken, but it must bo noted th at his estimate will, aa 
he pointed out, be exceeded if his proimsals for the Court of Wards expenditure in permanently- 
settled zemindaris are not acccjited. 

TinneveUg.—Vor this district the Collector's maximum has been taken; but in view of the 
good condition of a large part of the district and of the facilities for trade and temporary 
emigration, it may be hoped that the maximum will not be reaidied. 

Kistna, Sonih Areot and Godavari.—’lHhow districts are not distressed as a whole, and pro¬ 
bably will not be. Still there has been failure of harvest in parts; and the officers who know 
those tracts anticipate that relief works may have to be provided on a considerable scale in parts 
of these districts before the next harvests come in.

In continuation of my letter No. 152, dated 2nd February, I am directed to forward, for 
information, copy of correspondence with the Government of Madras on the same subject.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 625, dated Slst January Inst, 
and accom])animents, and to forward, for the information of His Grace the Governor of Madns 
in Council, extracts from the reports of the Agent and General Traffic Alannger, Great Indmn 
Peninsula Railway Comjiany, and copy of a letter No. 161, dated 2nd instant, addressed by 
the Bombay Government to Sir Richard Temple, together with the report of the Consulting 
Engineer for Railways which accompanied it. 

It will be seen from these papers that the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company 
represented that it would be impracticable to limit through booking at their receiving stations 
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and those of the East IntliuQ Railway in the manner sn^jfcsted by His Graecthe Governor of 
Madras, and that they stated that they would be oblijjcd to adopt the plan whieli they actual¬ 
ly have adopted of receivin'; and forwardin'; consignments in such a manner us to cause the 
least demurrage, working up to a block or nearly so, and then temporarily suspending the 
booking for Madras stations. 

In the opinion of the Bombay Government the course adopted by the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway Company is on the whole the best. The main object is to pour grain into 
the distressed districts of the Madras Presidency as rapidly as possible, and this object can 
best be promoted not by checking imports by the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, but by 
doing all that can be done to induce greater exertion on the part of the Madras Comi)any to 
forv^rd it from Haiehorc. The result has been that the Madras Railway Company have been 
able t 9 increase the number of wagons forwarded from Raicliore considerably ovar 90, the limit 
proposed, and ^ount on being in a position to forward 150 by the 14th instaiit. The Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway Company, while urging the Madras Railway Company to remove 
wagons from Kaiehore more rapidly, have restricted the numbers sent into that station to what 
the Madras Company using tliidr utmost exertion could take away daily ; and the confidence of 
consignees of grain to Madras is not likely to be more seriously affected by temiiorary com¬ 
plete stoppages of through booking than liy daily restrictions, which, even if not absolutely 
impracticable, would be open to the objections mentioned by Mr. LeMesurier, The inconveni¬ 
ence of a block of wagons on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway is undoubtedly very great, 
but it is not of much ]»ractical couseqnenee whether wagons are delayed at reecnving stations 
or at intermediate points between those stations and Raichore ; under any system of hooking 
and forwarding there must he delays ami complaints so long us the Madras Railway cannot carry 
the traffic tendered for despatch from Raichore. 


Extract from letter from Agent, Great Indian Peninsula Itailwai/, No, 1100, dated 'i.Hh January 

1877. 

With reference to the telegrams from (’aptain Bissot (copies sent with your Office No. 365 
of 26th January), Mr. Cmider is of opinion ‘'that it is im]) 0 S 8 ibl(! to restrict through booking 
to any specific number of wagons. The only thing we can legally or in ])ractiee <lo is to take 
all that is offered, and then when a blot^k comes to stop altogiithcr. If night trains arc run 
from Raichore the block would probably be avoided.^' 

The above is Mr. Condor’s note on iny reference to him, and I must say that after full 
eonsiderution and much previous discussion with Mr. Condor, 1 quite ejidorse his view. If we 
had only one or two forwarding stations to deal with, it would he a simple matter to control, 
but in practice it. is not possible to direct, hour by hour, every Station-master on the North¬ 
east and Nag))ore lines, and also on much of the South-east line how much grain he is to 
receive and des’patch for Madr.'is. Neitlier can we receive only at a certain few stations and 
bar the others; orreeoive at a certain number of stations to-day and at certain other stations 
tomorrow. Any such system would be unecpial and unfair even if it. was j)raeticable. 

The reason of the bhjck at Raichore is not made clear. If the Miulras line cannot 
move more than 90 wagons in 21 hours for want of engine ])ower, then until such power 
can be provided, we must, I fear, receive and forward consigninents in such a manner as to cause 
the least demurrage, working uj to a block or nearly so and then stoi)ping the booking. It 
will not do to unload the wagons and stack the grain outsiile of Raichore station limits, and 
leave it there for the Madras Comj)any to re-load and remove at their convenience. Mr. Couder 
is strongly of opinion that by working 24 hours a day, the Madras Company could forward 
from Raichore all that we send. 

Is the Madras Company now working night and day ? If not, is it for want of engine 
])ower or staff, and what numbers of engines or men are needed ? 


Extract of letter from General Traffic Manager to the Agent, Great Indian Tenmsula Railway 

Company’No, 310, dated 'A\*l January 1877. 

* * * * * * 

3. You Are aware generally of the condition of thingH with regard to the through traffic 
on ttie Madras Railway. As there has been much discussion about it, and 1 believe that 
Sir Richard Tem])le is writing a minute on the whole subject, ii may be well for me to give 
you, as shortly ns possible, the leading facts of the matter. 

4. About the month of August last, the Madras Company wrote, saying, that they con¬ 
sidered that additional sidings were required at Raichore. The sidings at present there will 
accommodate more thau the ordinary busy season traffic in and out of the station, and 1 was 
therefore obliged to say to Mr. Churcb that I was not able to concur in recommending any 
additional expenditure upon siding accommodation there. He did nothing more that I know 
of. I consider the sidings that are there already are more thau sufficient for the work that 
usually hiis to be done throughout the year. 

I find that during April and May of last year we had an average of 77 wagons a day, in 
and out of the station, which is not very much lijss thau the December traffic, to which 1 will 
refer later on in this report. But it has been arranged within the last ten days for an addi¬ 
tional siding to be laid in, and the work is in hand. 
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5. Everybody knows that for some years past, the (juestiou of the diOereut gauges adopt¬ 
ed on the dUioivnt railwaj^s has been under eonsideriition. 

So^^e of the crcetions on the Madras Railway are so constructed that some of our wagons 
will not pass safely ; which of tlie two may be wrong, namely, whether our wagons are too 
wide, or tlieir erections encroach on what should have been left clear for the passage of vehicles, 
need not now be discussed. I merely state the fact. 

And tills fact made it, of course, necessary to stop such of onr wagons .at llaichore as could 
not pass with safety. The question has given rise to a good deal of discussion and correspond¬ 
ence, and recently, namely, on the .'ith of the present month, I gave instructions for what aro 
called our new wagons to jiass on to the Madras Railway. 'I'licso, with the open wagons,;kvill 
therefore be used in iuture, as far jw it is possible to do so, for through trudic ; but in cases where 
the larger wagons wliich cannot pass are loaded with t hrough t raffic, the loads will still have to 
be transhi]>pe(ypt Raichore. The number of these will, however, be very small. 

6. In the early part of December last, it was found that wo were booking traffic to Raichore 
and on to the Madras Railway to a greater extent than it was being cleared away from Raichore. 
The consequence was that gradually there came to be a block on our line of wagons under 
load for Raichore and the Madras Railway. Perhaps the letter of the 2f!l,h December to the 
Madras Railway gives us, shortly as I can, the position of the matter as it then stood. Up to 
that time the Madras Com])any^s answers to all our coniinnnications on the subject were, that 
it was want of siding accommodation that had caused the block, and the reply to the letter of 
th(i tifith December was to the same effect. That reply came to me by telegram, and by letter 
from Mr. Chnrch and also from Mr. Elwin. 

The block increased, howevei’, .and, as is known, we stopped for a few days the booking 
of tra(lie beyond Raichore. At the same time we discouraged the booking of traffic for Rai¬ 
chore itself without actually refusing it. The result was that very little, if any, was booked to 
Raichore, and all that was lying on hand there wa.s what bad been booked before the stoppage. 
I believe that some of that has not even yet been (deared away from Raichore. None of that 
whi(di was booked through was unloaded and stacked on the ground at Raichore. When the 
through booking was stop]>ed, we had nearly a thousand wagons under load for Raichore and 
for stations on the Madras Railw.ay. and they were reecdving at Raichore for that place and 
through at the rate ot an average of less than a hundred a tiay. 

7. In the letter of the 2()tli December, and also when 1 met the Madras Railway representa¬ 
tives on die IGth, I pointed out that so long as they (dosed the station for tw(dvo hours out of 
every twenty-four, and did not run trains during the night, but ]>ra(!tica11y closed the line also 
for twelve out oi every twenty-four hours, it would l>e difficult to eonvinoe anybody that they were 
doing ns mmdi as might be done. It is evident that, if more trains had been run and if the un¬ 
loading had been carried on by night as well as by day, ns it had to be at some of our stations, 
much more work could have been done, and 1 think that there would never have been any 
block at all. I pressed upon Mr. Elwin the desirability of making more use of the line by 
working trains day and night, and by putting on a night staff at Ihiichore to do such unloading 
and Iraiishipping as was ncc(‘ssnry. 

8. This latter Mr. Elwin, by tolegram, dated the 10th, had .advised me he h.id given orders 
to have done, but when we met there on the Kith it bad not been carri(;d out, and the night staff 
did not actually eonimence work until the (‘veiling of Monday the 22nd, that being after a tele¬ 
gram that I had sent on the 2(lth to Mr. Elwin and Mr. Clmrcli. « 

9. Much has been made of the tr.anshi])piug and unloading at Raichore. TJut the number 
of wagons that have had to be so dealt with was not much larger than it usually is during the 
busy season, alt hough it has not formerly caused any block. For the whole mont h of Dec ‘mber 
the average Ixxiked through to Stations of the Madras Railway was forty-six a day, and of that 
uumber the daily average of those that had to be transhipjied was only sixteen. And that is 
a number which should not have caused any difficulty. There were also, in addition to thc.se 
forty-six wagons, an average of about fifty a day, under load with consignments for Raichore 
itself which had of course to be unloaded there, making a total to tranship and to unload of 
sixty-six a day. 

The work of loading and unloading at Raichore is done by a contractor, wdio .stated to us 
that he was prepared to do more if more supervising staff were jirovided by the Madras Com¬ 
pany, and that means, as we ascertained, that two more foremen and eight hand-lamps were 
required, and nothing else to enable the work to be continued night and day. 1 offered, before 
the 1 (Jtli instant, if it would be any convenience to the Madras Railway to provide these 
foremen and lam])s ourselves, but the ofier was not accepted 

10. That which was consigned to Raichore should not have caused any block there, because 
the owners slnudd have been I’equiied to remove it from the station without delay, and if they 
did not do that the wharfage charges should have been increased so as to compel them to 
remove. This is what we have had to do at some [)laees in order to keep the stations clear, 
and there is no rpa.son to doubt that it would have answered that purpose at Raichore. 

11. Mr. Elwin stated, in regard to the engine power for the day and night trains, that 
they were so much pressed ujx)!! other parts of the lin(', that they could not put more engines 
there than the four employed to work on that district. 1 could, of course, make no answer 
to that exce])t that tlu;y knew better what could be done than others; again pointing out., 
however, that it seemed likely that if night staff were ernjdoyed more could be got out of the 
engine power that was available; and 1 reminded Mr. Elwin that this practical closing of the 
line and the station for half the time had ended in the serious detention of our wagons at a 
time when they could not be passed. So far as the complaint respecting the through booking

hnving l>eeii stopped is coliceriicd, it will therefore probably be admitted that the explanation 
I have given is not a bad reason for the step that was taken. 

12. With regard to the future I pointed out to Mr. Elwin that we were ready to recom¬ 
mence the through booking directly we found there was reasonable ground for thinking that 
the block would not recur. W’e were .aboTJt clear of wagons under load for the Madras Hallway 
and'for llaichore on 23rdj and therefore I gave insti actions on that morning fur traffic to be 
again booked through as freely as it j)resents itself. 

13. When we were at Ruiehore on the 16th, I heard, for the firat time, that it was thought 
that we should marshal the trains, that is sejiarate the through and local wagons. 

, I do not think that this is a service which should be expected of us, and it is not usual as 
between Companies, but I said at once when it was mentioned that we would do it os far as 
possiUle, and (yxlers have been giveti afieordingly. 

14. I yesterday received a telegnini from Mr. Church, asking us to wii^ him each day 
the number of wagons loaded for Madras line stations at each station of this and the East 
Indian Railway every day. I telegraphed to Mr. Church in reply to the effect, first, that it 
would be impossible to do thi.s (the wire is already overcrowded with messages), and, second, 
that if it were done, it would be of no practical use to the Madras Railway, for it cannot assist 
them to know that live wagons were loaded to-day, for example at Nagi)ur, or six at Jabalpur, 
or ten at Cawnpur. What ihey want to know is the number that may’ be expected daily at 
Raiehorc. I therefore said to Mr. Church that I would advise liim by wire each morning the 
number on hand under load for his stations at Shahabad. That is a convenient place for the 
purpose, because it will inehule any’ tiiat may be booked from Hyderabad as well as from all parts 
of this, and the East Indian and Baroda Railways. 

15. 1 am arranging also to let tiie Madras Company's Manager know the number of trains 
ordere<l for Ruiehore each day, as well as the number of wagons on each train. This inform¬ 
ation has been always supplied to the Station Master at Raichore. who gets it. in the same way 
as every one else does when the trains are ordered, but it will j)robably help Mr. Church, if 
his name is also put upon the ines.sage, and I have therefore arranged aceordiugly. 

16. 1 hope that the Madras Company will be requested to ensure the prompt return of 
our empty wagons, hoeause our ability to keep up the regular supply, aud to keep traffic 
moving, will lii.'peiid upon that. At ])rescnt no additional trains are running, and we are finding 
already that wc have more umlerload for Madras stations than they can clear away ; so that 
unless something more is done beyond Raiehoi’c at once, the block will soon bo as bad as ever.

With reference to my telegram, dated 21th instant, copy of which accompanies letter, 
1 am directed to state that through-booking between the Great Indian Peninsula and Madras 
Riiilways having been resumed after being suspended for a fortnight, it is expected that large 
consignments will be immedi.ately made to stations on the Madras line irom tlie North-West¬ 
ern Provinces, the Nerbudda Valley and the Berars as well us from Bombay and certain stations 
on the south-eastern branch of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, Poona, Shulupur aud 
Hyderabad, where supplies have accumulated. 

2. The General Traffic Manager, Great Indian Peninsula Railway, reports that provided 
the Madras Railway Company can arrange for the prompt despatch and return of wagons at 
the junction of the two railways at Raichore, he could, if neco.ssary, carry grain into llaichore 
at the rate of from 150 to 200 wagons a day; and he anticipates that the traffic will imme- 
(iiately reach the former figure. 

.3. It is however understood that the Madras Railway Company now consider themselves 
in a position to take not more than 90 through wagons a day at Raichore, and it is obvious 
that unless arrangements are immediately rnaele for more rapid clearance, or for unloading and 
returning the balance of Great Indian Peninsula wagons at Raichore as fast as they arrive, 
a block, such as that which compelled the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company to sus- 
] end through-booking from the 7th to the 22nd instant, will soon recur. 
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4, It has been suggested that the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Comjiany should now 
restrict through-booking to Raiuhore to the number of wagons that the Madras Comjianv are 
prepared to pass through, but the General Traffic Manager has represented that tin's is imprao- 
tieuble, and that through-booking must either be allowed in full or not at all. Moreover, it 
does not appear expedient to check the flow of grain towards the famine districts of the Madras 
Presidency, even if for the present a temporary check at Raichorc is inevitable, and ratlier than 
tliere should be another complete stoppage of through-booking, it would seem preferable for the 
Madras Railway Company in their own interests to establish a depot at Raichorc at. which the 
Great Indian Peninsula wagons could be unloaded, and the grain stored until the Madras Com- 
)iiny are in a position 'O forward it. It is true that they will thu.s incur some ri.sk and expense, 
)Ut they will eventually obtain traffic which might be lost to them altogether if they refused 
to take the traflic at all, and so long .-is the difficulty arises with them it is unfair to throw the 
onus and loss^^tailcd by refusing traffic on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company, 

6 . As stated in my telegram, the Bombay Government arc given to understand that no 
night stair was employed at Raichorc till the 21st, though on an urgent representation made 
by the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company the employment of night staff was ordered 
on the 12th, and that even now the Madras Company do not niu night trains, and are not 
therefore making full use of their engines. On the Great Indian Peninsula Railway the 
engines have for some time past been worked night and day with reliefs of driviTs. 

6 . As explained in Colonel Hancock’s letter to Colonel Shaw-Stewart, No, 130, of the 
12th instant, the. Bombay Government are prepared fully to co-operate with the Government 
ot Madras in carrying out any improvements in siding accommodation required at Raichorc, 
and the Agent, Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company, has intimated that he will raise no 
diflieulties on this score. As regards the State railway engines, which it i.s umhu-stood .arc to 
be offered to the Madras Railway Company, I am directed to forward a copy of Resolution of 
the Boml>ay Government, No. 92, dated 23rd January, and to state that the work of erection 
will be commenced and pushed forward as rapidly us po.ssible.

reg.'irding the block of traffic on tlie Madras Railway, I have 
of 2JtlTjiumury''l877^*^"'^ ^to lay before iTovernment a report* by the Traflic 

Malinger of the Madras Railway. 

2 . The acoumulated through-booked traffic on the Great Indian PeninsultARailway was 
worked off some day.s ago. 

3. Tile Great imlian Penimsiila officials seem to anticipate a recurrence of the block unless 
the Madras Railway is able to carry forward from l.o0 to 200 wagons jier diem. 

4. At present the Madras Railway can carry forwanl 100 wagons daily from Raichorc, 
and the Great Indian Peninsula Company' has been asked to restrict their consignments to that 
figure. 

b. The officials of tliat Company statu that to re.strict their through consignments is im¬ 


possible, and that through-booking must either be allowed in full or not at all. They press 
that a depot should be establi.shcd at Raichorc, at which the Great Indian Peninsula wagons 
could be unloaded, and the grain stored until the Madras Company are in a position to forward 
it. 


G. The adoption of this measure would be a great misfortune, and should be averted if 
possible. 

7. Tbe Madras Company is most anxious to carry forward every wagon which comes from 
the north, and deficient engine j>ower is the only (anise which will interfere with their doing so. 

8 . At ju'oscnt, as will be-seen from the enclosure, the 100 wagons which they are able to 
take forward daily are apiairently more than sufficient j ns the Traffic Manager states that, for 
want of loads, they do not run regularly all the train.s booked to leave Raichore. 

9. A night stall’ has been entertained at Raichore and elsewhere where needed. The 
Raiehore station is understood to have heen worked by day and night since the 21 st instant. 

10 . 'I’ho reduction of passenger train mileage on other jiarts of their line, with a view to 
increase the number of engines availabli! at Raiehore, has been Bngge.sted, and some temporary 
assis'tance may be exjieeted from this source. With this object it has been arranged to stop for 
the ]>resent the regular festival traffic to Trivellore. 

11. The twelve locomotive engines which have been promised by the Director of State 
Railways for use in this jiresideuey, and which are now under erection at Bombay, will enable 
the Madras Railway Company to work all portions of their line freely and fully; but some 
weeks must elapse before tluiy can be locdicd for. 

12. In antici]>atiou of this increase to the engine stock, authority has been granted to the 
Agent of the Madras Railway to telegraph to his Board for the immediate despatch of ten 
drivers. Six was the number at first suggested by the Agent; but after discussion with the 
Locomotive Superintendent it was determined to ajiply for ten. 

13. The j)rovision of temi)orary sheltcw for grain at Adoni and elsewhere will at once be 
proceeded with ; but information regarding the quantity for which shelter is to be provided at 
each place is necessary. 

14. I have authorized the immediate construction of an additional siding in the Raichore 
station-yard. This was strongly recommended by the Traffic Department, and by Captain 
Bissett, R. E., who has had an opj)ortunity' of watebing the station arrangements. 

15. I have also authorized the immediate construction of a through-siding at the Toon- 
gabudra station, and similar accommodation at a convenient site between Kosgee and Adoni. 
The necessity of providing additional crossing stations is being carefully considered.

It would aj)j»car from the following telegram from Cai)tain Bissett, R. E., dated 24th 
instant, that the accumulated through-booked traffic on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway 
has been worked off. 

“ Bombay line now clear of Mrow/z/l-bookcd grain, and Raichore crowded with lucul- 
booked grain. Have suggested Conder re-open through-booking up to 90 wagons daily at 
present, also to marshal trains and avoid still further loading of cotton wagons with through 
goods.” 

2. The local-booked grain herein referred to is consigned to' Raichoro, but may be recon- 
sigued to stations on this line. 

3. As already advised, our existing locomotive power will not move more than 1(10 wagons 
per diem in all from Raichore; but tins seems to be more than sufficient at present, as, for want 
of loads, we do not run regularly all the trains booked to run out of Raichore. 
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4. The shelter for g'rain at the different stations is required, I presume, for storing purposes, 
if, as I suppose, we sluill not be required to make an arranf'omeut for grain different from that 
existing for other goods, and in practice it is found that the grain does not suffer by exposure 
during tljc present dry weather. 

There will bo no difficulty in erecting sheds for storing, grain ; but these, in my opinion, 
should be placed in such a position as not to interfere with the unloading of wagons. In other 
words that the unloading should be, as at present, performed at theoostof the Cotnjiany, and the 
storage at the cost of the Government, or of the merchants, if they wish to incur the expense, 
for the handling of the traffic cannot be performed without considerable additional expense.

Government believe it would be very mis- 
chi(!Vous to yield to what is evidently the restilf, of conibinal.ion, although refusal to yield may 
very probably lead to the deaths of some of the most weakly of those who have jointal the 
movement and are acting under the inflnenee of those who are stronger. Immediate coTumu- 
nieation of the wishes ol' tlie Government of India by telegram is solicited. Answer goes to-day 
to your letter of second instant which appri.ves ol'our rule not to reliiive persons holding out 
through obstinacy under belief that they will not die—a belief which is not shared by this Gov¬ 
ernment. __

Your telegram of yeslerday. Government of India entirely shares opinion 
of Government of Bombay as to mischief of yielding to strike on relief works 
attrilmtablo to combination, and thinks that relief wages should not be raised 
if Government of Bombay are quite satisfied that the rates are sufficient to keep 
people alive—a point which must necessarily he left to its judgment. Govern¬ 
ment of India presumes that if small works are closed for the transferenee of 
labour to large ones, you will make arrnngenieuts for providing for the sus¬ 
tenance of the labourers during their transit. The Viceroy has received tele¬ 
grams from Sholapur complaining of reductions of wages, but has taken no 
notice of them, being fully persuaded tliat the Bombay Govermneut Avill act 
with sound discretion iu carrying out a difficult but necessary operation.

You will see report of deaths from starvation at Sliolapur. Collector reports only one 
Buch death in Sholapur itself; none have been reported from districts. Full particulam called 
for. 
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2. There has been ruin in Khandesb and Nasik, and it appears probable that it has fallen 
in other districts since the Collectors’ reports were despatched. It can now do nothing but 
harm to any, except irrigated, crops, and while it will, on the one hand, improve the water- 
supply, it will, it is retired, be the cause of considerable sickness imong the labourers employed 
upon relief works in exjrosed situations. 

3. Prices have again slightly declined this week, jowari now avci-aging 23 J lbs. throughout 
the nine afTected districts. 

4. Tire number of people upon relief works is 249,158, against 290,537 last week, and 
there are alb 7,186 hill-men and immigrants emploj^ed in Kanara and llatnagiri, making a 
total of 256,294. This decrease is mainly due to a stand made by the people of Sholapur 
against the orders of Government reducing the pay on works under Civil Agency, and insist¬ 
ing on moderate tasks, and to the endeavours made to transfer able-bodied people from Civil 
works to those under Public Works Department supervision. The people in Sholapur are 
“ on strike,” are acting in bodies and in concert, and are probably under influences which are 
not apparent. Some of them are, no doubt, sufficiently well off to be able to decline work, 
and these it is the object of Government to get rid of, but otbers arc not in this position, and 
it is possible that before the stronger and more robust, who sustain the movement, are brought 
to reason, some of the weakly may suffer. Occupation and the means of earning wages 
are open and available to all, and the District Officers have been ordered to be vigilant as 
regards scattered cases of distress, and at once to afford relief. Those persons, who are really 
in need of relief, cannot, of coarse, hold out long, and will shortly return ; but, at present, 
they are reported to be unwilling either to work properly on the unchanged rab-s of pay under 
the Public Works Department, or to accept the altered and lower rates under Civil Agency. 

5. The Government of India have entirely removed the restrictions previously placed 
upon large relief works, and have entrusted the Government with the powers of commencing 
such works, whenever satisfied of their necessity. The powers delegated to Collectors; from 
time to lime, to order the actual commencement of certain relief works which had previously 
been provisionally sanctioned by the Government, have, under instructions from the Govern¬ 
ment of India, been withdrawn. It is to be noted that Collectors were never invested with 
powers to commence relief works which had not previously been provisionally sanctioned by the 
Government. 

6. Sanction has been received from the Government of India to commence the earth-works 
of the Dhond Maiimar Railway. Tlic work will be begun at (*»cc, and will prove of the utmost 
importance in meeting the distress in Ahineduagar, Nfisik, Poona, and Sholapur. The Govern¬ 
ment of India are also considering a suggestion of this Government for commencing the earth¬ 
works of the Karwar and BeUary Railway for the purpose of relief in the southern parts of this 
Presidency. 

7. This Government have also sanctioned the commencement of the Gokak Canal in the 
Bclgaum District. 

Government have taken further steps in connection with the laying down of pressed hay 
upon the principal grain thoroughfares in those affected districts which are remote from the 
sea-coast and from railway communication. 

8. Abstracts of the information snpplicd to the Government of India from every taluka 
of the affected area accompany this report. 

9. A map is not forwarded with this summary, os it would only be a repetition of that 
sent lost week: when any material change takes place, a fresh map will be furnished. 
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10. The following table givcfi the expenditure by Government upon clmrity, both in the 
relief of the aged and infirm poor, and in payments made to the young children of labourers 
employed upon relief worhs

FOR THE WEEK ENDING THE 16th FEBRUARY 1877. 

OenkuaT, Rkmaiikr. —In Miidms slig'lit rain is roi)nrti*(l ffom Norlli Arnot, Cuddupiili, 
Salem, Coinil)ulort‘, and Tiiiuevelly : no report has heeii rceeivei! from Nellore, and the num¬ 
bers on relief works in Malabar have tiot. been telejrrajilied. Tlie total reported number of 
persons empkyed on relief works is 815,979. There is an increase of 24,900 in Belliiry and 
9,40(1 in Siilem: in Kurnnol there is a deerease of 48,000 and of 17,000 in Cnddapali. In 
Bombay unseasonahlc niin has injured the crops in Tanna, Khandesh, Nasik and Gmcenit: 
some has also fallen in Sind and the Deeean. No rain is reported from Mysore. In the 
Central Provinces there has also been rain in many districts, whieh in some has injuve<l the 
rahi. The harvest is pror'ressinj' in Berar. In Central India and Eajpiitana Showers have 
fallen and prosjjects are <(ood. General rain has fallen throughout Lower Beii^-al, and has 
done some injury to the rahi crops: hut it has heeii of heiielit to the indigo and the early 
rice. Showers are reported from the North-Western Provinces and Oudh : the weather, is now 
clear .and the crops are in good condition, llain has i’alleu in several districts of the Punjab, 
and ])rospects are Invonrahlo.

Weather wet and cloudy almost throughout the week; a storm 
passed over the station about midday on the 4th instant, hut did 
not continue very long; tliere was high wind and rain again on t ho 
night of the 7th idem ; tlio amun crops have been reaped almost 
everywhere ; chillies, pulses, &c., are progri'ssing well everywhere, 
except in the inundated tracts ; tdiolera is still prevalent, and stray 
cases of small-pox have, been reported from the Sudharam station. 

Weather chnidy throughout the we(.’k ; it lained very heavily for the 
last four days ; mustard has begun to be veiijied, and the recent heavy 
rain Inis entirely spoiled the poi'tion of the crop that has already 
been gathered; the tobacco plants are thriving well, but the 
prospects of sugarcane are bad; the jnnrnia)i.i have begun to cut 
tbciryoom.? for cultivation; cholera is still prevalent in the distiict. 

Weather damp and cloudy; state and pi'ospeets of the crops are 
good. 

A furious gale, which lash’d 25 tninulcs, some of the gusts of which 
were as strong as those of the late cyclone, swejit over the district 
on the 4th instant, and caused some destruction of boats and other 
property; the crops, however, are repoitx’d to be irood everywhere, 
except in the tracts utl’ected by the storm-wave of the Slst October 
lust; the cholera ejddcinic has much abati’d, but the dise.aso is still 
Jiresent in thanas Ba.rhmuddin, Dowlut Khan, and Mendigunge; in 
liarhmuddin it is as virulent and destructive as ever; there is no 
disease ainung the cattle anywhere in the district. 

Weather cold and wet; there was storm and rain, with very high 
wind and low barometer, on Sunday, the 4t.h instant, and 35 boats 
sunk at noalunilo alone; the rainlall at troalundo has been 1'32. and 
at Madareepore 104; state and prospects of the crops arc very fair;

Weather rainy till the Dth instant; tlii’re was a strong gale on 
Sunday, the 4th instant ; the late storms and rain have damaged 
materially the colil weather crops and paddy stacked in the open air;

where injury to life and jiroperty has been done; cholera has not 
disappeared. 

Weather c<dd and wet; the excessive rain has injured both the rico 
and winter crops to some extent, hut will soften the ground for 
ploughing for the early rice, and will do good to tho indigo crop. 

Weather stormy,with rain, and unusually cold; not mueli harm has 
been done to the stiinding crop.s, except, tobacco, which is said to 
have Bull'ered; the rain will enable ploughing to go on everywhere. 

The weather was cold and cloudy- and occasionally rainy; it has now 
cleared ; the prospects of most m the c/ntiltth crops continue to bo 
good, but gram and mustard have been injured by tint rains; prices 
arcuimnst steady; cholera is prevalent in Diinigram. Debagram, and 
Gopgr.am, in the jurisdiction of the Eamporc JIaut sub-division; 
health is otherwise good. 

Weather stormy and unsettled till the Sth instant; now fair .and sea. 
Bonable; state and prospects of the crops continno to be satisfactory, 
and the health of the district is good. 

There has been plentiful rain all over the district during the week ; 
the rain has done some alight injury’ to khuxari, po.is, masoor, and 
gram; but the condition of the standing wheat, barley, and cheena 
crops has much improved; the oflicer in charge of the Mnlunehi 
out-post reporU that the raid crojis of six or seven villages in his 
jurisdiction have been entirely destroyed by hail; no sickness pre¬ 
vails in the district. 

Weather unseasonably damp and chilly; up to date harvest is in all 
respects very good; tho oil-seeds also promise excellent ri’sulls, but 
it is foared that tho rain in the district, which has been much heavier 
than noted, will do much harm to the tobacco crop.

'Weatlier cold and cloudy; a very unjdraHant ciikI wiial haa keen 
blowing for some days; t'roin the luorning (d'the 7tli in.stant the 
cloiidN have been gathering, and more rain may lall; the cutting 
iiaiiiutiili tlhan 'w nearly (iniKhed; in some jdaep.s in Mata- 
hhiinga the tolmei'o iilaiits have been injured liy hailstones wliieli 
fell on the night of till*'31st .lanuary; no similar rejiorts. however, 
have been received from the southern portion of the Uaj. where the 
crop is doing well; the jirospects of must.ard seeds generally con¬ 
tinue goo<l. 

Weatlier very cold; mornings foggy; the Jialnwnfi harvest is over 
witli favour.ahlc outturn; mustard is being rmped ; jmhlic health 
is good. 

\\'eat her shar]) cold ; there lias been another fall of snow, and a little 
rain iliiring the week ; the winter rice crop has all been thivslied 
and has given a good onttiirn; the young wheat and barley are 
doing well, the recent rain Icjving been favourable for tlieni. 

Weather most unscasonahle; very heavy wind on the 4th instant; 
in the south the weather apiicars to have been teiiqiestuons, and 
some loss of life and more ot cattle is reporteil; the heavy wind and 
drenehing rain have injured the paihly stacks and gathered rice to a 
considerable extent; the rain will also have injured the linseed, castor 
and other cold-weather crops; on the other hand it has been bene¬ 
ficial to indigo, /(7, and spring rice; cholera decreased, but fever 
increased in conscrjiience of the wet weather. 

Weather again cold, wet, and windy; fortunately there are no crops 
on the ground to be endangered by the bud weather and rains. 

Weather abnormal for this season of the year; cloudy from the 4th 
to the 8th instant; rain on the 4th. (ith, 7tli. and 8lh, aeeomjianied 
with strong wind on the 4th ami 7th; the rice lands are being 
ploughed; the late heavy laiiiB have injured peas, gram. wrrsaW, 
jiolatoes, and niango-hlossonis, but, have beuetited the vegetables, 
and indigo ; \iublie health is normal. 

Weather now chair and cool; the prospeetB of the crops arc satisfac¬ 
tory ; licallh is generally good. 


Weatlier Bhowery and cool; state .and prospects of the crops are fa vonr- 
able as hefore : the late rain Inns done much good to the winter crops. 

Weather unusually wet ; the unusual rain will do some injury to some 
of the imlses; the oilier cold-weather crops (wheat, barley) and 
siigMreane will he heiielited. 

Weather, rain eleariiig up; state and prospects of the crops are good. 

Weather cloudy and wet during the first hall'of the weidi, settled 
fine, and cold, with strong west wind, during the second half; the 
rahi crops are excellent: general health is very good; only a little 
sinall-])Ox is rcjiorted here and tiiere.

Weather very cold and generally cloudy and damp ; there was rain 
on the 7th and 8th instant; strong west wind troin tlie Dth; the 
recent rain hoH done some injury to the rain crops, tobacco, and 
rahvr; it is apprehended Ibat the outturn in the south of the 
district will he considerably below the average; no returu received 
from the Mudlioohunnec sub-division. 

Weather cold, with strong westerly wind; the recent rain, it is 
npyirehended, will do some damage to the rahi crojis; the public 
health is good, with the exception of a few eases of small-pox near 
Soorsuiid, in the Seetamurhee suh division. 

Weather raw, damp, and cold, with occasional showors, up to 8th 
instant; bright and clear siiico; the weather upyiears to bo settling ; 
the wind has changed to the west; the gloomy weather, as there 
had been for the yiast month, has not, been experienced, it is believed, 
in any part of the district; the prosiieets of the rahi crojiK are 
generally favourable throughout the district; wheat, gram, atid>)*(i//fr>- 
have been very partially injured by liiirda blight and lahi insects 
from the etlects of dainji weatlier; there has been a fall of hail in 
Basaiitpur and Maliariijganj in the Sewnii suh-division, hut it 
was too slight to damage the crops; the croyis are reaeliiiig 
maturity, aud the prospects will be much improved if them be warm

Weather very cold; rain in (he early pirt of the week haB done 
Klifjhl damaire to (he rttfii crops, eepecialiy to poppy, linseed, rahur, 
and whea't; health of the di-strict is frood. 

Weather cloudy, with frequent heavy rain; very cold on the 
(tth and 9th iiiBtant; the lute heavy rain, accompanied in .some 
places hy hail has done injury to the rahi crops, Home damafje 
is abo repoited to that portion of the I'Aart/'crop which h is not 
boon harvested ; the weather ha.s now cleared up and the prospects 
are therelVire bris;htenin)». 

Weather clear and cold, with west wind ; all the sub-divisions report 
serious injury to the rahi crops Irom the late unseasonahle rain ; 
the sky looks, however, as if it would clear, and a good west wind 
and strong sun will make a considerable diil'crence in any estimate 
of the injury. 

Weather iinseaBonably wet and cloudy; the rain during the past 
week niHst he injurious to the wheat, barley, peas. itc.; tlie floppy 
crop, too, has been much injured in different parts of the district, by 
hail and rain 

There has been a good deal of rain throughout the district, and hail 
in some places; tlni weather, though quite cleared up from the 9th 
instant, or the fireceding day, is now cohl and windy ; the cnqis in 
the Budder sub-division are exctdlent, but from Patamow consider¬ 
able damage by hail is reported ; the general heallti is everywhere 
good ; only a few cases of small-pox reported from Palaniow. 

Weather unseasonably rainy, nothing particular to report; there not 
being iimnh rahi crops in the district, imioh harm baa not been 
done by the luin; the ma/wwa crop may sutler; the ryots have 
taken advantage of the soaking the land has got, to plough for 
their highland sowings. 

There has been exees.-ive rain during tlie week; the sky appeared to 
have been clearing up on the 9th instant; the fields have been 
flooded, and tlie pulses are reported to have siiftered; but the pros¬ 
pects of wheat are still good ; general health is good. 

Wet and stormy weather; a considerable iilinihcr of cattle have 
perished from the rain, wind, and cold; a little fiiotigiiiiig is in 
progress; reports of sponidie cliolera are rather frequent. 

Weather cloudy and unsettled, with Bhowers during llio early part, of 
the week; now clear, hriglit, and cold; ploiigliiiig is being actively 
carried on; the rain Inis done some damage to the rahi crops, but 
on the whole it has done good; small-pox is rather prevalent, other¬ 
wise the ptihlic hc.alth is good. 

Weather cloudy; the rain has done much good to the dalita paddy 
crop, but has p.artially injured the mango crop; cotton, moo//, and 
other miseellaneoii.s crops promise a fair oiiUnrii; the exi>orlution 
of rice contiiiueK; the jiriees are stationary in the chief snb-divisioii. 

General Itemarks .—There was Home rain in the heginning of the 
week; the late heavy rain, aceomjiaiiied in some phiees hy strong 
wind niid hail, has done injury to the rahi crops, and some damage 
is also reported to that portsim of the late rice which had not lieen 
harvested ; on the otlier liand, it has iniproveii the jirospects of indigo 
and Bfiring rice, and eiiablod ttie cultivators to ]itougli their rice- 
fields. On the 4i,h instant there was a violent squall of wind and rain, 
wliieli was fell in all tlie districts hordcrlug on tlie Bay of Bengal, 
from Midnapore to Noakholly.

Tlion; is iiolliiii" new to record of the condition of tlie Province, nor arc there any signs 
lliat the jnessure uikhi tlie lower classes i.s increasing. To meet the possible contingcney of 
disti(!ss later on, l.lie cii'cnrnstances of each District ai-c being earefnlly consithned and the 
jioliey to be Ibllowed laid «lowu. Distrc.ss is for the |)resent more evident in the towns than in 
ihi' vdlages, where there i.s still ample cinphn-nient for all, and in the neighbonrhood of some 
■ >t' the larger towns fheielbre, where poverty is apparent, the Famine Commissioner is 
]>erniit1ing a small work to be Itaitatively ojicned. If the numbers resorting to it should 
>‘xet(.><I 3(i0, the help of the Department Public Works is to be obtiiined and if possible the 
laborers transferred to a larger and more irsefid work : if ]>eo])lc from the villages resort to the 
work and thus evidence a desire among the ordinary laboring class for cmjdoymeut, one or two 
large works would be eornmeneed in each Taluk, and if numbers unduly increased, restrictions 
lor the present somewdiat relaxed would be re-iraposed. 

2. Imports of grain by rail amounted to ],1S1' tons, or 2S0 tons less than last week. 
I'he exj)orts fi'om Bangalore to the interior were (>05 tons, or 1 fit) tons more than last week. 
Prices did not sen.sibly alter. 

3. The number of labt>rers on Civil Relief Works was 1,53-0, or .521 more than in the week 
previous. The inerease is due to new work.s started in the Bangalore and Kolar Districts in 
i;onformity with tfie prineijdes mentioned above. 


4. The Department Public Works employed 41,057 labor-e*H, or 1,453 in excess of the 
number returned last, week, the increase occurring ehielly in the Bangalore and Tutnkur 
Districts.

EEPOETS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS 
FOR THE WEEK ENDING THE 10th FEBRUARY 1878. 


General Remarks. —No rain lias fallen in Madras ; pro.«pcftt,s are uncliani'-ed ; prices arc 
still fluctuating, but there is a genoial upward tendency. The tol.il nuuilwr on works is 
132,0(52, and on gratuitous relief 110,3.3!), a decrease of 9, tS9 and 7,0.">2 upon the figures of 
last week respectively. In Mysore there has b(;eu no rain, and there is no elninge in prosj)CCts ; 
the number on relief works for the w^eek ending the 9th instant was 1(5,203, and on gratuitous 
relief 3,(54S; the former is more by 1,971' and the latter loss by 127 than in the j>revious week. 
Prom l»ombay cloudy weather and rain are reported from Sind ; elsewhere thoi-e has been no 
rain, and the harvest is beginning. In the Central Provinces the weather is now clear j tlw 
has .suflTered considerably in several districts from blight, irosl and in.scets ; but prospects are 
now fair. In Berar the reaj)ing of the lyt/u progresses. No rain has fallen in Centrtil Indian 
where prospects are fair. In RaJimtana there has been a little rain in Ajmere and Ulwur j 
prospects are favourable. In Bengal there was alnio.st general rain on the 11th and 12th ; the 
/•.//y/! crops generally promise well. In Assam tlnwe has been some rain. In British Burma the 
harvest still continues in Arakaii and parts of the Pegu division. In the North-Western Prov¬ 
inces and Oiulh no rain has fallen during the week, though the weather is still somewhat cloudy 
and unsettled; the general eondition of the crops is good. In tlu; Punjab there has been no rain, 
though it is still cloudy in some districts ; jrrospeets are favourable, but more rain will cause 
damage.

Weather cloudy and hot till 12th instant; south wind hlew from 10th 
to 12th, it is now northerly again ; the cidd-weather crops are doing 
well; price of rice is from 11 to 13 seers per rupee, in the south 
it is from 12 to IG seers.

Weather stormy on the night of the 11th .and morning of the 12th; 
since then it has been cold and dry, wilh heavy dews at night; 
the rain has done much good to the standing rahi crops, hut some 
damage to the mango crop is anticipated ; prices have a downward 
tendency; health is good. 

West winds prevailing; nights are cool; state and prospects of the 
crops are good. 

West wind prevailing, but weather wad; the rainfall of last week has 
been general; it was heavy, attended with hail in the southern and 
eastern parts; it has linen very beneficial fur the ploughing and Bow¬ 
ing ; the tobacco crop in Arrareah is said to he gisid. 

In the first part of the week there was fall of rain in several places, 
and in some the fall was attended with hailstones; the weather since 
is very fair; the wheat, barley, muonff, and ■multrr plants are thriv¬ 
ing, though in some places they have been partially injured by the 
late fall of hailsl.ones; the boro is under transplantation; public 
health is still improving. 

Weather wann and seasonable; no change in the state and prospects 
of the crops simic last report. 

Weather fine and cool; owing to the good prospect,s of the rabi, the 
prices of food-grains in the Sadar sub-division have fallen a little; 
m the Hajeeporo sub-division the rahi is doing well; in the 
Seetamurheu sub-division rain has done some harm to rakmr, 
khanari, &c.; some hail fall also has been reported from tho south 
of iSeetaiuurhee. 

Weather cloudy at the beginning of the week, the last part clear, and 
sun gradually getting hot; high cold west wind during the day; 
the prospects of tho rahi crops continue lavonrahle; the sub- 
divisional oificcr of Gopalganj has reported that, throughout his 
sub-division there is every prospect of an average harvest,; in many 
places considerable damage has been dn-.ic l,o the poppy plant by 
moorta; about 1,(K)0 highos of plant have been destroyed, which 
would have yielded about 120 inaunds of opium; the Hub-Deputy 
Opium Agents have been asked to report further regarding the 
damage done to the poppy crop; the Manager of the Hathuwa 
Raj Kstatc, who has just come in from camp, reports very favour¬ 
ably of the crops in that part of the district, in which, but for the 
winter rains, severe distress might have been looked for; the 
prospects of sugarcane and indigo have improved owing to the late 
rainfall.

State of agricultural proKpocta. 


The sky is overcast; weather is becoming warmer during the day; 
the slight shower of rain on the 101 h iuKtant has largely benefited 
the rabi and poppy crops, in consequence of which the prices of 
food grains have been lowered a little. 

Weather seasonably cold; prospects of the crops are good; health 
is good. 

Weather cooler since the rain, with high wind prevailing; maxi¬ 
mum thennometer in the shade 88 H<*; insccls continue to do 
damage in parts of the district; rouping of kurtln, kerao, 
mustard and miisur has coinmcuiced, and sugarcane is being planted; 
jirices continue to rule high, and jungle produce is in parts being 
consumed as food. 

Weather at present fine, with west winds ; the crops in Jthubooab 
arc flourishing, except those sown early, which have been injured by 
frost; poppy is good every where, but it is laU'; prices are rising 
in lihubooah ; no return from Mosseram. 


Weather cooler again after the rain ; the rain, which was accom- 
]>anied by a little hail, is reported to have damaged the prospects of 
the mokwu and mango crops. 

Weather seasonable; l.hn outturn of the rabi crops has not been 
BO good as usual in the Saclar sub-division, and in the Pahitnow sub¬ 
division it is reported to be considerably below the average,.

Adding that the above information " should be given for each taluka separately, and 
should be, in the first iristiince, prepared by the Mamlatdars, the permission already 
given to jdace them on special duty being freely availed of for the purpose. The Assistant 
or Depvity Collector in charge should test, verify, or supplement the statements of each 
Mamlatdar, and then submit as his own, and in his own language, a complete re- 
})ort for the taluka on the ])oints indicated, with full and free exi)re8sion of his own 
o])ifiions. Ea<!h taluka rejjort should be passed on by the Collector witlj, his remarks 
to the Commissioner, and by him similarly to the Bombay Government, who will for¬ 
ward it to this Department. No report of any one taluka should l>e detained any¬ 
where because others have not come to hand, and the whole of the rej)or(.s should 
have reached the Government of India by the 15th of .Tannary next. As many of 
the details above sixnuficd have already been partially collected, or are in process of 
collection, and the welding of the whole, including the new matter, into a complete 
form will be of obvious use to both Governments, the President in Council trusts that 
the call now made will not jtrovc especially difficult or irksome. 

Letters from the Gt>vcrnment of Bombay of various dates between the 17th January and 
Ihe 12th February JS77, forwarding the original rcj)orts received from cfieh district, 
together with summaries of their contents, and a general summary of the whole. 

Statement A, compiled from the returns and summaries received in rej)ly to the telegram of 
October 22nd, and the letter of November 30th al>ove referred to. 

Statement. 15, being an abstract of statement A, with additions from the Bombay weekly 
returns, and the repoi'ts of local ollicers now submitted. 


OBSEHVATIONS. 

As soon as tlio Government of India became aware, from tlio official reports 
of the Government of Bombay, and other sources, that the scarcity shewing itself 
in that Presidency was not unlikely to assume formidable proportions, the 
submission was rc^qncsted of statements, coutaining ohjmoutary statistical 
informsition and a rough estimate of the probable failure of crops, regarding 
each taluka of the affected districjts. 

2. This information was supjdicd by the Government of Bombay with the 
utmost pi’omptitudo, and has since proved extremely valuable. It was, 
however, necessarily defective and temporary as regards the failure of crops, 
inasmuch as the careful field inspections which take jdace annually in the 
Bombay Presidency had at that date barely commenced, and the jicriod during 
wiiieli local or general rain might have materially altered the as{)ect of affairs had 
not altogether passed awiiy. At the same time the particulars which it compriscnl 
revealed the very serious nature of the calamity then imminent, and the 
nec(!ssity for full and searching enquiry upon various points not iueluded in 
the previous returns, with the view of avoiding, on the one hand, (jxpenditure 
in excess of the requiremcmis of any locality, and, on the other, the o<;curronce 
of disaster owing to the d(;ficienoy of grain supplies, the failure of water, or the 
ne(;d for further relief, whether by works or cliaritahle measures, having been 
anywhere ovcidooked. The Government of Bombay were therefore requested 
to supplement their previous returns by a complete review and forecast of the 
situation, and, in accordance with the precedents of the famine of 1874, and the 
West Bchar scarcity of1875, to forward the original opinions of the mass of local 
officers, to which, when given deliberately, fully, unreservedly, and promptly, 
considerable value lias always been justly attached. Such a review and forecast, 
it may be added, is of inestimable service, not only to the high authorities by 
whom it is eventually considered, but to the local officers themselves, by 
directing the attention of every one of them to all the points which it is 
advisable to keep in view, and leading them to endeavour to form regarding 
each an opinion in the case of their individual charge. 

3. His Excellency the Governor General in Council has now to express his 
warm acknowledgments of the punctuality, care, and ability with wln’ch this 
somewhat onerous requisition has been responded to. The reports of the Assis¬ 
tant and Deputy Collectors in charge of talukas now submitted contain ample 
evidence both of acquaintance with and attention to their charges on the part

of the several Mamlatdars subordinate to them, and of energetic, watchful, 
and intelligent supervision on the part of the reporting officers themselves, 
while the remarks and criticisms of the Collectors and llevenue Commissioners 
shew that they have fully grasped the situation and the serious responsi¬ 
bilities which it imposes upon them, and will not fail to afford all necessary 
relief to the sulfering multitudes dependent on their care, while not losing 
sight of the vigilant economy which the financial necessities oC the State render 
indispensable. The Government of Bombay have very properly expressed a desire 
to “guard themselves against the supposition of being held to accept, as accurate 
or reliable, all the information contained in these reports, the time allowed for 
their preparation having been so short, considering tin? intricacry and difficulty of 
the inquiry, especially at a time when the district offi(;ers have been so fully 
engaged in otlier matters.” The Government of India fully acknowledge the 
difficulties ]i»ointed out, and will be careful not to attribute to tlic Government 
of Bombay the responsibility thus deprecated. His Excellency tive Governor 
General in Council would have been glad to have fixed a more distant date for 
the submission of the I'eports if such a course would not have made tluuu too 
late for the practical pur])oses for whi(;h they .were intend(;d; but, considering 
the advantag<!S possessed by the Bombay Presidency in a comj)lete system of 
village agricultural statisti(;s, in a strong staff of officials in each taluka, and m 
the custom of Assistant and Deputy Collectors travellingabouttheir chargesfor 
a large portion of the year, no less than the general evideuc(!s of care and ac¬ 
quaintance with the subject afforded by the reports rccc'ived. His lixccdlency in 
Council beli<!ves that the information now laid before the Government of India 
is as completii and trustworthy as it was possibles to obtain in time to be of ser¬ 
vice;. His Exeelleccy in Council has much pleasure in making ])ublic his g(;ueral 
eonim(‘ndation of these reports, ]<;aviug it to tin; Local Gov<n‘nment, if they 
think fit, to cxi#(;ss their own approval of individual complete and thought¬ 
ful documents comprised in the colleefion. 

4. I'hc review now submitted comprised 00 talukas and 3 pettas, or 
separately adininist(;r(;d i»ortious of talukas, making a total of 03 sub-divisions 
of nine districts, all of which are situated above tlto Ghauts, and extend from 


the Satpura I’angc of mountains, north of the, Taptec river, to the southern 
extremity of the Bombay Presidency. Some failure of crops has occurred in 
portions of twcj districts, Colaba and Ratnagiri, on the sea-coast, but their con¬ 
dition is not such as to cause any anxiety, or to call for exhmsive relief opera¬ 
tions. The area and population, 
both total and aff(;cted, of the nine 


districts, are given by the Bombay 
Govcmnujiit in their weekly state-

The loss of rcAenue Avas rei)ort(‘d in the lOth ])aragra))li 
of the despatch above quoted as lik(‘ly to rea<‘h sixty-six lakhs of rupees, of 
whicdi foriv-six lakhs AV('ro to tall in the curnnil. fiiitii/ridl vear.nnd tAvenlv lakhs 
in 1877-78. Lat('r on, thccsliinalt^ of tlu^ llotiibay (iovc'rnnu'nt for the tAvo years 
was about si'venty-six and a half lakhs,and 8ir lliehard'renqde, somewh.nt later 
still, gave lifly lakhs as the ainonni suggested to him by tho.s(‘ local authorities 
Avith Avhom he had had an op])oi‘iunity of cojiterring. The estimate uiuh'r the 
present returns, Avhich seems, like tlint of Sir llichard Temple, to be for the 
revcvne year Avliich ends on July Mist, is lis. 40,8 t,7M2, and there is rcjison to 
hope, from tin; language nscal by many of the local oilicers, th.nt this m.ny prove 
to be an outside estimate. As regards the princiy>les upon Avhich remissions 
should be granted, the Government of India Avere iji November last in correspond¬ 
ence AAu’th the Govan’nment of Hombay,and authorized tlnuri to abstain from stdling 
the occupancy right of ryots for arrears of laud revejiue vvhixdi AA ore attributable 
totheunfaAn)urableiiess of the season, and also to ('xlend, by ('xecutivc! orch'r, to 
the case of any sales of moAViable ])vo])(!rty Avhich might lx; itidis])(‘nsabl(;, the ex¬ 
emptions AAdiich had b(;en pro]K)s(‘d in section 2(5(5 of tluj Civil Pro(!(idure Code Bill. 
Subse(iuently, Sir llic.hard Tein|)le’s suggestion for suspending arrears till the 
folloAving year, instead of remitting them at once, was c.ommunicated to th(i 
Local CoA'crmuent for guidance; but on their pointing out objections to the 
measure! arising from tlu! Bombay revenue system, the matter has bc'cn left 
entirely to their discretion, Avith the request that the local authorities may 
be again warned against too free remissions, and anthoriscid to hold balances 
in susp(!nse in cases in Avhich it (ippears probable that tluj landholder will, 
without undue })r(!ssure, b(! able to j)ay up next season—a coni-sc, it may 
he observed, which is recommended by several offi(!ors in the reports noAV 
under consideration. The amount of loss of revenue which may occur in the 
financial and revenue years 1877-78, in consequence of less land being culti¬ 
vated through the impoverishment of the ryots and their loss of agricultural 
stock, cannot at pres(!nt he estimated, and none of the local otficiirs have 
attempted to do so. Taking all the above circumstances into consideration, 
however. His Excellency the Governor-General in Council sees reason to hope 
that the entire loss of revenue in the two financial years may not be so great 
as was at first apprehended.

advances for tin; jnirehase of iVesh eal th', Avhmi tlie ploughing s( :isou apjiroaches, 
for Avhieb tlie Governmenl. of India have already given free saniition, may 
prevent any great falling olf in cultivation during the eonubig yi'ar. 

10. The condition of the Avater snpjily is intimately eonneeted AA'ith that 
of the cattle. 'Ihe GovernnK'iit of Bombay eemsidor it to he satisfactory in 
fifty-eight talukas, while in Ihirly-one others eonsidorahle expiJnseniay have to 
be incurred in clearing out or deepening exisiing Avidls, in sinking new ones, 
and in other j’cmedial mi'asnres. llis Exeelleney the Governor-General in 
Council has every eonlideiiee that sueli r(‘lief as may h(> jiossihle will be 
afforded, and is*giad to learn that tJie local Government anticipate no calamity 
from this .source. 


11. I'he course' of prices during the critical p(‘riod from the end of October to 
the close of tlic! year is v<‘ry cle.'irly shown in ilie summary of the talnka reports, 
stateiiK'ut A, column (e), and is l•mnurka1)h^ for tbe sudden rise Avbicb in most 
eases oeeurred nea)- the middle of November, and the almost equally rapid fall 
AAdiicb f()llo\v(‘d as soon as Mu' seareiiy beeannr known, and private enterprise 
came forw.'ird to supply ! he delieicney. Seven'and exlcnsive, hoAA'eA’'er, as tlio 
failure of crops has hc(‘ii, lln; jirica's have at no iiuKi l)e«'n generally so higli as 
Avhat are ordinarily understood 1o he famine jirices, and they liave become 
now so faA'onvable ibal, aeian-ding to (lie lalosl. accounts then* arc pi'obably 
only two or nt niost three (listriet..s vvIku'c they are on an average higher than 
ten sc'crs per riqiee, wbieb is the nili; long since fixed by tb('Gov'ernmeiit of 
India as that on prices rising beyond Avbieli grain batta may be alloAved to public 
servants drawing lls. 1(5 ])er mensem and under, l^n? famine is not so much 
one of food as ol' inoin'v to buy it Avitb, and i(. must not bo ovei-looked that 
Avherev^er failure of ero])s bus lieen only jiartial, tbe crop suAcd will [iroduce an 
amount far in (excess of Avliat it aaouIcI have Iummi Avortli in ordinary years. 
The activity and siiHieiency of private tradt^ in tlu^ Bombav jiresideney have 
been so fully ('stablislu'd, (^llieffy in eonsi'ipienee of the ixdiey from the first 
pm*sued, tbtit Ills Excolhmey tlic (Jovi'rnor-General in Council has every 
confidonoo that, ('ven if, as anticipated by tbe Bombay Government, no further 
material fall should take place, no interfen'uce on tbe part of Government will 
bo re(iuired, even in the Soutbern Mabratta Country, Avlieri; dilliiuilty of access 
and local combinations oeeasioned some anxiiily Ix'fore tlu^ close of last year. 

12. Tbe cliaraeter of the population, Avliitjh in some parts of India is a 
very important feature in tbe formation of an estimate of tbe State ixBef likely 
to be required in times of scarcity, Avonid appear to bo in Bombay tolerably 
uniform and little likely to effect tlu; issue. Tbe jieople aix; mostly agricultural, 
the number of peasant proprii'tors is very great, and there are few large and 
wealthy landholders avIio are able to assist their tenantry. 

13. Tbe emigration has amounted to G71,‘l<05, or about 13-5 per cent, on 
the affected populaliou, and has been to a large extent indneed by (he necessity 
for driving tile (rattle to distan(. jiastuves. One body has jiassc'd to the north¬ 
west into the Nizam’s Dominions, Bcrar, .and even the Central Brovimres, while 
anothei', probably the larger of tin; two, lias r('sorted lo the M'(.'stern Ghhts 
along their Avliolci line. Erom certain talukas, Avliicb annually during the fair 
season send forth hands of labourers to Bombay, Gujerat and other parts, larger 
numbers than usual have gone ih search of a livelihood. Tlu' condition of 
those who have thus loft their homirs it is not easy lo ascertain, hut for tho 
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most part they appear to have hccn fairly successful in their sojourn. Of all who 
survive, it may 1)0 safely predicted that tlusy will return on the approach of 
the monsoon. 

14. Upon the subject of relicif Avorlts it is sufTicicnt to observe that at 
the close of the v(nir two hundred and sevetiiv works, of Avhich'eii'htv-nine were 
roads and thirty-six Avere tanks, bad been (completed, Avhiie six hundred and 
cif^hteen Avefo in progress, of AA'biiih thirty-three g-ave enn)loynient to 2,000 
labourers and upAA'ards. 

15. The Governnnmt grants for charitable r('li(‘f Inwe been large, but the 

demands on them ixp to the 0th iuslaiit haAC only amounbHl to Its. ;38,288, 

of which tAA^o-thirds have b(‘eii spcait in the I'oona and Sholapur Districts. 

Ulie r<!lief is gh'^eii to the ag<'(l and infirm ])oor, and, in tavo out of the three 

Divisions, to tlie young (^liihlren of laboui’crs emjiloved on tlie works. As the 

total nimiber of jiersons ri'liiwi'd on the abovi; date AA^as -t2,3()6, there Avould 

appear some grounds for the belii'f that the ('stimates under this head, which 

are Avithin that number, are likely to be eonsideralily exeeialcd. Any notice of 

this subject.

'I'ln; first is an estimate snhmittcd by 
the Dorabay CoA'ornment on the .‘lOtli of Novi'inber last. .lt*is in a moiitbly 
form, and, eommeneing Avilb 200,000 as the a,v(‘rag('for Di'cemlx;!’, giA cs •i.50,00() 
as the average; of Ihdirnary, 750,000 as that of Mareli. one million for Ajiril, 
and only 300,000 for .Inly. The.si; figures ineliuh'd eliaritahh; relief at ten per 
cent. The second »‘stimate is that A)f Sir Itiehard 'r('mpl(' in liis minute of 
January IItb, and alJ<iAvs 510.000 for IMaj'cb 1st, S70,000 for tin' 1st of May, 
and 340,000 for tin; 1st of July.

officers,” and in “congratulating the local GoA'crnnient on the manner in vvluch 
the substanl.ial safety of some five millions of people is being secured under 
circumstances of mneh danger.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


Of tlic seven talukas the crops in two seem bad, and in five very bad.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

Of the seven talukas, the eroji in four seem fair, and in three had. 

The proposed remissions amount to Rs. 2,.’) 0,772. 

In five talukas tlie condition of the cattle appears satisfactory, and in two bad. 

In five talukas the prospects of the water-supply seem satisfactory, and in two indifferent. No calamity 
due to failure of water is anticipated by Government. 

No apprehensions are entertained regarding' the grain supply. 

The m'ajority of the population of this as of all other Colleotorates is cither purely agricultural or very 
intimately connected with agriculture; 22,900, out of a population of 938,760, appear to have migrated. This 
movement appears now to have nearly stopped. It is, to a great extent, due to the necessity of obtaining 
pasture for the cattle. 

The chief relief works are roads. 

ITie expenditure upon charity has been trifling.

ACT No. XIII OP 1876 AMENDIVIENT BILL. 

The Ilon’blc Sir Artuuu Hobiiousb moved that the Report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill to amend Act No. XIII of 1875 be taken into consider¬ 
ation. He said that he had ah’eady explained to the Council the extremely 
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limited object of this measure, and they Avould sec that that object was 
earned into effect b}”^ an equally limited Bill. Ilis hon’ble- friend Mahard,jd 
Narendra Krishna was kind enough to serve on the Committee, and he was 
satisfied that the jurisdiction of District Judges wliich he wished to remain 
intact did remain intact. The only alteration in the Bill which had been made 
was the provision saving the validity of any probate which might have been 
granted by Courts wliich were now declared not to'be Iligh Courts. He 
did not believe that any sucli probate had been granted; but it was just 
possible that one or two might liave been granted, and therefore the Committee 
•thought it advisable to provide for their validity. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir Arthuk IIoRiiOUSE also moved that the Bill as amended 
be passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

IIEGISTBATION ACT AMENDMENT BILL. 

The ITon’ble Sir Arthur Uobiiouse also moved that the lleports of the 
Select Committee on the Bill to amend the Indian Begistration Act, 1871, be 
taken into consideration. He said that the Council would remember that this 
was a Bill which had been introduced by him in June last, and he had men¬ 
tioned then that it was for the purpose of effecting several small alterations 
in the existing law, of which one was of importance and some degree of 
urgency, which had been ])ointed out by a learned Judge of the High 
Court of Bombay; and as to the rest, that they were matters of no urgency 
but had been noted from time to time in the Legislative De])artment as fit 
subjects of amendment, when tlie Act should come up for amendment. On 
that occasion a question was raised by his hou’ble friend Mr. Cockerell whetlier 
it would not be advisable for the Committee to consider the propriety of ex¬ 
tending the system of registration to a great number of transactions other 
than tilose to which it did tluui extend. The sense of the Council on that 
occasion was that they had not the materials before them to decide about any 
such extension : it, might be a good thing here, it might be a bad thing there; 
it depended on lo(!al knowh'dge which they had not got. The ro.sult Avas that 
the Connell declined to ^'o any such instruction to the Select Committee, .and 
his hon’ble colleague Sii^il. Bnylcy promised tliat tlie matter should be madc 
the .subject of enquiry by the Executive Government. It was therefore de¬ 
cided that the principle of the Bill should be, that it should lum'- no principle 
at all, but should consist only of detailed amendments of the Registration Act. 

lie AA’ould mention one or two of the most important .amendments proposed 
to be made by the Bill. All the amendments Averc mentioned in the State¬ 
ment of Obj(?cts and Reasons, but some of them were very small. The ])rincipal 
amendments Avere those Avhich relat<‘d to the main feature in the Registration 
Act, Avhich was the distinction of I'egistrable documents into those whidi must 
be registered in order to cWitain v.alidity—Ailiat he had called compulsory docu¬ 
ments—and those as to which it Avas in the option of the parties to register or 
not as they thought fit. 

The tAvo main sections in the Act Averc sections 17 and 18. Section 17 
related to compulsory documents; .and it Avas provided by a subsequent 
section (19) of the Act, tb.at if one of these compulsory documents Avas not 
regist(;red, it should lose all validity. .Section 18 related to optional documents; 
and .as to them it Avas provided by section 50, not that they should lose all 
vahdfty if not registered, but that a registered document of the same class 
should take priority over a non-rcgistcrcd one. There Avas some little diffi¬ 
culty in construing sections 17 and 18 together, and the, opinion had prevailed 
that Avlicre documents Avere so described as to fall within both sections, they 
Averc to be considered as optionally registrable and not compulsorily regis¬ 
trable. Take, for instance, a composition-deed. It Avas mentioned among 
the optional documents. But it might contain a gift of an interest in land of 
the value of Rs. 100, and it thus came among the compulsory documents. 
Therefore it would fall under both sections. In such cases the opinion had 
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prevailed that the docutnent became au optioual oue. But the iuteution was 
that all documents mentioned in section 17 should be registrable under pain of 
losing their validity, and they did not become mere optional documents 
by containing something else which also brought them under section 18. 
The Committee had made that clear, and to that extent they had enlarged 
the area of the Registration Act, but not to any other (extent; and by ■ that 
cnLargcmont they had ordy expressed what they believed to be its original 
meaning. 

Then a difficulty arose under the other two sections be bad mentioned, 
sections 49 and 50, and it was on this that they had thought it necessary to move 
to amon^thc Act. They were told that those sections left a gap in the system 
through^hich spurious and fraudulent transactions were finding their way. 
The case was this. By section 50, which redatod to oj)tional documents, it 
was provided that registered documents should take precedence over non-regis- 
tcred documents. But it was nowhere- providc‘d that documents of which 
registration was compulsory sliould take precedence over non-registcred docu¬ 
ments of which registration was optional. Suppose now that a man acquired 
by deed an interest in land of the value of loss than Rs. 100 ; ho need not 
register because the document was optional, and does not do so. Then another 
man takes an interest in the land of less tlian lls. 100; by registration he can 
gain priority over tlie non-registered document. But if lie took an interest of 
lls. 100 in value, registration would not give; him priority. That was an absurd 
state of things, and one which would certainly lead to fraud. The Committee 
liad provided that all registered documents, whether compulsory or not, should 
take priority over non-registered documents. Ihiey had indeed been told by a 
])rof('ssional gentleman of some standing by -whom the Bill had been subjected 
criticisnr, that the amendment might easily h'ad to fraud. He said;— 


“ But 1 shoukl doprociate tlio oxtoiisiou of this rule of priority to all docunionts of which 
rogislration is cioinpulsory. Tho law so amended might he. easily made an engine of fraud. A 
])urc-haser sees in section 17 that a sale of laud for rupees niuety-niiie need not ho registered. 
Aeoordingly ho does not register, and he would, under llie jirojxised law, bo liahlo at any timo 
to be ejected hy any one who held under a later registered detnl.” 

The answer to that was that under the existing law he was liable to be 
ejected by a man who bt'ld under a later rogisterod deed, provided bis interest 
was only wortb Rs. 99. Tho absurdity was that if tlio interest under the later 
<lccd was n'ortli Rs. 100, be Avas not liable to be cjocteA There AA'as no princi- 
])lc in that state of the law; no reason could be assigtfll for it, and doubtless 
it Avas simply a slip in the; drafting of the Act of 1871. It AA^as true that 
the luAV might bo made an engim* of fraud. But all systems of 
might he made into engines of IVuud: avc ran our chance of that, 
nge of a svstcin of rc'gistration Avas that it exclndcd more frauds

admitted ; and the adA’autages and disadvantages of ev(‘ry laAv must ho balanced 
against one another. A system of r{:gist,ration oe-casionally enabled a man to 
gain a dislioiK'.st ])riority over otluu's. But on tluj other hand it all'ordcd great 
safeguards against fm'uds, and Avliere it Avould admit one, it Avould exclude 
twenty or thirty or fifty. 

Idle alterations foregoing in the existing Act Avore effected hy tho Bill as 
introduced. Th(^ Committee bad recommended several more, and they found 
that the. Act Avould thus be altered in thirty-one places. And thereffon; it Avas 
determim'd to repeal afld re-enact the Act, and that was tho reason Avhy the Bill 
AA\as so changed ifi appearance and so much more bulky tlian at first. They did 
that on tlio advicu' of the Secretary, who, the Council avcII knew, had borne the 
princi])al part in the aiTangcinent of the Statute-book; and no man knew 
so well Avliat AA-as convenient and Adiat Ava.s not convenient in this respect. He 
thought it AA'ould he more commnient to redraft the Avhole laAV than to place 
these amendments in a separate enactment. 

• Of the alterations introduced by the Select Committee be m^cd only mention 
two. One was that they bad substituted the Registrar for the Di.strict Court 
in simple questions AAdiethcr or no a docum('iit was of a registrable character. 
According to the existing Act, if a Registrar refused to register a document, 
n petition of appeal might be presented to the District Court which passed 
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judgment accordingly. On that the Committee had been advised by an 
eminent District Jiulge, Mr. Maclean, Judge of the 2 t-Parganas, that the 
practice was inconvenient. lie said:— 


This judicial (looi.sioii is of no real weight. It in.alfos the docninont, after I'e^jlstration, 
admissihle in ovidence, wliieh, if it he one reiiuiriny coin])ul.sory 
ledVere;4'istration, it wonld not otherwise he. So far g'ood ; hut it is 
^ open to the Mnnsif or other inferioi; Gourt to say that exeentioii 

is not proved, and to throw (nit the doennient which the siiiierior "Court lias already declared to 
liavo heeii execnt('d. I think this is objectionalde.'’' 


Then Mr. jAlaeli'an iirocecded to discuss one reform which might be made, 
which Avas that the District Court should go on to try all (piestions ^'garding 
the validity of doeuments and decide finally on tlieir A^alidity or wivalidity 
when thi'y weri! prcsenti'd for registration. And ho said :— 


" I would pref(>r to see the .Tiid»:e relieved altogether of the duty of deciding whether a. 
dociiinent lias heeii executed with a view to its ri'gistratioii only. 'Phis might, I think, he left 
to the otliccrs of the llegistration Depart nieiit. If execution is denied he fore the Snh-Registrar, 
let him call for evidi'iicc and decide the (HK'stion, siihject to an appeal to the llegistrar. If 
denial of (‘xeention is made hefore the llegistrar, let the InsjM.'ctor (h'neral hear the case on 
appeal, and whatcviT he till'decision, let the document he admissihle as evidence in the Ctivil 
Court, if possible, suhject to rides as to its registration when exetniliou has been duly proved 
hefore the Courts.” 


Now tlic Cominiltee quite concurred Avitli IMr. Maclean that it Avas 
objt'ctionable t.o call iu the District Court in case.s in Avhicli its decision 
could not be final. .Vud they also agreed Avith him that the second alternative 
Avas itrofcrablc to the first. It would be a matter of extreme ineonvcuieuce 
if hefor(! the question AA'as decided whether a document Avas registrable, the 
whole circumsiaTices attending its Aoxlidily or iuAailidity should be brought 
into dispute—a course Avhiidi might lead to dilatory and expensive litigation. 
Tlu'refore the Committe('. proposed to malcci ihe llegistrar the judge of that 
question. In doing so tlu'y AveriMiot e.K(rluding ilu'Civil Court from any or¬ 
dinary jurisdiction. The Civil Court had been brought into the registration- 
system and made into a sort of superior ri'gistering ofiicc in ccriain eases. 
Prom that jmsition tlu'y displaced the Civil Court. Jlut th(;y had proA'ided that 
any party Avho was dissatisfi<*d Avith tin; decisioTi of tlie llegistrar might at 
once institute a suit in the Civil Court, and in that suit every question respect- 
uig the A'alidity of a deed might be decided. And they bad then ju’ovidod that 
the time for registrati^ should he extended so as to give .ample time for it 
after the decision of the suit. Tliese alterations Avere efieeted hy sections 71* 
to 77 of the Dill before the Council. 

The only other point Avhich remained to he mentioned aa'us one which relat¬ 
ed to the Land Improvement Act. The Committee Avas informed tliat ])orsons 
Avho desired to borrow money for the improvennont of land found it vexatious 
and expeush'c to register the deeds that had to ho executed, Avhether they relat¬ 
ed to the land that Avas to be improved or to the collateral security that Avas 
given. The vexation Avas principally experienced by those Avho gave the 
collateral securily. Now the Laud Improvement Act provided that a full 
description Avhetlicr of the land to be improved or of the (jollateral secur¬ 
ities should bo given in the certificate that Avas r(;quir(!d before the money 
was advanced. And the great object of the llegistration Act was to give 
notice to all j)ersons interested av hat Avas the position of tl^e land Avith which they 
Avore about to deal. The Committee thought it therefore quite sufficient if 
the officer giving the certificate were to send a copy to the Registrar for 
entry in tlu; registration-books, and thus dispense with the necessity for the 
registration of any deeds in respect to thal; transaction, That alteration Avas 
effected by section 81) of the Dill before the Council. 


Sir AiiTiruii IIouuotjse did not think tlici’O Avas anything else Avliich bo 
need mention. His lion’ble friend Malidrdjii Narcndra Krishna had sev'ci'al 
amendments to move, Avhich no doubt he would take the opportunity of moving, 
if the Council took the report of the Select Committee into consideration, before 
they proceeded to pass the Dill. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 
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The Hon’blo IVIahAeIja Naeendea Keishna moved the following 
amendments:— 

1. That in section 17, the following clause be added after clause {d ):— 

“ Any document not itself creating, declaring, assigning, liini.ing or extinguishing any 
right, title or interest of the value of rupees one hundred and u])wards to or in iniinoveable j)ro- 
perty, but merely creating a right to obtaiji another doeunnuit which will, when executed, 
■create, declare,” &c., &c. 

In proposing this amendment, he begged to observe that the registration of 
baidnas, or contracts for sale and mortgage of immoveable property, to the 
value of one hundred rupees and upwards, ought to be made compulsory, in. 
order to protect honest purchasers from fraud. As the law at present stood, 
there As nothing to prevent a man who got an advance of money before he 
execute a baidna, from getting a similar advance from another person, without 
any intention of fulfilling his (mgageihent ■with any body or -until whomsoever 
he chose. Now, if the registration of such doimments were couij)ulsory, y)eo- 
ple would make proper encjuirics at tlie' registration offujo before^ tliey would 
advance any mom'y on haianas. It might he said that the first ])erson with 
whom a conti’act was made could legally enforce its fnltilmont, and that others 
had also tlu'ir remedy by suit; hut their ri'mcdy might ])rovc infruetuous if 
the w'ould-l)c Auuidor or mortgagor Aviaa; possessi'd of no ])roperty other tlian 
what lie contracted to sell or mortgage. Per these reasons it was very de¬ 
sirable that purchasers should have adi'quatii means of satisfying themselves 
of the legitimate character of haianas before they accc])tcd them. 

If the new clause which ho had proposed was adopted, clause (A), section 
17, necessarily fell to tlio ground. 

2. That ill Kcctiou 21, clause (4), line 0, for the words “ ol,her bouses and lands,” the words 
“houses and lauds situate in places other than towns ” be substituted. 

This amendment was proposed in order to make the provisions of the 
section more explicit. 

3. Tliat to section 22, the following explanation be added:— 

J^h-plaHaHon ,—Niuiics of iiuligo-laetorics and coiicei-iis, Towji numbers of mahals and 
taluqs, iiiunos of tenures with tho.se of tlianas and siih-distriols in wliich they may he situated 
with houndaries, and numbers of lands and houses in towns with boundaries, are sufficient dc- 
scrijition to identify property.'^ 

He proposed the addition of this explanation, tu^otherwise doubts might 
arise in the minds of the rural sub-registrar a.s toM^hat was or was not a 
sufficient di.'scriptiou of property presented for registration in his office. 

4. That to section SO, tiie following words Ixi added at the cud :— 

“ I'ccs f»)r registration of eonveyaiiecs shall be paid by (he purchaser; of morigage.s, by 
the mortgagor; »)f leases, by the party preseiiUiig the sann>, unless there he an agreement to 
the contrary.” 

The MaharAjX believed it was absolutely nccessaiy that the law should 
lay down the princijile upon which parties to a registrable document should be 
made to pay the necessary fees for registration. The omission in the law as 
to the person liable to pay the fees led to luisunderstaiuling, dispute and loss. 
In this respect the provisions of section G of the General Stamp Act ought to 
he a guide. 

5. That the following section be insertetl after section 89 ;— 

“ If any j)ower-of-attorney bo ])resented to a registrar, he shall authenticate the same and 
keep a inemorandum of it in his office.” 

At present powers-of-attorney authorizing a registration of a deed were 
authenticated by a ‘llegistrar. Why should not all powers-of-attorncy he 
authenticated by him ? 

The Hon’hle Me, Cockeeell said that the precise questions raised by 
fho ametidmenis proposed by his hon’ble friend IMaharajd, Narendra Krishna 
would be best understood by a reference to the provisions of the Bill as it was 
introduced, and to the circumstances under which the Bill had gone through its 
•different stages up to the present time. It would he seen that the Bill as in- 
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trodiioed in its socond section provided for the insertion of the following 
clause immediately after clause (c) of section 17 of the existing Act, namely 

“ {ft) to any (locnment merely creating a right to obtain another document which will, 
when exccufed, create, declare, assign, limit or extinguish any right, title or interest of the 
value of one hundred nipees and upwards, to or in immovcahle property. ” 

And the exact effect of this provision was declared in the third paragraph 
of the Statement of Objects and Reasons by w^hich the. Rill was accompanied 
when introduced. The paragraph was as follows:— 

“ The second amendment cmhodies in section seventeen of the Act the resolution of the 
* Government of India in tlie Home Department, No. 51-1906, dated 10th July 1874<. Its effect 
is to expressly exempt from comjmlsory registration documenIs merely creating a right to obtain 
other (l(Knimcnts, wlii(di will, wlien exeeutetl, create, &c., rights of the value of orA^undred 
rupees and upwards'to immoveable property.W 

And the circumstances under which this de.scription of documents was 
deliberately included in the category of instmments which had been designated 
the “ optional class ” was stated in the s])oech of the hon’ble and Icaracd mover 
of the Rill at the time of its introduction, lie said :— 


“'Jlie second .section projKi.sed to mak(? an addition to section 17 of the Act. Section 17 
was tliiit iuiporliiut section whieli indiciittnl tlio.so doeumenls of wliieh the registnution was 
compulsory. There were .several exee])liou.s made l,o the ojK-ralion of tlie section, and tlic latter 
part of it provided t hat, t he prior eornpul.sory clauses should not apply to certain deeds and docu¬ 
ments. We pro])osed t<» add tothistlnit tliev should not a]>ply to a.ny document wliieh merely 
created a right to obtain anotber doeiiiiu'iit wliieli would erciitethe right in ipiest ion ; that was to 
Biiy, sn]i]losing then* was an agreement by a. man to execute a eonviyanee of land, the agreement 
need not be registered. The owner of the agreeiuimt, would lia\'e an ojition to n'gister it, which 
might be advantageous to him under certain cireumstaTiee.s. For the agrc'einent would give 
him no ab.solute right to the land; and if before be got bis conveyance, another ]>erson took a 
conveyance and registered it, acting honestly, the agreement would lii* disjilaeed. But it might 
be hard to compel the owner of sueli an agreement to register it, for he would have to regi.sler 
his eoiiveyaiiifL* when it was eoiiijileted, and in that case there would he two registrations for ojie 
transaction.^’ 


So llKvt the tlirt'ct ohj('ct, of this provision in the law wtxs to save a person 
from having to r(*gister two deeds in relation to the same siihjc’ct-matter, execut¬ 
ed lor the ])ur])t)sc of giving effect to a single tran.saction regarding it. And it 
was expres.sly pointed out by tlie hon’l)lc mover that the mere agreement to 
execute a couveyance of any immoveabh' property gfivc the person who obtain¬ 
ed that agreenrent no absolute right in tlic propoidy itsedf, hut merely the 
right to obtain thei’caft* a docunumt in regard to sucli property, and this agree- 
mojit could never operate^ to displace a conveyance obtained in good faitii by 
some other person and duly regist(M-ed. As Mit. Cockkrull nnd(;rstood the 
observation of his hon’hlc friend Maharaja Karendra Krishna, he seemed to 
think that this agreement, would in itself give some sort of right or titles to the 
pro])(*rtv to which it only indirectly rehitcd, and that, consf'qnently, if such 
agreement was not r<“gist(;red, tlu' ])ersou who obtained in good faith a regular 
eonveyanee of tin; jiroperly eoncerned would suffer by rca.sou of there being 
no yaiblic record of tlu’! ])rior agreement t hrough which the pundiascr could 
havi‘ boconn? acquainted with the fact of the insecurity of the title obtained by 
Lim. That objection, if ho nmUa-st ood it rightly, wns met by the statenioiit 
coutaiiicd in the; pa.ssage lie bad read from the sjieccli of the mover of the Jlill 
at the time of its iutroduction, and wliieh correctly, as ho believed, de.scrihed 
the legal ctfict of the documents referred to. From what had been said, tbero- 
foro, it would be seen tliat the bon’ble member’s proposal amounted to this,— 
that the policy of the Rill, as introduced, and which was maintained by the 
Select Committci! to which the Rill had been refi'rrcd, should now h(i reversed, 
and that this particnlar class of doeummits should he tranifferred from t.he 
optional cltiss, in which it had for the reasons just stated been designedly placed, 
to the eoinjmlsorj'^ class. 


Now he (Mu. Cockkrell) would .submit that sUch a proposal, coming as it 
did at something later than the eleventh hour, was, quite apart from its merits 
as regarded the question of policy, wholly inadmissible in point of time; for 
the Rill was introduced in June last; tlie first report of the Committee was 
presented on tlie Otli of Deoemher ; the final report on the 31st January ; and 
although his hon’blo friend was not present at the time of the introduction of 
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the Bill, and therefore had no opportunity to speak on this question, if his 
object was to directly traverse one of the prinei])al alterations of tin; law, or 
the construction of the law, to he effected by this Bill, the opportunity to do 
80 was j^iven at the time of the prestmtation of either of these' reports. That 
his hon’ble friend must liave been aware that the elfeei. of the Bill w-as that 
which had been stated, namely, to place; this class of instrnnn'nts in the optional 
class, though they had hitherto been in the compulsory class, was to be inferred 
from the communicatiepn which the Council had received from the British 
Indian Association, of which it was well knowm his hon’ble friend Avas, if not 
the Vice-President, at least an influential member; and ])resuinably no com¬ 
munication on the subject of any proposed enactment ])ending before this 
Councijyvould be addressed to it without Ins concurreiice. 

TlnJ the manner in whicdi this class of (locuinents w'as to be dealt with 
under the provisi<)ns of the Bill had be(;7i notiecal and fully nnd(‘rstood, was to 
he gathered from the second j)aragraph of the communication ref('rred to,'which 
contained the following remark ; 

“The ohjt'ct of iho limit of one Inindml in clanHo (//) jirovidoil by lliis poction is not 

apparent. As the clause refers to optional re^'istratioii, no in nicy-liinit, tin; Committee helicve, 
is contemplated.” 


lie (Mil. CocKKiiELij) considered that this clearly supported his c.ontent ion 
as to the untimely chanicb'i* of th(“ chief ann'iidiucnt pro])os(‘d by his hon’bh^ 
friend, and he might add that the ot lu'r anu'udments tvere open to a similar 
objection, for they were not directed to anytliing that had Ix't'n dom; wiiilst the 
Bill -was Ix'forc the 8clc(jt Committei', hut to certain jirovisions of the hnv as 
they now’ stood. All such proposc'd alterations could, and ch'arly should, have 
been brought foiwvard at some one or otlu'i* of the ])rcvious stages through 
which the Bill had passed ere the rejiort of the St.'lect Committee was taken up 
for final <;onsideration. 

lie; w’ould noAV comment, on tin' ann'inlmerits in dc'tail, and end(;avour to 
show that the alterations contemplated by them were inexpedient or unneces¬ 
sary. 

The first and se.cond amendments both relafi'd to the matter whicJi ho had 


ju.st discuss('d. In rc'gard to the tIdl'd amendment, his hon’hh; friend had ex¬ 
plained that it W’as d(;.signed to niahe the intention of tlu' law clearer, lie 
could not agree that the projiosed change w'oiild have; any such ('tfect. On the 
contrary, he apprehended that to the majoritv of th(;Coanoil it would appear 
that tin'law was clear as it, stood and needed no aine^nn'nt of laugnagi;. Jt 
would bo seen on rereren('(' to sejetion 21, clause' (b), that tin' substitution of 
the Avords jirojiosed Avould leave laud sitiiate'd in towns unjiroA'ided for. 

J^assing to st'clion 22 it Avas jiroposed to add an explanation to that section. 
That s('<*tii>u di'clared tiiat failnn' lo comiily Avith the provisions contained 
in section 21, clause' (/>), sliould not, disentitle a doc'iinn'iit to ho r<'gist('r('d if 
the description of tin'property to Avldeh it. re'latod A\as sntrn'ie'ut to identity 
such prope'i'ty. it had not been rcproscjitcd to tin; Council at any time that 
tln'sc words w'cre ca])al)lc of any sort of misap])V('h('nsion, or that any practical 
ditficulty had ever arisen from their incompleteness. 

He"thought, therefore', that nei explaiiatiem Avas required. There Avas, moro- 
OA'cr, this ohjee'tiou to the proposed ex])lanatie)u, that its elfe.'ct Avas to narrow 
the sceipe of the provision Avhieh it Avas elesigned tei explain, and introdiu;c 
A'crnaeular te;rms Avhieh, though eurrc'iit in Bengal, Avc're probably imknoAvn 
in senno eitlier irtirts of the; ein])ire. 

Then Avith re'gard to the in;xt ann'ndmont, namely, the projieesed adelition 
to section eighty, his lion’hlo friend thought it Avould be; a use-ful provision, 
because, apparently, a similar rule; had been inserted in the Stamp Act. 

But there Avas a reason for the iutroduction of sucli a proA'ision into the 


6tamj)-hiw Avhieh hardly applied to the' prese'iit case. 

. Und<;r the form(;r stamp-hiAV, every docume'nt which Avas cxe'cutcd in 
relation to a transaction to Avhicli the' Government Avas a party Avas c'X(;mpted 
from stam2)-dnty ; but the ohje'ot of this cxeinjetiejn Avas nioivly to re.'lieve the 
Governme'ut from the nominal cost to wdiich, hut few such oxemptieni, it wmuld 
have been subjeet.t'd: there Avas no I'i'aseen Avhy the other jiarty to the trans- 
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action with tke Government siiould be freed from the charge of stamp-duty 
which he would have had to bear if his transaction had been with any other 
than Government. 


The rules laid down in the Stamp Act were designed solely to meet cases 
of this kind, and to mainhiin the just and proper liabilities of persons in respect 
of the stamp-duties in their transactions with the Government. 

As regards the last amendment, liis hon’blo friend had very considerably 
narrowed the proposal of the j)ublic body ndth whom he was associated. The 
Hritish Indian Association proposed that every registering officer should have 
the power of authenticating powers-of-attorn(;y. The advantage of that pro¬ 
posal as regards public (!onvcnienco was obvious, llegistering officers were 
located all oV('r the. country, and it would in many cases save a great dt^ of time 
and trouble if jx'rsons could get powers-of-attorney properly authenticifed near 
their homes; hut his hon’hle friemd meredy proposed that these documents 


should he pr(*s(uhed for authentication to a lle.gistrar, 6., to an officer to ho 
found only at the head-quarters of a district. There was already every facility 
for authenticating j)()wcrs-of-attorn(;y at such placets, and therefore the object 
of the limitc'd provision now proposed was not ;ipparont. In rega.rd to the 
larg(T pro])osal of the Jh-itish Indian Association, Mit. CocKElilSLL might say 
that the Comniitt(‘(‘, al'tc'r due deliberai ion, rejecti'd it on tnm considerations. 


First, it was not within tin* province of the. Ilegistratiou Act to provide'for such 
matters at all; and secondly, hi'causi!, in tlu; class of registering officers met 
with in dilferont parts of the country, there were those to whom it would not 


be wise to enirust this power of authenticating powers-of-attoruey, other than 
those executed solely for registration purposes. 


In his own opinion none of these amendments should be accepted by the 
Council. II would further submit that if the majority of the Council thought 
that these amendments, or any of them, wore worthy of consideration, then the 
more convenient course would be that his hon’blo friend should move, in 


substitution for the present motion, that the Bill ho reeommitted, because ho 


apprehended that the ado])tion, at this late hour, of a number of detailed 
provisions of this kind for incorporation in the Bill would be extrenu'ly in¬ 
convenient, as it was impossible to see how far the rest of the Bill miglit be 
all’ected by thesis changes without a detailed examination and revision of the 
entire enactment. Thereforis, if any of these amisndments were to he admitted. 


the. more convenient course would be that they should be again considered in 
Committee, and the whole. Bill shaped in accordance with whatever decision 
might be come to in re^rd to them. 


I'lus Ilon’ble Sm AiiTiiUR Hobhotise had not much to add to what had 
fallen from his hon’hle friend Mr, Cockerell. With regard to the iirst two 
amendments, which both ri'lated to the same point, the object of the Committee 
in making the. alteration which they had made, was to avoid throwing the 
bm*dcu on any man of making two registrations in respect of the same trans¬ 
action. An agrei'ment to purchase and a conveyance were two parts of 
the same ti-ansaction. The conveyance might follow very quickly on the 
agreement or after a longer time. But the conveyance was merely the comple¬ 
ment and the fulfilment of the agreement. There was no doubt that, as the 
Act was worded, it ajipcarcd to compel a person claiming under these two 
documents to register both of them. And the Committee thought it more 
advisable and more convenient that a man should exercise his option whether 
he should ri'gister the agreement or not: if ho thought he was safe, he need 
not register it; if he thought there was any danger, he might register it. 
Sir Arthur Hobhouse did not understand what evils his hon’ble friend the 
Maharaja thought would follow from the alteration made by the Select Com¬ 
mittee. If there was any evil it must either occur to the person who claimed 
under the agreement, or to some other person who intended to deal with the 
land. But there could be no injury to the persoti who claimed under the 
agreement, because he might exercise his own judgment whether to register or 
not. Neither could any injury accrue to a subsequent purchaser of the land. 
A prudent man would pay his money on getting his conveyance, and if the 
transaction was an honest one, no previous agreement, not of itself creating

an interest in tlio land, could impair it. Tliercfore Sir Artittjr Hobuouse 
<'Ould not conceive what was tin; evil whicdi Avas to occuir to anybody from 
making these instruments optionally registrable instead of compulsory docu¬ 
ments. • 

In respect to the next two amendments, which also Sir Arl’iiitr IToiutouse 
presumed related to the same point, it secmied to him that some obscurity 
Avould he introduced into.’the Act by any amendment of the', kind. If they did 
not redate to the same point, then the amendment markcMl number 3 was a 
])ur(!ly verbal one, and Avas exposed to the observ^itiou made by his hou’hlo 
1Vi(Mid Mr. C()cker('ll that it Avould leave; lands in tf)Avns not described at all. 
But he- 
troduce 

indigo-factories and coneeriis were to ho sutrna'cmt description to identify pro¬ 
perty. lie suppos(‘d that meant that the name of aeroueern Avas to he sutUciemt 
to dcs(*.ribe the pvo])erty of the. concc'rn. . So if he understood it aright, tho 
name of a tea-plantation Avould he sutlicient for th(' Avhole description of the 
])roperiy of that (ioueern, com])rising lands Avhicjh might extemd over several 
scpiarci miles. Jdiat Avoidd not fultil the object of the Bcgisl,ration A(!t, which 
reciuired each propcady to be described in a much more, particular Avay. The 
proposed anicndiiKMit would give a d.angerous latitude of description in some 
iustaiUHis, and in other case's it would teaid to narrow the operation of the Act 
l)y not leaving tho parti(\s to give Avhatever might he tin; most appropriate 
d(;s(;i-ii)lion of their lands. It seemed to him that the Bill as now dravA'n 
Avas inon; suitabh;. It pointed out a mode which Avould he tin; usual and 
the jn'cferahle. one for desenbing properties; but it dechiiTd that a descrip¬ 
tion of that kind should not lx; compulsory, and that any description might bo 
used Avhich Avas snilicient to ideiithy tin; projierty. 

With K'gard to the last two amendments, each of tln;m seemed to him to he 
cntirc'ly ht'yond the scope; of the Act. The fifth amendment dealt Avilh points 
witli Avhi(di the B,('gist ration Act had no concern. AVe did not(;avcAvho paid tho 
f('(‘s; if they were paid, tin; document might he registered, if not, there Avould 
be no 1 ‘egistration, and that Avas all avc wen; concerned Avith. The' sixth 
amendnn'utprovidc'd for the authentication of powcrs-of-attorn(;y. It proposed 
to turn tin' n'gistration-ofllce into the otnee of a Notary Puhlic, and that was a 
mat tcir which, if dealt Avith by tho h'gislature at all, should bo dealt Avith by 
some other Act. 


If Sir Aj:titttr lIoRiiOTJSE had thought that some of the amendments 
ought to he acc('pti'd and others rejc'ctcd, or if any otlier hon’hle meinljers ex¬ 
pressed smdi an opinion, lie should have asked ids hon’blo fri('nd the Maluinija 
to ])ut llu'monc by one. But as the jMaharaja had taken the course of putting 
his annnidnn;uls in tin; lump, it was sufficient that he should o])pos(; them in 
the luni]); and it seem(;d to him that tlu'y ought one and all to be rejcehxl. 

The amcudincnts wore put and negatived. 

The Ilon’ble Sir Arthur Hobhouse then moved that the Bill as amended 


The llon’blc Mr. Cockerell wished, h(;for(; the motion was put, to say 
that he understood from the hon’hle MoAa;r that this Bill was to he pass(;d 
in its present shape without prejudice to tho (pu'stion of sooner or later 
doing away with’ the money-limit of compulsory registration. He Avisiied to 
take the opportunity of saying this — 

The Ilon’ble Sir Ehwarij Baa’ley mentioned that the (nujuiry on the 
question to which his hon’ble friend Mr. Cockerell referr(;d wais still going on. 
Hi; had sent for the papers on the subject to know the exact position in Avhieh 
the matter stood. But he believed that all the re])lies had not y(;t been received; 
.as' soon as they Avere, the question would be taken into consideration by the 
Executive Government. 
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Tho ITon’hlo Mr. Cockerell only wished to say that, as he understood, 
if the Dill was passed in its present shape, it would he without prejudice to the 
ulterior consideration of this question. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

LIMITATION OF SUITS BILL. 

The Hon’hle Sir Arthur Horhouse also niovecf for leave to introduce a 
Bill for tlu^ limitation of suits, and for other purposes. He said that in 
order to induce the Council to give leave to introduce this Hill, he thought he 
need only state two fa(;ts. One was that the Civil Procedure Bill now i)ending 
before the Council Avould alter tho periods of time now provided malcing 
divers nj)j)li(!aiions to the Court ; so that in some respects the existing 
Limitation Act which provided for these periods of time would he incorrect, 
and in other cases it would he insullicient because certain new applit?ations 
would he created hy laAV. The other fact was that Sir Bichard Garth, the Chief 
Justice of Bengal, had with great pains and labour revised the limitation Act, 
and had sent to the Legislative IIej)artmcnt an elaborate. Note f)n it in 
which he pointed out several respects in which he considered that the 
present rules led to inconvenience, and in regard to whitdi he thought the Act 
ought to he amended. In many of tlicse respects the Legislative liepartmcmt 
ami tho Government of India agreed with him, and they thought an attempt 
should he made to improve the Act. Sir Arthur Horhouse conceived that 
those were sufficient reasons to induce the Council to give leave to introduce 
the Bill, the nature of which he would explain upon its introduction. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

INDIAN FOREST BILL. 

The Ilon’hle Mr. Hope moved that the Hon’hle Mr. Egerton he addcil to 
the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the law relating to the manage¬ 
ment and preservation of Government forests, to the transit of forest-produce, 
and to tho duty leviable on timber. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

STBAITS SETTLEMENTS EMIGIIATION BILL. 

TheHon’hlo Siu^BTnini Horhouse moved that the Ilon’ble Mr. HalycJl 
he added to the Selectvlonimittce on tho Bill to regulate the Emigration' of 
Native Lahom-ers from tho Presidency of Fort Saint George to the Straits 
Settlements. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Wednesday, the 21st February 1877.

The Government of Bnmijay, in their Resolution in the Puljlie Works l)ej)artinent, d.ated 
the 4th Novemher last, autliorised the (!!olleetors of distre.ssed di.striet.s to eommeuee certain of 
the relief works comprised in tin; prognimmo sanctioned I)y Government Resolution No. G152 
of the 27th Oeloher, h}' rciiui.sitioii to the Jixecutive Engineer, certifying tliat tiic works were 
absolutely neci-'ssary to aH'oril reliel'. 

2. The objections to this imjiortant delegation of ])ower came under the oljservatiou of the 
Government of India in the case of em-tain works which were commenced Ijy the (Collectors, 
notwithstanding that they came within the .suspensory orders which had been issued ; and it 
was, in ennseijuence of this, suggested in p.iragraph lb of my letter No. 421 of the 15tb 
instant, that the Revenue Commissioners should be invested with the power of sanctioning or 
transferring grants within suitable limits. 

3. Further illustration.? of the irreg-ul.arities which may arise, and the unnecessary expen¬ 

diture which may be cause<l by the continuance of these 
No. 18C. \V. 2(> of Hlh January 1S77. powers in the hands of Collt‘ctors, are afhrrded by the 
No. 24C. .—.1 » .Hi „ Resolutions of the Bombay Government quoted in the 

margin. 

4. Hi.? lixeellcney the Governor-General in Council is of opinion that, whatever good 
grounds may have existed for this delegation of power in November last, when the scope of 
the famine was uncertain, and small work.? were alone authorised for relief, the objection.? to it 
at the ])reseut stage are considerable, and T am therefore to request that Ilis Excellency the. 
Governor in Council will take steps for its withdrawal.

The (k)lleetors, it 
was considered, were the Otlieers who must be l)est aeiiuaiiited with local circumstances and 
exigencies as they arose, and it w.as held that t.liey niiglit properly seek any instructions 
needed in doubtl'ul ca.ses from the Government itself. 

3. It was never contemplated by tlie Government to confer on Revenue Commissioners 
the power of ordering tbe commeiieomeiit of relief work.?. Those Officers arc often, in remote 
camps, removed from postal or telegraph lines, while tlie Government is always at its seat, and

3rd February, will be submitted for the bforma- 
tion of Government, with four abstracral* The 
reports from Kistna and Kurnool are merely 
telegraphie summaries. Maps of the distriets 
named in the margin have been furnished. 


2. Prices. —There has been a fall of prices in the Kistba and Nellore Districts, especially 
in the former, and in the prices of the inferior grains—cholum, cumbu, arfd ragi. The prices 
in Nellore are lowest in the north-east of the district, and highest in Atmakur and Rapur taluqs, 
on its western border. It has been reported that grain is arriving in quantities into these tracts, 
principally from the north. In the Ceded Districts and Kurnool the prices have not changed 
much, but there is a clear tendency towards I'all, which is most marked in Kurnool, and in the 
inferior grains. The district averages for all grains have fallen excejit that of rice in Cudda- 
pah. The highest prices in that district prevail in the inaccessible taluqs of Voiliwd and 
Kadiri; in Budwail they are also high, but ihero has been a marked fall in cholum. In Roy- 
acboti and Madauapalli, which are comparatively accessible from the railway, prices arc gene¬ 
rally below the district averages. In the Bdiary district the highest price of rice is in Dhar- 
maveratn, whei'c it is the same as last week (5*94 seers), but where cholum is cheaper than the 
average. Prices are generally high in the western taluqs, hut cholum and ragi have fallen in 
the south. In Chingleput the prices of all grains have fallen, as also in Nortli Arcot. In 
Salem and Coimbatore they are very nearly stationary, and have risen slightly in the three 
districts to the south—-Trichinopoly, Madura, and Tinnevellj'. The chief causes, of the varia¬ 
tions during the week, as well as of the cnmj)urativc pressure of jjrices, appear to be the harvest 
in and importation from the Kistna and, probably, the Godavery district, and the importations 
at Madras. 

3. Rainfall. —No rain is reported from any district during the week. 

4. Grants and outlay. —The grants to the 3rd February amounted to Rs. 70,69,673: no 
improvement in regard to the making of estimates and specific appropriations for w’orks is 
perceptible in the returns for Bcllary and Cuddapah, The outlay during the week on relief 
works is reported to have been Rs, .'>,93,734, and that up to the week (a few apparent errors 
being corrected) Rs. 60,75,920. The following is an abstract of the classification statement of 
outlay on works in progress, so far ns it has been possible to complete it. Particulars for Kur¬ 
nool are, of course, entirely wanting, as well as those of allotments in Cuddapah, where the 
outlay has been Rs. 9,40,847 at least:—

C. Tliis table shews that the numbers have fallen 120,000 in a fortnight, of wliieb 75,000 
liavc been in Cuddapiih and 4-2,000 in llellary. The decrease in Kurnool is only 6,600, shewing 
the Mohurrum festival had more to do with the falling otE on the 27Lh January than the 
systeinalie weeding to which the Collector attributed it. The numbers in the district were, 
however, as high as .‘526,338 on the 6th .January and 310,774 on the 13th. For Nellorc the 
present report shows that the fall on the 20th in the Atinakur 'J'alnq was not real and was 
due to imperfect return. There is a similar suspicious decrease in the present return for the 
Kavali Talurj—from 6,286 to 1,681, which the Collector will cx 2 )lain. The fluctuations in the 
other tahiqs call for no remark.

Q'he great decrease isweiy remarkable. It is largest in Kadiri, but the effect has been 
merely to reduce the proportion of numbers to population to the average of the district. In 
those of the sub-division taluks the proportion now exceeds the average by very little; but in 
Mttdanapalli it is very high. In I’roddatur and Cuddapah the proportion is extremely low. 
The Board believe the decrease to bo due to reduction of wages to task-work and weeding ot 
gangs and dismissal of Mysore coolies; but the Collector is recpiested to repoit what the causes 
are. Explanation on so great a decrease ought to have accompanied the returns.

Hcre the Adoni figures for last week are evidently wrong. The Collector will explain the 
cause of increase in the numbers in that taluk. Tlic Madaksera return of the 27th January is 
reported to have been wrong. In Peunakonda returns from some works arc \vanting. No 
explanation is given for any of the variations, great as some of them are, 

9. The changes in the other districts, except Coimbatore and Salem, are unimportant. In 
the former, the decrease is chielly in Enide and Palladum, but works have been taken in hand 
in Collegal and Pollachy. In Salem, the increase oceurs in Oossoor and in Ahtnr, where 2,726 
persons are employed, though this has not hitherto been ranked as a distressed taluk. The 
Collector has not yet furnished the report called for in Board^s Proceedings of 26th January 
1877, No. 310, para. 8. 

10. Rales of loages .—The scale prescribed, viz., 2 annJls, 1 anna and 4 pies, and 10 pies, 
liad been introduced in Chingleput, and was being introduced in other districts also. No ordi¬ 
nary cooly gets more than 2 ^nnas in North Areot, Chingleput, Coimbatore, Salem, Madura, 
Nellore, Tinnevelly or Bellaiy. In the last-named district the new scale has been partly 
enforced, but grain wages are still given in iive taluks. The rates in Alur and Tadjiatri have 
never been reported, and the Collector's attention is called to this. In Ouddapnh the pre¬ 
scribed money scale has been started in Kadiri and Voilpad, and, as regards women and children, 
in Rayachoti; and the grain and money scale (for the adoption of which there was certainly no 
reason) in Madanapalli. The last-mentioned scale is also in force in Proddatur, and grain 
wages only in Jammalamadugu. There appears to be extraordinary difficulty in getting orders 
carried out in the Cuddapah District.

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• No returns have been received from Mouimein, Jlergui, or Tavoy. 
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Rain hiis fallon in Kliandesli, Nusik, Poona, and Satara. 

Grain has sli-yktly risen in price, jowari avL'ra^^iiijy 2;3 lbs. for tlie rupee Uiroii^liout the 
nine aflPeoted districts. 

The number of persons upon relief works is 23^,219 ai>;ainst 2-PJ,1.58 last week, and there 
are also (5,390 hill-men and immif'rants upon relief work.s in Jlal.naijiri and Kanaia. Tin' 
decrease is not likely h) he iniiintained, as the people who are ‘-on strike'” aj^aiust the diminu¬ 
tion of pay u])on civil works and B<>;ainst the exaction of tasks .are now, it is reported, 
bcffinniiif,'to come back slowly. I'llforts are I ciiio- made to draft the ])eople from Sholapur — 
where Government have at lenijtb been able to close many of (he sm.all civil works|tto large 
works beyond the limits of the districts, such as (he Nira Canal mVl the Dhond and^Ianmad 
Railway; but the people strongly object to work at any dis(;ince from their villages, or to per¬ 
form anything but a mere nominal amount of labour. The necessity that Govc'rnmcnt have 
Ijitherto been under of cixrrying o!i numerous small scattered works close to tlu! peo])le's homes 
has brouglit about thi.s very undesirable state of matters. 

The considerable increase under the head “ Exiienditure up to latest known date^isdne 
to the facttli.at the more {)unctual submission of returns admits ilic expenditure being brought 
up t(j a later date than formerly. It is now shown u]i to Kith February 1877. 

2. Government h.ave authorised the expenditure necessary to remove labourers from those 
p.arts of the Dharwar Colleetorate where cholera has a.ssumcd an epidemic form to works in the 
western talnkas of the district. 

Government have sanctioned the Panncwrec lank in the Satara Colleetor.ate. It is a work 
admirably snitial for relief, as the dam alone will afford employment for l(t,()tl() people, and 
eu])p1y the description of work (earthwork) upon which niiskilled labour can be employed tf> 
the greatest advantage. Several such works are now in progress, and others are under investi¬ 
gation. These resorvoir.s will store large bodies of water available for irrigation above the level 
of the .adjoining country, and by affecting’ the climate and promoting moisture they cannot 
fail to render future droughts less probable in their neighbourhood. 

3. Two tables are appended, one (A) (xrntnisting (.he nnmljcr of people upon works under 
Civil and Public Works Agimey, res])eclive1y, from November IJth till February 3rd ; the 
other (B) giving the resi)eetive numbers of men, women and children uiion relief works during 
the same period. The numbers sliown in those tables, as in all previous statements, arc aver- 
iigcs of the weekly attendance. 

4. A map .accompanies this report. It is i)rcpared in the same manner as that last sent, 
and differs from it only in that a few additional relief works, ordcn>d .since tin* last map was 
prc]inred, have been insortiid, and in .accordance with the instructions contained in the last 
paragraph of the Shatrefary of State’s despatch No. 3, dated ^of.h .Tatiuary 1877, information 
has been given on the face of the map as regards the number of jierson.s on relief works, the 
weekly expenditure, and the current prices of food-grains. The Collcctorafcs’ bound.aries 
have also been shown in colours. 

6, The following table gives the expenditure by Government upon charity, both in the 
relief of the .aged and inlirm poor, and in payments made to the young children of labourers 
employed upon relief works :

FAMINE IN THE FBESIDENCIES OF UADBAS AND BOMBAY AND IN MYBOBE. 

No. 12, dated 23rd February 1877. ' 

From—TAe Oovernmenl of India, 

, To—Her Majeslfi Secretary of State for India. 

With this despatch wc enclose varioiu additional Minutes and Mem^anda 
by Sir Richard Temple, relating to tlie famine in the Presidencies of Madras and 
Bombay and in Mysore. The subjects dealt with in these papers are— 

1st. —The organization and supervision of measures for village relief. 

2nd. —The coutentration of relief labour on large public works in the 
Madras Presidency. 

iird. —The estimated loss of revenue in the two Presidencies. 

4.lh, —Certain questions relating to the purchase and transport of grain 
in Madras. 

hih .—The condition of sub-divisions of the Cuddapah and Bellary 
districts. 

Qih. —The commencement of the projected railway from Bellary to 
Uubli as a relief work. ’ 

7Ih. —The distress in Mysore. 

The question of receiving labourers from Mysore and the Nizam’s 
territories on relief wx)rks in the Madras Presidency. 

2t]u —The arrangements made for facilitating trattic between t^ic Great 
Indian Peninsula Bailway and the Madras Railway. 

10th. —The doubling of the line of railway from Ambatoor near Madras 
to Arconum. 

A few other papers on subjects which have come under our consideration 
during the past week, are also forwarded, including a Resolution in which wt 
have briefly reviewed the Taluka reports received from Bombay in reply to the 
call made in our letter of the 30th October last. 

2. The necessity of organizing a systeA, under which individual cases of 
destitution, cither in villages or on the highways, may bo searched out and 
promptly dealt with, is fclearly slated in Sir Richard Templc’“s Minute of the 
8th instant, lie there points out the facilities which exist under the land 
revenue system of the Madras Presidemey, (and his suggestions on this point are 
equally applicable to Bombay,) for the application of such a system of relief. 
“It may happen,” he observes, “probably it will happen,” that “however 
searching, comprediensive and far-reaching the relief measures may be,” “indi¬ 
viduals or particular families may yet bo suffering in silence, may escape 
observation, and may compose themselves quietly for death without complain¬ 
ing to any one.” Such cases, he states, did occur in the famine in Behar, and 
some such cases have occurred at the outset of the present distress in Madras. 
They will only he scattered instances where persons from social prejudices, or 
from infirmity, pr from fatalism or other inexplicable reason, do not apply for 
relief, and the only remedy is constant supervision of cveiy' village and of every 
highway in the distressed districts. The necessary organization exists in the village 
licadman. Revenue Inspector and Tahsildar, working under th'e orders of the 
Assistant Collector or Deputy Collector in charge of the division, and in the 
Police, to meet the cases of travellers dying from starvation on the roads. In 
the existence of this organization, Madras, Bombay and 'Mysore have, as Sir 
Richard Temple observes, a great advantage over Behar, where a special organ¬ 
ization had to be summarily organized for the occasion. 

3. In our despatch of the 9th instant (paragraph 6) we remarked that we . 
had reason to believe that difficulty had been experienced in devising large 
works, suitable for relief purposes, in the Madras Presidency. This subject is 
discussed in Sir Richard Temple’s Minute of the 10th instant. It will be seen 
that the only work of any considerable magnitude wliich he has been 
able to suggest, ^in addition to the East Coast Canal and the Junction Canal 
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at Madras, now it is believed in course of construction, are a Railway 
from Bellary towards Dbarwar and the western coast, and an embankment in 
the Cuddapah district to protect tlie railway from the Pcinwair River. Since 
his Minute was written, Sir Bicliard Temple has met the Governor of Madras 
and the Consulting Railway Engineers of the Bombay and Madras Govern¬ 
ments at<?e eUwry, and in concurrence with Ilis Grace, has recommended that the 
eartliwork of the railway Should be commenced as a relief work from Bellar}^ 
to Hubli in tlui Dliarwar district. The Government of Bombay had previously 
recommetule'd the commcmccment of this work as a means of siffordiug employ¬ 
ment to^c distressed poor in the Southern Mahratta Country. The recsoramenda- 
tion now made has been sanctioned on the understanding tliat the Government of 
India are not pledged to the ultimate completion of tlie railway. Sir Richard 
Temple’s Minute on this subjt'ct of the l7th instant, Avhieh explains at length 
• tlie grounds of the recommendation made in his telegram of the 12th, has only 
just I’caclied us. "VVe shall notice it more fiilly in lu^xt week’s despatch. The 
section on which work is to bo commenced, is, as Your Lordship is aware, a 
portion of the line from Bellary to Karw^ar which was projo<;ted some years ago. 
It will also serve to connect a line from the Portuguese Port of Goa to Hubli 
with the Madras railway at Bellary, whieh has r(;eently formed the subject of 
correspondence between the Government of Portugal and Her Majesty’s 

Government, sliould that line be eventuallv carried out. 

' » _ 

4, In more tlian one of the Minutes, herew'ith enclosed. Sir Richard Temple 

lias suggested the repair and improvonnmt of irrigation tanks, as a very suitable 
and valuable means of providing labour for those in need of relief. His atten¬ 
tion appears to liave been specially attracted to this deserijition of ■work on the 
occasion of his visit to Mysore, where the relief works in progress are. mainly 
tanks. It appears from an interesting Memorandum by Sir Richard Temple’s 
Secretary, Mr. Bernard, on the IV^ysore District of Kolar, to whieh wo 
would invite the attention of Your Lordship, that out of 382 works 
jiroposed for the relief of distress in that district, all except two wore 
tanks or irrigation works of some kind. The province of Mysore is thick¬ 
ly studded with irrigation tanks, most of them of moderate size, and many of 
them in need of repair or improvement. The same may be said of many dis¬ 
tricts in the Madras Presidency, and especially of the southern portion of the 
Cuddupali district, which, situated on the level of the Mysore plateau, contains 
numerous works of this ebaractcr. 'VVe trust that tin; Madras Government v/ill 
imd.ihemselves in a position to adopt Sir Richard Terfiple’s r(;eommendations 
on this point, and that the want of concert between the Civil and Public Works 
Departments, to wdiich allusion is made in one of these Minutes as w^cll as 
in a former Minute, but which does not appear to be attributable to the local 
officers, may be overcome. 

5. There would seem to have been some delay in communicating to tlie 
subordinate district officers tbc orders passed by the Madras Govenimeut on 
the 31st January for restricting ex]tendituro on relief works. The Sub-Collec¬ 
tor of Cuddapah had not received them on the (ith instant, and on the 11th 
instant they had not reached the Sub-Collector of Bellary. In the Cuddapah 
Sub-Collector’s division the labourers were still paid grain 'VA'agcs, and the 
gangs inspected by Sir Ricliard Temple in that division contained pewsons who, 
the 'Sub-Collector admitted, could safedy he dismissed from the works, 'riie 
number receiving relief wages had, however, fallen from 108,000, the number 
on the works in the division at the time of Sir Richard Temple’s first visit to 
the district, to 90,000, partly owing to the elimination from the relief gangs of 
persons not in absolute need, and partly owing to the prevalence of chobwa, 
which had led to the dispersion of certain gangs. In the division of the Sub- 
Collector of Bellary, cash payments had been substituted for grain wages, and 
task-work had been introduced. The Sub-Collector on his own responsil)ility 
liad begun to weed out his labourers and to turn off people who could manag(! 
for th^selves. Cholera had dispersed some of the gangs, and some 30,000 
persons had struck work owing to the introduction of task-work. From all 
these causes the number on the relief works liad fallen from 88,000 to 30,000. 
The number nominally receiving gratuitous relief liad also, fallen from 33,000 
in the first week of January to 8,000 in the first week of Febrjiary. In the 
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matter of gratuitous relief there had been a good deal of. peculation. It had 
been discovered that some tliousaiids of the names on the charitable relief 
returns, Avere fictithms. These iiTugulariti(5s, however, had been (dieehaid and 
punished, and the persons needing cliaritable redief were beiug gathered into 
relief camps. 

0. Th('. latest intelligenco which wo have received regaiidiajl^the relief 
operations in Madras is eontaiiu'd in the following telegram froui^r Hiehard 
Tcmj)h‘, which reached us yc'sterday :— 

“ During ])ast Aveek I have Immmi examining relief operation^ interior of 
Delljw’v district, and i)art, of Kurnool. Great improvemeut elfect^ by local 
authoritic^s in restriiitions ndief to those who really need it. Numbers on rtdiof 
works miudi reduced, and fresh admissions generally cheekcjd, but many i)er- 
soiis are still being relieved AA'ithout aidual neciossity, and fresh admissions not 
sysleinatically arrang(Hl. Some demoralization njsults, tog(*thcj‘ Avitli somo 
inal])ra(!tie('s "and abusf's. I am pressing this on local oflicers. The Govern¬ 
ment ordcM’s for reduction of i-elicf AAUges have not yet taken (dfect,: conscapumt 
Jinancial loss eonsidcwable, but J still ho])('- to see elfect giv.en to the iusixation 
village to vilLag(; for discovering cases of s]>ecial distress, originally ordered in 
geiicml t(‘rms and i)artly carried out. Still furtln'r speciluj orders from Govern¬ 
ment are AA^anting. I am r(‘j)resentiug the unitter to Government of Madras. 
Import of grain from Madras end of railAA'ay has fallen olf. I am (uideavouring 
to secure early arrival of l)orrowed engines. Import from nortluwn end good. 
Driec's eheai)ening. Other favourahh; 2 )oints in my tAAm preAdous bulletins 
regarding ])hysical condition of people, activity of trade, and exerti(jns of 
otlieers remain unchanged.” 

7.. It will 1)C5 galh(‘red from this t(degi’am, and from the remarks which avo 
liaAm extracted from Sir JMchard 'rem])h!’s Minutes, that in some rosi«.'(rts th(‘ 
m(‘a.sures Avhich hav(' bi'en ordered by the Madras Gt)V('rnmeut Avit h a vicAv to 
tlu! avoidance, of all needb'ss expenditure, lia\ c not as y<‘t b('en fully carried out; 
but already thens has been a grevit iiuproA’ement, and W(‘ eutertaiu no doubt 
Avhatev('r of the sincere dcr.sire of that Govcaaiment to co-operate with us in this 
matter. Acicordiug to tlnj latest returns the number on the relief AA'orks in 
]\l.adras had fallen from 870,20(5, t in? number for the previous week, to 707,281. 
Wii enclose a (?oi)y of a h'tter Avhich Ave caused to be address(‘d. to thet 
Government of Madras on the 21st instant, convoying our acknowledgments of 
tlu; zeal and humanity Avitli aaIucIi they and their ollicers are .contending against 
the famine, and of tbc A\ise and conciliatory spirit in Avhich tluw have* 
a(!C('pt('d Sir Iliehard Temple’s mission, and the various suggestions made; by 
him. We have observed Avith d(‘op concern the very unsatisfactory, and indeed 
alarming, condition of the public health in the toAvu of Madras, Avhich has 
been n'ported to Your Lordship in the despatch from the Madras GoA^ernment 
under date the 10th instant. The state of things described in tin; report of 
the Sanitary Commissioner Avhich accompanied that des]mtch, has added a 
lu'UAW burthen to the weight of anxiety and responsibility which at the present 
juncture presses ui)on the GoA'erume'nt of the Duke of Buckingham. 

8. Your Lordshi]) aaoII have learnt from our previous despatches that a 
coiisidcrahle portion of the territories of Ilis Highness the Mahartija of Mysore, 
Avhich are at i)resent and for many years past have been under British manage¬ 
ment, have sidfered very severely from the drought which has afflicted the 
adjoining British districts. The area of Mysore is 27,097 sqijare miles, and its 
j)opulation a little oA'er live millions. Eor administrative purposes it is divided 
iuto eight districts. In tAvo of these districts, Ilassan and Shimoga, which 
lie close to the Western Ghats, there AA'as some rainfall, and there was a 
moderate harvest. In the district of Mysore, one of the lai'gest iu the pro¬ 
vince, part of Avhieh is irrigat'd by channels from the Cauvery -river, the 
harvest Avas an average one; but over the remaining districts there was a 
grievous failure of vain. Iu this extensive tract, forming twortlxirds of the 
province, nearly all the rain-fod tanks are dry, and the dry-crop cultivation, which 
depends entirely ui)on rain, has for the most part failed. Of the affected tracts, 
an area inhabited by about two millions of people must be held, iu Sir Bichard 
Temple’s opinion, to be severely distressed. The crops of the previous year 
(1870-70) wej*e poor; but those of 1871-75 Avere full and good. Sir Iliehard 
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Temple draws attention to the economy with whicli the relief operations have 
been conducted, and which, as lie justly observes, is very creditable to the Chief 
'Commissioner and his oflieers. In the hoi'inning of January the number of per¬ 
sons on the relief work* was 59,301, and the number in reeeij)t of charitabh; re¬ 
lief 30,088. Sir Richard Temple was, on the whole, well satisfied with the char- 
actewe relief wgrks in progress, and with the mode in which it is managed. 
As we have already observed, the relief works in Mysore are almost entirely irri¬ 
gation tanks, and the work is paid for at task rates. All the work that is being 

done, is good and useful Avork. On two works which Sir Richard Temple inspcotecl 
.

pcoted 

Bangahm;, he “ saw considerable numbers of persons avIio appeared 


able to take care of theinselves without State aid,” and none in a 
reduced yihysical condition; but among gangs in the interior of the 
Bangalore and Kolar districts he observed persons whose condition was much 
reduced. The result of his observations Avas, that so long as good and useful 
work on irrigation tanks is being done at piecc-Avork rates, it may not be neces¬ 
sary to begin any large Avork (no single large relief Avork has yet l)eou begun in 
Mysore), but that, if hereafter very large bodies of people should require em¬ 
ployment, tAVo projects, iriz., tin* long projeetc'd RailAA'ay from Bangalore to 
Mysore, and a reserAoir in the Chitaldroog district, estimated to cost fifteen 
lakhs of rujAces (.U15{),()00), and to irrigate 50,000 acjres, should be put in hand. 
Botli these Avorks are nuuly for imuiediat(‘ (!ominene(‘ineut, should tiie necicssity 
arise. The point, hoAvever, AAdiieli ajApeared to Sir Richard Temple to demand 
the most immediate attention from the jMyson; authorities, AA’^as the organization 
of a system of Adllagi^ relief, to Avhieh aa'c hav(? referred in the earlier part of 
this despatch. Orders have been issued on this subject by the Chief Commis- 
sioni'r. 

9. "Wo have already drawn Your Lordship’s attent ion to Mr. Bernard’s 

IMtmioranduni on tluj Kolar District, which is administered by a Native Deputy 
Commissioner, B. Krishna Iyengar. All that is stated in this memoran¬ 
dum appears to ns to rc'lh'ct very great credit on the Dejtuty Commissioner, 
Avhose humane, but careful and diseriminatiiTg, managenu'iit of the famine in 
his distri(d. is most praiseAA'orthy. Krishna Iyengar is the only Native Avho lias 
yet risen to the responsibh? jiost of Deputy Comiiiissioner. lie is evidently an 
efiicient and useful ollicer, and Avith reference to the approaching transfin* of 
the jiroviiua? to the dire(!t managi'inent of the J\laharaja, Ave regard the success 
of this NatiAui.otfieial as v('ry satisfactory. , 

10. The returns submiuod by the Governnrent of Bombay in roydy to our 
taall of the 30th October last, Avhich are revicAved in our proceedings of the 
21st instant, contain a great deal of useful information regarding the 
condition of the various parts of the distressed districts in that rresidoncy, 
and furni.sli ample evidence of the energy and ability with Avhich the famine 
is being combated by the Bombay Government and its ofTicers. The number 
of talukas and sub-divisions of districts, of AA’hich yiartieulars are giA'cn in these 
returns, is ninety-three, coAUTing an area of 51,35.“) square miles, and contain¬ 
ing a population of 7,903,927. The area in Avhich the eroj) saA'cd is less than 
one-half of a full crop is 33,873 square mihis, and the population 4,981,0] G. 
The returns of the erojis saA’cd sboAV a more favourable condition of afi'airs than 
the estimate Avhich Avas framed in NoA'-ember last. It Was then estimated that 
more than half the crops Avould be saved in only ohiven talukas. It is noAV 
found to he aJjeA'c that proportion in twenty-four talukas. The estimate of 
remissions of land rev^enue is also more favourable than it AA'as in November. 
The remissions AAX're then estimated at sixty-six laklis of rupees, and Inter on 
the estimate of the Bombay Governimeiit was about seventy-six and a half 
lakhs. The estimate given in the present returns, Avliich appears to be for the. 
revenue year, Avhich ends on July 31st, is Rs. 40,81,732, and this apparently 
may be regardrrd to be a!i outside estimate, judging from the hiriguage used by 
some of tiio local oflieers. Sir Richard Tciinplc, hoAVOvor, in liis Minute of the 
13th instant (enclosed with this despatch) estimates the total loss ol revenue 
at fifty-four lakhs. In the same Minute Sir Richard Temple estimates the 
relief expenditure to he incurred in Bombay at one hundred and twenty- 
six lakhs. The accuracy of this estimate in a groat measure depends 
upon the number of jAersons Avhom it Avill be necessary to employ upon 
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the relief ■works. We have now hefore us three estimates of the number of 
persons likely to be on the relief "works on the 1st March, 1st May, 
and 1st July. The first is an estimate submitted by the Bombay 
Government on the 30th November last. It is ill a monthly form, and 
commencing Avith 200,000 as the average for December, skives 450,000 as the 
average of February, 750,000 as that of March, one nYiHion for and 

only 300,000 for July. These figur(?s included cliaritable ndief at ten per 
cent. The second estimate is that of Sir llichard Temple in his Minute,of 
January Mth, and allows 510,000 for March 1st, 870,000 for the 1st of May, 
and 340,000 for the 1st of July. The last is that of the local officers thr^^gh- 
out the country, which AA’as made almost simultaneously with Sir llichard 
Tamplc’s, and amounts to 077,500 for March Lst, 803,220 for May 1st, and 
509,370 for July 1st. Sir llichard Temple is thus in accord with the local 
officers as regards May 1st, but anticipates lower numbers both .before 
and after that date than they do. As -wc have obsen'ed in our llesolution, 
these startling discrepancies at once show the (ixtreme difficulty of dealing with 
the subject, and the necessity of being prepared, by a reserve of works to be 
started whenindispons.able but not otherwise, for any sudden access of distressed 
])ei’sons whom the exhaustion of private stocks or the failure of emi)loyment 
abroad may throw suddenly upon the hands of Government. Adverting to 
the latest returns however (for the lOth instant), the number on the Avorks Avas 
only 238,219, and Ave therefore see reason to hope that all the estimates a\ ill 
prove to be in excess of the actual numbers. •

' By direction of Sir Richard Temple, I have the honour to forward copy of a Minute re- 
<!orded by him conceruing the need for fully employing and efficiently supervising the existing' 
organisation for village relief in the interior of districts in the Madras* Presidency. Sir 
Richard Temple believes that, with some trifling changes of detail, his suggestions will he 
i'ound applicable to the more distressed parts of the Bombay districts affected by the recent 
failure of harvests. 

2. Sir Richard Temple would take this opportunity of suggesting that the instructions 
Local No. 60 E, dated 25th Jann. conveyed in paragraph 4 of the Bombay Government orders 
ary 1877. Kxtraet of naragraph 4 ib marginally noted might perhaps *be construed by subordinate 
appondfd for facility of reference. - officers to mean that persons capable of performing some 

labour who fail to come upon the relief works should bo left without any State relief at all 
however deplorable their condition. Practically the question, “ Will you come on the works or 
not ? ” cannot be put to each individual sufferer. And absence from the relief works would 
be generally considered tantamount to a refusal to work. The orders in which the passage 
under notice occurs werte forwarded to Sir Richard Temple by the courtesy of the Bombay 
Government, and therefore lie trusts to he excused for ofTering a suggfcstiou upon the matter. 
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3. (’iroiimstaufied as Imliiin viliaj'ers aiv, I'eiieecl about with oast^! cusloins and family 
liabit^, t.Iiere will oceasioually bo eases of women ami even of men who mifflit be ph 3 ' 8 ieally 
able to do some cjnanlity of work, but wbo, from one cause or anotlier, sometimes perhaps 
from what Euroi)ean8 would term prejudicf', will hold bacdc from the kind of relief work Gov¬ 
ernment offers until they are too weak to fjo to tlu) works at all. When there is a competent 
existin'; vilhiffe or^janisation, it will not la; very costly to search out and relieve Biieli casei». 
Often it will be found that men and women who from the habits of a lifetime are really un¬ 
able tj|||p|liwrd work on .roads or tanks, are j'lit (piite rea<ly to weave, or to B])in, to make 
baskets, or to do other labour, within their powers, if onlt' it can bo provided for them. 

4. If it shotdd be held to be unjust to the ]iublic tax-paycu’ to ‘jfive ytate relief txj ])ersonB 
wttb, though iih}’sically abb*, are unwilling to work upon th<^ roads or to submit to any labour 
tost at all, then it might be practicable to debit the cost of relieving such persons to the 
pri \#c subscriptions which have been and are being fnady given. 

5. With relcrouee to th<! suggestions rcganling village relief in the enclosed Minute, it 
may perhaps be well to mention that the exist cnee, of a.n '•Mieieut village relief system enables 
ndit’f ollieers to shut oil' from the works all persons who. probably or presmnabl)', (am support 
themselves. For (.‘ven when mistake is made;, and tin; disap])ointed a])pHeaiita for relief wages 
an; really poor, then; need lx* no risk of tln'ir dying ol' want at home. For the village oflicials 
will search out such eases, relieve tlunii t.cmiporaril)', and then send t hem before the relit^f oflicer. 
If there Ik; no such system, tlnni an offieer in charge of I'clief works will vt*ry often from bninanc^ 
motives decide aH doubtful cases in favour of applicants for reli(!f, and the pid.)lic treasury 
will thereby suffer.

As the season advances in which distre.ss gradually (fei'pmis in certain classes of the 
native community, there is one]ioint whiidi 1 would specially commend to the consideration of 
the (iovernment cd Madras, which is this. However seaiching, comprehensive, and far-reacliing 
the ndief measures may be, it may Jiapjien, jirobald^' it will happen, that individnaks or parti¬ 
cular familii's ma^ yet be sutfering in silence, may escape observation, and may compose them¬ 
selves (juictly for dcalh without a.jiplying- for relief or conifdaining to any one. When once 
a complete system of relief has been established, as hajiiuly it has been or is being established, 
throughout the Madras Presidency, it will be in some such way as that above dixseribed that 
deaths from .starvation occur, if they occur at all. Such is clearly ihe result of our experiener; 
in 1S71. in Behar, where eeriainly some few cases of this sad nature did occur. And in the 
districts of the Madras I’resideiicy every now and then incidents conn* to light which make ns 
fear that, desiiito'all the jiraiseworthy precautions of the dist.rift authorities, some Mich cases may 
oceaslonally oee.urring, as is well known sonu* cases did oeenr at tin- outset of tbe distress. 

•1. For this there is but one remedy, which i.s as perfectly practicable as it is completely 
eflicaeions; and that is, constant suiiervision ol^every higliway and every village throiighout, 
the distressed districts, with a view to observing, picking up, .ainb relieving every person 
who may he found to be tlinratened with starvation. It, is to be assumed that such eases 
cannot ixissibly exist on any large numbers anywln're,—by reas(>n of the large and liberal 
measures of relief which have been adoptixl,—and that they will lie only scattered instances 
of iniserv, where pewsoins from social prejudices, or from intirmity, or from peculiar cir¬ 
cumstances, or from fatali.siii, or other inexplicable reason, do not apply for relief. 
In Behar the neces.sary orgaiiisation for such sujiervision had to be summarily eenstrueted for 
the occasion. But fortiinalely in the Madras Presidency it already exists. There is in every 
villao-e at least one liCadman, generally there an; two headmen and a village accountant,—tin; 
locariiaines ditfer in various jiarts of the country, but the o(^ic(^s an; tbe .same. Every cireic of 
villages or every seetiou of the country is formed into a “taluka^’or “taluk'’ under an odi- 
cial*styled tahsiidar, who has a deputy immediately under him; and in eviiry “taluk” there are 
two or morc“ revenue ins [lectors, ” whose ordinary duties cause them to be specially ac(|nainted 
with the people in the villag(‘s within their respective circles. In most (hstricts over every two 
or three taluks ” there is a suiierior idlieer, such as an assistant collector or a dcjnity col¬ 
lector. It is im[;o.ssibje to have, an organisation more naturally fitted for tin; purpose than this. 

And the stuff would be easily strengthened ill any lociiliiy where additional strength might 

seem i;eee.s8ary by teniixirarily allowing a sei.xnid deiuity to tin; tahsiidar rir by augmenting 
the number of’ revenue ius[wetors. Nothing could be easier than to spr'cially divide each 
taluk into two or more circles of relief; and probably tin's wdl have to lx* done in most di.s- 

_indeed in sonic districts it is being done already. Very siiortly after entering t he Madras 

Presidency I presented the Colhictor of Kurnoi l at bis request with a sketch of this system as 
apparently a[)plieablo to his district, which memoiandiim was iiiiniediately laid before the Gov- 
eminent of Madras. The same principle was also embodied in riiy [iroiiosuls for thesystemati.s- 
ation of relief submitted to the Government of Madras on the lilth January. In every dis- 
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tric't which 1 have visited the result of our Belmr exiierieiicc in this rc'iieet has been explained 
hv me to the district authorities, so that no ))erson he permitted to die from jireventihle hun- 
«;er : and I believe that they fully understand the need of that defjroe of viffdance in this mat¬ 
ter, which does indeeil form an essential part of the humane policy adopted by the Government 
of Aladras. 

< 8. Aecordintf to this it has become, or will become, the duty of every village headman to 

watch for every instance of distress threatening danger to life, and to arrange 1‘or relief or to 
give food for a day or two until the order of the nearest relief official^ can be obW|i||^4L9U fl'C 
understanding that any slight exjrense thus incurred would be reimbursed. In some ca^es the 
district officer might jilace some small funds at the disposal of trustwodhy village headrncu for 
this purpose. The headmen will not find any difficulty in bringing these cases before a riiief 
official, inas^nneh as such official will always be close at hand under tlie organisation above 
described, and as relief camps are being established in all suitable localities, thus no tiijliicial 
abuse can arise. Nor is it ])ossible tb.at any cases can escape the care and watchfulness of the 
village headmen and the taluk ofileials, if they do their duty, as they doubtless will, under the 
supervision of the district authorities. If the jdan be ])erfeetly carried oui, as it doubtless will 
be throughout the Madras Presidency, then the Government may be sure that, Deo volenie, no 
j)er8on shall die of hunger. 

4. Also on the highway the regular police can discharge the same functions: jwobably they 
do so alreatly. In those lines of communication where such occurrences are most to be appre¬ 
hended, the j)olice jiatrols might he specially strcngihcneii with this view. 

5 . Though I believe that the matter is now quite understoo<l by the distinct officers, there 
can be no harm in recording this Minute in case the Madias (Tovernment shoidd sec lit to i.ssue 
any formal instructions to the local authorities oii a matter which is so intimately bound up 
with the humane and eharitahle policy' which tlicy' have jinrsned, and wliieh so much concerns 
what is, in the words of the Government of India, “ the }mraraount duty of saving human life.'’

I IIAVK already' submitted, iu my' IMinutes of the 22nd January and the 5th February, the 
best estimiite I ean frame of the jirohahle relief expenditure in the Bombay and Mailras Presi¬ 
dencies. I now jiresent an estimale of the loss of revenue that will probably lie caused in the 
two Presidencies liy the present tailiire of harvests, together with an abstract of the judbahle 
cost of the iamine in resjieet hojh of relief expenditure and of lo.'^s of revenue.

But if tlie Government, inslcnd of rimitling the whole of the land-revenue due from lands 
whereon there h.as been severe failure of harvest, should see lit to suspend the Government 
tlcuiaud, and if it should he decided to collect in future years such proportions of the arrears 
as the ]ieo]ile might reasonalilv hi* ex]ieeted to })ay', then the total cost of the famine might he 
very' materially reduced : 1 l.ahhs (£ 1,880,0110) is c.siiniated rs the amount of land-revenue 
which ought not to he collected this si'Uson; ;md it is possible that out of this total arrear 
about 130 lalilis (£1,300,000) could he collected in future years, provided that the rainy 
seasons of 1877 and 1878 he favourable. If the arrears of land-revenue of the present season 
he suspended and not remitted, and if these arrears be hereafter collected wherever possible, 
then the total net cost of the faitine may perhaps he reduced from 6^ to about 5 millions 
sterling. 
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3. With tills heavy relief cxponditiiro in prospect,—with tlie certainty of temjiorary dimi¬ 
nution of land-revenue, and of partial loss of other heads of revenue, —it is very iinjiortant 
to minimise tlie ultimate loss of land-revenue as far as possible. So far as I am at present 
informed, it will not he possible to collect this season a larger proporti -n of the land-revenue 
than the revenue authorities of the two Presidencies themsidvcs propose to collect. Jlnt if the 
arrears, which cannot bo now collected, he suspended only instead of lieing remitted, some chance 
at least will 1 m afforded of recovering the arrears of this year, in part at least, if bumper harvests 
should 1)0 |[|PpiMMed next sc!\son. 

4. In my o])inion it is ((liito just for Government, acting in behalf of the public treasury 
and of the irimeral tax-payer, to n.eover in future years what fairly and reasonably can be. 
recovefffl, on account of the arrears of a bad season. In all the districts of Jioinbay and in 
many of the Madras districts long term siittlements of land revenue have been made at 
tnodcratf^id equitable rates. Even in the districts of the Madras Presidency, which Inive not 
yet received a long term settlement, the rate.s of land-revenue assessment have been made 
lighter and more ecjuitable than tliey were before. So that our svsUnn allows t.o the peo]>le the 
])rofits accruing during good years, thereliy conceding to tlnmi a part of the lull share of the 
produce which would hiive been demanded under pn^ceding Governments. Some remissions 
of laud-revenue will in the end have to bi; made. But 1 desire to submit this expre.ssion ol‘ 
ni v oj)inion that, for the present at least, the Ian l-revcmuo demand, whicU cannot be collected 
this season, from the drought-stricken di.striets should be suspended and not remitted.

If every thing lurns out well, if the usual spring and summer rain falls .seasonably and 
sulliciently, then tin; expenditure may come short of this total. Hut if the expected April 
show(;rs should not conic, if distress slionld break out in fresh disiricts, or if it should be im- 
possiblo to maintain the economical restrictions now being imjmsed, then the total may be 
exceeded. Out of the total of al)Out4t millions sterling, jirobalily more than millions have 
at the present time of writing (lUth Felu'uary) been already spent. Four months have yet to 
elapse liefore the pressure can even, at the best, greatly aliate; and we can hardly hope that 
expenditure on a large scale will cease until the next six months arc over. 

2 . There remains the question of the los.s of revenue. Tlii» will be of two kinds ; tirst 
revedue which cannoi be collected at tlie time it Is due, and secondly revenue which probably 
can never be col Ice te 1 at all. In Sir Richard Temple’.s Minute of the 12lh January on the 
Deccan district it was stated (paragraph 12) that, according to the estimate furnished by 
the Collectors .and accepted by the Commissioner of the southern division, the loss of land- 
revenue would probably be 50 lakhs of rupees. 

3. So far as Sir Richard Temple Inus been able to learn, there will not be, directly due to 
the famine, any appreciable loss of revenue in the Bombay Presidency under the head ot 
stamps, salt or customs. Some loss of revenue there will be, under the head of abkari, or 
excise on spirits. But this loss will probably not exceed oi or at most 4 lakhs. Regarding 
these miscellaneous items of revenue there is no certain ground for an estimate, which must 
therefore be subject to correction.

He aseerUiuied 
Irom s(<me of the Colhctors that the salt revenue was, so far, coming in steadily. And the 
statement, juiblished at jiage 8G of llio (iazetle. of hulia shows l]iat, n]i to the end of Deeeiuber 
1870, the .salt revenue of IMadras for the nine months ending on the 31st Deeember was only 
Rs. 3,10,01 0 behind the receipts lor the same period during the previous year 1875-70, and was 
somewluit above the average receipts of tlie lliree previous years. Pcssihly the loss on the salt 
revenue may ho less than the tlgure taken in tlie Board’s estimate. ' 

y. But there is one very important general consideration wliich vitally afleets any estimate 
of loss of rev( line on account of (amine; and that, is the question whether the land rovenuo due 
lioin ryots, wIk.bo crojis liave wholly or partially failed, should be remitted for ever, or whether 
the luqjuid arrear should not for the present h(> held in suspense; so that a jiart, at any rate, 
of the arrears should he collected from ryots wlio may have good harvests during the next two 
years. Sir Richard Temple has already laid an expression of his view's on tliis question before 
(lie Goveriinuut of India. He considers that tlie general tax-payer cannot afford, and tho 
circuinstanees of the ease do not require, that tin; funds of the public treasury should he eon- 
tuiiied at h('th ends to the full extent, that has 1 ecu jiroposed. About four and a quarter mil¬ 
lions sterling are to he sjant on relieving the peoj)]e of ceit;rin distiiets; and there seems no 
reason why hl,83(l,()ii:i of hin(l-re\enne due from those districts should aho be permanently 
remitted, unless stiiet justice or un-avoidahle necesrity absolutely dietalo such wholesale remis¬ 
sion of the public revenue. 

It). From a strict jiistiee I'oitit of view there is, as Sir lliehard Temple understands the 
matter, no ease for w holesale remission. All the affected districts iii .Bombay and several of 
the districts in Madras enjoy a thirty years’ settlement, under which the laiid-revenue i.s 
avowedly assessed at'a rate which leaves a liberal margin to cover loss in bud years. Even in 
tin BO Miulriis rtistiicts wl.i re a long-term .-■■etllement lias not yet been made the laud-revenue

rates are now very much lighter and more equitable than they were in former times. And 
thcM'C is no contract, either uxj)ress or implied, between Government and tho ryot that tho land- 
revenue shall bo remitted when the crops fail or arc short. . 

] 1. The only possible exception would be in the ease of lands in tho Madnis Presidency 
irrigated from tanks or rivesr channels, and assessed at what is locally known as “ wet” rates.. 
It a])pears to bo the custom of revenue administration in Madras to remit the “ wet assess¬ 
ment a year, ii^wliieh by reason of failure of wahn-supply no crop whatever is saved. 

If the custom as above described has been lieretolbre always observed, there might porba])s be 
difliuulty in making an alteration this year. But, as a matter ol" princiide., it would bo ittisou- 
abl^to keep as an arrear against these lands so much of the “ wet" assessment as would be 
equal to the land revenue thereon at the ordinary “ dry ” rate. But in any ciise care w'ill 
have be taken against any extension of the custom to irrigated lands on wdiich t he crop 

may have been short, without having utterly failed. P’or iluring’ a time of very high prices 
like the i)resent, the money value of even a poor crop will have been very considerable. 

12. If the case for remiBsion fails from (he point of vi('W of s( rict justice, then Sir Riclmrd 

Tenijdc apprehends that there is nothing in the circumstances 
of the case t o make general remission of land-revenue necessary. 
All the Collectors, with whom Sir Biebard Tcmpli! has discussed 
the mattei', consider the jireseiit rates (d! “dry^^* assessment 
are light, and that dhe ryots could easily pay the arrears of this year, if the country is blessed 
with favourable seasons in 1877 and 1878. Of course, there may be cxeeptional cases, and 
j)artial remission may have to be granted in parts of Sliolajuir and in some tracts of Kurnool, 
where the recent settlement caused considerable increase of revenue, or where the ryots are 
exceptionally poor. But niue.b discrimination should bo exereiseil, and no remissions should 
be granted as a matter of course. Expcriimoe in Nortberu Bebar shows that a body of ryots, 
whose rents were very nuieb bigber than the Hoinbay and Madras rates, were able to j)ay up, 
witliin two years alter tho famine was over, almost the whole of the IJricc of the gi'aiu lout to 
them by ilie Government in the year 1874. 

18. Sir Richard Temple fully admits that it would bo regarded by the ryots as a gracious 
eoucessioii (ii the part of Govcnimciit, if the land-rcvciiue, wbieb cannot be collected this year, 
were to be remitted. If the country Inid a large surplus income, thou much might be said for 
sparing the sufferers by drought and scarcity from the necessity of paying their arrears of land- 
revenue. But (lie laets are unhapi>ily otherwise; and if lii millions of land-revenue arc linally 
remitted, the moiu-y will have to he made good in some other way. There will possibly h(‘ 
jiressure on some of the ryots, until the arrears are ])aid nj); hut. it seems (hirer to the rest of 
the eiui)ire that such pressure should oeeur, rathci’ than that the wliole of this sum (Ij millions 
sterling) of laud-revenue should be remitted.

It niay, iudfed, hapjjen that a part, of the famine country may be alflictcd for another 
ear ; should this unhaiii)ily he the case, the jxisitioii would have to he reeonsiih'red. For the 
resent, the Government will doubtless make its arraugemtuits in view of existing facts only. 


1 .'). if Sir llieliard Temple’s view on this very inqiortant point of land-revenue remissions 


be accepted, then it may probably bo tbc e.-i-se that, from J2(^to Ht) lakbs of 
vvjll bercaflcr be collected out of the 183 lakhs which arc estimated as jjrohaMc 
end of the famiiu'; and the gross total cost of the famine of 1870-77 in the

By direction of Sir R. Temple, I have the honour to suhniit coj)y of u niiiiute recorded by 
him re<fardiiiy lar<^o public works nvailalile for employment of relief labour in thelrmi lie dis¬ 
tricts of the Madras Presidency. * 


Minnie hy Sir 11. 'fKMi’LE, dated 10th Febrnury 1877. 

* SiNCjlj! the instructions of the (lovernmcnt of India, conveyed in the despatch No. 4.5, 
dated 10t.li Jannary, were made ))nhlic, the Madras fTovernment has drawn the attentiOT of it.s 
officers to the nctressity of restricting expenditure on rdief, so far as economy may be compati¬ 
ble with the })aramouut object, ol' savinj; human life. And the Ma,dras Government orders 
prescribe certain s]»ecilie mea.snres by which economy can be in some decree enforced. But 
there is another jioint in the Government, of India’s instruct ions to wliiidi the attention of all 
relief authorities mijiht, if the Government of Matlras sa w fit, be usefully drawn. 

2 . Paracfra.])hs 4, .5 and 7 oi' the des])at,cli above cited lay down certain "cneral principles, 
by the light of which the scheme of relief works iu this prcsidcuiey might, ])erhaps, be re-con- 
eidcred. The following; passage may first be quoted from paragraph 5 of the instructions, thus, 
—“ as it is clear that the Government will have to undi'rtake serious measures for the relief of 
scarcity, no time should be lost in giving the ])co]de means of employment on large public 
works.” 

8 . Then from ])aragraj»h 7 the following pa.«sagc may be cpiotcd,—“when distrc.ss 
becomes extreme, and a. slalc of absolute famine ha.s been re.aelied, large public works may 
b<*eome in.'sullicient t,o afford reli<‘f to the numbers ('f ])eopl(‘ in masl of it. At such a lime the 
Government may be drivani to setu]) ndief works near the homes of the pcoide on a scale incon¬ 
sistent with careful sujicrvision or certain te.st.” After ));is.sing through the more distrc.s.sed 
districts, it aj'pcars to me that petty relief works of this nature were, at the outset, under¬ 
taken in many parts of the three districts of Bellary, Kuvnool and Cuddapah, though many of 
them will ere this have been stopped, and the labmircrs concent rated ip'on bett,er-devi.sed works. 
The period has not, according to my experienee, arrived, when such measures ought to be 
largely adopted. Their introduction may become neeos.Bary during the month of Ajiril, per¬ 
haps in some places from the middle of March. Meanwhile, they ought, in my judgment, to 
be discontinued, wherever this may be possible. 

4. Now, in Bellary two works on the largest .scale have been proiiosod, namely, tiie railway 
towards Dharwar and the western coast, ami the high-level canal f)rnj(.‘ct from the Tungabhad- 
ra river towards Bellary town. The railway project was negatived some time ago ; but the 
Government of India have now been pleased to ask my ojnnion on the proposal to begin the 
earth-work of this line as a relief work. 1 hope to bo at Bellary next week, and to submit my 
opinion after conference with the ollieers who may be in possession of the views of the Madras 
Government. The high-level Tungabhadra canal cannot, I fear, be recommended, lj(!cau8e there 
are doubts whether the river can sup]jly wator enough for this work, as well as for the Krr- 
nool canal and for the Krishna ili.strict irrigation lower down. A proposal has, indeed, been 
made for constrncting a huge hik(! in the Mysore hills, at a cost of £;i00,000, and thereby 
maintaining the discharge of the Tungabhadra; but I have not yet been able to satisfy mysedf 
that this re.servoir scheme is such as cotdd be recommended to the Govenimwit of India. And 
if undertaken, it would involve much cxpimditurc besides that required for relief. Bc.sidcs these 
two, 1 cannot discover any works of mag'nitude. in the Bc^llary District. ¥he only works which 
can be sugge.sted are certain lines of main roads now in hand ; certain large tanks ffU’ irriga¬ 
tion, about, one huiidrcHl and fifty iu number, on each of which about 5ft0 persons can properly 
be cmidoycd, and certain small anicaits (darn.s) on and channels from tlie Tongabliadra, which 
irrigate the village.s within half a mile of the river, but which were brcachod some years ago 
and arc now in disrejiair. 

5. In the level portions of the Kurnool district there arc veiy few such irrigation tanks 
to be excavated. But iu the hilly taluk.s of the Curubum Siib-Collectorate, possibly sites for 
such tanks may be found. 'J’here arc some main lines of road to be proceeded with. ‘ The only 
large work is the Irrigation Com))any’s canal, ni)on the further excavation of which large 
numbers might, perhap.s, have beim ein]doyed. But 1 understood in Madras, after my visit to 
Kur: ool, that the relations between the Kurnool Irrigation Company and the Goverament are 
not snch as to enable us to employ relief labour on this canal. 

6 . In the noi-them portion of the Cndda])ah district there arc some irrigation tanks and 
some main liue.s of road on which relief labourers arc employed. There are but two works of 
magnitude—one; the embankment to jirofeet the railway from the Pennair river; and the other 
a continuation of the Irrigation Company’s canal, nic former may, jjcrhaps,employ 10,000 to, 
12,000 pc'rsons for three months; while the latter must, I'or the reason mentioned iu the next 
foregoing paragraph, be held to be undesirable. In the southern or hilly portion of the Cud¬ 
dapah district, relief labourers (to the number of about 100,ti00 a day), have been employed 
mainly on road-work.s. And already 1 70 miles of new road have been constructed, which is, 
perhaps, the utmost length which the local funds can hope to maintain. There are, however, 
very many irrigation tanks (some of which were breached in the rainy seasons of 1872 and 
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1874), the construction and repair of which niijjht ho proscenfed with nuich advantajre 
to the pnoj)le and to the Government revenue. Some of these tanks are j^reat 
works, on which three to five tliousaud peoph' could he emjiloyed for five or six weeks. 
In the Memoi’jinduin written after my recent visit to Ma(liinaj)allv. the tank ([uestion 
is discussed. Eh(|uiries in the Mv’sore tank eount.ry have confirmed my opinion tliut tank 
works ean^ nsefully undertaken in Madanapally. And I su^'f^est that tlie civil and cuicineer- 
ing'otlieqilPlPBKitnicted to tjpke up this im])ortant suhj('ct in eonoert, ainl to arrange a i)lan 
for employing large gangs oil one series of tank works after another. A gang of 4,(100 per¬ 
sons under a Public Works Dep.artinent subordinate could carry out a eonsiihiralde tank jiroject 
by piWb work in a few wiieks, and could then be moved on to another similar work. 

7. In the North Arcot district no great works have been ]>roj)os(*d as yet,. Hut a great 
deal oi ^'y useful work has to be doin' towards repairing tanks reci'iitly breaciied, and towards 
improving other tanks and tlnar channels. Tlie officers of l,he Pnidic Works Dejiart.nient 
have several of these work.s rearly in the Gbundragiri and otlmr taluks, it only the civil ollieers 
could arrange for transferring relief gangs to the engineering otIieer.s for einiiloyment on such 
works. 

S. In no other district of this Presidency save Nellore are the nunibi;rs of relief labourers 
as yet excessive. In that district, which 1 have yet to vdsit, a large and important canal is 
being excavated ; and the Madras Government is, 1 understand, directing i-o this great work 
all the labourers that’ean be brought thither. 

!). For the Chingleput district one considerable work, namely, the earth-work of a railway 
from Chingleput to Conjeveram, was proposed. After enquiring into the facts and inspecting 
the site of tin* proposed lino, 1 was unabh' to recommend its prosecution a.< a. relief work. The 
Government of Madras has, however, approved a .short canal near Madras itself, the excavation of 
which will furnish employment to large numbers for a considerable time. 

10 . If hereafter the number of relief labourers should become large in any of the 
southern or coast districts, I would suggest for general adoption the })lan recomuifuided for Mada- 
u.a])ally, whereby large gangs of able-bodied relief labourers should la; employed at piece-work 
rates under Public Works Department officers on one considerable irrigation work (tank, or 
channef, or anient as it may be) after another, the gang being shifted from work to. work. 

11. Asa eomi)lemont to the scheme of employment which 1 have indicated, it will he 
nocps.sary for eivil ollieers to establish light labour gangs, mi minimum daily wages, whereon 
elderly or infirm persons, or ])eople draughted from relief camps, may be subjected to some kind 
of labour test. It will only impede the work of Public Works Department officers, disor¬ 
ganise efficient gangs, and make real piece-work rates iriijiossiblc, if infirm or weak persons, 
unable to do a good day's work, are draughted into labour gangs, which ai’e to do real good 
work under skilled direction and efficient supervision. 

12. It may, perhaps, ho well to add that even though a gang may be doing really good 

work, and at a reasoiialde price, still vigilance should not be relaxed so as to admit to relief 
works persons who are not really in need of State charily. Relief wages at a time like this 
can, under pressing financial exigencies, he given to the absolutely newly only. And it is 
ipiite clear that in this jiavt of India very many men and many ^vomen, who are not in abso- 
lut(j need, are ipiilt' ready, at a period of dear prices, to do hard work at piooe-work rate.s 
im'i’oly to maintain their standard of comfort, or to e.urn a little money over and above what is 
required for their mere subsisteiiee. __

‘> When I proceeded to the Madras Presidency, my inforrn.ation was that the (..overnmeut 
of Madras hud already ijirrehased 3(»,('0() tons of gray, from places hcyoml the 1 resuieney, ami 
intended to purchase large additional qu.antities, either locally or from distant, places, aceoidiiig 
to eire.imstunces, unless indeed the policy of pmvhiis.ng gram by (.ovcrnnieiit should he modi- 
fiwl either with reference to iiwtriietions from the Goveniroeut of India, oi in eotiseqiienco

^ 3^ When at Madras on the 2fith January, I received from the Goyernment of Madras two 
statements of the purchases made in Calcutta and in Madras, the fust, of Ayh.eh showed a 

♦/yfnl of 30 0(10 tons of rice, the amount ordered from Calcutta. 1 he^sicoiid siiowod an addi¬ 
tional amount of 11,000 tons bought in Madras. The total thus amounted to 41,000 tons. 
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4. Bcbides tljis amount there were, ns I understood, certain small quantities of grain 
purchased locally by district ollicci's for j)ayment of relief labourers in kind in preference to 
cash. 

5. I learnt then at Madras that no further purchases by Government were cither made or 
intended; that jiurehasing by Government in any way had ceased. 

0. 1 have since had the advantage of vcrifj iug the aboA'e facts by conference with His 
Grace the Governor at Jlellary on the 12th February, and 1 still understand tlNMli^i?.^ are sub¬ 
stantially correct, and that the Government of Madras have not juircbased anything beyond 
tlu! yO.OUO tons I'rom beyond the Presideney, and that no further local purchases have been or 
will be made. 

7. When the cessation of jiurehases by Government was ,‘innounced to me oi ^l ie 2fith 
January, it sc-eiiied to follow that the relation hetween the Government of Madras ano Messrs. 
Arbuthnot and Conijrany as Government grain-bi'okers would inrmediately cease; such, indeed, 
I jrresuined to be the ease. U]) to that time, however, the inijavssiou in the interior of the 
Presiiieney seemi'd to be that the thin were still u]> to that liate eonsidci'cd as Government 
brokers. It was a.ssurned that from that time at all events tiny would cease to be Govera- 
ment broker's. It has sirtec beerr notified that they had already ceased to act in that capacity 
sitree the 5th of January. 

8 . As regards the tran.sport of GoA'cr'nment grairr, I irnderstood, Avlteir at Madra.s on the 
2(ith January, that tin* transjiort arrangenrents in the Ceded Districts aird Kuruool Avould be 
revised Avith r-eferenee to the ei-ssatiou of Goveriinu-nt ])urehases ; that the grain already pirr- 
cha.scd by Goverurnent Avould be transported to srrital.ilc ha.'alities, artd rro more. 

9. I hiid, 1)3' a Minute dated the 19th Januar'j*, and transmitted orr the same date fr'om 
Ctrdda]'ah to INladras, r'ceorniuertded that the plan of jiaying the relief laboitrer's in grain be 
abandoned, atrd that a jrart of the Governinerrt grain already jirirehased should be sent to jrlaces 
distant at least sixty rrtiles from the railway', and that the r'est should bo held in r'cserve. No 
deliuito rejdy wars g-iven to ntr; at, thr; time, rror has arty since been received b}' me to that 
recommendation. It seems to me, however, sitree I re-ontei'cd the Ceded Districts on the 10th 
Februar 3 ', that (]naittities of this grain are being si'ut to stwru'al i>laees within sixty miles of the 
railway, and eomparatively elo.se at hartd, and 1 gather that the trairsjtort, arrartgerneuts are so 
made as to irteludi! the whole of the Govornmerrt grain, leaving rrotto in reserve. It airjrears 
to trre clearly that, tlu! exiteuse of carting the grain to these easil)- aecosHible ]ilaees, that is, to 
jrlaees within sixt,\- ntih's of the railway, rrright be saved, iuiisnruch as tlroi'rr i.s rro likelihood of 
its b(Mug wanted rit those jrlaces. Artd ii' sitelt grain he rr'garded as a re.sei've, the least exjren- 
siv(! ai'ran go merit will be to kec]) it at Madras, avoiding the cost of sending it ii]) the coiuitry 
1 ) 3 ' railway and then cann ing it hy country rrarts further into the interior. 1 would again ask 
the consideration of the Government of Madras to the matter.

The chief characteristics of this tract wore doseribod in the Memoranduin on Cuddapah 
dated the 20th January. So far as the failure of harvest is concerned nothiufr need now he added 
to that meniorandnm, hut it appears that the earli(*s1 aiituinn crop in fhese jdatean taluks will 
not come into market until September [see paragraph 4 of previous memonindiim]. Since 
that memorandum was written the total nninber of persons on relief w.ajres has i'allen from the 
•Note .— RpRnrdinp the apparent hiprliost total 1 os’OOd down to !)0,()u(i. Mr. Gribble, the Sub- 

Colle(!tor, attributes this decrease partly to the prevalence of 
cholera wbieb dispersed e(Ml.aiii relief ^anys, and partly to the 
measures whiidi be (Mr. Gribble) bad lieen alih;, now that his 
staffs had been inin-easod, to take towards climinatiny from the 
relief yanys persons who were not in absolute need. 

4. Sir Richard Temple visited certain eomjdeted I’elief works, namely roads, which ap- 
pearetl to have been fairly well exeented. The cost however, wbieb had been only Its. 1,(199 
per mile when the number of hibonrers was eomparatively Tnanayeable, bad rismi to Its. 1,809 
per mile now that the number of relief labourers had inereased so enormously as to be nnmaii- 
ayeablc. Some expenditure had been incurred in eonsolidatiny ihe stone metal o!i these roads. 
This outlay no doubt improves .and completes the work ; but it co.sts a yood deal, pnasmueh 
as water is scarce and lias on oeo.asions to be carried on carts from a distance. It Would be 
more economical to postpone such work till the rainy season, when water will bo everywhere at 
hand, and then tlie completion of these woi'ks would be defrayed by the ordinary district funds, 
instead of bciny ebaryed ayainst “ Relief." 

6. Sir Richard Temple inspected severnl yanys of relief labourers in and about Mudana- 
pally—in all some >‘J,9U{) or 4,0(19 persons. He found lliat the labourers looked t.o be in yood 
condition ; and it appeared that some proportion of tlunn must have betui quite able to support 
themselves, for a time at least, without Oovernmout aid. Hardly any of them appeared to he 
in a physically reduced condition. Some of them bore on their y)ersons evidonee in the shape 
of yood clothes or ornaments that they had not yet been reduced to esi ivinily. The Sub-Gol- 
lector was of opinion that some of these people could with safety ho dismissed from the works, 
and he anticipated that when the Madr.as Government orders should be received, be would be 
able to reduce and ‘in future to koe]i down the nuiiibor of ruiief labourers. Tiic labourers 
received daily wayes and no task-work was practicallj’^ exacted ; yet the number of head-coolies 
(ganymen) seemed too yreat. 

6. It appeared to Sir Richard Temple that too many of the relief yanys were employed on 
roads and too few on tanks and petty irrigation works. The ]\Iudanaj)aUy country, like 
Mysore, is studded with tanke : Mr. Gribble says there are 4,(190 in his four taluk.s. Many 
of these have been breached in former years; many require repair and improvetnent. Some are 
yradually siltiny up, and the work is of a kind that in the a<ljoiiiing districts of Mysore is 
done sometimes by the ryots themselves, and sometimes by the subordinate revenue ollieers. 
Yet in Mudanapally there seemed to be an opinion that no tank could be safely ttniebed without 
a professional opinion ; that it miybt do more barm than yood to dccqien a tank, and that any 
improvement of a tank would involve strenytheniny the dam (Vaiud), enlaryiny (be escape; weir 
(eulingula), and might.jeopardise the safety of all the tanks in tin' chain to which the 

particular tank under reiwir might Ijcloiiy. Sir

skill to employ the relief yanys on tanks, wbieb arc the very Iiij| of the eouidry, and which 
directly re])ay judicious expenditure by iinmedvate increase in land revenue!; whereas new 
roads (of wbieb 174 miles have already been made in the Mudanajjally Sub-division) will 
involve a heavy future expenditure for up-keep. 

7. Wayes on relief work throin^hout the sub-division are paid in (Tovennnent grain. 
Some Government grain had bepn expended, and about 20,009 bays (about l,oOO tons) are 
in store at or c« roufe to depots in the snb-division. Under reeoiit orders it seems jirobable 
that Mudanapally will not receive further larye allotmciils of Government yrain ; and Sir 
Richard Temple suyyests that cash payments be at once resumed, and tluit the. (Toverninont 
grain be kept in reserve and be not expended until either absolute ueeossity arises, or until 

favourable rain shall have induced the ryots to open their .stocks. i* • r,- 

8. The Question of the grain stocks and grain supjily was so important, that Sir Richard 
Temple had a long discussion with the local traders on the subject in the Sub-Collector’s 
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presence. Tlio geiieral accoutit given by ull was that foreign grain imported by railway, 
and foreign grain only, was sold in the bazaars. No complete statistics were available of the 
quantity of grain coming daily into the sub-division from the two railways on the north and 
south. But so far as the figures went, they seemed to show that a very large proportion of 
the population must still be living upon the old grain stocks of the country. The Mudanapally 
and Voilpad taluks ajtpear to get all they want from railway stations in the North Arcot 
District; the Iloychoti taluk is comparatively near to the north-western lincjm^^e Kadire 
taluk is somewhat inaccessible: its supjdies have to come round'by Roych(ra^^ESfe traders 
declare<l that sufficient suiqilies for the weekly markets at outlying villages were carried from 
the chief towns by village dealers. 

9. The price of grain has fallen considcmbly during the last five weeks. Th^traders 
attributB this comparative cheajjiiess to the large private importations into Mudras“nd the 
famine counl ry generally. Tliey stated their belief that private importations into Mudanapally 
had declined somewhat since Government grain began to eomc into the sub-division. 

10 . The tiudcrs, all save one dissentient only, stated that if Government ncaseJ to bring 
in grain, they would try (.and ihoy thought they would be successful) to bring in enough 
foreign gr.ain to suj)plv the relief l.abourers as well as the oi’diuary demand. They asked 
assistance in two respects only : firfii, that the roads (or their consignimmts) should bo so 
g’uardeil as to ])reveiit their carts being ])lundcrcd; and fmeomih/, that suj^jily bills on Madras 
should be granted them at pai‘ for cash it.aid into the Mudanapally treasury. Tlie Sub- 
Collector stated tliat the guards could be arranged, and fhat it would be a direct convcniciure 
to Government that the traders should ])ay cash into bis Ircasuiy in exchange for bills 
on Madras. Jf rebel’wages are paid in cash, a good deal of silver will be wanted at Mudaua- 
pally. 

11. At the oharitahlc relief houses in Mudanai)ally and at the talnk liead-quarters cooked 
food is being distribiiU’d to pt'ojde who are sujqjosed to he in great need and unable to work. 
Some of tlic reei|nents, seen by Sir llieliard Temi)]e at the Mudiimqjally rebel'house, wer<> not 
3 a*t in extfeme destilntiun. It apjiears that orders have been given to village officers I Hat they 
arc to relieve .at the Government ex))cnse <'asuiil eases of severe distn^ss, either among tlndr own 
villagers or among temporary sojourners witbiii their borders. But no siie<Mal stc'ps have been 
t.akon to enforce these orders and to sec that they are obeyed. Sir Richard Temple (jotisidered 
that some Kjieeial steps were retpiired to sceiire that village officials, revenue iiisjjeetorH, .and 
tahsiidars felt their res])oiisihibty in this matter. When the gangs- of labourers come to be 
reduced and .admission to the gangs is less a matter of course*, the risk tliat disaster m.'iy over¬ 
take poor creatures in the villages becomes soraewliat enhaiieed. It is clica])or and in every 
way better to glean up and relieve such cases by village ins]ie(!tion than to ])a_v r<'bcf wages to 
tens of thousands wlnj could support themselves without State aid. Even in districts whore 
multitudes ai-c admitted to relief works without eboek oconsional deaths from the consoqlienecs 
of Imiiger or exhaustion are said to occur; and house-to-house inspection in very distressed 
tracts will obviate the risk of j|uch disasters. 

12. Mr. Gribhle pointed out certain doubts he had as to the safety of a recurrence to cash 
payments. And Sir llieliard 'feinple explained (1) that if risk were appreliemled, the ehang-e 
should be made gradually first—at Mnddanapally itself and other jil.aces near the railway where 
trade was active, and where competent officers would be on the spot to act in case of emergcuiey; 
the eliunge could then be extended s]iee(lily to other relief gangs : (2) Sir Richard Temple 
replied that ])riecs might, esjiecially in remote jilaces, become somewhat dearer at first when 
grain paj'ments creased. But the very rise would work its own remedy, I’or supplies would 
be attracted to such places. Meanwhile, the reserve of Government grain .provides against 
disaster, and the sliding scale of wages (projiortioned to the price of foodj guards the labourer 
from the possibibt}* of lus ration being dangerously reduced. 

13. Sir Richard Temple’s general impressions were— 

(1) that the numbers on relief works—about 19 jier cent, of tlic whole population—were 

still too large, and that insufficient work was got out of the labpurers; 

(2) tlnat persistent efl’orts should bo made, with the help of all the eiigitieering staff 

available in the sub-division, to employ more of the gangs on tanks and irrigation 
works and t'ewia- ft) road-s ; 

(3) that mueli care and activity should be immediately exercised to enforce on ]>etty relief 

officers and village officials the ueecssily for sj-Btematic village ins])ection and 
relief; 

(4) that wlu'ii the numbers on charitable relief become larger, relief camps should be 

formed and in-door relief given ; 

(.')) that relief wage.s should bo paid in cash, the Government grain being kept for the 
present as a reserve.

iler^fjrandum respecting the Pcnnehonda Division of the Bellaiy District, with notes 

respecting relief operaiioux in Anantipur. 

NO pas.sed from Bangaluro through soiiin of the most distressed pr>rtions of tiie 
M 3 ’Sore country, Sir Richard Templo reached Poiinekonda on the 9th February, pas.singacro.s.s 
the Hindupore taluk. He met there Mr. Ros.s, tlie Sub-Collector, and Dr. Williams, i-ecently 
sent from Bellary to combat the cholera which appeared in this division. 

2. Tlie Peiinekonda division consists of three taluk.s, all of which - ary on the M^’soro 
plateau, and partake more of the physical char.aeteristics of Mysore than'of JJcllary. The 
ai'ca and population of the three taluks are as follows :—

The failure of rain last season and the lo.ss of crojis has boon extreme over the whole 
of Madaksir.a, over the gn^atcr part of I’ennekonda, .and over a part of lIin<lupore. 'J’he 
“ dry ” crop was lost entirely, and the wet ” crop yielded about three annas all round; .so 
that the total ylidd of the division is less than a two-ann.a crop. There is sopie fagi .anil a 
small area of cholum (jowari) now in the ground ; t.lie lji.tter is grown in the b(‘ds of dry 
tanks. The yield of this .standing crop is estimated by the divisional officer, Mr. Ilo.ss, to bo 
equal to one month’s food-supply for three tahiks. The Pennekonda traders estimated that 
the yield would bo e(|ual to two months’ supply. . 

3. The grain markots are now well suiifilied with foreign grain, ragi, cholum, and rice, 
which comes by cart from the Bangalore Railway Station to the chief marls of Hindupore, 
Pennekonda and Madaksira. Pennekonda is further from Bangalore than from G*)oi.y on 
the north-west line—88 rriles as agaimst 79. But carts are cheaper and.more abundant .at 
Bangalore than at Gooty. Part of Madaksira, however, draws its .supplies from Beilaiy. 
The village dealers carry from the towns ain])le snpfilies for the village weekly markets. 
Tlie traders, wliom Sir Richard Templo mot in prc-seaco of tiio divisiun.-il ofheer, were (/iiito 
confident that ti-ado would fully supply .all local needs, both in towns and villages, .so long 
as the Bangalore market wa.s well supplied. The cessation of grain payments to and (ho 
reqnir6niciits of relief labourers would in no wi.se exhaust the markets. 

4. Tlie price of ragi and choliini ranges at present from SJ seers in Pennekonda to 9| 
in Hindupore, At the bcgimiiiig of Janii.ary, prices wore nm^Ii dearer, Gi* .seers iu Pmnie- 
konda, and 7i in Hindupore. lii the mouth of November, before the gre.at importatiorr from 
thc*Madras coast had set in, the sujiplies in the smalior markets partially lijiiled foV two or 
three weeks together. 

. 0 . Mr. Russ has had a good deal of Government grain in his taluks ; at present lie ins 
in store about 1,490 tons balance of local purchases, of which .'>()() tons w-re received from 
Major Hick.s, the Govenimoiit Gr.aiii Agent. Ho li.ad expected a further monthly consignment 
of 1,000 tons a month from Major Ilick.^. Wages h.ad until lately been paid in gram ; now 
cash\va<;es are paid, and the (jovernineiit grain in st.ore is all kojit as a reserve. 

G. The Madras Govcruineiit orders for reducing relief works expenditure, dated .list 
January, have not yet flOtli February) re.ached Mr. Ross. He had, however, begun to wets! 
out his labourers, and to turn off persons who eould manage for themselves from the time of 
the publication of the Government of India order.s (l(5tli Ja iuary). Cholera has dispensed 
some few <nuifT,s round Poiinekonda ; and further, some .50,(100 relief labourers in tlio Ilindn- 
pore taluk struck work, and have kejit off the works for the last two or three weeks, hocau-ie 
tlicv did uqt like tVsk-work wliic.h had then been introduced. From all these canse.s, the 
number ou relief works has fallen from 90,000 to .30,()0fl penson.s. Several Imndreds of tlio.se 
lahmirens, Avlio voluntarily kejit off the works, pro.sented them,selves (o .Sir Richard IViiiple. 
elamouring for a return to daily wago.s. Hu avas glad to .see that the people, men iiiid women, 
were in good ease, uoLwilhstandiiig"their ab.sonee from the works during the last two or three 


7. Sir Richard Temple inspected four small gangs of relief labourers in Pennekmula 
town, and the appearance of the people was fairly good. The largo gangts which had hi-cu 
at work ne.ar I’eniiekoiida had' recently been dispersed by a violent epidemic of cLolfia, 
'which is now hajipily abating. On a ro.ad near Gootoor, 8 mile.s from I’ennekomla, there li.ad 
been at work some i,5()0 labourers. On this gang t.ho work of weeding our. tho.se who could 
support themselve.s had been carried out by the relief lihspector, who had reported that tlie 
ffitug dwindled to almost nothing. Mr.'ito.ss wa.s going to inspect the people out of tliis 
(^ano- who still offered themselves for employment at task-work rato.s. And Sir Richard 
Teniple was able to see about 400 of tlie.se people. Among these w«rc certainly some cases 
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women, who needed either relief wages or gratuitous relief, and these cases are 
being cared for. 

8. Gratuitons relief used to be distributed at some twenty places in, the division. But 
Mr. Ro.ss found so much peculation at outlying relief houses, that he has arranged for clos¬ 
ing all relief lioirses but five for the pro.sent. Each of these five will be under the supervi¬ 
sion of a responsible relief officer, and will for the pre-sent be managed as a relief camp on 
the in-door system. Poor creatures at the outlying relief houses, who still req uire Sta te assist* 
ance, are being taken into the central relief camps. Hereafter, w*hcu mattersTW^Hte worse, 
it may be necessary' to establish one relief house in every Inspector's circle throughout the 
most distressed part of the division. 

9. With reference to the fact (see'paragraj)h 20 of the Bollary Memorandum, dated 19th 
January) that some 30,000 peoj)lo were receiving gratuitous relief in the three Peiyykonda 
‘taluks ak the beginning of January, Mr. Ross explains that some thousands of th*names 
on the charitable relief returns were fictitious, and that ])CCulation of this kind has since been 
checked and punished. A good many of the children belonging to relief labourers were at 
one time in receipt of charitable relief, and they have now been sent back to their parents. 
There are now 8,100 persons receiving charitable relief in the three taluks, and they will 
be gathered into relief cam])s. Sir llicliard Tem[>le saw about 150 persons in the chutrum 
(serai), which is used as a relief camp at Pennekouda; and he found all the inmates to bo 
suitable recipients of State charity. 

10. The great dccroa.se wbicli has recently taken place in relief expenditure in the three 
taluks of Pennekonda may be thus seen :—

The physical condition of the Hindujiore people who left tlio works throe weeks ago warrants 
a belief that the relief now given is for the most part sufficient to arre.st famine. Mr. Ross 
is of opinion that now, as was the en.se before the reduction in the number of labourers, occa¬ 
sional cases occur of wayfarers or other peojile being reduced to severe straits, and of people 
dying imlH’octly from hunger. He cited the case of a widow with two children, who came 
into Pennekonda a few day's ago ; they were all very much reduced by hunger ; the mother 
and one cliild were seized w’ith cholera and died ;the other child is now in the poor-house. 

11. Sir Richard Temple impre.ssed on Mr. Ross the vioAv that sy'stcrnatic village relief 
ought to be organised through the village officials ; and Mr. Ross read the minute on this 
subject which Sir Richard Temple has recently laid before the Madra.s Government. With¬ 
out such systematic relief, deaths must occasionally occur in remote villages among the 
old and infirm, or among chililron. And occasional disasters of this kind cannot be averted 
by admitting to State charity (whether on works, or in relief liousos) tens of thousands 
of men and women who, in reality, could subsist without State aid. Sy.stematic village 
relief can make starvation deaths almost iinpos.sible ; and it is much more cconomictil lo the 
public treasury than insufficiently controlled relief works open to all-comers. 

12. Sir Richard Temyilc’i general imprc>ssiou was— 

(1) that the distress in the Pennekonda taluks is not yet (yuite so severe or so genaral 

as had been feared ; 

(2) that the food requirements of the tract can and will be met by private trade so 

long as the Railway can deliver full supplies at Bangalore; 

(3) that Mr. Ross has during the last few weeks done much to secure economy; 

(4) that Mr. Ross should at once organise his village relief system and supervise its 

working; 

(5) that he should press forward the completion of his relief camps (in chutrums or 

other existing buildings where possible) ; 

(6) that he should himself, or through responsible officers, test the work of relief In¬ 

spectors who may he empowered to weed out from the labour gangs people who 

ought to BUj)port them.selvea.

Tho care fill ness 
exercised in tliis respect is very creilitablo to tho local antliurii.ies in Mysore. 

d. At tile Bame tinjo it apjuiara to me most important that there should bo a honse-to- 
Iionse visrtation throui^liout the more severely alTected tracts, so that laises of severe distrosa * 
may be^^mml^ont and may reocive timely siiefiour. 'I’lie existini; or<fanisatiou of villaijo 
oHieials^^^^vised by sahltied servants of Government (the shcikdar in his hohli and the 
amil.]ar_ in diis taluk) is the best that could be ilcsirod for elfcet ivelv earryin*j^ out svsteniatie 
vilknjj. relief. - IIk* (Jhief Commissioner moreover is ready to sf,ren<;'llien tlio siipervisiiif' slailf 
where adilitioiinl help may be ab.sidiibdy needed. An active and well-direel.ed si'sUnn of villui^e 
udiel ij^'speidaJly necessary to prevent occasional easi's of disaster in districts where, as in the 
Mysore provini’c, economy in ridiel expoiiditnrc has heeii earefnllv jiraidiseil from tho heuriiiniii".

2. The province of Mysore consists of eight districts, with a total population of live 
millions. 'I’lie popiilatioii, the area, the estimated average outturn -of the current seiKson’s 
liarvests, the number ofjiersons on relief works and on eluiritable relief, and tin* proportion boriio 
by tho persons on relii*!’ to the whole jiopnlatiou is shown fur each distrii't in the statement on 
the following jaige. The perceiitiigcs of thl^ jiopiiiation tliat are in receipt oi' ri;Iii‘f does not, it 
will be seen, vary precisely with the extent of failure of croji. In some eases explanation of the 
variation ea.ii bi' readily given. For instance, the Tniiikui' district sends away aiiniially .some 
Jill, (IDO labourers to the eodee distriels: this year the eolfee (‘migration was far larger than 
ii.siial) and so fewer people were thrown upon l,lie works. A similar explanal.ioii ap]ilies, in a 
less degree, to the Chitalilroog district. iMaiiy of tliese labourers an*, liowi-ver, now leluriiiiig, 
because the eolfee epop too is suH'eriug from the drought, and many of the people will jirobably 
eoiiie 11 ])oii the relief works'. * 
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3. In the Ifussaii and Sliltnoga districts, which lie close to the Western Ghats, there was 
some rainfall, and theCe was a inuderate harvest. In the Mysore district the raitiiall to the 
sontli and tlie Can very irrigation to the north have brought up the average yield of tlie district., 
Hut over tlio rest of the ])roviiiee 1 liere lias been grievous lailure of rain; nearly all the rain- 
fed tanks ill the northern districts are dry; and the “dry” crop lia.«, lor the most part, tailed. 
The disastrons.effect to the coniilry from the failure of the tanks may be jiiilged I'niiti Hie fact 
that Mysore po.ssessos lO.tlOO irrigation tanks, and the “Avet” or irrigated land is one-sixth of the 
whole cultivated area of the province. This failure lias afleeted two-thirds ol the Mysore 
jirovince; while tracts inhabited by more than two millions of people un^t be held to be 
severely distressed. 
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4. Tiro clifficnlties of tlio present year arc a<>"ravaiod by the facts that tho crops of the 
previous year (1 ■‘^75-76) were poor, equal to about oue-thiril of an ordinary yield all over tlio 
province. The crops of 1N74-75 were, however, fjood and full. So bad had the failure of llie 
previous year bec'ii in some j)arts, that in July 1876 water befjan to fail hi parts of Chital- 
drooff. Larf^e importation.^ of prnin into Ilangalore by railway bepin in October, 
it was not until the end of November, when the latter rains (north-east monsoon) 
absolutely failed, that relief operations were f^enerally bofjiin throuffhout the province. 

6 . The grain markets of Hangalore and of the Mysore province arc well syi[) plied. Most 
of the grain exposed for sale i.s foreign grain that has come intcv'Bangalorc by r,^^iy from 
Madras and from the west cojist. Private trade began early in the auiumii to bring grain 
into Bangalore, and has been very active ever since. The grain brought into Mysy|*»by 
railway during the last two months is returned as follows :—

The grain-dealers .say tliat this importation will eontinne niitil June (or July) so long ns there 
is grain at Madras or anywhere ebse to eorne. Thc}’^ say that their only didicmlty is the thday 
which sometimes occurs in getting consignments off from Madra.s hy^ train. It seems that 
the Bangalore dealers despatch daily' some Immlreds of cart-loads of grain inlo tbe districts of 

the interior. This grain goes into llie Bangalore, 'J'uin- 
kur and Chitaldroog districts. Parts of tlic Belluiy* 
and Kolar districts also draw theirsupj)lies from Bangalore. 
'Ihc Mysore district lives at j)rcsent on its liome-]iroduee, 
while the districts of Ilassan, Shimoga and Kadtir are 
sidisisting on their own produce eki'd out by food imjiorted 
from the western coast, 'fhese three districts last mentioned 
Lave large highland tracts abutting on the Western (ih&ts, wherein the rainfall has been good. 

. C. The traders say that the looal stocks will not come out into the market uid.il the 
tanks fdl in* June or July' next, and next crop is thereby assured. Until that lime tbe de¬ 
mand for imported grain will eontinne. Indeed, in tho month of May, when the iiorts on the west 
coast are practically closed, now demand on the Mangalore source of Kui>i)ly may arise from 
districts wliieh are now fed from the west. 'J'hcre are excellent bri(lg(*il roads all oven* tin* 
country, and tlicre is abundance of carts and draught cattle, so that suj)])lies can he carried to 
whatever tr.aets require and can jiay for Ihein. 

7. So fur as the facts can be a.soertaincd, tracts containing 25- millions of peojde are now 
drawing grain froiri the railway between Bangalore and tiie eastern border of My'sore; 
yirohahly nearly' two-thirds of this po])ulation may be con.«uming old stocks, and thus perhups 
900,9(H) people may require imported grain. An import of 18,000 tons a inonlli would .sup¬ 
port this pnjmlalion ; and the railway is already doing more than this. Mnt this ealeulatioii 
would show that Mysore will continue to draw grain largely from Madras hr niibray up lo an 
average of about 48l) ton.s daily. So that the My.soi’e demand upon the powers of thi? railway 
is and-will remain even larger th.an was supposed at the time when the jiroposal for doublisg 
the Madias Railway to Areonnm was considered and was n'commended In- Sir Riehard 'remiile. 

8 . The Madras Governinenl. desired Sir Richard 'I'emple to aseert.ain whether Bangalore 
could not draw some ol' ils stqiplies from tlie ))ort of Negapal.am fid the Sonlhern Kailwav ; 
and they’ slated tliat freights from (Calcutta to Nega]iatam were the same as to Aladras, while 
the grain Kites on the Sout.hi'rn Railway had been jmrpo.sely lowered, so as to make it, itlieap 
for Mangalore dealers to import by Negapatam as by Madras. 'I’lie dealers when questioned 
rejdied that they' had not heard of l,he rediietioii of the railway friiight rates by' Nc-gapatain, 
that they had eorresjiondents at Madras, but not at the sout hern ports, and that there was no 
great imported store at Negapatam for them to draw u])on as there was at iMadras. 'J'hey 
admitted, however, llnil if it, wore demoiLslrahly cheaper and as sjiecdy to got grain via Nega- 
jialam, that route would no doubt be taken. 

9. Prices of grain arc easier than they were: thus at Mangalore the

Chitaldroog—range from 10 lo 1.5 per cent, dearer. In the Kolar district, through whieli tlie 
r.ailway passe.s, prices are mneh the same ns in Bangalore. 

10. The memorandum on Kolar show’s that in this district a largo lUHnher of roliiH’ 
works are ready, and that many of the.'-e works are iietnally open. In the Bangalore district,, 
as also in Tumkiir and Chitaldroog districts, relief works are ojicn; and the Cliicf (kunmis- 
sionor has now issued orders that relief works shall not be stopped in tracts where they :U'e 
really needed by reason of the teiiijiorary' failure of money allutmcuts. All the w'oi'k is done 
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t ordinary pieco-work rates, and the oflicers of the Enfjinceringf Department co-operate most 
ul y With the Civil olfieers in carryings out relief works. The relief works-in progress ure 
inaiiily tanks, on which so much work has to be done all over the country before the many 
cliains of irrig'ation tanks are all hrouj'ht up to the required standard of coinjdeteuess. , All the 
work, tlicrefrire, that is beiiifj done is uiidouhtedly j^ood and useful work. 

11. Sir Richard Temple inspected the gaii^^s on two great works near Bangalore, namely, 
the water-works, tank and the Dliarmboody tank. One, if not both, of these worlvfi would bo 
nnderta|p||^and pressed lorwardin ordinary years. Among the thousands of labourers on these 
two wonis *Bir^ Richard Temjile did not detect any persons who seemed to be in u reduced 
|)hj^mal condition, ^ though he saw considerable numbers of men and women who appeared well 
abl^Td take care of themselves without State aid. Sir Richard Temple also inspected several 
gangs large and small works in the interior of the Bangalore and Kolar districts. On a 
tank n^” Doodha Ballapore in the Bangalore district he observed several men who were in- 
a very reduced physical condition ; and he found a veiy few cases of the same kind in a gang at 
Begapilly in the Kolar district. In most of these cases it turned out that the labourer was 
the only bread-winner for a family of six or eight persons, and so he was unable to earn enougli 
to keej) his relations idive and also to maintain himself in a lit condition for hard labour. Such 
cases seemed to show that the village relief org-anisai-ion should bo worked uj) so as to find out 
and relieve very destitute lamilies of this kind. Unless such village relief be promptly set to 
work, there is risk that individuals belonging to such fninilies may perish. 

12. No single lifrge relicl work, on which several thousands could be employed, has yet 
been sanctioned in Mysore. So long as good useful work on irrigation tanks is being done 
at piece-work rates, perhaps it may not be necessary to begin any large work. But if licre- 
after very large bodies of peojile should rc(|uire relief cmfdoymeiit, the Mysore Government lia.s 
ready two excellcut schemes, if its means allow of its embarking upon either of them. 7’hese 
schemes are, firstly, Ihc railw.ay from Bangalore, to Mysore (S t miles) wliqJl^as baim surveyed, 
aligned, and for which the ju'oject is in every re.spect ready. The line, howler, .does not pass 
through the worst famine tracts; but the railway wouhl be a very great boon to the jirovinee. 
The second scheme, which has also been thoroughly prepared, is the Valasc reservoir in the 
Chitaldroog district, which would cost lo lakhs of rui»ues and irrigate 50,000 acres. If, there¬ 
fore, large works are required, the Mysore Government has them ready for immediate com¬ 
mencement. 


10. Ont-door relief in the shape of cooked food (r.agi pudding and a little curried" vegetable) 
is being given to about 30,000 persons throughout tlie province. Sir Richard Temple visii.cJ 
some of these relief houses in .Ihnigaloi’e, and anolher at Bagajially in Kolar." For the most 
]>art the ])aupcrs .seemed to be quite fit recipients of charitable relief. At the Bangalore 
relief hou.so were some few cases, principally travidlcrs, in which hunger must have caused 
severe sufiering. TVhen the system of rural .and village relief is in working order, .such eases 
will jirohahly not reenr. Sir Richard Temple suggested that at large eontres like Bangalore, 
Doodha Baliaiiort', Kolar and at the taluk head-tjuart.ers in-door relief .should he given at relief 
camps on the Madras .yvstem. 'I'lie many chuttriinis (serais) on the roads would jn-oliahly serve 
the jmriHise without building special sheds. Hereafter, when distre.ss beeorm's keener, it may 
he nce(‘ssary t.o liavC a relief bouse in every bobli (sub-divisiad of a taluk) tln’ouglumt tlie 
worijt jiarts of the .'severely alleetod districts. 

I t. The Chief Commissioner has issued orders that all vilhagc ofRciaLs sh.all relieve :it the 
Government expense, ami bring to the nearest relief ollieers, any jierson, whether a resident or 
a wayfarer, who may he in dangerous distress. With tlie earel'id supervision which will, 
under Mr. Saunders’ orders, he given to this matter, the elieetive orgauisatioii of village relicl’ 
will douhtle.ss be soon aeeoinplished. 

1.5. It docs not .seem probable that there will he serious dearth of drinking water in the 
Mysore jirovinee, unless such diflienlty should occur in Bangalore itself. For the plough and 
draught (aittle al.so there is not imieli apprelieiision, jirovided the usual rains eoitio in Ajiril 
and Mav. Some mortality from want, of fodder has already oeeurred, and much more mii.4t, it is 


feai’cd, occur among the jioorer sorts of cattle. 

Hi. Ill consideiatiou.of the exireine gravity of the scarcity and of the fact that the jir-e- 
.si'iit is the seeoiid consiauitive year of failme of crops, the Cliief Corami.ssioiiee has jiro- 
nii.sed remission of ^ annas (one-half) of the “ wet” asse.s.-'iiiimt and 0 auuas (three-eighths) ol" 
the “dry ” assessment to those ryots whose erojis have wholly failed.

When Sir Richard'remidc Was at Minlanpally, a suh-divisioii of Cuddapah, on the 1st 
and 2iid February, he learnt that, otic of the roads t,heiiei> to Bangalore lay through Kolar. As 
this is coiisidi'rcd one of the most distressed ilistriets ol Mysore, save only Tunikur and (diital- 
droog, he desired that its condition ami the character of relief there slioiild be aseertained on 
Die "pot. At the sarno time Sir Uiehard Temple liad (Migiiginl to meet certain l^nglisli olfieers 
and mitivo gcullemeii of North Areot on the road to (Judiatmri, winch pusses through British 
territory only. He therefore sent me, his Secretary, by way ol' Kohir to coufer with the 
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* Nolf .—Some clinlimi (jiiwnri) is prn- 
iliurtsl ns nil ivrip-ittisl cniji in tlu‘ bliipk 
ti»il tiiluks to Uie iiortli-wost.

(lifihrint ofliocrs iliero. , I nint on tlio roitcl tlio Aniiklar (talusildar) of Srcenawns])Oornm. A. 
Koliir, Mr. li. Krisliiia lonj’-ar, C.S.I., who lra~s lieou Deputy Conuni.sKioncr of Kolar for twelve 
ycar.«, sliowed me over tiu; nearer ivlief work.s, and g'a.ve me every information in his power. 
He introdi)i;e<l me also l.o the Amildar and the medical officer of Kolar. 

2. The Kolar district contixiiis an area of 2,500 square miles and a population of 600,000. 
In physical features, in inaniier of a<friculture and in condition of its people, it re.semhles very 
closely the upland (jdateau) taluks of Mudanapally (South Cuddapah) and Palnionier or 
Pun"’anoor (North Areot). The elevaliou of the ])late,au is the same j tliere ar^tlie same 
•franite hills and rocky ^or<res, anil tlie same plains with a soil of decomposed ijralwlm*’schists. 
Kolar, however, {rrows moi-e exclusively ran;’! than do the two border British districts. Kolar 
fjTows raiji as a dry cro]), and jiroduces very little eholuin (jowari). Kolar abounds in 4^iks, 
every one of wdiich is rain-fed, and is consequently dry this year. The Madras railway 
traverses south of the district, which is sujiplied with abundance of <jood metalloid and 
brido'ed roads. 

6. The averaije rainfall of‘ Kolar is about 60 inches. Tlie harvest of 1S7 t was on the 
whole ji^ood. Last year (l.b75) the rainfall was short (1.5 inches only), and the yiidd wa.s esti¬ 
mated at six annas (more than ono-thirij of an ordinary harvest). But this season (lS/(i-77) 
the rainfall has been only ll*i inches; the t.'inks are all dry. 'I'he total yield of the dist.riet for 
the current, year is estimated at only 2 aniias (one-ei;phth of an ordinary crop) ; in some tracts, for 
instanee Si-eenawaspoorum, the j’ield is ])erhaps only one anna; but the irrigated parts in the 
south brinij the total average iqi to 2 annas. Kolar gonin-ally )iroduees mi.’idi more ragi, which 

is its* staple grain, than its populatii>n requires, .and it 
exjiorts largely to Bellary and to the British coast districts. 

In ordinary years large stixcks of ragi are kiqit in under¬ 
ground granaries (“pens”). But in 1<S7-1> the October 
Hoods g’ot in to many of these “ ])eos,” .and the grain began 
to s])oii ; comsequiMilly m:iny holders of p^rain sold otl all 
their old ragi for export, and it left the district. And thins 
tlie peofile of the Kolar district exitered ou JS75, a. year of short, harvest, with comparatively 
Bmall stocks, which were still further depliTeil by the time the failure of 1S76 declared itself. 
Still the pe()[»le of the district, were still living on tlu'ir old stocks up to about October Hist. In 
ordinary years the ryots of Kolar ari'well off; few of them are in debt. The (aiiintry is 
entirely ryotwari, ami zomiiidars (intermediate holders between the Govcninieiit ami the 
ryots) are unknown. 

4, The grain niarkets at Kolar and at the eliief towns are widl supplied. But all tlie 
grain now exjwsed for sale is foreign grain, imported hy railway. \Yliat stoidcs the lielier ryots 
may pos.sess are now held, and will he held, till rain comes. So far as wi; could, we tested (his 
hy visiting some ol the grain shops, and quest,ioning’ the chief traders of three dillercnt, castes 
in the town. They showed ns their diderent kinds of grain, and said it all came hy railway ; 
the riec and pulse from .Madras, and the ragi from Salem and Goimhatore. d'liey declared 
that the ryots would not sell their .stock,s, hut they were (piile conlident that, t.he trade'would 
supply nil demands hot.h ol Kolar town and of out,lying marls. There were plenty of earls t.o 
do the business. Hut they saj^l there was fear lest, the railway could not sujiply them ijuiekly 
enough, as there was delay about getting off eoiisignmont.s from Madras. 1 told them that, the 
doubling ot the line to Areonum would mend matters in this resjiect. 

5. Mr. B. Kri.shna had ])r(;viously given information identical with the aeoount given hy 
the traders whom we qnest.ioned at their sho)>s. He explained that each large town (knshali) 
procured its own siqijilii's from tlie. railw.ay, and that village deal(*rs carried grain from tlie 
kiishahs to the weekly markets in the interior. Tie had, as yet,, not Inward that the siqiply had 
anywhere fallen short. He believed and had all along thought that jirivate traders would 
Bupjily the count,ry, so far as the railw.ay could enable them to do so. At om* t.ime there was 
a talk of organi.siiig the country carriage'for tlic trader.s, hut they said such iiiLerferenee would 
only inakc carts more expensive, and so the proposal dropped. The price of grain at the jirescut

The Kidar ragi is a “dry^^ crop, whereas Madra.s ragi is mostly grown on irrigated lands. 
The dry ragi is a harder more valualilc grain than the irrigated (or “ nahli ”) species, and is 
Msily distingnishahle tlterefrom. Prices in the heginiiiiig of I.teeemher ruled at 6 and (ii- seers. 
'1 he compurative cheapness is due to the large impurtatious from Madras, where grain is now 
growing much cheaper. 

h. Distress first began in tSeptemher, and for some months It was relieved bv private 
nharity only. In the month of November relief works were opened, and at the firesent, time 
,i82 different works, estimated to cost Rs. ],6(),0()0, are eit.he,r ojieii, or ready to be opened, as 
soon as relief is really required. Only two out of all the relief works ])rof)o.sed hy the Deputv 
Commissioner are road works. The rest are tanks or irrigation works of some kind. These 
works arc sjircad over all the ten taluks of the district. On them are now employed 8,467 
relief labourers, besides about 6,000 persons wlio are eiiqdoyed under the Executive Engineer 
on the ordinal^ irrigation and road works of the district. The Deputy Commissioner mitici- 
putes that if good ruin falls as usual in March and April, theu the largest number of relief 
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labourcrB on bis liaucls at one time will not excecLl 12,000 or 15,000 in all. If the spring 
rains should be withheld, matters will become much more serious. 

7. All the relief works, with one exception to be noticed hereafter, are done and paid for 
on the piece-work system. It almost all consists of earthwork, chiefly on the repair and 
deepening of tanks. The work is done under the ordinary revenue stalT, which consists of— 

(1) the Amildar and liis establishment of clerks and goma.shtas for the whole tahsil* 
(or taluk); 

the Sheikdai^ who presides over a hobli, or sub-division of a tahsil, contain¬ 
ing about seven to ten thousand jicrsons. The Sheikdar gets a salary of 
Rs. lO to Rs. 20 a mouth according to hisgr.ade; 

(3) tlu; Patel, who is the head ryot of the village or cluster of small villages, and 
has to help him, the “shanbog or village accouiitaut. 


The responsibility of a patel in regard to a relief work varies according to the size of 
the woi'k, its distance from paid supeivision and the res])ect,ability of the j)atel. A hc-ad 
cooly on .3 annas a day, who can keep account, is allowed to each patel, while the .shiin- 
bog is employed on revenue work. There is one head cooly, who can write and read, on 3 
to 4 annas, over every fifty labourers. The hejid conly measures the work daily, and pay¬ 
ment is made according to the work dniie, either by the i)at(d or by the sheikdar, or by a 
tahsil offiecr who goes out for the purpose. The I'ate of pieee-work varies with the hardness 
of the groniid .'ind Ifcight of lift. Jjahonrers are required to bring their own tools. Labourers 
of the Wnddah east.e, who do the stonc-l'aeing for the tank hanks (bunds), bring their own 
little stone carts. 'I’he rates for earthwork yield about 2 annas a day to an adult male who 
■works hal’d. The Wuddahs who work in stone earn .a little more. The Dejnity (Commissioner 
said that the pieec-work system was well known to all the ])eople, who in ordinary years repair 
their tanks on that system, and the people would at once detect and complain of any 
attempt of a head cooly to make sliort payments for the .work done. 

8. On a certain work in Kolar town the Deputy (lornmissioiier was obliged, by the cir¬ 
cumstances ol‘ the work, to ji.ay daily labour; and then be reduced the daily wages to 1 i anna 
a day.. There was some comiilaint at first that the rate was cruelly low. Hut ho adhered 
to his decision; the people worked on; and when a part of it was done and he was able to 
measure it up roughly, he found that it had been cheaply done. The relief lahourcrs whom I 
saw to- day on this particular work appeared to be suliiuiently well nourished. Hut I did not 
see very many of them, as to-day is a festival. 


9. Something had been said at Mndanap.'illy about the undesirability of tank work for 
the ein])li).vment of n-liof labour ; and it had been said that tlie tanks were managed by the 
Engineer T)(>])ai1im;nt, and Unit they eoiild in>t he touched without engineering-guidanee. The 
Deputy Commissioner of Kolai’, l\lr. 15. Krishna leng'ar, from (lie first preferred tank work to 
any other relief work. He said that all over the eonntry there were tanks whieli wiuifod 
repain or which had been breached in former years ; li(> urged (hat. their rejiairs could he done 
by task-work and wif.hont engineering sn]iervisi()n. J1‘ he heightened the bund (bank), lie 
widened and oeeasipnally beightened the esea[)C-weir (ealingnla) ; and in some cases be }iut in 
ail extra irrigating sluice (tooboo) to carry water off to liigbor Ifind.s from t.lio lieiglitened level 
of‘the tank. He nrge-d that iiy deepening a tank, he held more water in it, tiiul so made the 
siip])ly for the old :iy:ikat (irrigable area) more .soenro. Wherever he deepened a tank, he

10. T visited a large tank wbicb bad been breached mani'^ years ago, and had since been 
nnn.sed. This tank, distant .‘5 or 4 miles li-om Kolar wa.s the first big work undertaken near 
Kolar. Save in Kolar town no other relief work was opened within six mile.s. Rs. 3,000 have 
already been spent upon it, :ind Rs. 1,500 more will have to be spent. It will irrigate about. 
250 .-icrcs of now'uneiiltivatod land. The bank is of earth, part of the front is imddlcd. and 
it is rivetted with e:irefully-paeked boulders on a slope of one in one and a half. A new high 
level irrigating slufee has been put in, and the old low level sluice is being rejiaired. The 
waste weir (ealingnla) is being widened, as the tank bank is somewhat higher than before. I 
could sec all the places whence the earth, paid for by measurement, was taken out. Out of 
the 800 labourers usually.oii the tank, only nhoiit 50 were at work to-day, because it was a festi-

11. Gratuitous relief is bein" given at the Governraeiit expense at ten planes. Cooked 

food, one meal of (lialf a seer) ragi, with a spoonful of pulse soup, is given to all but high- 
caste recipients, who are allowed to take away uncooked food. In Kolaf town 354 persons 
are being thus relieved dttily. At the nine relief houses in the interior an average of 1,238 
persons daily are receiving a meal of cooked food. Froitw such persons no work is at present 
e.\aeted. They take their meal and go to their home.s. I visited the Kolar relief house lo-day. 
About 200 persons were there. All tire jieople were infirm, sickly or else quite youii”; children. 
They seemed to be fit recipients for relief. None of them bore on their persoWMniarks of 
emaciation, except two or tliree children, who had or were just recovering from small-pox. Up 
to the month of December the relief in Kolar was paid for by jirivale charity. The iflRdu 

managers never sent any applicants away empty, and s.; the nnmbeis relieved were much 

l.'trger tli:j,n they are now. Now that the gratuitous relief is charged to the GovtfUunent, 
njiplicants are sifted before a ticket for relief is given them. 

12. Seeing that so little was .spout on relief in this district, compared to the adjoining 
sub-divisions of Pennekonda and Miidanap,ally, though the. poiiulation is about the same— 
(iOO,000 in each case—I made jiartieular enquiries whether the Deputy Commissioner and his 
officers thought that enough relief was given. The Amildar of Sreenawaspooruni, whom I 

just met, the Deputy Commissioner and the Kolar .Amildar 
seem to bi; all very conlldent that there are no deaths from 
starvation, and that lire jieople wlio do nut come to the works 
or to tlie relii'f houses are getting along someh'iw. Every 

jiatel (village h(>.adinan) and shaiiliog (village aecouiitant) iu 

the district has reeidved clear ordcr.s to relieve any jierson 
who may be in danger of starving witliiu their jnii.sdietions, 
and to send the bill in to the amildar. As yet no jiatel in 
the Kolar taluk has sent in any sneb bill, tliongb each 
amildar has an allotment of money to meet such hills. No funds 
have been jdaeed with the jiatids for the defrayal of charges of 
this kind ; and the patels just at jiiuscnt d > not get their full 
incomes, now that the land-revenue eolleetions are slack. It seems that there is need for 
sjieeial steps to ensure and supervise the fuHilmeiit of the orders given to the jiatels on this 
subject j or else pc ijde may be left, unrelieved and may die in remote villages. 

13. Oeeasionally the Dcjiuty Comrais.«ioner has heard allegations of dcatlns canned in jwt 
by hunger ; for inst.anee, two j)eoplo wliodied in the dispensary were said to have been reduced 
by w'ant. Now that cholera is almut iu the district snihleu deaths oeenr, and t hey are put 
down sometimes l,o iholera, and sometinnis to hunger. I called on Miss An.stey, a lady 
missionary, who sjioaks the Kanare.se language very well, and take.s the closest iutsrest in the 
juaiplu. She said that Btoiie.s had reatdied her of deaths from starvation ; l;nt she only 
returned to Kolar ten days ago, and no such eases had come under her own notice. She believed, 
however, that .scarcity of food must have accelerated some deaths in a time like this. 

11. I am jiarthiular about this, hecau.se the .scale of exjiendilure in Kolar coni.rasts .strongly 
with that in the adjoining tirink.s of Hellarv and Cndduiiah, and 1 wished to exhanst jiossible 
sources of information as to the «olIicieney of Kolar relief measures. The J.lepnty Commis¬ 
sioner has been twelve years iu command of this district; he knows the people, tliey know him, 

be is tlieir fellow-countryman, and is 
acec.ssiblc to them at all time,s; person¬ 
ally b(! is kind and ebaritabl *,* He 
says that, if there were starvation, he 
believes he would be the first to hear of 
it. He has given strict orders and 
makes constant enquiries on the matter. He is aware that many of his district people (perhaps 
3,000 in all) go over to works in liellary and Mudanapally. The authorities of those districts 
have written to liiin ; and he has exjilained that ilu! people have works open close to their 
iiomes; iiiit they not unnaturally prefer a j'air daily wage and light work to jiiece-work pay 
only. If ])ieee-work were exacted over the Ijovdm', then lie believe.s that none of the Kolar peo- 
jile would trouble the Bellary or Mudanapally relief works. , 

1.5. In resjieet of gratuitous relief, 1 could .see that a good deal of selection is‘ now exer¬ 
cised. Outside the Missionary’s door this morning 1 saw some jieojde ashing alms; and on 
enquiry I ascertained that two mil of these had lie'Mi refused adini.ssion to the relief kitchen, 
because they had relatives eoinjietent to siipjiort them. 1 saw the same sifting jiroeess goiu" 
on on|.side the relief kilelien. Pussihly a Native (hillector of j 2 years’ exjierienee, iwling through 
subordinaU's whom he knows and trusts, can cheek iiidiscriniiiiate relief beli.er than a Euiojiean 
odieer could do. vkiid rny impression, formed on what 1 have seen and what 1 have a.secr- 
taiiied by careful questioning, is, that the restrictions on relief exercised iu the Kolar district 
arc not exces.sive or dangeron.s to the safety of tlie peojile; although I fear that here, as else¬ 
where, one or two occasional deaths, caused indirectly or partly by hunger, may have occurred. 

16. The Deputy Coininissioner showed me a letter he had received tins morning from 
Major Goinpertz, Deputy Inspector General of Police, who is at present on tour in the north of the 
Kolar district. '’The purport of that letter (dated 2iid February) is, that the people there (taluks 
Giidihunder and Bagapilly) “are better olf” than further south towards Bangalore, and 
*■ though mauy are suffering from scarcity, yet there are uo signs of absolute famine.” He

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'writes further : “ I have noticed that only a few appear emaciated, thou<»h many, I am told, 
are reduced to mixing devduri leaf in tlieir food.’' This testimony from an officer outside the 
department is satisfactory. The devdar leaf’, the Deputy Commissioner tells me, is eaten as 
a vegetable by man}' chasses, and Mr. B. Krishna Icnjfar at times eats it himself. 

17. The Deputy Commissioner tells me that the Chief Commissioner has decided to remit 
oiie-half of the land revenue on “ wet" crop lands in eases where the water-supply has failed,, 
and to remit 3(6 annas in tlie rupee) of laud rev.mun on “dry" crop lauds. He explains 
that nef^^^jj^foro in tlie hii^tory of Mysore, so far as his knowledo-e goeS, has remission been 
gnuite'3 on “ dry " Lands. But this year is the second bad season the ])eople have, one after 
anfi^’ier; this time the failure has been grievous beyond all ineinor}' or expeetation, and so the 
grant of a partial remission on dry crop land is a fair eonecssiou. The abkari (toddy excise ) 
reven;^ contractors have luul no remission granted to them, but the rccci[)ts of still-head duty 
on spirit has decreased somewhat. 

18. The water-suppty in tanks has failed, and many wells also are failing. But in all 
tanks which are being improved by relief labour the Deputy Commissioner digs a hole down to 
some sjM'ing, so .as to keep drinking water for the ntdgliboiiring cattle and people. He is also 
(h'cpcning and clearing by relief labour many wells and bowdi.s (large cistern-shaped wells) 
near to public roads. He does not expiict t here will be actual dearth of water. 

19. But about the future of the cattle there is eausi! for anxiety, ilaiiy must have died, 
and the l.)e])nty Cpinmis-iioner is .aware that ryots have sold away good cattle for merely 
nominal [iriees. Tlie Chief Commissioner has ojiened the resiu'ved forests and the ryots are 
allowed to take? awav grass thence Free. A.s yet tliese forests have not, been opened to cattle 
for grazing. Tin; Deputy Commi.s.sioner thinks that there ma 5 ' be some little fodder left, rigi 
straw, eholum straw (kurbi), and jnng'le grass; for the ryots will not yet take the trouble to 
])rcpare prickly pear for their cattle. Vet the Deputy Commissioner, his locum l^nenn in De- 
ci rribcr bi.«t, and his A.ssi,st.ant have each of them in different parts of the district demonstrated 
to the peojile by experiment on a large scale Ih.at (,he jiriekly ])ear, when properly prepared, is 
c.iten by and supports catt lo. The Kolar t;duk, the Malwagnl taluk, and other parts of the 
district abound with prickly po.avj so there is an important re,source still available for the 
cattle.

Ills Grace the Clovenior of Madras was pleased f o ex]>ross to Sir Richard Temple a view that 
it would be advaot;ig(;ons if the B.ing.ilore grain demand oould be supplied, partly at any rate, 
by Neg.ipatam and the Soul hern Railway, in order that the pressure on the iMadras port and 
the eastern .scetious of the Madras Railw.ay might be relieved. 

2 . Sir Richard Temple enquired into the matter at a <>onferencc held with the Bangalore 
traders in ])rc.sonee of the Chief Corami.ssiomu’ and his prineip.al officers. T'hc results of that 
inqnirv will be found embodied in the enclosed extracts (paragraphs 5 to S) from a memorandum 
of thc facts a.‘:cej|tained by Sir Richard Temple r<‘garding the scarcity in Mysore.

Note on tiie Bellarv cotton trade as nifee.ting tim Karwar r.aihvay’^)r()jfct, with memo¬ 
randum hy Messrs. Ilarvcq^ and Sakiisitby, cotton dealers of iiellary. 
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Minute by Sir^RiCHARD Templk, dated Camp Bellary, the IGth February 1877. 

The Government was pleased to direct me to report, after communication with the Madras 
Government, upon the proposal to commence the earth-work of the Karwarand Bellory railway 
as a relief work. At Bellury, therefore, on the 12th current, I conferred with Ilis Grace the 
Governor of Madras u|)oii the subject. Colonel Hancock, as represeiitinfj the Government of 
Bombay, was prosent%t the eouferenee, havinpr been deputed thither by Hia Kxecllouey Sir 
Philip Wodehouae. Mr. J. II. Master, Collector of Bellary, Colonel Mullins, Chief En<;’ineer 
to the Government of Madras, and Colonel Shaw-Stewart, ConsultiKj^ Engineer for 4i>ilways, 
were also present. 

2 . I caused the salient points of the Bellary and Karwar railway seheme, as far as ^ey 
concerned relief wort, to be put together in the apiiended memorandum. And alter the con¬ 
clusion of the conl'erence I despatched to the Government ^ India 

opy annexe . telegram* to the effect that, in consideration of linaneialnxigen- 

cies and the claims of other jiroposed lines, 1 was adverse to nndertaWug at present the Karwar 
and Bellary niilwu}'. At the same time I recommended that as dillieulty existed in finding 
suitable work for relief labourers in the Bellary (and, perhaps, in tin;) Dharwar and Ivahulgi 
districts, the Madras and Bombay Governmeufs might be authorised to eraj)loy relief labourers 
in making the earth-work of the line from Bellarv as far as Hooblee in the Dharwar distritit. 
I suggested further that the cost of the laud laken uj) for this railway should he charged to the 
local Governmcirts, aud that the Imperial Government should be held in iio way j)ledged to 
the ultimate construction of the line. I added that the Madras Goveriime'irt concurred in my 
view, and that the Government of Bond)ay would probably concur also. 

3. I desire now briefly to place on record my reasons for submitting this recommendation ; 
and I would premise that when J had the honour of being a .Meinbiu’ of the Government of 
India, it was my duty to consider this and other railway proje<;fs, aird I have always held 
that railways in India should be undertaken on political and military grounds quite as much 
as on jmrely commercial eonsideraf ions. 

4. J am adverse to undertaking at present the Karwar and Bellary railway, because— 

Firstly .—The finances of the country can afford to take up oidy a limited number of 
new State railways af. a time. There are already a number of lines to which the 
Government is more or less committed : such, for instance, as the Nagpore and 
Chutteesgurh line, the Western llajputana railway, the Lahore and Pesha- 
wur line, the Northern Bengal extensions, and the North Behar lines. None 
of those, in my judgment, ought to be postponed to tho Karwarand Bellary 
lino. 


SecowUy .—If tho finances can afford one or more additional railways in tho Bombay 
Presideney, then I think that the line from Dhond to Munrnar, Ji line from 
Dhond (or some other ])oint on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway), to Sat- 
tara and onwards into the Southern Mahratta Country and a line from some 
point in Guzerat into tho Kattywar tkmntry, are all politically and generally 
more important’than the Karwar arid Bellary line. 

Thirdly .—There seems ij^uch doubt about the capabilities of, and tlfe need for, future 
expciulituro on the Karwar harbour; and unless the harbour be accessible du¬ 
ring the monsoon, it would appear that much of the Ubarwar and Bellary 
cotton may still take ship at Madras or Bombay. 

5. Although I am, for these reasons, adverse to undertaking for the present the Karwar 
railway, yet there is another consideration, namely, that useful work is wanted for tho 3.50,000 
relief labourers in Bellary. They have .already made a great length of local roads—quite as 
many roads, indeed, as can be maintained hereafter. Metal for future years^ use is being collected 
on these roads. But soon there will, for a great many ol' these labourens, he no useful work left 
to do. And therefore it seems desirable to employ these su])erabundunt relief labourer# on the 
earth-work of the Borkelbiry railway, which earth-work may hereafter be useful if the line is ever 
made. 1 propose that rebel'labour should be employed on the Bellary to Hooblee :ieetion only, 
because 1 do not think it will practically be possible to transport to the Catiara ghats large gangs 
in time enough to do any appreciable work thereon before the monsoon (rainy season) begins. 
'I’hc length from Bellary to Hooblee is the cheaper aud easier section of the ling. And, according 
to the oj)iniou expressed b)' Bellary col toi) dealers, this section would bring a considerable cot¬ 
ton trallic from Dharwar upon the Madras (or upon the Great Indian Peuifisula) Guaranteed 
Railway. 


Com of telegram despatched by Sir RiciiAitu Temple to the Government of India from Bellarv 

on the 12th February 1877. 

In reference to telegram of the Cth, reg.-irding the commencement of the proposed rail¬ 
way from Bellary to Karwar, I have discussed the question at Bellary with His Grace the Go¬ 
vernor of Matlras, when there were ])rescut the Collector of Bellary Mr. Master, Colonels 
Mullins .and Shaw-Stewart from Madras, aud Colonel Hancock from Bombay. I am adverse 
to undertaking at present the Karwar and Bellary line generally in consideration of pressing 
financial exigenciw and claims of other lines, but famine relief labour of Bellary, Dharwar, 
Kaladgi districts may be most usefully employed in forming earth-work between Bellary, 
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Hooblee and Dharwar, which may eventually, ho ueeful when circumBtance» shidl permit such 
railway to he constructed, no large works being available for relief in the neighbourhood. » I' 
suggest that Madras and Bombay Governments be authorized to employ the labour ra^making 
the earth-wofk, taking up the noramsary land for the f)urf) 08 e, such land being charged to 
local Governments, and it being understood that this permission iu no way pledges Imperial 
Government to ultimate construction of railway.' I am autliorized to say that the Government 
ot Madras will concur in this view, and I think that the Bombay Government will concur also.

2. The line will paa.s through the cotton-growing tracts of the following districts 
Bellary, with a population of 151 to a square mile. 

Dharwar „ „ 216 „

It will also serve a great part of the Belgaum district and some of the southern talooks of 
Kalaibr'i. Its cost will vary on the dilfcrcnt sections, the gh&t section being more expensive. 
The average cost will bo about £7,000 a mile, or Rs. 16,10,000 for the whole line. This in¬ 
cludes £10,000 on account of a pier and other loading and landing appliances in Karwar 
harbour. 

8. The portion of the total cost which could be spent on relief labour will depend upon 
whether it is found ])ossiblo to move large gangs from the famine districts of Dharwar and 
Bellary to the heavy works on the ghats and in other parts of the Canara district. The work 
which might be done by unskilled labour is then—

But a preportion of the relief labourers in Bellary and in Dharwar are of the Wuddah tribe, 
whose ordinary profession is working in stone; and considerable gangs of stone-workers could be 
formed in the Coded Districts and in Dharwar. There is a large quantity of stone-work to be 
done at the Tungabhudra bridge (42nd mile), which Colonel Hancock would build from the 
excellent stone found on the spot ; also there are heavy cuttings in rock, laterite and gravel

• 4, Now it possible to do in a single season of (say) three months all the earth¬ 

work and stone-work shown in the foregoing paragraph. On lengths where the work is 
heaviest a certain number of men only can work at the same time, and so we could hardly 
reckon on more than five lakhs of the earth-work on the Canara length being done by relief 
labour this season, even if it were possible to organise and transport relief gangfftrom the famine 
country to the gh&ts. On the other lengths where there is only a moderate amount of earth- 
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work, the whole of that work could certainly be done by relief labour in three months. Similar¬ 
ly with the heavy stohe-cuttin"B on the gh&t leng-th j probably not more than one-fifth of the 
rock cutting in this section could be done this season. Thus the cost of the work which miglit, 
under the most favourable arrangements, be done by relief labour this season at ordinary rates, 
may be stated at-*>

This sum (£146,000) is the cost of f.he work at the estimated rates in ordinary years. But 
the rate taken in the railway estimates, 4 and 5 annas per cubic yard, is considerably higher 
than the orditiary rates of the Ceded Districts, And so, although relief labour is generally 
expensive labour, still, in view of the high rates taken in the estimates, it may be sufficient to 
reckon that the £146,000 of ordinary work, if done by relief labourers, will cost £190,000. 
And this is the maximum sum which the sanctioning of this railway could bo expected to 
divest from comparatively unrernuncrative undertaking to an important imperial work. 

5. It is, however, very doubtful whether, at this season of the year, it would be possible to 
organise in the famine country of Bellary and Eastern Dharwar sufficiently large relief gangs 
and to transport them to Canara in time to make any very serious impression on the heavy 
cuttings of the phut section. 

6 . It remains to consider shortly the question whether the proposed railway is one that 
should, on financial considerations, be sanctioned at all. The Committee who enquired very 
carefully into the financial prosj)ects of the line in the year 1878 reported that the_ 

ing traffic ,of the country would enable the projwsed line, from Gadak to Karwar (i.c., from 

the 9l8t to the 286th mile of the line now under consideration) to pay nearly 4 per cent, on the 

cost of the line. And this estimate was accepted by the Governments of India and Bombay. 

7. Regarding the traffic on the Bellary length no detailed estimate has yet l)oen offered. 
But Colonel ITancock, in paragraph 5 of his note, dated 28rd January 1877, estimates the 
gross traffic earnings of tlie whole section above the ghfit at Rs. 6,()0f) |)er mile per annum. 

Perhaps it will be safer to take Rs. 5,500 as an average re- 
• atuiiixurD rnpurding ^ which, with au assured traffic* in cotton cither westwards 

or eastwards, seems to be a moderate estimate. If these 
estimated earnings on the Bellary to Gudduk section be added to the estimated earnings on the 
Gudduk to ('arwar length, as already accejited by the Government of India, then the total 
earnings of the whole line (286 miles) will amount to 15 lakhs of rupees (£150,000.)

6 th November 1873. nct earnings, equal to four per cent, on a capital of £1,687,000, 

which is somewhat above the estimated cost of the whole 
line. 

8 . Her Majesty’s Secretary of Stale in his despatch of the 6th November 1878 daeliued 
to sanction the line, on the ground that he douiited the financial success of the undertaking. 
The despatch remarks that two-lil'ths of the whole expected tralfic is cotton j that there is 
much doubt whether Indi.an cotton can hold its own in European markets, now that the Ameri- 
cau yield is steadily iuereasiug; and that, therefore, there is considerable risk that the rail¬ 
way may not secure the lieavi^ cotton traffic expected; and that it would consequently fail to 
pay the interest on the cai>ital invested in it. On this point the Committee of 1878 expressed 
an opinion that the out-turn of cotton from the distriets served by the Dharwar and Canara 
sections of the railway might be safely taken at 8t),()U0 tons, of which two-thirds would take 
rail to the Carwar port. It may be unnecessary now to discuss the figures of pereuge and out¬ 
turn, on wliieli the Committee based tlseir estimate, though it uiiglil be shown that these 
figures are moderate. But from a review of the general figures of cotton expi^rt from Bombay 
since the American war, we find that tlie total export to Europe has on the whole risen, thus :—

And Sir William Muir in his financial statement of March 1876 said, “ Bombay shows an 
advance in raw cotton of £1,951,000 and Madras a similar iucreosoof £831,000, while Bengal 
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fell off by £253,000.’'’ In the absence of further data, which are not available here ( Bellary) 
at the time of writing, it would seem that the cotton export of India is being muintaiucd. 

9. There is one other feature in the traffic prospects of this line which may ho noted. As 
yet the oil-seed export of Karwar is not large, yet the black soil of Dharwar and Bellary is 
very well suited for oil-seeds. And if there were a railway through these tracts, there is every 
probability that the area under oil-seeds in, and the traffic in seeds from, these districts would 
increa|^ as rapidly as tin? acreage of, and trade in, this important staple have risen during the 
last two J^rs throughout Berar, Khandesh, Nagpore and the Nerbudda country. 

10: There is one consideration on the other side that is against the financial success of 
the scheme to bo noted, and that is that the railway and its traffic may hereafter involve the 
Gove|»ment in heavy charges for improving Karwar port. The Committee write (paragraph 
44) ; ‘ We wish it, however, to be clearly understood that should Karwar ever become the port or 
base of a system of railways and its trade receive great development, it will undoubtedly be 
essential that harbour works of some magnitude he undertaken, which would add to the limited 
sheltered accommodation at present available for shipping.” What the final cost of these 
suggested works might be, it might not be safe to estimate, but it was alluded to in Major 
General Kennedy’s letter of February 1873 as ten lakhs of rupees. 

11. It will be seen from the annexed papers on the cotton traffic of the Bellary country 
that some of the befet informed traders consider that the Madras port will attract more cotton 
from the Ceded Districts than Karwar is likely to do. And they even say that the projiosed 
line, if made, will probably bring Dharwar cotton via Bellary to Madras insti-ad of carrying 
Bellary cotton via Dharwar to Karwar. About the magnitude of the cotton trade there seems 
no doubt whatever, and if the anticipations of the Bellary cotton dealers prove correct, then 
the section from Hooblee to Bellary will be the best paying part of the line, and it will bring 
a heavy traffic on to the 305 miles of guaranteed railway between Madras and Bellary. And 
this length from Bellary to Hooblee is the cheapest portion of the line costing £6,000 a mile 
as against £9,000 per mile on the length from Hooblee to Karwar. 

12. Since the foregoing paragraphs wore written, information has been receivdd that the 
Government of India have admitted the Karwar State Railway into the list of projects which 
are to bo taken up within the next six years. The local authorities estimate that about Rs. 
50,00,000 will have to he spent on relief wages in the Bellary district during the next live months, 
and they consider that the suitable works in the district will be exhausted before that total has 
been spent. It therefore seems decidedly advisable to spend as much as practicable of the 
relief wage fund on the work of the Karwar railway, which is (it is believed) to be undertaken 
during the next six years. And the part of the line on which relief labour cau be most 
promptly and convcuiently employed is the section from Bellary to Hooblee.

Note on the Bellary cotton trade a» affecting the Karwar Railway project. 

Messrs. Harvey and Sabapathy of Bellary have been good enough to favour us with 

approximate statistics of the cotton traffic from llellary and 
(t e annex ) paper. Adoni, and with a memorandum* of their views on the 

direction of the cotton trade from Bellary and from Dharwar, both at present and in the event 
of the construction of the Karwar Railway. It appears from these statistics that the annual 
export 0 ^ cotton from Bellary by rail amounts to from 7,000 to 8,000 tons, and that nearly 
a similar amount is exported from Adoni. Of the exports from Bcllary 2,000 to 3,000 tons 
arc believed to come from the Dharwar cotton fields. Of the total, say 15,000 tons, exported 
from the two stations of Bellary and Adoni, a portion is occasionally sent to Bombay, but 
seven-eighths of Hae whole takes shipment at Madras, whore it appears that the shipping 
char<»c8 are ho higher than at Bombay, and whence freights to Europe are now much lower 
than before the opening of the Suez Canal. 

2 . The observations on the present course of the cotfon trade in paragraph 4 of Messrs. 
Harvey’s and Sabap-athy’s Memorandum are understood to refer to the rainy season only. The 
Dharwar cotton crop is believed to be moderately estimated at 30,000 tons per annum, and if 
the figures above quoted arc approximatefy correct, the bulk of it must evidently still follow 
one of the western routes to the sea-board. 

3. It is impossible to say with any degree of certainty in which direction the cotton pro¬ 

duced along the line of railway will be carried, but there can be no doubt of the present extent 
of the cultivation, and very litte doubt that the cotton for export by sea will take the rail in 
one direction or the other. ^ 

4 . The rates for cotton on the Madras Railway are low, but even at these low rates a 
saving of of a penny per fi>. or li per cent, on the value of the cotton iu the Liverpool 
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Uhanrur or Hoobloo

market. Looking at the geographical portion aa shewn in the marginal table of distances, it 

appears probable that so much of the Dhar- 
war, Bellary, and Adoni cotton crop os can 
be prepared for market before the burst of 
the south-west monsoon (20th May), will 
be attracted to Carwar : and that after the 
burst of the monsoon on the western 
coast, the large ‘portion of Dbmr^ crop 
which now remains in the country till the 
close of the monsoon will take rail ^ 
Madras. 

*5. Fronvan Imperial point of view, any unproved receipts to the Madras Railway ||»ald, 
so long as the guaranteed interest is not earned, be clear gain to the treasury. 

6 . It may bo well to note that arguments such as are advanced by Messrs Harvey 
and Sabapathy were anticipated by the Government of Bombay, whose Secretary (on the 5th ■ 
February 1873) wrote, “ extending the line to Bellary will meet the objections urged against 
the Karwar railway on the ground of the uncertainty of communication by that route during 
the inonsjcou, will to a certain extent satisfy all parties concerned in the trade of the 
Southern Mahratta Country, or will ensure a regular tradle to the line thoroughout the 
year.” ,

Memorandum by Messrs. Hakvet and Sabaputhy on the subject of the extension of Railway 
communication from Rellary, dated Bellary, 12th February 1877, 

They consider that a railway from Bellary to some central point iu the Dharwar best 
agricnltural district would prove remunerative to Governmi’nt and a benefit to the country, 
but that a through railway to Karwar is unnecessary for the following reasons 

1st, Th« Dharwar crop is ginned in the south-west monsoon when shipments call bo 
readily and promjitly made from Madras, but are next to imprncticuide on the Malabar Coast; 
the rains during that season are trilling in Madras and excessive iu Karwar. 

2nd. Financial and shipping facilities arc present in Madras, the growth of a oonplo of 
centuries, but entirely absent in Karwar; the extent to which such facilities assist trade was 
explained personally by Mr. Harvey to Mr. Bernard. 

3rd. Steamers from Calcutta to Flurope touch at Madras for part cargo and carry it to 
Euto^ie cheaper than sjiecial steamers sent to Karwar ever can do, or at least till Karwar is 
made a ])lace as important as Madras. 

4lh. The best jnoof of the direction of trade is its present course, and Dharwar cotton 
comes rid Bellary now in the rainy season, from Hoongoonda, Noolgoond, &c., &c. 

nth. The capital expenditure on the Madras Railway would be rendered more productive 
than at present by reason of ^he increased-traffic from Dharwar, and that* railway is capable 
of carrying to Madras double its present normal trulfic. 

6 'M. TThe towns row/e Bcllary to Gudduck are of more impoTtaiice than those frorn 
Gudduck to Karwar, and the cart trade at present carried ou is enormous “ throughout the 
year.” From Karwar it is only practicable in the dry monsoon. 

7th. The whole deduction Harvey and Sabajiathy make from above stated facts, is that 
a railway from Bellary to Gudduck would not ouly develop the resources of the country, but 
help to reduce the Government guarantee on the Madras Railway which is at present the 
worst paying, they believe, in India. 

8tk. Shipping charges in Madras are less than in Bombay or Karwar, as per original 
actual memorandum of those charges incurred by Harvey and Sabapathy, which m.emotaudum 
was sent to Mr. Bernard.

By direction of Sir Richard Temple, I have the honour to submit copy of a Minute 
recordcid by him regarding the receiving of labourers from Mysore and the Nizamis territories 
on relief works in the Madras Presidency. Copy of this Minute has been oommunicated to 
the Chief Commissioner of Mysore and to the Resident at Hyderabad. 


Minute by Sib Riohabd Templb, dated Camp Bellary, 16lh February 1877. 

I DRBiBE torsubmit to the Government of Madras certain observations on its General 
Order of the 9th February, whioh directs that “ coolies (relief labourers) from Mysore and 
Hyderabad arc to be treated on relief works exactly os our own people.” 
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2. Already many persons of this description have resorted from Mysore and Hyderabad 
to tlie relief works in the Madras Presidency, and, after their necessities have been relieved, 
have becTi sent back to their owti province, Mysore or Hyderabad, as the case may be, by which 
authorities they have been duly received. Botli in Mysore and Hyderabad relief works are 
open, and I know that the authorities in both these states arc williTig’ and able to take care 
of their own people and to avoid casting the burden of 8ui)portiug them on the British 
Government. 

In Mysore the rdief operations are entirely under the direction of British Officers, 
just as i#iMiey had been m British territory. But, as I'elief has been allowed somewhat more 
liberally in the Madras Presidency than in Mysore, there is no fear of British subjects resort¬ 
ing to Mysore, wliile there is every fear of Mysore subjects resorting to Madras districts. I 
was di.stineUy warned of this by the Mysore authorities themselves, who said that many thou- 
sauJ^of their people might be resorting to British districts, who all the time might properly 
bo, indeed, ought to be, niaintainod by Mysore. The Chief Cominissiouer would, I am sure, 
be glad that such people should be sent back to him. And I know that the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner is as anxious as he is resonreeful, to provide for all Mysore subjects. 

4. If, therefore, in virtue of the Madras Government order cited above, any number of 
Mysore ryots were to come U{)on Madras works, an unnecessary expenditui'e of British money 
would be incurred, upon that which wiis really the bu.siness of the Mysore State,—notwith¬ 
standing that the Mysore State is anxious to undertake its own duty with its own money. 

5. The same remark, muiaiis mutandis, applies to the Hyderabad territory. 

0. It is true that in 1S74 the Bengal (xovernment received on its relief works refugees 
from Nepaul, but then the adjoining Nepaul distriets were not under British suiiervision, and, 
so far as we knew, did not eoutaiu any relief works. It w.is therefore doomed neecss.ary to 
receive the poor people. Bui the case is quite different with the Mysore State, whi<di is ad¬ 
ministered by our own officers ; and also the case is different with the Hyderabad State, where 
ample j)rovisions of relief are known lo have been made. 

7. I would therefore suggest that the officers in the Madras districts be direel.ed to receive 
persona from Mysore or Hyderabad temporarily if seen to be labouring under immediate neces¬ 
sity, hut to give the earliest intimation to the nearest local authority either in Mysore or 
Hyderabad, as the case may be, in order that these persons may bo transferred to their own 
territory.

I AM directed to submit co]iy of a memorandum by Captain Bisset, regarding his recent 
meeting with officials of the Great Indian Peninsula Railw.ay, together with a copy of the 
letter which Sir Richard Temple has caused to be addressed to the Goverumeuts of Bombay 
and Madras on the subject. 

2. 'I'here eait be no doubt that the grain traffic froTn the^iorlh is now working fairly well 
into the Ceded Districts, and there is j)rosjM‘ct of further improvement. The proposal for 
working the Raicdicwe section of the Madras line by the Great Indian Peninsula Railway 
Comjiany need not now be pre.ssed. 

3 . Sir Richard 'remple is of opinion that Captain Bisset’s services in this matter have 
been highly creditable to that officeV. 


Memorandum of the proceedings of a meeting held at Bombay on the 9th February 1877 between 
Colonel H. F. Hancock, R. E., Consulting Engineer, Ma. Hknuy Condkr, Traffic 
• Manager, Great Indian Peninsula Railway, and Captain W. S. S. Bisset, R. E., on 
special duty. 

Caitain Bisset •submitted to the meeting extraets from the books at Raichore, showing 

that, although Mr. Conder h.ad been good enough to order 
*** {rwa* to Km- attention to the nrraTigements of train.s sent into 

Raichore, there had been no ehange for the better up to the 

7 th February. . 

Captain Bisset mentioned, further, that in his opinion this appeared to be mainly due to 
the waut of free eommunication between the two local traffic officers at Raichore; but that at 
a meeting at Raichore on the 6th February arrangements for mutual accommodation had been 
made, as a result of wliich it was to be hoped that the working of the traffic at Raichore will 
bo much simplified. . ’ 

Mr. Conder was good epough to confirm the following portions of the arrangements come 
to at Raichore on the 6th, and to state that ho had recently renewed his orders for increased 
attention to the following iioiuts:— 

(1.) To place all Raichore wagons together. 

(2.) To put all wagons for transhipment at Raichore together. 

(3.) To deh'ver both these classes of wagons at Raichore by a separate train whou this 
is possible. , 
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2. C’npt.ai'n Bissot Ibon submitted a fourth proposal, viz :— 

Tlint tlie wiiffoiiB for the Madras Railway should herarran«fe<l l)efore delivery at Raichore 
as inueh us possible in station order, so that the shunting at Raichore might ho reduced as 
iiuieh as possible, and the trains forwarded after simply changing engines, or after a few 
shunts. 

, Mr. Condor represented that this involved his Company in work which fell proi>erly on the 
junction station at llaichore ; and on this being allowed os corrcet, he replied to a request for 
its performance as a favour, that he doubted the necessity of the work^that he could notjy^der- 
take to detain trains at road-side stations for such work, hut that he would cnfllSvuur to 
obtain attention to the arrangement of wagons in station order as far as was possible without 
additional shunting. 

lie further ])rpmised to consider the ])ossibility of his doing the work thoroughly at (me of 
the larger (iseat Indian Peninsula Railway stations on the condition that his Companj^vere 
])aid the eo.st of the shunting. 

J5. The Traflic Manager of the Madras Railway projxises to jdace one of hi« assistants at 
Baiehore during this pressure, and U) await further experience before making any proposals 
involving payment to the Great Indian Peninsula Railway. But if after exjieriencini' the, 
bimefits of the improvements already agreed to, the Madras Railway Company find it im])os- 
sible to pass the increased traffic through Raichore without this further assistance, it will lie 
necessary for them to a.sk for this further assistance, and for the Agents of the Railways to 
arrange the terms under which the work shall he done. • 

Mr. LeMesnrier was kind enough to assure me that he would consent to any such 
proposals for facilitating the delivery of grain to the Madras Pr(iBidency. 

..4. Captain Bisset submitted notes of the actual numbers 
tlirough'^in. w-agoiiB wit Wagons that had recently been received at Raichore re(]uir- 

. ing transhipment. 

The numbers averaged only eight a day for the first seven days of February, and these 
N 0 Tr..-Thc. arrivalH of thoBo “"nibers wore consideivd as easily manageable, the difficulty 
wsgmiB (in the* 8th, 9th and 10th traii.shippmg at Raichore arising trom tin? constant dis- 
Fehnuirv wm* aftenyurdH found to tnrbatice of the transhipment by shunting, which it is hoped 
hp -1,14 and 16 ifcKpoftivcly. ^yj[| much reduced. 

Mr. Condor mentioned having recently repeated his orders to avoid loading cotton 
wagons for stations beyond Raichore, and he assured the meeting that under these ortlers the 
loading of such wagons would he practically stopped. 

Q. Captain Bisset represented tliat the Madras Railway should be trusted to work from 

Raichore up to its full powers with through wagons only, 
L(x>b 1 bonking of gniin to Ihnchoru, and that if it does this there can be little or no room I'or 

grain re-hooked at Raichore. 

Mr. Conder stated that during the rectmt cessation of through booking every effort was 
made to discourage the hooking of grain to Raichore, and that it was ex|)laiiied to merchants 
olforing grain for convex ance to Raichore, that the ces.sation of thnnigh huokiiig was only 
temporary, and that by waiting a few days they could book their grain direct to its final 
ciestiiiation. ^ 

The grain booked to Raichore has b(‘en during the last few days uiiloiulcd in the new 
sidings, which are found very convenient for this purpose. , 

It is to 1)0 hoped that the local booking may not continue heavy, as it causes increased 
work to the staff at Raichore, besides involving longer detentions of the rolling stock. 

6 . Captain Bisset pointed out that, after the last suspension of through booking, there 
Through booking to the MadraB had been an interval of two days (27th and 2Hth Junuaryj 

Kailwar. during which tlic Madras Railway had not had full work. 

Mr. Conder stated that he had never suspended the transmission of through-booked 
wagons from the East Indian Railway or other Railways beyond his own line; that he had 
constantly in view a continuous supply of wagons to Raichore, and that no fears nefed be 
entertained of any short delivery at present. 

Mr. Conder further intimat(3d that he had resumed.through booking for the Madras Rail¬ 
way on the 8th February; that the demands for carriage were not now so pres-sing; that the 
accnmnlations at the stations were now much reduced, those at Nagpore, Miyirtizapore and 
Akola being the only ones of any magnitude; but that he saw no reason for supposing that 
the supply would not keep up to ITiO wagons a day for some time yet. , 

7. Captain Risset submitted a memorandum shewing the increased work done by, the 
liimiution of donjialcheB of through Madra.s Railway at Raichore, and expressed an opinion that 

wngonB for Raichore. further discussion on the question of limitation was at pre¬ 

sent unnecessary, as wit^the additional engines so soon to be placed at the service of the 
Madras Railway, their carrying powers would probably be fully equal to removing ^11 the 
wagons delivered by the Great Indian Peninsula Railway. . 

Colonel Hancock, however, made some enquiries for his 6wn satisfaction on this point. 

Mr. Conder reminded the jneeting that he had not pressed more wagons into Raichore 
than the Madras Railway Company had asked to he sent there; that in loading up all the 
wagons he had at his disposal ho had acted according to his usual practice; and that, on finding 
that there were no toore wagons to spare, and no accommodation for more at the stations on the 
road, he had suspended further booking to the Madras Railway. 
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^ Mr. Condor iis.surod tlie mectin”* that, aocordiiig^ to his oKperience, the delays or irrcffu- 
larities whieli Captain Bissct seemed to fear (rom very heavy despatehes followed by temporary 
suspensions of tliroug-h hookinff are not more objectionable to the dealers than any attempt to 
limit the doej»at(;hes would be. 

Captain His.set mentioned the following reasons for his belief that as regula’* a despatch 
should be maintained us i)OB.sible : 


(1.) Rolling stock vvould be economised. 

train service ^ould be more regular. 

(•5.) Some approach to regularity would be attained in the interval between the consignment 
of goods and their delivery at their destination. • 

(4.) Traders could make all their arrangements for supplies with mnelt more certainty and 
^ economy if such regularity could be attained. 

There was no conclusion arrived at on the subject, except that, with a smallei* amount of 
rolling stock, the present mode of working would hardly be practicable. 

Colonel Hancock considered that in their effect upon private trade, the merits of the 
different modes of dealing with the traffic were almost entirely a matter of opinion, and he 
remarked that it was evident that the difficulties from.detention of wagons and from any irre¬ 
gularity of the train service fell entirely on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company, 
and that it might be assumed that Mr. Cornier would not incur these difficulties if he were not 
thoroughly convinced* of the arlvantages of his present practice. 

8 . With reference to the que.stion of resptinsibility for the acoumiilntions caused by this 
mode of working. Captain Bisset rcjji-cscntcd that the Madras Railway Company was still very 
short of engines, and that it was impossible to consider that Company altogether responsible for 
the failure to keep in constant circulation all the wagons which might by an effort on the part 
of its more fully-stocked neighbour be poured Jown upon the junction station, mid that in his 
ofunion the best interests of both railways and also of the grain traffic to the Madras district* 
would he best served by mutual accomriiodution and by the Captation of the strength of the 
one railway to the weakness of the other. 

B<d.h Colonel Hancock and Mr. Conder stated that no complaint was made on .their part 
of the present working of the Madras Railway, but that they believed that a stimulus to more 
vigorous working had certainly been given by the knowledge that so many wagons were lying 
under load for the Madras Railway. 

9. The meeting closed with assurances of the strongest desire on the part of the Bombay 
railway authorities to do all in their power to forward the furtlier development of the grain 
traffic, and with regrets that somewhat different views as to the method of doing this had 
apparently been interpreted as obstacles to the attainment of this end. 


10. It has been noted above that the Traffic Manager of the Madras Railway has deter¬ 
mined to place one of his assistants at Raichore daring the present pressure of work there. 

The propriety of thi.s step was urged by the Deputy Con.sulting Engineer, Madras, after 
his visit to Raicborc on the GUi February. I now mention a slight loss of work on the 11th 
instant, which ai»peafs to me te have arisen solely from the vvauf. of that prompt intercom- 
inunieiition which the jiresonce of a superior officer of the Traffic Department at Raichore is 


likely to secure. 

On the 11 th Febrnary, a Madras Railway train, which wa.s ordered in accordance with a 
definite expectation of larger arrivals of wagons from the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, had 
to be eancelled. This occurred within a few daj’s after the local traffic officers had met at 
Raichore and arranged in the most cordial manner for working into each other’s hands. 

I am confident that this occurred from want of early intimation that more wagons wer* 
wanted at Raichore, and 1 have only mentioned the matter in the hope of inviting continued 
attention to the working of Raichore station, wliich should, in my opinion, be left altogether 
to the traffic officer on the spot.

By desire of Sir Richard Temple 1 have the honour to forward copy of a memorandum 
bv Captain Bisset, regarding the decisions taken by the Great Indian Peninsula Traffic 
Manager, Mr. Conder, on certain points connected with the joint working of gram traffic over 
4 he tircat Indian Peninsula and Madras Railways. 

2. The Bombay railway authorities are manifestly ready and anxious to promote the 
smooth and rapid working of the traffic. Sir Richard Temple has ascertained from the Madras 
railway authorities that they are ready to do their part loyally to the best of their power. 
And iie trusts that the harmonious working of this great tr^c, which is sd very important 
to the Very lives of the people in the Ceded Districts, may be thoroughly maintained. 
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3. Sir Richaiil TSmple will have mneli pleasure in bring’ing’ to the notice of the Govern¬ 
ment of India that since the 29th January there has been a rejfular stream of grain wapfons 

(the average being 110 wagons* daily)-of northern grain 
About 6G0 tons. from the Great Indian Peniusnla Railway into the ('eded 

Districts. It is confidently believed that the doily delivery will shortly be wf)rked up to Jr)0 
wagons. Already the effect has been felt in the Bcllary markets, where northern cholutn 
(jowari) is now (i4th February) quoted at 10 seers per rupee.

I HAVE the honour, by direction of Sir Richard Temple, to submit copy of a Minute 
recorded by him regarding the doubling of the line of railway from Ainbatoor near Madras 
to Arconuni. 


Minute by Sia Riciiaud Tempi.e, dated Humpe, Bellary District, IGth Fehrttary 1877. 

On the 27th January, I submitted to the Government of India by telegraph a recom¬ 
mendation that the line from Ambatoor near Madras should be doubled a.s far as the Arconum 
Junction. This suggestion was made after consultation with llis Grace the Governor of 
Madras, and after a conference with Mr. Elwin, the Agent of the Madras Railway. The 
Government of India have been pleased to aceede to the proposal; and 1 deem it right to 
record briefly my reasons for recommending this undertakiug. 


2. The whole inward and outward railway traffic of Madras, except the trade towards the 
coast districts of Chingleput and (Juddalore (South Arcot), has to ])ass over 42 miles of line 
from Madras to Arconum Junction, Out of this length, seven miles only consist of double 
line, while 85 miles from Ambatoor to Arconum have a single line of rails only. From 
Arconum Junction the line bifurcates,—one branch goes north-westward into the Ceded Districts 
and towards Bombay, while the other goes south-westwards through North Arcot, Salem, and 
Coimbatore towards Beypore. From this south-west line breaks off the branch to Bangahire 
in the province of Mysore. During the present time of scarcity a part, of the food required 
for the Ceded Districts, and almost the whole of the foreign grain retiuired by North Arcot, 
Salem, and the My^sore country, has to pass over the 35 miles of single lino between Ambatoor 
and Arconum Junction. 


8 . The daily 8upi)ly of imported food sent into the famine districts is therefore limited 
by the carrying power of the 85 miles of single line over wliieh the or<linary inward and out¬ 
ward traffic of the country has to pass. U'here is a very large store of grain on the Madras 
beach waiting for despatch ifito the interior; the deiniinds of the famine country are great, 
and up-country dealers complain that they cannot got their consignments of grain away fu)in 
T.* 1— According to the lowest computation, and on the understanding that the thaled 

Districts will for the most part consume grain broughf; 
by the Great Indian Peninsula Railway from the north, 
the famine districts now require 1,2(10 tons* of grain 
per diem from Madnis. If the northern supjdy should 
in any way fail, or when the monsoon shall close the 
west coast parts, the famine districts will in all pro¬ 
bability require more than 1,200 tons a day from 
Madras.

• Ifote .—Sec the sketch of the amount of 
importctl fooil required by tho famine dig- 
trictg, Huhinitted to the Guveriiniunt of Itidin 
u)i the 27tb January. Suhgoqucnt enquiries 
into tlic circnmetunces and trade of Danpilore 
have shown that the Mysore deniiiiul may 
have been under-estimated in that sketch. 


4. With a single line, tho Madras Railway has never worked more than*7,200 tons of 
grain over the Arconum length in one week. It is said that, with groat exertions, 9,000 tons 
a week might be carried. It is evident, however, that the single line can, even if every thing 
works smoothly and well, barely meet the present minimum requirements of the country. If 
anything goes wrong, or if the demand increases, then the Arconum length of the railway 
cannot do the work which the country requires of it. Tliis requirement is not merely for, 
ordinary articles of commerce, but for actual food, without which prices must rise greatly, and 
the food-supply of the country must fall short. The two lines which branch off from Arconum 
could, between them, carry considerably more than 1,200 tons of* grain, if only it could be 
carried to Arconum. 

6 . ’Under those circumstances, it seems absolutely necessary to double the line to 
Arconum, so as to enable the Matlras Railway to carry os much grain as the country needs’, 
and as the trade seems ready to supply. Though the Madras Railway does not possess spare 
mils sufficient for the 35 miles, yet rails are to be had in the country, and I was informed by 
the Madras authorities that the work could be finished in six weeks from its commencement. 
The cost of the^vork would probably be from £80,000 to £100,000, and this amount would 
be added to the guaranteed capital Of the Madras Railway.

BEPOBTS Olf THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OP THE CROPS ’ 
POB THE WEEK ENDING THE 22nd PEBBTJABY 1877. 


General Remarks. —In Madras rain is reported from Kistna, Ncllore, Kiimool, Coim¬ 
batore and Tinncvelly. The numbers on rebel' works reported fyive a total of 775,777 ; there 
is a dUrease in every distriet cxce])!. South Areot; in Bellary the numbers are le.ss by 41,000, in 
Cuddapah by 37,800, and in Kuriiool by 24,6ii0. Rain has fallen in Sind and a little at Sholapur; 
none is reported elsewhere in the Bombay Presidency j there is no material chini£fc in prospects. 
No rain lias fallen in Mysore. I'lie rahl harvest is jiroj^ressing in the Central Provinces; minis 
reported only from Seoul and the Upper Godivari; jirosjieets have iinjiroved. In Berar the 
reaping of the rahi is nearly tiuished. No rain has fallen in Central India or Rajputana; 
prospects are good. In Bengal there have' been a few scattered showt*rs in the Eastern Districts 
and Orissa; the eold weather crops ]>roniisc well. No rain has fallen in the North-Western 
Provinces (except at Almora) or Oiidh ; prospects are favourable. In the Punjab no rain had 
fallen during the week, but it was rcifommeueing when the report was despatched.
